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THE  PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  University  for 
the  session  1968-69. 

Before  commencing  this  survey,  however,  I  wish  to  tell  you  how 
highly  I  have  been  honoured  to  have  been  invited  to  assume  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  this  great  Canadian  institution.  I  came  to  love  Queen's  as  an 
undergraduate,  and  it  was  one  of  my  most  rewarding  experiences  to  have 
served  as  a  teacher  on  several  occasions,  and  as  its  Vice-Principal.  I 
take  on  the  Principalship  with  a  keen  sense  of  the  importance  of  the 
values  this  University  has  always  furthered,  and  of  the  major  contribution 
it  can  make  to  the  life  of  this  country.  In  particular,  I  am  grateful  to 
have  inherited  from  Dr.  Corry  and  Dr.  Mackintosh  a  sound  institution 
with  high  standards  of  scholarship  and  with  healthy  relations  among  its 
various  components.  The  strength,  the  patience  and  the  wisdom  of 
these  men  and  of  their  predecessors  is  reflected  in  the  spirit,  the  prog¬ 
rammes  and  the  structures  of  the  University,  and  these  provide  a  strong 
base  from  which  to  deal  with  the  many  problems  which  lie  ahead. 

One  of  Dr.  Corry's  most  recent  achievements  was  to  lead  a  major 
review  of  the  system  of  internal  government  of  the  University.  In  the 
autumn  of  1967,  he  composed  a  Committee  to  review  the  functions  and 
composition  of  the  major  organs  and  processes  of  government  at  Queen's. 
This  Committee,  on  which  I  served,  drew  members  from  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  faculty  and  the  student  body.  The  University  Council  and 
the  Faculty  Association  were  also  represented.  Its  final  report  was 
accepted  by  the  Trustees  in  the  autumn  of  1968,  and  most  of  its  recom¬ 
mendations  have  been  implemented.  Among  Canadian  universities. 

Queen's  was  one  of  the  earliest  to  review  its  system  of  internal  govern¬ 
ment  in  the  light  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Duff-Berdahl  Com¬ 
mission.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  decisions  on  these  matters 
were  reached  through  a  process  of  rational  discussion  and  consultation, 
and  with  widespread  agreement  and  good  will. 

The  major  portion  of  the  Committee's  attention  was  directed 
toward  the  composition,  functions  and  processes  of  the  Senate.  The 
Senate  itself  had  carried  out  such  a  review  during  the  calendar  year  1967 
and  had  concluded  that  there  should  be  student  senators,  that  its  system  ; 
of  representation  should  be  altered  to  give  more  adequate  representation 
to  the  larger  faculties,  and  that  there  should  be  an  increase  in  the  rela- 
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ve  role  of  the  teaching  staff.  It  also  concluded  that  its  functions 
tould  be  extended  and  clarified  so  that  it  would  have  clear  responsibili- 
t  for  all  matters  of  an  academic  character. 


Vice-Principal  Gibson  was  chairman  of  the  committee  which 
rought  this  study  to  a  successful  conclusion.  Professor  Gibson  ends 
,  is  term  as  Vice-Principal  (Academic)  at  the  end  of  the  present  summer 
nd,  having  completed  the  special  tasks  for  which  he  took  on  the  Vice- 
rincipalship,  he  wishes  to  return  to  full-time  teaching. 


One  of  the  first  steps  taken  by  the  newly  constituted  Senate  was 
d  deal  with  an  Alma  Mater  Society  proposal  that  the  Senate  should 
pen  its  meetings  to  members  of  the  University  community  ,  and  ensure 
;nat  the  voice  of  the  students  was  expressed  effectively  through  member- 
lip  on  the  various  Senate  committees.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the 
enate  was  able  to  develop  workable  procedures  for  "openness'  and  for 
^presentation  of  students  on  all  of  the  Senate's  standing  committees, 
btudent  senators  and  other  students  serving  on  the  various  committees 
ave  approached  their  work  with  a  high  sense  of  responsibility.  Accord- 
igly,  the  Senate  has  developed  an  effective  working  relationship  in 
tatters  of  University  academic  policy  among  faculty,  students  and 
dministration. 


Two  other  significant  developments  associated  with  the  Senate 
ave  been  the  creation  of  a  separate  Office  of  the  Senate  and  the 
publication  of  a  weekly  Gazette,  which  informs  the  Queen's  community 
if  the  issues  which  are  coming  before  Senate,  and  of  the  decisions 
cached. 


Among  the  major  recommendations  coming  both  from  the 
enate  and  from  Dr.  Corry's  Committee  on  University  Government  was 
*1)  that  the  Senate  should  assume  responsibility  for  academic  planning 
rnd  for  the  determination  of  academic  priorities;  and  (2)  that  the 
enate  and  the  Trustees  should  co-operate  in  matters  of  physical 
ilanning  through  a  system  of  joint  committees.  In  translating  these 
ecomrhendations  into  institutional  form,  the  Senate  created  a  Com- 
nittee  on  Academic  Development,  and  formally  provided  for  academic 
epresentation  on  the  joint  Board-Senate  Committee  on  Campus  Plan- 
iing  (formerly  the  Long  Term  Planning  Committee).  Academic 
iriorities  are  determined  by  the  Senate  on  the  basis  of  recommendations 
rom  the  Committee  on  Academic  Development.  Major  decisions  on 
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the  character,  scope,  siting  and  cost  of  academic  buildings  are  made 
by  the  Committee  on  Campus  Planning,  while  contractual  arrangement 
and  supervision  of  building  are  handled  by  the  Building  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  on  which  members  of  faculty  continue  to  serve 

Throughout  1968-69,  a  major  concern  of  the  Senate's  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Academic  Development  has  been  the  evolution  of  a  general 
plan  of  development  for  the  period  through  to  1975-76.  The  actual 
document  approved  by  Senate  is  contained  in  Annex  A  to  this  report. 
Briefly,  it  recommends  a  pattern  of  development  which  would  result 
in  a  total  enrolment  of  approximately  10,000  students  in  1975-76. 

The  major  components  of  this  projected  increase  are: 

(a)  A  growth  of  about  875  undergraduate  students  in  Arts  & 
Science.  This  is  to  provide  for  new  programmes  in  social  work,  in 
art  and  music  education,  and  in  computing  and  information  sciences, 
and  for  the  expansion  of  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education 
to  bring  it  to  an  effective  scale. 

(b)  A  growth  of  about  175  students  in  the  School  of  Business, 
to  bring  the  School  to  a  fully  efficient  and  competitive  position. 

(c)  An  increase  of  about  250  students  in  Applied  Science,  to 
bring  undergraduate  enrolment  to  1,500.  This  is  considered  the  mini¬ 
mum  undergraduate  enrolment  necessary  for  full  effectiveness. 

(d)  A  growth  of  about  200  in  the  School  of  Nursing.  This  is 
to  meet  the  greatly  increased  demand  for  nursing  administrators  for 
the  Canadian  hospital  system. 

(e)  An  increase  of  about  100  in  the  School  of  Rehabilitation 
Therapy,  to  help  meet  pressing  shortage  in  this  area. 

(f)  An  extension  of  McArthur  College  by  a  further  700,  to 
help  meet  the  requirement  for  secondary  school  teachers. 

(g)  A  growth  of  the  Graduate  School  by  about  1,000.  If 
university  teachers  are  to  be  prepared  in  adequate  numbers  to  provide 
for  the  overall  expansion  of  Canadian  universities,  then,  as  an  older 
institution  with  considerable  experience  in  graduate  work,  Queen's 
should  expand  a  number  of  its  graduate  programmes,  particularly  at  th 
doctoral  level. 

Our  relative  position  over  the  last  and  the  next  few  years  can 
be  seen  from  the  following  table:

It  will  be  seen  that  over  the  past  few  years,  Queen's  has  been 
expanding  its  undergraduate  enrolment  at  a  slower  rate  than  have  the 
other  Ontario  universities,  taken  as  a  whole.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
rate  of  expansion  of  graduate  work  has  been  somewhat  more  rapid. 

Over  the  period  to  1975-76,  the  rate  of  expansion  of  undergraduate 
and  professional  enrolment  will  be  considerably  slower  than  in  the 
province  as  a  whole,  while  the  rate  of  the  expansion  of  graduate  studies 
will  level  off  so  that  it  is  in  line  with  the  rate  in  the  province  as  a 
whole. 


At  the  request  of  the  government,  our  forecasts  of  enrolment 
have  been  sent  on  to  Queen's  Park,  and  it  appears  that  the  projected 
development  at  Queen's  would,  in  general,  be  consistent  with  the  over- 
fall  needs  of  the  province. 

While  much  of  the  attention  of  the  Committee  on  Academic 
‘Development  has  been  concentrated  on  general  planning  for  the  next 
seven  years,  it  has  also  developed  machinery  for  the  scrutiny  of  new 
programmes  and  is  developing  procedures  for  the  examination  of  new 
iproposals  for  inter-disciplinary  centres  and  institutes.  As  well,  it  has 
Irecommended  approval  of  a  number  of  proposals  for  the  creation  of 
|inew  graduate  programmes  in  urban  and  regional  studies,  public 
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idministration,  and  computing  science,  and  has  approved  the  creation 
)f  a  Metals  Research  Centre  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science. 

In  carrying  on  its  work,  the  Committee  of  Academic  Develop¬ 
ment  is  assisted  by  the  newly  created  Office  for  Academic  Planning. 
This  office  is  headed  by  Bernard  Trotter,  who  several  years  ago  was  a 
major  participant  in  the  development  of  the  present  formula  system  of 
aperating  grants  to  the  Ontario  universities. 


Other  Committees  of  the  Senate  have  been  working  during  the 
past  year  on  a  number  of  major  policy  matters.  In  particular,  the 
Committee  on  Appointment,  Promotion,  Tenure  and  Leave  has  drafted 
&  a  statement  of  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  important  matter 
'  of  academic  tenure.  The  proposals  of  the  Committee  were  approved 
by  the  Senate  at  its  meeting  in  April.  The  Committee  was  assisted  in 
its  work  by  the  Faculty  Association.  The  policies  and  procedures 
regarding  academic  tenure  at  Queen's,  which  have  now  been  adopted, 
carry  the  agreement  of  both  the  Senate  and  the  Faculty  Association. 


Within  a  remarkably  short  space  of  time,  members  of  the  Senate 
representing  both  the  teaching  staff  and  the  students  have  demonstrated 
an  effective  capacity  to  evolve  major  policy  in  matters  governing  the 
academic  life  of  the  University,  and  to  do  so  in  such  a  way  that  these 
policies  command  a  wide  measure  of  support  from  the  University 
community.  Many  problems  still  remain,  and  much  remains  to  be 
done.  However,  I  earnestly  hope  that  members  of  faculty  and  students 
will  continue  in  the  year  ahead  to  show  their  active  concern,  and  to 
demonstrate  the  constructive  and  co-operative  spirit  that  they  have 
shown  over  the  past  session. 


To  this  point  the  report  has  dealt  with  changes  mainly  associated 
with  the  Senate  and  the  general  government  of  the  University.  I  now 
wish  to  turn  to  a  number  of  significant  changes  and  developments 
taking  place  within  the  various  faculties,  and  in  regard  to  particular 
activities. 

First,  I  should  report  that  McArthur  College  opened  in  the 
autumn  with  200  students,  albeit  in  temporary  and  improvised  quarters. 
Already  it  has  established  a  high  reputation  for  good  scholarship  and 
for  sensitivity  to  the  most  fruitful  of  the  new  developments  in  the 
teaching  art.  Real  progress  is  now  being  made  in  the  construction 
of  the  permanent  quarters  for  McArthur  College  on  the  West  Campus. 
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The  first  phase  of  this  development  should  be  ready  in  the  summer  of 

1970. 

The  leadership  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  has  changed.  Dean 
Lederman,  who  has  worked  so  effectively  to  bring  the  Law  School  to 
its  present  point  of  high  development,  has  decided  to  return  to  regular 
teaching  and  research,  and  his  place  has  been  assumed  by  Professor 
Daniel  Soberman.  I  am  confident  that  he  will  contribute  substantially 
to  the  further  development  of  the  school. 


Throughout  the  past  winter  a  special  Principal's  Committee  has 
been  examining  the  processes  of  teaching  and  learning  within  the 

n  Faculty  of  Arts  &  Science.  The  Committee  is  under  the  able  leader¬ 
ship  of  Dean  George  Harrower  and  comprises  equal  numbers  of  faculty 
and  students.  The  members  of  the  Committee  are:  Dean  Harrower, 

}  P.  Dale,  A.R.C.  Duncan,  Miss  R.  Derrick,  J.A.  Euringer,  Miss  K. 

I  Herman,  H.M.  Good,  G.  MacDonnell  and  E.  Parnell.  This  group  is 
I  examining  the  content  of  the  Arts  &  Science  programme,  the  struct- 
I  ure  of  the  curriculum,  the  methods  of  examinations,  and  the  teaching 
|j  and  learning  methods  in  use  within  the  Faculty.  The  Committee  will 
be  continuing  its  work  throughout  the  summer,  and  I  anticipate  that 
i  the  Committee's  report  will  lead  to  an  active  debate  on  our  approach 
to  both  general  and  specialized  education.  I  hope  that,  following  this 
discussion  and  based  on  a  wide  measure  of  consensus,  a  number  of 
reforms  and  improvements  will  be  considered  by  the  Faculty  Board, 
f  in  line  with  present  aspirations  and  circumstances. 


Important  changes  occurred  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

(  Dean  Curtis  retired  after  a  lifetime  of  distinguished  service  to  the 
University.  His  place  was  taken  by  Professor  David  Slater,  who  is 
M energetically  guiding  the  further  development  of  the  School,  commensu¬ 
rate  with  the  needs  of  the  fastest  growing  sector  of  the  University. 

The  facilities  of  the  School  have  been  extended  to  include  the  co-ordi¬ 
nation  and  general  promotion  of  research,  which  is  expanding  rapidly 
I  in  line  with  the  growth  in  graduate  studies. 

Student  government  at  Queen's  has  coped  well  with  the  new  and 
I  far-reaching  challenges  that  have  come  to  the  university  community  in 
I  recent  years.  At  all  levels  within  the  life  of  the  University,  students 
I  have  shown  that  they,  along  with  other  members  of  the  community, 
can  play  an  effective  and  constructive  part  in  the  development  and 
operations  of  the  institution,  as  well  as  handle  by  themselves  matters 
of  particular  concern  to  them.  I  have  already  spoken  of  the  new  partici- 


pation  by  students  in  the  work  of  the  Senate  and  its  committees. 

During  the  past  year,  student  participation  in  departmental  committees 
was  substantially  extended.  Students  have  assumed  membership  on  the 
Faculty  Boards  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  the  Faculty  of  Law,  and 
the  School  of  Nursing.  Proposals  are  presently  under  consideration  in 
other  faculties  for  greater  participation  by  students  in  the  work  of 
faculty  organizations.  Not  only  has  the  Alma  Mater  Society  (and  its 
constituent  organizations)  continued  to  take  primary  responsibility  for 
the  handling  of  student  discipline,  but  it  has  shown  an  effective 
capacity  to  take  important  initiatives  and  to  organize  special  projects. 
Among  the  many  I  could  mention,  I  would  point  to  the  arrangements 
for  the  "dialogue"  with  Prime  Minister  Trudeau,  the  Brockington  Visitor 
ship  under  which  Mr.  Pearson  came  to  Queen's,  the  successful  "Open 
House",  and  the  promising  new  development  of  co-operative  student 
housing  at  Queen's.  While  much  has  been  accomplished,  the  problems 
of  change  and  adjustment  are  far  from  over.  They  will  continue  to 
call  for  active  concern  and  wise  understanding  on  the  part  of  all 
members  of  the  University  community. 

I  also  point  with  pride  to  the  fact  that  this  year  the  football 
team  won  the  Canadian  College  Bowl  Inter-Collegiate  Football 
Championship  (The  Vanier  Cup),  and  in  doing  so  brought  great  credit 
to  Queen's. 

There  are  several  other  significant  developments  which  are  worth 
notice.  The  first  of  these  is  an  arrangement  concluded  with  McGill, 
under  which  the  two  universities  will  sponsor  a  McGill-Queen's  Univers¬ 
ity  Press.  This  should  make  a  worthwhile  contribution  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  scholarship  at  Queen's.  We  have  been  very  fortunate,  with 
the  support  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  arrange  that  the  distinguished 
Canadian  historian.  Dr.  Hilda  Neatby,  should  come  to  Queen's  in  1970 
and  begin  work  on  a  new  history  of  the  University.  This  scholarly 
study  will  portray  our  development  and  relate  it  to  the  economic, 
social,  religious  and  political  history  of  the  country. 

I  should  draw  your  attention  also  to  a  major  event  associated 
with  the  ceremonies  connected  with  my  installation.  With  substantial 
support  from  the  Dunning  Trust,  the  University  arranged  for  a 
symposium  with  the  general  title  "The  University  and  the  Ethics  of 
Change”.  The  principal  speakers  were  Arthur  Koestler,  Martin  Myerson, 
Rene  Dubos,  and  Northrop  Frye.  They  dealt  with  ethical  issues 
involved  in  influencing  the  mind,  in  influencing  the  physical  environ¬ 
ment,  and  in  biological  change.  Together  they  discussed  the  university's 


responsibility  to  deal  with  ethical  issues.  The  symposium  was  highly 
successful  in  encouraging  general  discussion  of  these  issues,  and  much 
credit  is  due  to  the  organizing  committee  which  operated  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Professor  Donald  Mathers.  The  symposium  attracted 
wide  attention,  was  rebroadcast  by  the  CBC,  and  was  of  considerable 
interest  to  the  wider  community,  including  the  citizens  of  Kingston. 

The  CBC  has  published  a  permanent  record  of  the  proceedings. 

An  event  of  special  importance  occurred  this  year  in  the  retire¬ 
ment  of  Dr.  Jean  Royce  as  Registrar  and  Secretary  of  the  Senate. 

For  more  than  thirty-five  years.  Miss  Royce  has  been  at  the  heart  of 
khe  life  of  this  University,  and  has  made  a  very  substantial  contribution 
to  its  development.  Fortunately,  she  has  been  elected  by  the  graduates 
as  one  of  their  representatives  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  so  that  we 
will  continue  to  have  the  benefit  of  her  devotion  and  her  experience. 

It  is  my  sad  duty  to  report  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  lost 
'through  death  the  services  of  two  of  its  most  valued  members: 

Dr.  John  E.  Hammett  and  Donald  Gordon.  The  citation  for  an  honor- 
,ary  degree  given  by  Queen's  to  Dr.  Hammett  read  in  part:  "A 
‘distinguished  graduate  of  this  University,  eminent  surgeon  and  teacher 
of  surgery,  Trustee  of  the  University;  outstanding  even  among  Queen's 
graduates  in  his  loyalty,  he  has  devoted  himself  without  stint  or  limit 
to  her  progress  and  welfare." 

Donald  Gordon,  one  of  the  great  Canadians  of  this  century, 
was  a  source  of  tremendous  strength  to  the  Queen's  Board.  His  great 
common  sense  and  good  humour,  and  his  willingness  to  share  the 
fruits  of  his  wide  experience,  made  him  one  of  its  most  valued  mem¬ 
bers.  He  left  special  instructions  that  flowers  not  be  sent  to  his 
funeral,  but  rather  that  donations  be  made  for  a  Scholarship  Fund  at 
Queen's.  This  is  the  latest  testimony  of  his  great  affection  for  this 
University. 

A  record  of  other  events  of  special  interest  is  in  Annex  B. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  University  has  endeavoured  to  devise 
both  formal  and  informal  arrangements  through  which  the  City  and  the 
University  may  deal  jointly  with  problems  of  common  concern  to  them. 
One  significant  step  has  been  to  appoint  a  University  Campus  Planner, 
who  works  in  close  co-operation  with  the  City  authorities  and  with  the 
various  University  bodies  concerned  with  the  physical  planning  of  the 
University.  The  major  subjects  of  discussion  have  been  the  problems 


of  traffic  circulation,  parking,  the  new  West  Campus,  land  use,  taxation, 
and  the  important  matter  of  housing.  The  University  is  sensitive  to 
the  fact  that  the  University  itself  or  its  various  constituencies  must 
provide  new  housing  for  almost  all  of  the  additional  students  who  will 
come  to  Queen's  in  the  future.  Much  effort  is  being  put  into  short¬ 
term  and  long-term  planning  to  ensure  that  the  provision  of  housing 
moves  in  a  very  close  relationship  to  the  expected  increase  in  the 
number  of  students.  The  attainment  of  this  aim  will  entail  many 
problems,  including  the  difficult  matter  of  finding  suitable  and  avail¬ 
able  sites.  Our  relations  with  elected  and  appointed  civic  authorities 
have  been  cordial,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  continue  our 
mutually  helpful  relationships. 

I  now  turn  to  the  question  of  our  relationship  with  other 
universities.  Here,  our  chief  concern  is  to  develop  the  Ontario  system 
of  universities,  so  that  we  may  be  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the 
people  of  the  Province,  so  that  we  may  avoid  such  duplication  of  effort 
as  is  wasteful,  and  so  that,  as  individual  universities  and  as  members 
of  a  system,  we  may  operate  with  the  maximum  freedom  from  direct 
government  interference. 

The  Ontario  universities  are  endeavouring  to  build  a  system  of 
co-operation  which  could  enable  them  to  achieve  common  objectives 
among  themselves  to  provide  adequate  educational  opportunities  to  the 
youth  of  Ontario,  and  to  attain  high  standards  while  maintaining 
reasonable  economy  in  the  use  of  resources.  The  universities  must 
themselves  grapple  with  all  these  problems,  or  they  run  the  risk  of 
increasing  intervention  in  their  internal  affairs.  They  must  also  be  in 
a  position  to  make  an  effective  and  credible  case  for  the  support  they 
need.  Alternatively,  they  may  find  that  the  Provincial  Government, 
for  the  sake  of  university  autonomy,  will  increasingly  use  a  range  of 
blunt  instruments  which  may  well  produce  unlooked  for  distortions  in 
the  operation  of  individual  universities. 

At  this  point  in  the  report  I  wish  to  comment  on  a  major  debate 
which  will  almost  inevitably  develop  during  the  next  few  years  over  the 
financing  of  higher  education.  Here  I  am  not  referring  to  the  completely 
legitimate  concern  of  provincial  governments  that  the  publicly  supported 
universities  should  manage  their  affairs  efficiently.  Rather,  I  am  troubled 
at  the  possible  outcome  of  a  controversy  over  the  order  of  the  share  of  our 
resources  which  should  be  devoted  to  the  universities  and  to  other  forms 
of  post-secondary  education. 
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Recently  a  number  of  highly  placed  officials  have  implied  that 
there  should  be  a  tapering  off  of  the  growth  of  public  expenditure  devoted 
to  higher  education  —  that  the  present  share  is  beyond  our  capacities,  and 
so  on.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  sort  of  talk  ignores  an  important  fact.  It  is 
that  the  young  people  who  are  leaving  the  high  schools,  and  who  will  be 
leaving  them  over  the  next  years,  are  here  with  us  now.  There  is  no  point 
in  talking  about  a  spinning  out,  over  time,  of  the  resources  that  we  might 
devote  to  higher  education. 


There  is  another  danger,  and  it  is  this:  Those  who  hold  political 
office  may  well  consider  it  necessary  to  commit  themselves  to  making  a 
higher  education  available  to  all  those  with  the  requisite  capacity.  Quite 
rightly  they  will  not  be  prepared  to  tell  the  universities  that  they  should 
raise  their  entrance  standards  so  unrealistically  high  that  they  take  only 
that  number  which  they  can  adequately  educate  with  the  funds  that 
governments  are  prepared  to  make  available.  Rather,  there  is  a  danger 
that  the  share  of  public  expenditure  going  to  higher  education  will  not 
increase  in  line  with  the  numbers  of  young  persons  seeking  (and  obtaining) 
higher  education,  and  that  the  universities  will  be  encouraged  to  absorb 
all  with  the  requisite  ability.  This  can  only  be  done  at  the  cost  of  reduc¬ 
ing  staff-to-student  ratios,  and  at  the  cost  of  a  mass  produced  education 
which  has  little  regard  for  the  special  capacity  and  varied  interests  of  our 
students. 

Over  the  last  year,  the  Ontario  universities  have  increasingly 
found  that  the  actions  of  the  Provincial  Government  have  affected  them 
sharply  in  a  number  of  ways,  both  direct  and  indirect.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Ontario  has  been  faced  with  a  situation  in  which  the  most 
rapidly  rising  sectors  of  its  expenditure  are  in  the  provision  of  health 
services  and  post-secondary  education.  Because  of  the  inflationary 
situation  and  rapidly  rising  costs,  the  Government  of  Ontario  is  making 
strong  efforts  to  balance  its  budget,  and  to  avoid  going  to  the  loan 
market.  This  has  had  a  substantial  effect  on  the  financing  of  universi¬ 
ties,  particularly  in  regard  to  capital  facilities.  Queen's,  like  other 
universities,  is  confronted  with  a  scarcity  of  funds  for  immediate 
capital  needs. 

For  a  number  of  years.  Queen's  University,  in  conjunction  with 
Kingston  General  Hospital  and  other  hospitals  in  the  area,  has  been 
planning  a  major  Health  Science  Centre.  When  it  comes  into  being, 
it  will  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  health  of  the  citizens  of  Eastern 
Ontario,  and  will  enable  Queen's  to  maintain  its  position  as  one  of 


Canada's  leading  medical  schools.  Because  of  the  limitation  in  resources 
available  to  the  Province  from  Federal  sources  and  the  provincial 
budgetary  situation  it  has  been  necessary  to  delay  the  start  on  the 
building  of  the  medical  complex  and  stretch  out  the  period  of 
construction.  However,  active  planning  is  proceeding  on  the  basis  of 
the  new  circumstances,  and,  when-funds  become  available,  every  effort 
will  be  made  to  meet  immediate  needs  and  to  make  the  maximum 
progress  that  the  available  money  will  allow. 

One  sequel  to  the  Government  of  Ontario's  difficult  financial 
position  has  been  pressure  on  the  universities  to  make  sure  that  they 
are  efficiently  using  the  physical  space  they  now  have,  and  that 
additional  physical  capital  is  not  brought  into  being  any  sooner  than 
it  is  needed  for  the  increased  enrolment  of  students.  In  co-operation 
with  the  Committee  of  Presidents  of  the  Universities  of  Ontario  and 
the  Committee  on  University  Affairs,  a  system  of  capital  grants  is  now 
being  developed  through  which  the  future  needs  of  the  universities 
for  physical  capital  is  to  be  met.  An  interim  formula  was  applied 
for  next  year,  which  is  so  tight  that  only  a  few  universities  within  the 
province  were  allocated  any  money  for  new  starts  in  the  year  1969-70. 
One  of  the  major  challenges  facing  us  at  Queen's  over  the  next  few 
years  will  be  to  ensure  that  our  own  use  of  space  is  economical,  and 
that  it  is  built  and  allocated  with  a  careful  regard  to  academic 
priorities. 

The  present  Student  Union  facilities  at  Queen's  were  built  when 
the  university  was  less  than  one  half  its  present  size.  These  facilities 
are  now,  and  will  become,  increasingly  inadequate.  The  AMS  has 
appointed  a  special  committee  to  plan  a  new  student  centre  and  to 
explore  the  possibilities  for  its  early  realization.  This  is  an  urgent 
requirement  in  order  to  meet  the  growing  needs  for  a  number  of 
central  campus  services  and  to  provide  proper  facilities  for  expanding 
student  activities.  This  project  deserves  widespread  support  from  the 
entire  University  community. 

In  spite  of  the  severe  scarcity  of  capital  funds  next  year,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  decided  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the 
new  physical  education  and  gymnasium  complex  because  of  the  serious 
inadequacy  of  recreational  and  athletic  facilities  which  had  developed 
in  recent  years.  The  shortage  of  funds  has  made  it  necessary,  however, 
to  endure  further  delays  in  some  urgently  needed  academic  facilities. 
Every  effort  must  be  made  to  secure  the  required  financial  support  as 
soon  as  possible.  This  is  one  of  our  most  important  tasks  over  the 
next  few  years. 


In  our  financial  operations,  both  capital  and  operating,  we  have 
tried  to  make  every  effort  to  devote  our  resources  to  their  main  purpose, 
and  to  keep  our  overhead  costs  in  check. 

The  main  expenditure  trends  can  be  seen  from  Table  II.  This 
shows  that,  over  the  three-year  period,  there  has  been  a  small  upward 
shift  in  the  share  of  expenditures  going  toward  the  Faculties,  and  toward 
academic  services.  It  also  shows  a  significant  drop  in  the  proportion  of 
the  spending  budget  devoted  to  the  central  administrative  services  of  the 
University.

Table  III  gives  a  more  detailed  breakdown  of  the  source  of  revenues 
and  of  expenditure  allocations.  It  will  be  seen  that  as  each  year  passes  we 
rely  less  on  fee  income  and  are  dependent  to  an  increasing  extent  on  grants 
from  the  provincial  government. 


There  will  be  a  23  %  increase  in  our  operating  revenues  for  1969-70. 
The  increase  in  revenue  results  from: 

(a)  an  overall  increase  in  registration  of  7.9%. 

(b)  an  increase  of  5.5%  in  the  value  of  the  Basic  Income  Unit  under 
the  operating  grant  formula;  and 

(c)  an  increase  of  66.7  %  in  the  amount  received  under  the 
formula  for  each  undergraduate  medical  student. 

While  these  factors  increased  our  revenue,  another  factor  decreased 
it  substantially.  This  was  a  change  in  the  method  of  reimbursing  the 
University  for  the  costs  of  educating  graduate  students.  Under  the  new 
arrangement,  the  full  benefits  of  the  formula  will  not  be  available  for  the

support  of  giaduate  students  unless  they  are  on  campus  the  year  round. 

It  is  estimated  that  this  change  by  itself  will  decrease  our  revenue  under  the 
operating  grant  formula  by  about  $500,000. 


The  whole  of  these  increases  in  revenue  will  be  needed  to  meet  our 
minimum  requirements  in  the  coming  year.  The  continuing  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  students  on  campus  calls  for  a  corresponding 
increase  in  the  number  of  staff,  if  we  are  to  maintain  our  staff-student  ratio. 
I  am  happy  to  report  that  it  has  been  possible  to  provide  for  the  additional 
staff  required  to  maintain  the  ratio,  and  that  the  decision  to  do  so  as 
against  other  possible  claims  was  taken  with  the  full  support  of  the  Faculty 
Association. 

The  5.5  %  increase  in  the  Basic  Income  Unit,  taken  together  with 
the  increased  payment  per  medical  student,  allowed  us  to  give  an  increase 
in  both  salary  scale  and  merit  pay.  While  this  added  something  in  excess 
of  12%  to  the  salary  bill  for  full-time  academic  staff,  an  increase  of  this 
order  was  necessary  to  keep  Queen's  in  a  competitive  position  in  relation 
to  other  universities,  considering  the  high  quality  of  our  staff. 

I  should  say,  however,  that  in  order  to  make  this  substantial  salary 
adjustment,  it  has  been  necessary  to  reduce  the  allotments  for  academic 
equipment  and  for  plant  maintenance  to  a  lower  level  than  is  desirable  for 
any  lengthy  period.  Economies  of  this  sort  can  be  made  for  a  year  or  two, 
but  they  cannot  continue  indefintely. 

It  is  almost  certain  that  many  costs  will  continue  to  rise  in  the 
future.  We  need  to  keep  our  salaries  at  a  level  which  is  consistent  with  the 
high  quality  of  Queen's  staff,  and  at  the  same  time  we  must  continue  to 
develop  and  improve  our  academic  facilities  and  teaching  services  in  line 
with  the  legitimate  needs  and  aspirations  of  our  students  in  this  increasingly 
complex  society.  To  the  greatest  extent  possible,  all  universities  must  try 
to  achieve  these  objectives  through  close  attention  to  economy  and 
efficiency  in  their  operations.  However,  when  everything  has  been 
accomplished  that  can  reasonably  be  done  in  this  regard,  there  will  continue 
to  be  a  need  for  large  increases  in  expenditures  on  higher  education  in 
Ontario  for  many  years  to  come.  It  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  young 
people  seeking  places  in  the  universities  and  colleges  will  double  once  more 
during  the  decade  of  the  1970s.  Their  need  for  adequate  opportunities  for 
higher  education  cannot  simply  be  set  aside  or  deferred  in  the  interests  of 
immediate  economy  like  some  postponeable  public  work.  The  considera¬ 
tions  are  entirely  different.  In  the  case  of  our  young  people  we  are  dealing 


with  the  preparation  for  the  future  lives  of  many  tens  of  thousands  of 
human  beings  whose  lost  opportunities  can  never  be  recovered.  It  would 
be  a  tragic  failure  of  public  policy  if  these  human  values  were  not  fully 
recognized  in  the  priorities  which  are  established  to  deal  with  the  various 
claims  on  our  public  resources. 

It  is  clear  that  the  University  is  faced  with  a  number  of 
challenges  which  will  be  difficult  to  meet.  However,  I  have  every 
confidence  that  the  Queen's  community  will  work  strenuously  together 
to  meet  them.  We  have  been  here  a  long  time,  and  we  have  developed 
considerable  experience  in  achieving  effective  co-operation  among  the 
various  parts  of  the  University  and  its  many  supporters.  We  have  also 
learned  that  the  achievement  of  sound  academic  priorities,  of  continued 
widespread  participation  in  the  affairs  of  the  University,  require 
constant  attention  and  a  capacity  to  adapt  to  change.  I  entertain  the 
hope  that  with  our  heritage  of  evolutionary  progress  and  continued 
goodwill,  we  will  be  able  successfully  to  handle  the  problems  which 
lie  ahead,  and  to  maintain  and  extend  the  good  work  of  the  University.

SENATE  COMMITTEE  ON  ACADEMIC  DEVELOPMENT 
PRELIMINARY  REPORT  TO  SENATE  ON  ENROLMENTS  TO  1975/76 


SUMMARY 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  report  to  recommend  that  planning 
|  the  next  stage  of  development  at  Queen's  proceed  on  the  assumption 
I  that  the  rate  of  growth  over  the  next  seven  years  will  be  about  half 
that  of  the  past  seven-year  period. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  breakdown  of  undergraduate  and 
j  graduate  studies  given  in  the  report  that  a  very  modest  growth  in 
undergraduate  enrolment  designed  to  build  efficient  and  competitive 
units  of  instruction  on  the  one  hand  and  to  allow  the  logical  develop¬ 
ment  of  selected  new  programs  on  the  other,  results  in  a  total  under¬ 
graduate  enrolment  of  approximately  7,400  by  1975/6,  representing 
an  average  growth  rate  of  3.8  per  cent  per  year.  This  compares  with 
an  average  rate  of  9.6  per  cent  since  1961.  Graduate  Studies  enrol¬ 
ment  is  expected  to  continue  rapid  growth  at  about  16  per  cent  in 
the  immediate  future.  While  some  slowing  of  this  rate  is  foreseen, 
minimum  enrolment  is  expected  to  reach  at  least  1,800  by  1975/6. 

If  the  demand  for  high  school  teachers  requires  McArthur  College  to 
expand  to  its  projected  capacity  of  900  by  1975/6,  then  total  full¬ 
time  enrolment  for  the  whole  university  will  be  about  10,100  students. 
This  total  represents  an  average  increase  of  5.8  per  cent  per  year  in 
the  next  seven  years.  The  overall  average  rate  of  increase  since  1961 
has  been  11  per  cent  annually. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  Senate  Committee  on  Academic  Development  recommends  that 
the  Senate  approve  and  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  the 
following  resolutions: 

(1)  that  for  planning  purposes  Queen's  University  adopt  an  estimated 
overall  projected  enrolment  of  10,000  students  in  the  academic  year 
1975/6, 

(2)  that  not  later  than  October,  1969,  the  Senate  consider  a  detail¬ 
ed  report  on  the  components  of  that  overall  enrolment,  together  with 
year  by  year  projections  of  enrolment  and  faculty, 

and 

(3)  that  the  physical  implications  of  this  enrolment  projection  be 
immediately  studied  by  the  Committee  on  Campus  Planning  in 
consultation  with  the  City  of  Kingston  with  a  view  to  considering 
fully  every  problem  touching  the  development  of  the  University 
campus  and  the  City. 


In  making  these  recommendations  the  Senate  Committee  bears 
in  mind  the  fact  that  changes  in  the  academic  program  of  the 
University  (e.g.  graduate  work  on  a  full  trimester  basis)  may  require 
recalculation  of  probable  enrolments  and  the  further  fact  that  not  all 
considerations  of  "viability"  and  optimum  size  can  be  debated  and 
resolved  within  six  months  or  even  within  a  year.  It  is  nevertheless 
essential  that  the  present  rough  projections  go  through  at  least  the 
first  stage  of  refinement  by  October  of  this  year  if  the  Senate  is  to 
have  any  meaningful  opportunity  of  considering  future  policy.  It  is 
intended  that  all  projections  be  reviewed  annually  and  be  subject  to 
revision  in  the  light  of  changing  circumstances  and  requirements. 

In  connection  with  recommendation  3,  two  very  important 
problem  areas  are  outstanding: 

(1)  student  housing 

(2)  provision  of  capital  funds  for  required  space  and 
equipment. 

Much  attention  has  already  been  given  to  the  housing  problem, 
and  a  detailed  statement  of  housing  requirements  is  attached  to  the 
report. 

Apart  from  housing,  provision  must  be  made  for  adequate 
student  facilities,  recreational  and  athletic,  as  well  as  for  additional 
teaching,  research,  library  and  administrative  facilities  required  by  larger 
numbers  of  faculty  and  students.  The  entire  requirement  of  the 
University  for  land  for  housing  and  other  facilities  mentioned  will  be 
studied  in  close  co-operation  with  the  City  of  Kingston. 


THE  REPORT 

In  1962  Queen's  University,  together  with  the  other  existing 
universities  in  Ontario  and  the  provincial  government's  Advisory 
Committee  on  University  Affairs,  undertook  to  provide  for  an  expansion 
of  university  places  in  Ontario  from  about  30,000  in  1961/2  to 
approximately  100,000  —  a  more  than  threefold  expansion  —  by 
1970/1  Queen's  part  of  the  total  commitment  was  to  provide  for 
an  increase  in  undergraduate  faculties  from  3,000  students  in  1961/2 
to  5,000  by  1970/1  and  a  proportionately  larger  increase  in  graduate 
students  from  280  to  600  in  the  same  period.  Total  enrolment  at 
Queen’s  would  expand,  therefore,  from  a  total  of  3,280  in  1961/2  to 


5,600  in  1970/1.  That  was  the  commitment,  contingent  only  on  the 
provision  of  adequate  capital  and  operating  grants  from  the  Province 
of  Ontario  and  the  Government  of  Canada. 

The  target  date  of  1970/1  is  still  eighteen  months  ahead,  yet  under¬ 
graduate  enrolment  at  Queen's  in  1968/9  already  exceeds  5,700, 
graduate  enrolment  is  more  than  800  and  McArthur  College,  not 
envisaged  at  all  in  1962,  has  already  enrolled  200  students,  making  a 
total  for  the  whole  University  which  overshoots  the  original  1970/1 
target  by  more  than  1,000,  two  years  ahead  of  the  target  date.  Clearly 
then,  it  is  time  to  plan  the  next  stage  in  the  development  of  Queen's. 
Total  enrolment  in  Ontario  universities  is  expected  to  double  again 
between  1970/1  and  1980/1.  In  other  words,  it  will  expand  on  the 
average  by  about  10,000  per  year. 

What  factors  should  affect  our  thinking  about  Queen's  part  in 
this  further  development?  It  is  axiomatic  that  no  university  should 
try  to  offer  every  program  of  study  (not  even  Toronto,  the  largest  in 
Ontario,  offers,  for  example,  veterinary  medicine,  agriculture  or 
journalism).  Not  only  is  there  a  limited  demand  for  many  kinds  of 
specialized  courses,  which  dictates  concentration  in  a  few  universities, 
but  the  total  resources  required  for  universities  can  be  made  economical¬ 
ly  effective  only  when  there  is  a  conscious  effort  to  avoid  unnecessary 
duplication  of  effort.  So  Queen's,  like  other  universities,  must  pick 
and  choose  the  activities  which  it  wishes  to  develop,  and  it  will  make 
its  choices  with  special  regard  to  its  existing  strengths,  to  the  particular 
needs  of  the  communities  which  it  serves  and  to  the  constituency  of 
students  which  it  attracts. 

In  making  these  choices,  the  University  should  take  a  number 
of  considerations  into  account.  Among  these  are  the  bringing  of 
existing  activities  to  viable  size,  the  rounding  out  of  programmes  which 
are  not  yet  fully  developed,  and  the  desirable  rate  of  growth  of 
programmes  which  are  now  being  launched  or  planned.  In  all  of  this. 
Queen's  should  be  very  conscious  of  the  environment  within  which  it 
exists.  We  should  take  into  account  how  best  we  can  serve  the  general 
needs  of  the  province,  having  regard  to  our  areas  of  special  strength. 

It  will  also  be  conscious  of  its  role  as  the  largest  single  institution  and, 
in  many  ways,  the  strongest  physical  presence  within  the  City  of 
Kingston.  It  will  be  concerned  to  develop  in  partnership  with  the 
City  of  Kingston  and  in  harmonious  relationship  with  its  citizens. 


Academic  goals  cannot  be  achieved  in  isolation.  To  ensure  a 


first-class  operation,  Queen's  must  seek,  in  its  further  development,  to 
select  areas  of  growth  calculated  to  achieve  viable  size  on  a  department¬ 
al  and  interdisciplinary  basis.  There  will  be  differences  of  view  about 
what  is  "best".  It  is  clear,  however,  that  whatever  goals  are  selected, 
they  must  be  capable  of  achievement  without  creating  major  stresses 
and  strains  either  in  relations  between  the  University  and  the  City  of 
Kingston  or  within  the  University  community  itself.  A  rate  of  growth 
which  creates  major  unsolved  problems  and  disharmony  inside  or  out¬ 
side  of  the  University  will  frustrate  the  achievement  of  the  goals 
sought.  Similarly,  a  rate  of  growth  which  dilutes  quality  because 
resources  are  not  adequate  to  sustain  it  will  be  self-defeating. 

Whatever  course  is  decided  on,  problems  must  be  soluble,  resources 
must  be  available. 

Some  of  the  larger  questions  about  the  future  of  Queen's  — 
what  is  optimum  size,  what  should  be  the  ultimate  balance  among 
the  various  faculties  and  programs  of  study  —  can  best  be  discussed 
at  a  later  stage  after  an  examination  of  existing  programs  and  plans 
as  they  have  emerged  in  recent  years.  The  descriptions  and 
projections  below  follow  from  consultations  with  academic  deans. 

UNDERGRADUATE  STUDIES 

ARTS  &  SCIENCE  —  Since  1962  the  Faculty  of  Arts  &  Science 
has  been  the  faculty  with  the  fastest  growing  undergraduate  enrol¬ 
ment,  and  in  recent  years  it  has  had  to  turn  away  increasing 
numbers  of  qualified  applicants.  Given  the  limited  potential  avail¬ 
able  for  increasing  teaching  and  residential  space,  the  limitation  on 
increases  in  enrolment  will  continue  to  be  necessary  in  common  with 
other  faculties.  At  the  same  time,  within  the  overall  growth  of 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  &  Science,  provision  must  be  made  for  a 
number  of  new  programs  already  approved  by  the  Senate,  including 
art  and  music  for  prospective  teachers,  social  work,  and  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  Department  of  Computing  and  Information  Science. 

All  of  these  are  programs  for  which  there  is  an  established  need, 
and  where  there  is  a  logical  development  from  existing  strengths. 

If  these  new  programs  and  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health 
Education  are  to  develop  on  an  efficient  scale  and  if  Queen's  is  to 
continue  to  enroll  a  slightly  increasing  number  of  students  in 
programs  in  arts  and  science,  first  year  enrolment  must  expand,  at 


the  very  least,  from  about  1,160  to  1,350  over  the  next  six  or 
seven  years.  This  will  mean  a  total  growth  of  full-time  undergraduate 
enrolment  in  the  Faculty  (including  the  School  of  Physical  and 
Health  Education)  from  about  3,375  in  1968/9  to  about  4,250  by 
1975/6, 

THE  SCHOOL  OF  BUSINESS  —  If  it  is  to  operate  efficiently  in 
competition  with  other  schools,  the  School  of  Business  requires 
considerable  development.  There  is  a  rapidly  increasing  demand 
for  graduates  with  this  background  and  it  is  appropriate  that  Queen's, 
with  established  strength  in  economics  and  other  related  subjects, 
should  continue  to  offer  both  undergraduate  and  graduate  work  in 
this  field.  To  achieve  satisfactory  scale  will  mean  an  increase  in 
undergraduate  enrolment  from  about  325  in  1968/9  to  about  500 
by  1975/6. 

APPLIED  SCIENCE  —  It  is  considered  that  1,500  is  the  minimum 
undergraduate  enrolment  for  full  efficiency  in  an  undergraduate 
engineering  school.  Queen's  has  1,247  undergraduates  this  year. 

It  is  expected  that  small  increases  in  first-year  enrolments, 
combined  with  improved  performance  and  lower  failure  rates, 
together  with  a  limited  number  of  transfer  students  from  the  other 
institutions,  will  result  in  the  desired  total  by  1975/6. 

LAW  —  The  expansion  of  enrolment  in  the  Bachelor  of  Law  degree 
program  will  reach  its  planned  level  of  350  in  1969/70.  The 
faculty  and  University  are  willing  to  consider  further  expansion 
after  consultation  with  other  Ontario  university  law  schools  and  with 
the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada,  but  there  is,  at  present,  no  plan 
to  expand  further  before  1975. 

HEALTH  SCIENCES  - 

Medicine  —  The  limited  number  of  hospital  beds  for  teaching 
purposes  in  the  Kingston  area  will  hold  undergraduate  enrolment 
steady  at  about  350. 

Nursing  —  In  response  to  the  urgent  need  for  nurses  with 
university  qualifications.  Queen's  has,  over  the  past  three  years, 
developed  plans  for  phasing  out  the  old  1-3-1  degree  program. 

It  will  be  replaced  by  an  integrated  four-year  program.  At  the 
same  time,  about  one-quarter  of  students  enrolled  will  enter  with 
nursing  qualifications  from  hospital  schools  and  will  earn  their 
degrees  in  three  years.  Total  enrolment  is  expected  to  grow  from 


less  than  100  in  1968/9  to  more  than  300  by  1975/6. 

Rehabilitation  Therapy  —  This  school  is  now  offering  a  three- 
year  diploma  course  with  an  enrolment  of  70  in  1968/9.  Again,  to 
meet  an  urgent  need,  a  degree  program  is  to  begin  in  1970  with  an 
annual  intake  of  60  and  a  total  enrolment  of  approximately  170  by 
1975/6. 

McARTHUR  COLLEGE  OF  EDUCATION  -  Demand  for  secondary 
school  teachers  is  expected  to  be  such  that  McArthur  College  will 
expand  to  its  projected  capacity  of  900  by  1975/6. 


GRADUATE  STUDIES 

As  we  have  seen,  the  Queen's  commitment  in  1962  included 
an  almost  threefold  expansion  of  graduate  work,  a  much  faster  rate 
of  growth  for  this  sector  of  the  University  than  any  other.  This 
commitment  was  undertaken  because  Queen's,  as  an  older  institution 
with  considerable  experience  in  graduate  work  at  the  Master's  level, 
accepted  a  responsibility  to  assume  a  greater  share  of  the  vital 
expansion  in  this  area  than  it's  overall  size  would  have  indicated. 

If  faculty  members  were  to  be  prepared  in  adequate  numbers  to 
serve  the  overall  expansion  of  university  members,  then  graduate 
programs  —  particularly  at  the  doctoral  level  —  required  urgent 
development. 

Graduate  enrolment  at  Queen's  has  grown  in  the  past  seven 
years  at  an  average  annual  rate  of  about  16  per  cent  as  against 
about  11  per  cent  for  the  whole  University.  For  the  future,  some 
slowing  of  this  rate  of  growth  is  foreseen,  but  it  is  the  judgment  of 
the  Senate  Committee  on  Academic  Development  that,  in  overall 
terms,  graduate  enrolment  should  more  than  double  from  the 
present  800  to  about  1,800  by  1975/6.  While  the  components  of 
this  total  will  require  revision  in  the  light  of  future  developments, 
certain  elements  of  further  expansion  are  now  clear. 

SCHOOL  OF  BUSINESS  —  As  part  of  its  planned  progress  towards 
an  efficient  and  competitive  size,  enrolment  in  the  M.B.A.  program 
is  expected  to  triple  from  about  80  in  1968/9  to  240  in  1975/6. 

APPLIED  SCIENCE  —  Graduate  work  in  this  Faculty  is  expected  to 
double  from  140  in  1968/9  to  about  280  in  1975/6. 


LAW  —  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  graduate  programs  in  Law  in 
Canada,  and  Queen's  has  applied  for  appraisal  of  a  proposed  Master 
of  Laws  program  to  begin  in  1969  or  1970.  The  number  of  students 
is  not  expected  to  exceed  25  before  1975/6. 

HEALTH  SCIENCES  —  The  number  of  interns  and  residents 
registered  with  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  in  1968/9  was  146.  It  is 
expected  that  there  will  be  200  by  1975/6.  This  group  is  not 
included  in  the  estimated  total  of  graduate  enrolment  given  above. 
Changes  in  present  practices  governing  advanced  study  in  medicine 
may  result  in  greater  numbers  of  students  working  for  graduate 
degrees  at  Queen's  than  at  present. 

A  graduate  program  at  the  Master's  level  in  nursing  will  be 
initiated  when  possible  to  help  to  meet  the  urgent  need  for  qualified 
teachers  in  the  hospital  schools  of  nursing  as  well  as  in  the 
universities.  Numbers  will  not  be  large  in  the  period  to  1975/6. 

McARTHUR  COLLEGE  OF  EDUCATION  -  There  is  substantial 
demand  from  teachers  in  Eastern  Ontario  for  Master's  level  programs 
in  education.  McArthur  College  hopes  to  offer  these  as  soon  as 
possible.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  two  degrees,  Master  of 
Education,  and  Master  of  Arts  in  Teaching. 

ARTS  &  SCIENCE  —  A  review  of  departmental  plans  for  graduate 
work  in  arts  and  science  is  now  under  way  and  will  take  some 
months  to  complete.  Individual  departments  will  be  asked  to 
consider  further  enrolments  in  terms  of  the  quality  and  numbers 
of  prospective  students,  the  demand  for  graduates  with  these 
qualifications,  the  balance  of  graduate/undergraduate  teaching  and 
research  in  the  department,  library  and  laboratory  resources,  the 
possibilities  of  co-operation  with  other  universities  and  so  on.  The 
results  of  this  review  will  be  a  fairly  detailed  projection  of  graduate 
enrolments  by  departments  up  to  1975/6.  This  projection  will  be 
subject  to  annual  revision  in  the  light  of  experience  and  new  circum¬ 
stances  and  will  be  extended  each  year  in  an  attempt  to  see  well 
ahead  where  we  are  going  so  that  proper  facilities  and  staff  can  be 
provided. 

INTERDISCIPLINARY  PROGRAMS  -  In  following  a  policy  of 

developing  areas  of  strength  in  graduate  work,  it  is  probable  that 
several  interdisciplinary  programs  will  be  developed  within  the  next 
few  years.  At  the  Master's  level,  proposals  for  programs  in  Urban 


and  Regional  Planning,  Public  Administration,  Exercise  Physiology 
and  Computer  and  Information  Sciences  are  under  immediate 
consideration.  Numbers  of  students  will  be  a  small  part  of  the 
total  but  will  represent  a  significant  contribution  in  meeting  well- 
identified  needs  for  specialists  in  these  fields.  Each  of  these  and 
future  programs  can  be  expected  to  strengthen  each  other  and 
complement  existing  strength  in  the  University. 

SUMMARY 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  report  to  recommend  that  planning 
the  next  stage  of  development  at  Queen's  proceed  on  the  assumption 
that  the  rate  of  growth  over  the  next  seven  years  will  be  about  half 
that  of  the  past  seven-year  period. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  breakdown  of  undergraduate  and 
graduate  studies  given  above  that  a  very  modest  growth  in  under¬ 
graduate  enrolment  designed  to  build  efficient  and  competitive 
units  of  instruction  on  the  one  hand  and  to  allow  the  logical 
development  of  selected  new  programs  on  the  other,  results  in  a 
total  undergraduate  enrolment  of  approximately  7,400  by  1975/6, 
representing  an  average  growth  rate  of  3.8  per  cent  per  year.  This 
compares  with  an  average  rate  of  9.6  per  cent  since  1961.  Graduate 
studies  enrolment  is  expected  to  continue  rapid  growth  at  about 
16  per  cent  per  year  in  the  immediate  future.  While  some  slowing 
of  this  rate  is  foreseen,  minimum  enrolment  is  expected  to  reach 
at  least  1,800  by  1975/6.  If  the  demand  for  high  school  teachers 
requires  McArthur  College  to  expand  to  its  projected  capacity  of 
900  by  1975/6,  then  total  full-time  enrolment  for  the  whole 
University  will  be  about  10,100  students.  This  total  represents  an 
average  increase  of  5.8  per  cent  per  year  in  the  next  seven  years. 

The  overall  average  rate  of  increase  since  1961  has  been  11  per 
cent  annually.

Brockington  Visitor  —  January  20-29,  1969 

The  Brockington  Visitorship  has  been  established  in  memory 
of  the  late  Leonard  W.  Brockington,  a  distinguished  Canadian  and 
the  Rector  of  Queen's  for  many  years.  The  arrangements  committee 
is  constituted  under  the  Alma  Mater  Society,  and  is  composed  of 
faculty  and  students.  Its  terms  of  reference  are  to  select  and  invite, 
each  year,  an  outstanding  visitor  of  international  reputation  to  come 
to  Queen's  for  a  week  or  ten  days  to  meet  and  talk  informally  to 
students  and  faculty,  individually  and  in  groups,  about  subjects 
which  are  of  particular  concern  to  the  visitor. 

The  first  Brockington  Visitor  this  year  was  the  Right  Honour- 
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able  Lester  B.  Pearson,  former  Prime  Minister  of  Canada. 

Mr.  Pearson  attended  a  great  number  of  informal  meetings, 
some  more  formal  occasions,  and  gave  one  public  lecture  —  the 
Brockington  Lecture.  His  visit  was  a  great  success,  and  he  has 
established  the  Visitorship  as  a  significant  feature  of  life  at  Queen's. 

Commission  on  Relations  between  Universities  and  Government  — 
January  27,  1969. 

The  Commission  conducted  public  hearings  at  Queen's  during 
the  afternoon.  Although  no  formal  brief  was  submitted  by  the 
University,  the  Principal  spoke  at  some  length  at  the  opening  of  the 
afternoon  session. 

Preceding  the  hearings,  a  luncheon  was  held  for  the  four 
members  of  the  Commission  to  meet  a  number  of  members  of 
faculty,  the  Faculty  Association,  and  students. 


Baccalaureate  Service  —  March  2,  1969 

The  guest  preacher  this  year  was  the  Rev.  Walter  D.  Wagoner, 
Director,  Boston  Theological  Institute,  Cambridge,  Mass.  As  in 
previous  years,  the  service  was  conducted  by  the  University  Chaplain 
and  lessons  were  read  by  the  Principal  and  the  President  of  the 
A.M.S.  A  luncheon  for  Dr.  Wagoner  was  held  following  the  service. 
Guests  included  the  presidents  of  student  societies,  the  Principal  of 
the  Theological  College,  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs,  and  others. 


Testimonial  Dinner  —  April  11,  1969 

A  dinner  to  honour  all  those  who  have  given  25  years  or 
more  service  to  Queen's  was  held  on  April  11,  in  Wallace  Hall.  It 
was  the  first  of  what  will  become  an  annual  event.  One  hundred 
invitations  were  issued  and  72  were  present  at  dinner.  These 
included  both  active  and  retired  members  of  staff,  19  of  whom  had 
had  40  or  more  years  with  the  University.  Lapel  pins  were  present¬ 
ed  to  all  those  present,  and  inscribed  silver  trays  to  all  those  with 
40  or  more  years'  service.

The  Executive  Committee  met  three  times  over  the 
past  year,  twice  in  December  and  once  in  April. 

Change  in  size  of  Council 

At  the  December  3  meeting,  a  procedure  was  agreed 
upon  for  increasing  the  size  of  the  elected  Council.  This 
need  arose  with  the  increase  in  the  size  of  the  Senate  in 
1968.  The  by-laws  specify  that  the  elected  Council  shall 
equal  in  number  the  total  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
the  Senate.  The  membership  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is 
38.  That  of  the  enlarged  Senate  is  51.  As  the  Principal  is 
a  member  of  both,  their  net  total  membership  is  88.  Since 
six  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  elected  Council¬ 
lors,  the  minimum  number  of  elected  Councillors  permissible 
may  be  regarded  as  82.  Because  elective  members  are  elect¬ 
ed  for  a  six-year  term  and  to  provide  for  multiples  of  six, 
it  was  agreed  that,  beginning  in  1969,  14  members  would 
be  elected  annually  for  a  total  of  84  elected  Councillors. 

It  was  also  agreed  to  bring  the  elected  Council  up  to  this 
greater  figure  almost  immediately  through  the  expediency 
of  appointing  25  new  members,  five  to  retire  in  each  of 
five  years  beginning  in  1970.

University  Senate 
and  its  Committees 


Student  Participation 

At  last  year’s  meeting,  it  was  resolved  that  heads  of 
Faculty  Societies  should  be  invited  to  Council  meetings 
with  the  right  to  participate  and  speak.  Accordingly  Mr 
Andrew  Pipe  (Arts  and  Science),  Mr  Gary  Graham, 
(Engineering),  Mr  Bruce  Brown  (Commerce),  Mr  David 
Lander  (Theology),  Mr  Robert  Martin  (Law),  Mr  Robert 
Pickering  (Medicine),  Mr  William  Paton  (Graduate  School) 
and  Mr  Douglas  Thom  (Education),  were  invited  to  attend 
the  1969  Annual  Meeting.  As  well,  Mr  Ross  McGregor, 
President  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society,  was  invited  to  attend. 

Correction  of  1968  Minutes 

An  item  in  the  1968  Minutes  states  that  “Dean  Brown 
reported  that  beginning  next  fall  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  will  evaluate  progress  by  use  of  the  computer.” 
Dean  Brown  advised  the  Secretary  on  November  28,  1968, 
accordingly: 

“I  hope  that  it  can  be  recorded  at  the  next  meeting 
that  there  is  absolutely  no  plan  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  to  evaluate  the  progress  of  students,  of  staff,  or  of 
any  of  our  associates  by  means  of  a  computer.  The  report 
was  that  new  regulations  had  been  introduced  which  would 
have  us  using  computers  to  prepare  reports  of  student  pro¬ 
gress  at  a  much  faster  rate.” 


PETER  HENNESSY 
Secretary,  University  Council 
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Session  1968/9  marked  the  beginning  of  a  fundament¬ 
al  change  in  University  government.  The  Senate  began  to 
take  its  place  in  fact  as  the  central  academic  authority  of 
the  University,  making  decisions  on  matters  of  educational 
policy  and  watching  the  academic  development  of  the 
University.  In  order  to  facilitate  this  program,  a  formal 
system  of  standing  committees  was  established  with  an 
increased  representation  from  the  Faculties  and  Schools, 
and  a  University- wide  character  was  achieved  by  adding 
student  representation.  The  Senate  Office,  which  traditional¬ 
ly  had  been  a  part  of  the  Registrar’s  Office,  was  established  as 
a  separate  entity  with  its  own  secretariat. 

Almost  immediately,  the  “new”  Senate  had  to  deal 
with  procedural  considerations  in  the  form  of  a  request  by 
the  Alma  Mater  Society  for  open  meetings  and  for  an 
increase  in  student  representation  on  Senate  committees. 

The  proposals  were  discussed  by  the  Operations  Review 
Committee  in  October  and  November,  and  the  following 
recommendations  were  approved  by  the  Senate  on 
November  28,  1968: 

(1)  to  open  meetings  by  setting  up  a  Gallery  consist¬ 
ing  of  a  maximum  of  fifty  members  of  faculty,  students, 
and  news  media; 

(2)  to  include  student  representation  on  all  Senate 
committees. 

Rules  of  decorum  were  developed  for  the  Gallery  by 
a  Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  the  Alma  Mater 
!  Society  and  implemented  at  the  first  open  meeting  in 
December.  The  decision  to  have  open  meetings  included 
the  provision  that  part  or  all  of  any  meeting  could  be  closed 
to  visitors  by  a  majority  vote  taken  at  any  time.  During  the 
Session,  some  parts  of  four  of  the  five  regular  meetings  held 
under  the  new  rules  were  closed  for  discussion  of  issues  involving 
cases  of  individual  persons. 

The  decision  to  open  the  Senate  led  to  an  examination 
of  the  problem  of  communications  within  the  University 
and  to  the  establishment  of  the  weekly  Queen’s  Gazette, 
which  began  publication  in  January,  1969.  The  purpose  of 
the  Gazette  is  to  give  regular  and  timely  notice  of  meetings, 
to  publish  the  Senate  minutes,  and  to  make  official 
announcements.  It  has  proved  also  to  be  a  useful  vehicle 
for  the  wide  circulation  of  preliminary  reports  of  Faculty 
Boards  and  Senate  committee  reports,  as  well  as  for  other 
formal  information.  This  has  encouraged  fuller  participation 
by  the  University  community  in  the  discussion  of  important 
issues  before  they  reach  the  final  stages  of  Faculty  and 
Senate  consideration. 

Effort  was  made  during  the  autumn  months  to 
establish  procedures  which  would  ensure  adequate  consider¬ 
ation  of  issues  at  each  stage  and  the  smooth  and  consistent 
progress  of  the  business  of  the  Senate.  One  such  procedure 
which  was  introduced  in  September  and  implemented 
successfully  several  times  during  the  Session  was  a  procedure 
for  Consideration  and  Implementation  of  New  Graduate 
Programs.  This  procedure  provides  for  the  required  steps 
from  the  moment  the  idea  for  a  new  graduate  program  is 
in  embryo  to  its  appearance  as  an  offering  in  the  University 
Calendar: 

(1)  a  drafting  and  review  of  the  preliminary  proposal 

(2)  a  review  by  the  Principal’s  Advisory  Committee 

(3)  preparation  of  preliminary  plans  by  the  sponsors 

(4)  approval  by  the  Faculties  and  Schools  and  the 
Senate  that  the  plan  be  sent  forward  to  the 
Ontario  Council  of  Graduate  Studies  for  appraisal 

(5)  return  to  the  Senate  for  final  consideration. 

During  1968/9,  four  proposed  graduate  programs 

reached  stage  4  (see  above)  and  were  sent  forward  to  the 


Ontario  Council  of  Graduate  Studies  for  appraisal  —  degree 
programs  in  Public  Administration  and  in  the  School  of 
Urban  and  Regional  Planning,  a  Master  of  Laws  program, 
and  a  graduate  program  in  Computing  and  Information 
Sciences. 

Further  important  innovations  which  followed  from 
Senate  action  include  the  establishment  of  a  Centre  for 
Metal  and  Mineral  Technology,  the  establishment  of  a 
Department  of  Sociology  (pending  the  appointment  of  a 
Head  of  the  department),  and  the  adoption  of  a  system  of 
user  charges  for  the  computer.  In  October,  the  Senate 
approved  the  establishment  of  a  central  office  of  Concerts 
and  Public  Lectures  “to  administer  the  cultural  programs 
of  the  University.” 

Two  reports  to  which  the  Senate  and  its  committee 
gave  careful  study  over  much  of  the  Session  were  the 
Preliminary  Report  on  Enrolment  up  until  1975/76  and 
the  Statement  on  Academic  Freedom  and  Tenure.  Both 
reports  have  significant  long-term  implications  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  University.  Approval  of  the  Preliminary  Report 
on  Enrolment,  based  on  a  projected  enrolment  of  10,000 
students  in  1975/76,  has  provided  a  framework  for  a  more 
detailed  study  of  all  the  components  involved.  Consultations 
are  now  taking  place  with  the  relevant  bodies  both  inside 
and  outside  the  University,  and  a  fuller  report  will  be 
presented  to  the  Senate  for  final  consideration  in  the  Fall 
of  1969. 

The  Statement  on  Academic  Freedom  and  Tenure 
was  developed  over  a  period  of  several  months  by  the 
Committee  on  Appointment,  Promotion,  Tenure  and  Leave. 

It  outlines  provision  for  probation,  tenure,  dismissal,  appoint¬ 
ment  with  tenure,  and  grievance  procedures.  This  document 
represents  the  first  attempt  to  formulate  a  University  policy 
on  conditions  governing  the  status  of  members  of  faculty. 

As  such,  its  provisions  are  thought  to  be  fundamental  to  the 
well-being  of  the  University.  The  statement,  with  some 
amendments,  was  discussed  fully  at  the  April  meeting  where 
it  received  unanimous  assent. 

Finally,  if  the  Senate  assumed  a  new  flavour  in 
1968/9,  it  must  be  attributed  to  changes  in  personnel  as 
well  as  to  changes  in  structure.  The  presence  of  students 
on  the  Senate  itself  and  on  all  of  its  standing  committees 
proved  to  be  a  positive  and  informed  element.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  on  behalf  of  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  and  Science  the  following  report. 

The  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  has  continued  during  this 
past  year  to  show  numerous  signs  of  healthy  growth  and  develop¬ 
ment.  While  the  more  obvious  of  these  signs  are  found  in  the 
construction  and  renovation  of  various  buildings  across  the 
campus,  the  less  evident  but  possibly  more  important  indications 
are  found  in  the  creation  of  new  programmes  and  departments 
and  in  the  recruitment  of  academic  staff  of  excellent  quality 
in  all  areas. 

Building  and  Renovation 

Two  buildings  have  recently  been  completed.  The 
departments  of  Mathematics  and  Psychology  have  just  occupied 
their  new  buildings  -  Jeffery  Hall  and  Humphrey  Hall,  respect¬ 
ively.  Each  has  been  designed  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  the 
department  concerned.  Jeffery  Hall  provides  modern  accom¬ 
modation  for  Mathematics  -  lecture  facilities,  library  and  staff 
offices.  Humphrey  Hall  gives  the  Department  of  Psychology 
long-awaited  facilities  for  teaching  and  research.  Since  Mathe¬ 
matics  and  Psychology  carry  very  heavy  teaching  commitments, 
the  completion  of  these  two  new  buildings  will  benefit  large 
numbers  of  students. 

Expansion  and  renovation  of  existing  buildings  will  meet 
other  pressing  needs.  Two  new  floors  are  being  added  to  the 
Frost  Wing  of  the  Chemistry  building.  The  basement  of  Stirling 
Hall  is  being  completed  to  give  increased  space  for  research 
activities  in  the  Physics  Department.  Various  renovations  in 
Miller  Hall  are  expected  to  provide  temporary  relief  for  the 
present  serious  lack  of  space  for  Geology;  a  more  lasting  solution 
to  this  problem  will  require  construction  of  a  new  wing  to  the 
Geology  building. 

The  most  serious  long-term  space  requirements  that  are 
now  clearly  recognizable  are  those  of  the  various  Social  Science 
departments.  Rapid  growth  in  Economics,  Geography,  Political 
Studies  and  Sociology  will  almost  immediately  make  present 
accommodation  for  these  departments  seriously  inadequate. 

These  problems  and  others  are  expected  to  be  met  through  the 
stage-by-stage  construction  of  a  Social  Sciences  and  Humanities 
Complex  on  the  site  of  the  present  stadium  and  playing  field. 
Watson  Hall,  now  housing  Classics,  English,  History  and  Philoso¬ 
phy,  will  form  a  part  of  the  Complex.  Initial  studies  for  this 
large  project,  dealing  with  both  the  overall  plan  for  the  site 
and  the  detailed  design  of  flexible  modular  space  units,  are  well 
advanced. 

Two  other  special  problems  of  accommodation  have  yet 
to  find  solutions.  These  are  the  important  needs  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  Art  History  and  Music.  Both  have  programmes  begin¬ 
ning  in  September,  1 969,  to  train  high  school  specialists  in  these 
disciplines.  The  conclusion  of  practical  training  in  both  cases 
poses  problems  of  special  space  requirements. 

New  Departments  and  Programmes 

Practically  every  department  of  the  Faculty  has  in  this 
past  year  re-examined  its  courses  and  programmes.  The  results 
include  many  changes  —  new  or  revised  courses  and  new 
combinations  of  courses  —  to  better  serve  next  year’s  students. 

The  largest  of  these  new  developments  are  the  new  program¬ 
mes  for  teachers  of  Art  and  Music,  already  mentioned  above. 

Each  will  provide  a  four-year  degree  (to  be  followed  by  a  fifth 
year  in  a  College  of  Education)  based  on  a  balanced  combination 
of  studio  and  classroom  work.  Careful  plans,  both  academic 
and  administrative,  have  now  been  completed  for  these  new 
programmes,  and  academic  staff  with  the  special  qualifications 
needed  have  been  engaged. 

Two  new  programmes  require  special  mention.  A  new 
Department  of  Computing  and  Information  Science  will 
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consolidate  present  teaching  in  that  field  and  will  provide  extens¬ 
ive  programmes  to  students  at  many  levels  and  across  the  entire 
University.  The  second  new  department  to  be  mentioned  is 
Sociology,  this  year  to  be  separated  formally  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Political  Studies.  The  Department  of  Sociology  begins 
its  independent  life  already  grown  to  equal  in  size  at  least  half 
of  the  departments  of  the  Faculty  and  showing  the  highest  rate 
of  growth  of  any  of  them. 

Recruitment  of  Academic  Staff 

More  than  in  anything  else,  the  quality  of  a  university  lies 
in  the  achievements  in  both  teaching  and  scholarship  of  its 
academic  staff.  Here  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  has  every 
reason  for  confidence.  At  this  present  time  we  are  engaged  in 
searching  for  1 14  members  of  staff  needed  for  September,  1969. 
This  total  is  made  up  of  51  additions  to  the  establishment,  26 
replacements  for  persons  temporarily  on  sabbatical  or  other 
leave,  25  positions  occupied  only  temporarily  during  this  past 
year,  seven  resignations  and  five  retirements.  At  the  time  of 
writing,  the  great  majority  of  these  positions  have  been  filled  and 
good  prospects  are  available  for  the  remainder. 

In  the  recruiting  of  academic  staff  we  are  pleased  to  attract 
a  number  of  American  professors  with  excellent  training  and 
experience.  However,  it  should  be  strongly  emphasized  that, 
apparently  unlike  some  other  universities,  Queen’s  has  maintained 
a  balance  of  staff  from  Canada,  the  U.S.A.,  Britain,  the  European 
Continent  and  other  parts  of  the  world.  The  strength  of  this 
international  assembly  within  a  thoroughly  Canadian  framework 
of  both  tradition  and  practice  is  a  source  of  some  considerable 
1  satisfaction. 

The  Principal’s  Committee 
on  Teaching  and  Learning 

Principal  DEUTSCH  has  given  concrete  form  to  his  concern 
about  the  fundamental  responsibilities  of  the  University  by  es¬ 
tablishing  a  separate  Committee  to  study  curriculum,  methods 
of  instruction  and  evaluation,  academic  organization  and  all 
matters  pertaining  to  teaching  and  learning.  The  Committee 
consists  of  four  students,  Miss  R.  DERRICK,  G.  MACDONNELL, 
E.D.  PARNELL,  P.A.B.  DALE,  and  four  professors,  Miss  K.A. 
HERMAN,  J. A.  EURINGER,  H.M.  GOOD  and  A.R.C.  DUNCAN, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty. 

The  Committee  has  been  at  work  for  approximately  seven 
months  and  intends  to  make  its  report  before  the  end  of  this  year. 
It  has  received  briefs  from  individuals  and  groups,  has  held  a 
number  of  open  meetings,  and  has  carried  on  an  extensive  pro¬ 
gramme  of  study  and  research,  receiving  advice  and  assistance 
from  a  very  large  number  of  people. 

The  Committee  has  met  with  a  wide  range  of  opinion  on 
almost  every  topic.  Matters  of  greatest  concern  include  the 
problem  of  curriculum  and  its  relevance  to  the  modern  world,  the 
problems  of  methods  of  teaching  and  learning  (first-year  classes, 
lectures,  seminars,  teaching  aids,  library  resources,  examinations, 
etc.)  and  the  problems  of  degree  programmes  (the  requirements 
of  concentration  and  breadth,  specialization  versus  generalization, 
the  relationships  of  undergraduate  to  professional  and  graduate 
education,  and  the  year-by-year  structure  of  the  student’s  total 
university  experience).  From  this  study  of  problems  as  seen  at 
Queen’s  and  elsewhere,  some  tentative  consensus  has  begun  to 
emerge.  The  Committee  has  brought  its  work  to  a  focus  at  its 
Opinicon  Conference  held  May  5th  to  7th. 

The  Conference  on  Teaching  and  Learning  brought  together 
for  an  intensive  two-and-a-half  day  session  a  widely  representative 
group  of  both  students  and  staff. 

Approximately  90  persons  worked  as  nine  separate  discus¬ 
sion  groups,  each  under  a  group  leader.  In  addition  to  involving 
a  significant  number  of  students  and  staff  in  an  intensive  study 


of  problems  relating  to  teaching  and  learning,  the  Conference 
provided  an  assessment  of  a  number  of  tentative  proposals  from 
the  Committee  and  generated  many  new  ideas  applicable  to  our 
present  problems  and  future  development. 

While  the  Committee’s  final  report  will  undoubtedly  owe 
much  to  the  Conference,  it  should  be  stressed  that  any  action 
which  its  work  may  encourage  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
Faculty  Board  and  the  Senate  of  the  University. 

The  Deanship  of  the  Faculty 

The  writer  of  this  report  will  this  year  complete  a  five-year 
term  as  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  This  five-year  period  has  been  one 
of  substantial  growth  and  change  and  there  is  every  indication 
that  the  next  five  years  will  be  equally  critical.  Some  sense  of 
the  scale  of  the  change  that  has  occurred  and  may  be  expected 
can  be  gained  from  the  following  figures:

The  total  responsibility  of  the  Faculty  for  teaching  and  research 
has  at  least  doubled  over  the  past  five  years.  This  raises  the 
question  of  the  appropriateness  of  the  present  arrangement  of 
Dean,  Associate  Dean  and  Assistant  Dean,  the  latter  two  with 
Faculty-wide  responsibilities  for  administrative  and  academic 
matters  respectively. 

Wide  consultation  on  the  problem  of  the  Deanship  has  lead 
Principal  Deutsch  to  two  conclusions.  First,  the  Faculty  should 
remain  a  single  Faculty  as  at  present.  Second,  the  Deanship 
should  be  expanded  to  include  a  Dean  and  four  Associate  Deans. 
The  Dean  will  continue  to  hold  the  final  responsibility  and 
authority  for  the  Faculty  as  a  whole  while  three  of  the  Associate 
Deans  will  be  chosen  from  and  assume  administrative  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  areas  of  the  Humanities,  the  Social  Sciences  and 
the  Natural  Sciences.  The  fourth  Associate  Dean  will  be 
responsible  for  students  and  their  academic  welfare  on  a  Faculty¬ 
wide  basis.  This  new  arrangement,  while  preserving  the  advan¬ 
tages  of  a  single  Faculty,  should  better  meet  the  needs  which  the 
future  will  inevitably  impose. 
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ART  HISTORY 

Perhaps  the  most  important  development  was  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Bachelor  of  Art  Education  programme  which  begins 
1969/70.  In  order  to  ensure  the  success  of  the  programme,  a 
very  handsome  brochure  was  produced,  but,  in  addition,  staff 
members  gave  papers  at  an  important  conference  on  Art  Educa¬ 
tion  in  Winnipeg  and  Queen’s  was  host  to  a  provincial  conference. 
Our  efforts  have  been  rewarded  with  more  than  1 10  students 
applying  for  the  B.A.E.  programme.  In  addition  a  new  Honours 
programme  in  Art  History  has  been  established.

BIOLOGY 

The  Department  of  Biology,  which  introduced  teaching 
by  closed  circuit  television  at  Queen’s  has  continued  to  extend 
the  use  of  this  facility  in  lectures  and  laboratories.  Experience 
with  T  V  lectures  has  focussed  attention  on  the  role  of  the 
lecture  and  stimulated  the  department  to  plan  new  programs  to 
exploit  the  advantages  and  minimize  the  weaknesses  of  television 
teaching. 

The  Biological  Station  at  Lake  Opinicon  has  been  used 
increasingly  for  teaching  and  research  by  Queen’s  staff  and 
visiting  scientists.  Undergraduate  field  courses  in  ecology  have 
been  initiated  at  the  Station  by  Queen’s  and  York  University’s 
departments  of  Biology;  this  year  the  two  universities  will 
collaborate  in  offering  a  joint  course.  Graduate  research  work 
at  the  Station,  especially  on  the  ecology  of  fish,  has  been  greatly 
intensified. 

Teaching  and  research  in  plant  ecology  have  been  advanced 
importantly  by  use  of  the  Queen’s  Computing  Centre  and  the 
installation  of  an  Administrative  Terminal  System.  Examples 
are: 

*  a  program  for  the  integration  of  herbarium  data  and  product¬ 
ion  of  continuously  updated  distribution  maps; 

*  organization  of  an  Ontario-wide  phenological  survey; 

*  completion  of  a  checklist  of  the  vascular  plants  of  Eastern 
Ontario  with  provision  for  continuous  updating. 

The  department  played  a  leading  role  in  the  initiation  and 
development  of  an  inter-departmental,  three-course  program  in 
Cell  Biology,  involving  collaboration  between  the  departments 
of  Biology,  Biochemistry,  Physiology,  and  Microbiology.

CHEMISTRY 

The  most  important  changes  in  staff  were  the  addition  of 
J.P.  COLPA  as  full  professor  of  theoretical  chemistry  and 
the  appointment  of  Professor  G.  VAN  LOON  to  work  with 
Professor  J.A.  PAGE  in  the  creation  of  the  new  section  of 
analytical  chemistry.  Along  with  these  gains  must  be  recorded 
the  loss  by  resignation  of  Professor  G.  ERSKINE,  who  goes  to 
a  university  in  the  Philippines.  Dr  W.G.  BRECK  was  awarded 
sabbatical  leave  for  69/70  and  Dr  SAUL  WOLFE  obtained  a 
resident  McLaughlin  Fellowship  for  the  same  period. 

A  major  extension  of  our  buildings  was  begun  during  the 
fall  term.  Two  additional  storeys  are  being  added  to  Frost  Wing 
to  give  a  total  floor  area  of  about  84,000  usable  square  feet. 

This  action  conforms  with  the  decision  made  about  a  year  ago 
to  maintain  the  department  in  its  present  location  and  to  regard 
Frost  Wing  as  the  central  part  of  the  complex  in  any  future  plan¬ 


ning.  The  new  area  of  about  20,000  square  feet  will  be  used  for 
undergraduate  and  graduate  training  to  about  the  same  degree. 
An  important  feature  of  the  new  layout  is  the  extension  of  our 
branch  library  and  a  physical  arrangement  which  will  permit  use 
by  undergraduates  for  more  hours  each  week. 

Undergraduate  enrolment  has  remained  essentially 
constant,  with  some  reduction  in  the  number  of  Honours 
chemists.  There  is  a  variety  of  reasons  for  this  among  which  may 
be  mentioned  the  general  trend  away  from  the  physical  sciences, 
the  lesser  importance  apparently  attached  to  a  knowledge  of 
chemistry  among  applied  science  departments,  and  the  very 
high  standards  of  performance  currently  being  demanded  of  the 
students.  Graduate  enrolment  and  the  quality  of  graduate 
students  continue  to  increase.  Probably  90  graduate  students 
will  be  in  residence  by  fall  of  1969.  Admission  to  the  graduate 
program  will  now  require  second-class  Honours,  division  I. 

Minor  but  important  changes  in  the  curriculum  have  been 
introduced  in  all  programs. 

Student  representation  exists  on  our  Graduate  Committee, 
and  suggested  means  of  achieving  better  knowledge  of  students’ 
views  at  the  undergraduate  level  and  bringing  them  into  depart¬ 
mental  committees  are  under  co-operative  study.

CLASSICS 

A  notable  feature  of  the  activity  of  the  Classics  Depart¬ 
ment  in  the  past  year  has  been  the  strengthening  of  contacts 
with  teachers  in  the  Kingston  and  area  high  schools.  There  are 
a  number  of  reasons  for  this,  among  them  new  developments 
in  teaching  in  the  schools  ,  the  commencement  of  the  work  of 
McArthur  College,  and  the  energy  and  initiative  of  a  gifted 
group  of  honours  undergraduates  in  the  Department.  In 
November  a  panel  discussion  by  some  of  these  students  on  the 
teaching  of  Latin  in  Ontario  was  attended  by  a  number  of 
high  school  teachers,  and  a  frank  and  lively  exchange  of  views 
and  experiences  brought  both  better  understanding  and  the 
beginnings  of  a  better  acquaintance  between  those  present. 

In  the  spring,  the  students  continued  the  tradition  of  presenting 
a  classical  play,  this  year  an  enthusiastic  and  colourful  produc  - 
tion  of  the  Birds  of  Aristophanes.  Scenes  from  this  play  also 
formed  part  of  the  University’s  contribution  to  an  experimental 
“total  immersion”  program  in  ancient  history  at  a  local  school. 

An  increased  number  of  invitations  for  the  department’s  faculty 
members  to  speak  to  high  school  students  has  been  one  of  the 
beneficial  results  of  this  improved  co-operation. 

Within  the  department,  students  have  contributed  to 
discussions  of  course  structure  and  content,  but  no  major  changes 
have  been  decided  upon.  That  the  main  business  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  not  been  neglected  by  students  or  faculty  is  shown 
by  the  academic  successes  of  the  graduating  group,  most  of 
whom  are  going  on  to  graduate  work;  between  them  they  have 
won  an  Award  and  an  Honourable  Mention  in  the  Woodrow 
Wilson  Fellowship  competition  and  a  number  of  other  offers 
of  scholarships  from  universities  in  Canada  and  the  U.S.A.

DRAMA 

Rapid  growth  and  its  implication  are  the  keynotes  of  this 
report.  Student  course  registrations  have  grown  from  28  in 


1964  to  292  in  1968/69  and  are  estimated  to  reach  375  in 
1969/70. 

The  present  demand  for  secondary  school  teacher 
certification  in  Drama  is  likely  to  continue  to  increase.  The 
number  of  students  enrolling  in  our  new  Combined  Honours 
programme  is  likely  to  continue  increasing  accordingly. 

In  addition  to  its  curriculum  offerings,  the  Department 
of  Drama  fulfills  a  university-wide  function  on  the  extra¬ 
curricular  level.  Students  from  all  faculties  participate  in  and 
subscribe  to  department  productions  and  benefit  culturally  from 
these  offerings  in  a  way  that  is  difficult  to  measure.  If  this  non¬ 
curriculum  compartment  of  our  offerings  is  to  keep  pace  with  the 
academic  growth  of  the  department,  it  will  be  necessary  to  staff 
the  department  in  keeping  with  these  additional  requirements. 
The  situation  is  critical  for  1969/70  and  will  be  worse  in  1970/71 
as  the  wave  of  Combined  Honours  students  moves  into  the  third 
and  fourth  years. 

Spatial  problems  are  not  yet  severe  since  we  have  been 
able  to  re-organize  our  existing  space  more  efficiently  to  accom¬ 
modate  increasing  numbers.  The  new  studio  lab,  which  we  open¬ 
ed  this  year,  extends  our  production  facilities  considerably  and 
has  been  a  successful  workshop-classroom  as  well.  However,  if 
our  present  rate  of  growth  should  persist,  we  will  definitely  face 
expansion  problems  in  the  Old  Arts  Building  within  the  next 
two  years.

COMPUTING  AND  INFORMATION  SCIENCE 

The  department  officially  came  into  being  on  July  1,  1968, 
with  Professor  C.E.  LAW  on  loan  part  time  from  the  School  of 
Business,  as  the  Acting  Head.  An  Advisory  Committee  of 
Professor  LAW,  Chairman,  and  Professors  V.C.  ABRAHAMS 
(Physiology),  C.H.R.  CAMPLING  (Electrical  Engineering), 

P.G.  HILL  (Mechanical  Engineering),  J.E.  HOGARTH  (Math¬ 
ematics),  H.J.  LAWFORD  (Law)  and  Associate  Professor  G.R. 
SPARKS  (Economics)  was  set  up  by  Principal  J.A.  CORRY  to 
proceed  with  the  creation  of  the  department. 

In  the  intervening  year,  B.H.  WORSLEY  was  moved  from 
the  Computing  Centre  as  an  Associate  Professor  and  J.H. 
LINDSAY  as  an  Assistant  Professor  with  one-third  cross  appoint¬ 
ment  to  the  Computing  Centre.  After  review  of  the  available 
candidates,  Dr  S.D.  BAXTER,  Director  of  the  Computing 
Centre  at  N.R.C.,  was  selected  as  the  Head  effective  July  1, 

1969,  and  an  appointment  made. 

It  was  determined  that  to  meet  the  needs  of  Queen’s  in 
all  faculties  and  schools,  a  series  of  new  courses  were  to  be 
introduced  at  both  undergraduate  and  graduate  levels.  After 
study  by  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies, 
it  was  decided  that  a  Master’s  degree  and  a  Graduate  diploma 
should  be  offered.  The  course  list  was  studied  by  the  Curriculum 
Committee  of  Arts  and  Science  and  after  approval  by  the 
Faculty  Board  was  submitted  to  the  Senate  and  approved.  The 
proposals  for  graduate  work  have  been  approved  in  principle 
and  are  now  being  submitted  for  appraisal  by  an  appraisal  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Ontario  Council  on  Graduate  Studies. 

On  completion  of  this  work  the  Advisory  Committee  was 
dissolved. 

In  preparation  for  the  offering  of  some  22  term  courses 
in  the  1 969/70  year,  D. J.  MCCONALOGUE,  an  experienced 
computer  scientist  now  at  University  of  London,  has  been 
appointed  Associate  Professor  effective  July  1,  1969,  and  I.A. 
MACLEOD,  an  information  systems  and  non-numeric  specialist 
now  at  Simon  Fraser  University,  has  been  appointed  Assistant 


Professor.  One  further  position  remains  unfilled.  It  is  expected 
that  visiting  and  part-time  appointments  will  fill  the  requirement 
for  1969/70.

ECONOMICS 

The  department  shared  in  the  growth  of  the  University 
in  terms  both  of  teaching  responsibilities  and  research  activity. 
The  enrolment  in  undergraduate  courses  was  1,478  in  1968/9 
and  there  were  53  graduate  students  working  full  time  on  campus 
in  the  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  programmes. 

It  was  a  year  when  important  reviews  were  undertaken 
of  teaching  at  both  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  levels.  The 
department  re-examined  the  teaching  in  the  large  introductory 
economics  principles  course  and,  in  connection  with  this,  con¬ 
ducted  a  survey  of  students  presently  enrolled  in  the  course. 

This  survey  was  helpful  in  suggesting  changes  in  the  teaching  of 
this  course. 

Stimulated  by  the  work  of  the  Principal’s  Committee  on 
Teaching  and  Learning,  the  department  conducted  a  review  of 
its  honours  and  general  degree  programmes  and  made  a  submis¬ 
sion  to  the  Committee.  At  the  graduate  level,  there  was  a  full 
review  of  the  Ph.D.  programme,  and  a  number  of  important 
changes  were  introduced  for  next  year. 

On  the  research  side,  the  Institute  for  Economic  Research, 
established  in  1954,  became  more  active.  Highlights  of  its  act¬ 
ivities  this  year  were  a  seminar  on  “Econometric  Model  Building 
and  Forecasting”  and  a  conference  on  “Bretton  Woods:  Twenty- 
Five  Years  After”.  The  latter  consisted  of  a  review  of  the 
functioning  of  the  international  monetary  system  and  brought 
to  Queen’s  a  number  of  leading  international  scholars.

ENGLISH 

Increases  in  enrolment  once  more  complicated  the  problem 
of  keeping  first-year  classes  to  a  reasonable  size,  but,  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  extra  sections,  English  01 1  groups  were  kept  below  50 
and  most  010  groups  around  70.  Graduate  students  in  the 
doctoral  program  continued  to  lend  effective  aid  as  tutors  in 
first-year  classes,  gaining,  in  the  process,  valuable  teaching  experi¬ 
ence.  Staff-student  liaison  arrangements  were  improved  with 
the  election  of  representatives  from  first-year  sections  and  from 
the  general  and  honours  program,  and  the  appointment  of 
department  members  to  meet  regularly  with  these  representatives. 
Interesting  discussions  took  place  and  some  useful  suggestions 
emerged  for  changes  in  our  present  offerings,  some  of  which 
will  be  implemented  during  the  coming  year. 

The  graduate  program  continued  to  expand  both  in 
numbers  of  students  and  in  scope  of  areas  studied.  We  have  been 
impressed  by  the  high  quality  of  graduate  students  admitted  in 
the  past  two  years  and  their  evident  approval  of  the  kind  of 
program  being  developed  at  Queen’s.  Once  more  this  year  we 
have  had  far  more  applications  from  prospective  graduate 
students  than  we  could  possibly  consider  and  the  calibre  of 
next  year’s  incoming  group  should  again  be  very  high. 

Our  graduating  Honours  class  was  also  a  good  one  this 
year,  with  three  of  those  in  the  Major  program  gaining  firsts. 
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two  in  the  combined  program  and  one  in  General  Honours.  A 
number  are  going  on  to  graduate  work,  several  on  good  fellow¬ 
ships  (one  being  a  Woodrow  Wilson  designate). 

The  Film  Program  initiated  by  the  department  became 
more  firmly  established.  Two  new  courses  were  added  for  next 
year  as  part  of  a  Film  minor,  and  the  setting  up  of  a  separate 
Department  of  Film  was  approved.  Arrangements  for  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  English  as  a  second  language  to  graduate  students  from 
abroad  were  improved  and  extended,  and  plans  are  being  laid  to 
make  this  important  service  offered  by  the  department  even 
more  effective  next  year.

FRENCH 

For  the  session  1968/69  there  were  900  student  registra¬ 
tions  in  French.  Fourteen  students  were  registered  for  graduate 
work  (five  for  the  Ph.D.,  nine  for  the  M.A.),  holding  two  Canada 
Council  Fellowships  and  three  major  Queen’s  awards  amongst 
other  fellowships.  Two  M.A.’s  were  awarded  at  the  May 
Convocation.  Fifteen  students  graduated  with  an  Honours 
degree,  of  whom  eight  had  spent  the  previous  year  in  a  French 
university.  At  the  third-year  level,  another  eight  students  were 
studying  either  at  Laval  or  at  another  French-language  university. 
Also,  at  the  undergraduate  level  a  committee  was  formed  which 
included  four  students  to  study  the  first-and  second-year  general 
degree  offerings  in  French. 

During  the  months  of  October  and  November,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  French  Area  Studies  Centre,  Professor  PIERRE 
BARBERIS,  Director  of  French  Studies  at  the  Ecole  Normale 
de  St.  Cloud,  gave  a  series  of  lectures  and  conducted  seminars 
on  the  social  history  of  French  romanticism.  At  the  end  of 
November  the  Theatre  Populaire  du  Quebec  gave  a  sell-out 
performance  of  Moliere’s  L  'Avare  in  Convocation  Hall,  and  in 
March  the  well-known  actor  PIERRE  VIALA  gave  a  poetry  recital. 

Public  lectures  were  given  by  Dr  C.P.  COURTNEY, 

Christ’s  College,  Cambridge,  and  by  Dr  RONALD  GRIMSLEY, 
Head  of  the  Department  of  French,  the  University  of  Bristol. 

From  October  to  January  a  series  of  eight  illustrated  taped 
lectures  was  given  on  “La  Civilisation  Frangaise  vue  a  travers 
les  Arts”. 

The  Canada  Council  has  made  a  grant  to  increase  library 
holdings  in  French  linguistics  and  in  other  new  courses. 

A  Queen’s  graduate  in  French  and  Latin,  Mrs  LUCILLE 
ROY  HEWITSON,  received  her  doctorate  from  the  University 
of  Strasbourg  with  the  highest  distinction.

GEOGRAPHY 

This  has  been  a  year  of  continued  growth  in  the  depart¬ 
ment.  Student  enrolments  increased  by  more  than  20  per  cent, 
and  Summer  School  registrations  maintained  the  department 
among  the  three  largest  in  the  1968  session.  Degrees  are  now 
awarded  to  Master  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Science  candidates  in 
Geography. 

It  is  of  interest  to  report  a  milestone  in  the  history  of  the 
department.  The  first  student  to  have  been  awarded  the  Honours 
degree  in  Geography  from  Queen’s  University  has,  this  session, 
been  the  first  of  our  graduate  students  to  have  completed 
doctoral  studies  and  to  have  received  the  Ph.D.  degree  of 


Syracuse  University,  and  also  the  first  of  our  graduated  students 
to  have  been  appointed  to  a  university  post,  at  Waterloo  Univers- 

ity- 

The  department  has  continued  its  desired  international 
contacts  by  having  as  visiting  members  of  the  staff  for  the 
session  Dr  L.  KOSINSKI  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  Poland; 
Dr  S.  CHAKRABORTY  of  the  University  of  Calcutta,  and 
Professor  R.  VAN  de  GRAAFF  of  Cornell  University.  Professors 
P.  LLOYD  and  P.  DICKEN  of  Manchester  University  and  Dr 
R.  COMMON  of  Queen’s  University,  Belfast,  were  Visiting 
Professors  for  either  the  Summer  School,  1968,  or  for  varying 
periods  of  up  to  a  term  in  length.  Professor  A.  GRIME,  newly 
appointed  Head  of  the  Department  of  Geography,  McArthur 
College,  has  been  housed  in  Ontario  Hall,  a  situation  which  has 
provided  us  with  the  opportunity  of  becoming  familiar  with 
the  development  of  the  teacher  training  program  in  our  disci¬ 
pline,  and  preparing  for  future  co-operation  of  the  two  depart¬ 
ments. 

Ontario  Hall  has  had  some  alterations  to  provide  better 
physical  geography  laboratories.  A  small  Soils  Museum  is  being 
developed  and  the  library  partly  renovated.  The  Cartographic 
Laboratory,  directed  by  HENRY  CASTNER,  a  map  and 
graphics  design  centre  of  value  to  University  personnel,  has  been 
instituted  in  new  quarters.  It  is  presently  commencing  upon 
the  design  and  production  of  an  Atlas  of  Regional  Economic 
Development  on  contract  for  the  Province  of  Ontario.  This  was 
the  only  department  in  Canada  and  one  of  four  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada  to  receive  a  grant  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation  to  undertake  research  in  Computer-Aided  Instruc¬ 
tion  in  Geography.  Dr.  MAURICE  YEATES,  recipient  of  the 
grant,  has  completed  the  first  phase  of  the  program  and  has 
spent  almost  three  months  during  the  spring  at  U.C.L.A.  and 
the  Irvine  campus  of  the  University  of  California,  taking  part 
in  a  programme  of  computer-aided  instruction  for  freshmen. 

Dr  RICHARD  RUGGLES,  Head  of  the  department 
since  its  foundation  in  1 960,  retired  as  Head  at  the  end  of  the 
session  to  return  to  teaching  and  research.

GEOLOGY 

The  department  is  growing  at  an  accelerating  pace.  More 
than  180  honours  students,  graduate  students  and  staff  now 
work  full  time  in  Miller  Hall.  Miller  Hall  was  put  up  in  1931, 
when  there  were  four  geologists  on  the  staff.  Additional  space 
is  urgently  needed,  but  approval  for  plans  has  been  withheld  by 
the  province  pending  a  review  of  Geology  in  Ontario.  Interim 
alterations  have  been  made  to  parts  of  Miller  Hall,  but  the 
demands  on  the  building  still  severely  strain  its  capacity. 

The  equipment  within  the  building  continues  to  improve 
and  its  use  to  grow.  Research  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the 
department  rose  sharply  this  year,  being  1  5  times  higher  than 
in  1960. 

The  Miller  Club  (undergraduates  and  graduates)  and  the 
Journal  Club  (graduate  students)  continue  to  flourish,  and  an 
additional  Grenville  Discussion  Group  meets  regularly.  Other 
activities  the  past  session  included  the  regular  graduate  student 
field  trip  in  the  autumn,  held  this  year  east  and  south  of 
of  Montreal,  a  recurring  festival  called  the  “Grenville  Gronch”, 
and  a  departmental  Ski  Weekend  which  threatens  to  become 
an  annual  event.  The  students  communicate  complaints  and 
counsel  through  the  liaison  committee,  and  have  appointed 
representatives  on  other  committees  to  help  reassess  the  cur¬ 
riculum  and  to  advise  on  the  management  of  the  library  and 
the  operation  of  the  laboratories. 
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A  major  change  this  year  was  the  retirement  of  Dr  J.W. 
AMBROSE  as  Head  of  the  department  after  eight  years. 
Fortunately,  however,  he  is  still  very  actively  with  us  in  his 
other  capacities.  Dr  L.G.  BERRY  and  Dr  J.L.  USHER  were 
on  leave  in  1968-69,  Dr  BERRY  at  the  British  Museum,  and 
Dr  USHER  here  on  a  McLaughlin  Fellowship.  Dr  P.A.M. 
ANDERSON  came  from  Chicago  to  replace  Dr  BERRY,  and 
Dr  G.A.  BARTLETT,  who  will  join  the  permanent  staff  next 
year,  came  from  the  Bedford  Institute  of  Oceanography  to 
replace  Dr  USHER.  Dr  RAYMOND  A.  PRICE  joined  us  in 
September  from  the  Geological  Survey  of  Canada,  as  Associ¬ 
ate  Professor  in  structural  geology.  There  are  now  16  members 
of  staff  and  seven  full-time  technicians  in  the  department.  We 
record  with  sorrow  the  death  of  Miss  GRETA  APPLEBY  and 
Mr  MERLE  CROZIER  in  1968. 

A  Council  of  University  Departments  of  Geology  in 
Ontario  (CUDGO)  this  year  became  a  formal  organization  and 
undertook  to  prepare  a  brief  on  enrolment  and  growth  in 
geology  departments  in  the  province  at  the  request  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Presidents.  There  are  1 1  departments  of  geology  in 
Ontario  now,  six  with  graduate  programmes.  The  department 
at  Queen’s  is  the  largest. 

In  response  to  the  emerging  policy  on  science  in  Canada, 
and  more  specifically  to  a  review  of  the  Solid  Earth  Sciences 
by  the  Science  Council,  the  department  has  spent  many  hours 
considering  its  objectives  and  internal  organization.  We  have 
been  able  to  define  seven  existing  centres  of  concentration. 
Changes  have  been  made  in  the  curriculum  to  allow  more 
freedom  of  choice  to  undergraduates,  and  to  offer  concentra¬ 
tion  in  geophysics,  mining  geology,  and  engineering  geology  to 
students  in  Applied  Science.  The  number  of  graduate  courses 
offered  has  been  reduced  so  as  to  involve  several  staff  members 
in  a  single  course  of  instruction. 

1968/69  has  been  a  year  of  growth  and  change,  but  there 
is  a  satisfying  feeling  that  progress  has  been  made.

GERMAN 

There  were  263  student  registrations  in  German  in  the 
1968/69  session.  Among  Honours  students,  the  trend  towards 
the  Combined  Honours  program  continued,  with  German  and 
French  a  popular  combination.  Of  our  13  full-time  or  part-time 
graduate  students,  seven  were  registered  for  the  M.A.  and  six 
for  the  Ph.D.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  three  Ph.D. 
students  who  are  in  process  of  completing  their  dissertations 
already  have  academic  appointments.  One  student  received 
his  M.A.  at  the  May  Convocation. 

An  increasing  use  of  audio-visual  facilities,  especially  in 
elementary  courses,  was  one  of  the  more  interesting  develop¬ 
ments  in  the  department  during  the  session.  With  a  full-time 
academic  staff  of  six,  aided  by  an  equal  number  of  part-time 
graduate  student  instructors,  tutors,  and  assistants,  the  depart¬ 
ment  was  able  to  provide  language  laboratory  and  conversation 
classes  of  a  size  small  enough  to  make  for  optimum  conditions 
for  the  learning  and  practising  of  the  spoken  language.  At  the 
“Open  House”  on  March  1,  1969,  demonstration  language 
lab  classes  were  given  by  Miss  ULRIKE  PAUL,  affording  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  public  an  opportunity  to  see  the  latest  teaching 
techniques  in  action. 

Of  special  note  this  year  was  the  screening  of  nine 
German  films,  including  Grtindgen’s  colour  version  of  Goethe’s 
Faust.  The  films,  provided  by  the  German  Embassy,  were 
shown  in  the  evening  throughout  the  session  by  Dr  J.  SCHMIDT, 


who  joined  the  department  this  year.  Judging  by  the  excellent 
attendance,  both  on  the  part  of  students  and  other  interested 
persons  from  the  Kingston  community,  this  experiment  was 
a  signal  success,  and  a  similar  series  of  films  is  planned  for  next 
year. 

The  various  programs  organized  by  the  department  for 
students  wishing  to  work  and  study  in  Germany  continued  this 
session.  Organized  by  Dr  H.K.  KRAUSSE  and  sponsored  by 
the  Canadian-German  Academic  Exchange  Association,  the 
German  Embassy,  and  the  Deutsche  Stiftung  fur  Friedensfragen, 
subsidised  flights  to  Germany  for  seven  of  our  students  were 
arranged,  five  of  whom  took  summer  jobs  in  Germany  and 
two  of  whom  were  awarded  scholarships  for  summer  courses  at 
the  University  of  Kiel  and  the  Goethe  Institute.  In  addition, 
one  graduate  student  spent  the  1968-69  session  at  the  Univers¬ 
ity  of  Frankfurt  on  a  DAAD  scholarship,  and  an  Honours 
student  spent  his  third  year  at  the  University  of  Freiburg. 

During  the  year,  the  department  sponsored  lecture-visits 
by  two  very  distinguished  colleagues,  Professor  ERIC 
BLACKALL  (Cornell  University)  and  Professor  RICHARD 
SAMUEL  (University  of  Melbourne,  and  presently  Visiting 
Professor  at  the  University  of  Western  Ontario).  Both  visitors 
gave  lectures  and  seminars  on  aspects  of  German  Romanticism, 
thus  complementing  our  own  graduate  and  undergraduate 
courses  in  this  field. 

Last  but  not  least,  1968/69  saw  the  formation  of  a  Staff- 
Student  Liaison  Committee,  consisting  of  faculty  and  student 
representatives  elected  from  the  various  courses  within  the 
department.  Continuing  the  good  work  done  on  an  informal 
basis  by  the  German  Club  in  past  years,  the  Committee  will,  it 
is  hoped,  provide  a  useful  forum  for  the  free  discussion  of 
departmental  policy  and  operations  in  the  future.

HISTORY 

The  installation  of  Professor  W.R.  GRAHAM  as  Douglas 
Professor  of  Canadian  History  in  October  was  the  highlight  of 
the  year.  Professor  GRAHAM  is  the  author  of  a  number  of 
distinguished  books  and  one  of  the  best-known  specialists  in 
his  field. 

The  department  has  also  been  host  to  a  number  of 
distinguished  visitors.  Professor  W.P.  MORRELL,  an  outstand¬ 
ing  British  imperial  historian  from  the  University  of  Otago  in 
New  Zealand,  spent  the  year  in  the  department  and  the  Insti¬ 
tute  for  Commonwealth  Studies  doing  research,  participating 
in  some  courses,  and  giving  a  series  of  lectures  entitled  “Race 
Relations  in  Victorian  Colonial  Policy”.  Professor  PIERRE 
GUILLAUME,  a  specialist  in  historical  demography  from  the 
University  of  Bordeaux,  spent  the  fall  term  in  the  department 
and  the  Centre  for  French  Area  Studies  pursuing  his  research, 
contributing  to  seminars  on  modern  French  history,  and  giving 
special  talks.  Other  visitors  included  Professors  R.L.  BUSHMAN 
from  Harvard,  H.A.  TURNER  from  Yale,  P.  LIN  from  McGill, 

J.R.  VIGNERY  from  Arizona,  and  K.  SINCLAIR  from  New 
Zealand. 

The  department  continued  to  attempt  to  bring  the  Univer¬ 
sity  and  high  school  teachers  of  history  into  closer  contact.  Once 
again  in  November  we  held  a  weekend  conference  attended  by 
about  1 50  high  school  teachers  from  all  over  Ontario.  Each 
teacher  had  a  chance  to  attend  three  out  of  21  seminars  on 
recent  developments  in  various  periods  of  history.  Also, 
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several  of  our  professors  have  visited  various  high  schools  and 
have  been  active  in  designing  new  materials  for  the  classroom.

MATHEMATICS 

Undoubtedly,  the  most  important  development  in  the 
life  of  the  Mathematics  Department  this  year  was  the  opening 
of  Jeffery  Hall.  After  several  years  in  which  the  members  of 
the  department  were  scattered  among  Summerhill,  Carruthers, 
Watson  and  Nickle,  years  during  which  communication  inside 
the  department  became  progressively  more  difficult,  the  staff 
of  32  regular  members,  13  research  associates  and  five  post¬ 
doctoral  fellows,  together  with  50  graduate  students  and  a 
secretarial  staff  of  six  girls,  has  been  united  under  one  roof. 

The  design  of  the  building  involved  a  most  happy  co-operation 
between  the  architects,  Marshall  and  Merrett,  Stahl,  Elliott  and 
Mill,  the  Planning  Department  of  the  University  and  members 
of  the  Mathematics  Department.  Much  thought  was  devoted 
to  ensuring  that  the  building  should  be  functionally  effective 
and,  after  six  weeks  in  the  building,  we  feel  sure  that  in  most 
respects  this  was  achieved  most  admirably.  The  one  showpiece 
is  the  library  which  surrounds  a  sunken  court.  It  has  immedi¬ 
ately  won  the  heart  of  all  visiting  mathematicians  who  have 
seen  it. 

The  past  academic  session  was  the  first  during  which  we 
had  the  great  advantages  of  a  Negotiated  Development  Grant 
from  NRC  in  the  amount  of  $100,000  a  year  for  three  years. 
Because  of  this,  we  were  able  to  engage  an  unusually  large 
number  of  research  associates  who  taught  only  one  course  and 
who  devoted  most  of  their  time  and  energy  to  research  and 
participation  in  advanced  seminars.  This  enabled  the  department 
to  have  a  most  exciting  and  energetic  post-graduate  and  research 
program.  The  activities  of  the  algebraists  were  especially  suc¬ 
cessful.  Four  basic  graduate  courses  and  five  advanced  courses 
were  offered  in  algebra,  all  of  which  drew  enthusiastic  partici¬ 
pation.  Four  of  these  courses  contained  new  advanced  material 
and  sets  of  lecture  notes  for  them  will  be  published  in  the 
Queen’s  Papers  on  Pure  and  Applied  Mathematics.  Four ' 

Masters  degrees  and  three  Ph.D.  degrees  in  algebra  were  awarded 
this  year.  The  Queen’s  algebraists  prepared  17  research  papers 
which  have  been  submitted  for  publication.  Eleven  alternate 
Fridays  were  designated  as  Algebra  Days,  normally  involving 
four  one-hour  lectures,  two  by  members  of  the  department  and 
two  by  distinguished  visitors.

MUSIC 

The  staff,  in  collaboration  with  undergraduate  students 
registered  in  composition  courses,  devised  an  efficient  method 
for  introducing  beginners  in  the  art  of  composition  directly  to 
12  note  materials  without  first  traversing  irrelevant  exercises  in 
the  major-minor  idiom.  The  resulting  manual  is  aimed  at  stu¬ 
dents  at  high  school,  Conservatory  and  university  levels. 

The  staff  also  gave  its  help,  as  it  has  for  many  years,  to 
student  organizations  requesting  it.  In  the  first  term,  the  Queen’s 
Musical  Theatre  received  assistance  in  the  production  of  The 
Gondoliers.  As  well,  the  staff  assisted  the  Queen’s  Chamber 
Players,  who  eventually  became  absorbed  in  the  newly  formed 


Kingston  Youth  Orchestra.  The  members  of  the  Vaghy  String 
Quartet  gave  the  benefit  of  their  experience  to  The  Gondoliers 
Orchestra,  which,  for  the  third  successive  year,  consisted  entire¬ 
ly  of  students.  Dr  F.R.C.  CLARKE  completed  his  eleventh 
year  as  Director  of  the  Kingston  Choral  Society,  giving  a 
performance  of  Mendelssohn’s  Elijah  in  January  and  participat¬ 
ing  in  a  Brahms  program  in  April.  In  September  of  1969  the 
department  begins  its  program  of  study  for  the  Bachelor  of 
Music  degree.  In  support  of  that  program,  three  staff  appoint¬ 
ments  have  been  made:

PHYSICS 

The  Physics  Department  is  starting  a  period  of  rapid 
growth  in  staff,  facilities  and  programs.  New  academic  staff 
and  research  fellows  have  joined  our  groups  in  Astronomy,  Dr 
M.J.  KESTEVEN;  in  Nuclear  Physics,  Dr  WILLIAM  MCLATCHII 
Dr  B.  CASTEL,  Dr  H.H.  CHAN  (Fellow);  Dr  K.W.C.STEWART 
(Fellow),  Dr  C.F.  MONAHAN  (Fellow);  in  Solid  State  Physics 
Dr  C.H.  HODGES,  Dr  A.T.  STEWART  (also  the  new  Head  of 
the  department),  Dr  L.A.  VERMEULEN  (Fellow),  Dr  W. 
TRIFTSHAUSER  (Fellow),  and  Dr  B.T.A.  MCKEE  (Fellow). 

New  space  for  the  beginning  of  this  expansion  is  being 
prepared  on  the  first  floor  of  Stirling  Hall,  and  we  look  forward 
to  the  future  construction  of  a  sixth  floor  in  a  few  years.  Five 
of  our  staff  are  presently  accommodated  in  a  little  house  on 
Queen’s  Crescent.  Ten  new  offices  are  being  created  on  the 
first  floor,  and  they  will  all  be  occupied  by  September,  1969. 

New  laboratory  space  and  new  space  for  an  additional  Machine 
Shop  for  graduate  students  and  staff  are  also  being  provided  on 
the  first  floor. 

Members  of  the  department  are  participating  in  several 
co-operative  programs.  The  Radio  Astronomers  are  using  the 
facilities  of  the  Algonquin  Park  National  Observatory,  the  Green 
Bank  Observatory  in  Virginia  and  the  Dominion  Astrophysical 
Observatory  in  Penticton,  British  Columbia.  Several  members 
of  the  Solid  State  Physics  Group  are  engaging  in  joint  projects 
with  others  in  the  departments  of  Chemistry  or  Metallurgy. 

This  sort  of  activity  has  led  to  the  creation  of  the  inter-disciplin¬ 
ary  Centre  for  Metals  and  Minerals  Research.  The  Nuclear 
Physics  group  continue  to  collaborate  with  the  staff  at  Chalk 
River  in  experiments  on  the  Tandem  Van  de  Graaf  at  Atomic 
Energy  of  Canada  Ltd.

PHILOSOPHY 

Apart  from  its  primary  responsibilities  of  teaching  and 
scholarship,  the  department  has  been  engaged  in  the  following 
activities  during  the  past  academic  year: 

In  October,  1968,  we  sponsored,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Canada  Council,  a  colloquium  on  Philosophy  and  Language 
which  was  attended  by  about  150  persons  from  both  American 
and  Canadian  universities. 
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The  internal  organization  of  the  department  has  been 
considerably  revised.  Several  committees  entrusted  with  the 
direction  of  different  activities  (e.g.  Undergraduate  Studies, 
Graduate  Studies,  etc.)  have  been  set  up.  These  report  either 
to  the  Departmental  Board  or  to  the  Head  of  the  department. 

Throughout  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  great  deal  of  time 
and  energy  were  devoted  to  a  complete  revision  of  the  under¬ 
graduate  curriculum,  which  has  since  been  passed  by  the  Faculty 
Board  and  will  be  put  into  effect  in  the  fall  of  1969. 

Considerable  thought  has  been  given  to  devising  a  new 
M.A.  programme  consonant  with  the  new  developments  in 
graduate  work.  Full  details  have  not  yet  been  worked  out,  but 
it  is  hoped  to  put  the  new  programme  into  operation  in  the 
coming  year. 

Eight  members  of  the  department  have  served  on  regular 
committees  of  the  Faculty  Board,  and  Professor  A.P.  FELL  has 
been  fulfilling  the  duties  of  Secretary  to  the  Faculty  Board. 

The  department  reports  with  great  regret  the  loss  of 
Professor  G.F.  COWLEY  who  is  taking  up  an  appointment  at 
New  York  University. 

The  department  is  happy  to  report  that  it  was  greatly 
strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  PALL  ARDAL,  author  of 
“Passion  and  Value  in  Hume’s  Treatise”,  to  a  full  Professorship 
in  July,  1969.

POLITICAL  STUDIES 

1968/69  has  been  a  year  of  rapid  expansion  of  this  depart¬ 
ment.  Registrations  at  the  undergraduate  level  have  risen  from 
835  to  1,038  in  Politics,  and  from  643  to  1,185  in  Sociology. 
Graduate  enrolment  is  up  from  32  full-time  students  in  1967- 
68  to  43  full-time  students  1968-69.  Staff  members,  too,  have 
increased.  The  department  has  been  moved  from  its  old  quarters 
in  Dunning  Hall  and  nearby  houses  to  the  new  Interim  Adminis¬ 
tration  Building,  which  will,  in  turn,  not  have  enough  space  for 
the  department  next  year. 

Strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  a  Head  for 
the  new  Sociology  Department,  which  we  hope  to  set  up  in 
1969/70.  From  seven  staff  members  in  Sociology  in  1968/69, 
the  new  department  has  been  allotted  1 3  next  year. 

In  Politics,  the  new  program  in  Military  Studies  was 
introduced  by  Professor  ALBERT  LEGAULT.  Next  year  the 
new  Sir  Edward  Peacock  Chair  in  Political  Science  will  be 
occupied  by  Professor  DAVID  EASTON,  distinguished  Canadian 
political  scientist  who  has  been  teaching  at  the  University  of 
Chicago.  Professor  JOHN  MEISEL,  who  had  been  Head  of  the 
department  until  1968, became  Hardy  Professor  of  Political 
Science.  Professor  K.G.  CRAWFORD  retires  this  year  as  Director 
of  the  Institute  of  Local  Government,  although  he  will  continue 
to  offer  his  graduate  seminar.  A  new  program  in  Policy  Studies, 
directed  by  Dr  DONALD  GOW,  has  been  laid  out  to  begin  in 
1969  at  the  M.A.  level  to  appeal  to  regular  postgraduate  students 
and  intermediate  level  personnel  in  the  public  service.

PSYCHOLOGY 

For  the  Department  of  Psychology,  the  most  important 
event  of  the  1968/69  year  has  been  its  move  into  a  new  building. 
This  is  to  be  named  Humphrey  Hall  in  memory  of  Dr  GEORGE 


HUMPHREY,  Professor  at  Queen’s  from  1924  to  1947.  Though 
a  psychologist,  he  was  Head  of  the  Philosophy  Department 
during  this  entire  period,  and  it  was  not  until  1949,  after  he  had 
left  Queen’s  to  take  the  first  Chair  of  Experimental  Psychology 
at  Oxford,  that  psychology  was  constituted  as  a  separate  depart¬ 
ment.  After  20  years,  psychology  has  grown  to  become  a  major 
discipline  on  campus,  with  a  full-time  staff  of  22  plus  more  than 
10  joint  or  part-time  appointees.  Consequently,  the  acquisition 
of  new  quarters  with  spacious  and  well-equipped  research  and 
teaching  areas  is  indeed  welcome. 

The  enrolment  in  psychology  courses  continued  to  rise 
during  1968/69  to  a  total  of  approximately  2,500.  Of  these, 

65  were  post-graduate  students.  Some  major  revisions  were 
made  both  in  the  Undergraduate  and  Graduate  curricula,  these 
being  in  the  direction  of  providing  greater  breadth  of  training 
and,  in  the  case  of  the  former,  more  latitude  of  choice  of 
courses. 

In  the  spring  of  this  year,  with  the  help  and  encouragement 
of  the  staff,  an  undergraduate  Psychological  Society  was  set  up. 

A  steering  committee  has  been  elected  to  work  out  a  program 
for  the  coming  year  and  to  consider  especially  the  matter  of 
student  representation  on  departmental  committees. 

During  the  year,  our  staff  has  had  under  consideration  two 
important  issues:  one  has  to  do  with  the  setting  up  of  a 
counselling  service  at  Queen’s;  the  second  with  the  development 
of  policies  concerning  experimentation  with  human  subjects. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  department  will  soon  be  able  to  put  forward 
recommendations  concerning  both  of  these  important  problems. 

I  may  add  that  we  have  also  been  actively  discussing  the  directions 
the  department  will  take  in  future.  We  have  consolidated  strong¬ 
ly  in  the  core  aspects  of  our  discipline  and  must  now  start  to 
make  decisions  concerning  our  involvement  in  more  peripheral 
or  second-order  fields  such  as  counselling,  educational  or 
industrial  psychology. 

The  department  has  played  important  roles  in  many 
campus  activities  this  year  and  was  involved  notably  in  the 
Symposium  on  the  Ethics  of  Change,  the  Hincks  Lecture  Series 
and  the  A.M.S.  Open  House.  Individual  staff  members  have 
also  been  active  in  various  campus  committees  including  the 
Senate,  the  Council  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  and  a 
number  of  standing  committees  of  the  Faculty  Boards.

SPANISH  AND  ITALIAN 

Queen’s  students  have  always  shown  much  more  interest 
in  Spanish  than  in  Italian,  a  preference  demonstrated  by  the 
registration  figures  for  the  academic  year  1968/69  with  totals 
of  259  intramural  registrations  in  Spanish  and  1  5  in  Italian.  In 
undergraduate  work,  the  department  offers  14  courses  in 
Spanish  language  and  literature,  providing  the  necessary  range 
for  both  General  and  Honours  B.A.  programs  in  this  subject, 
but  in  Italian  only  three  courses  are  offered.  In  1969/70  an 
innovation  will  be  introduced  by  the  offering  of  a  general 
course  in  twentieth-century  Spanish  and  Italian  literatures  in 
English  translation.  Although  university  courses  in  classical 
literature  in  English  translation  are  now  well  established,  studies 
of  modern  foreign  literatures  in  translation  have  not  hitherto 
been  offered  at  Queen’s.  In  graduate  work,  our  department 
offers  programs  for  the  M.A.  degree  in  Spanish  only. 

In  keeping  with  Canada’s  developing  interest  in  Latin 
America,  the  department  is  expanding  its  activities  in  the  field 
of  Spanish  American  studies.  A  Symposium  on  Canada’s 
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Inter- American  Situation  was  arranged  in  connection  with 
Queen’s  Open  House  on  March  1,  with  papers  presented  by 
specialists  in  History,  Philosophy,  Sociology,  and  Spanish. 

The  departmental  member  who  organized  the  symposium 
has  played  an  active  role  in  the  recent  formation  of  the  Ontario 
Co-operative  Program  of  Latin  American  and  Caribbean  Studies. 
With  four  Ontario  universities  -  -  Guelph,  McMaster,  Queen’s  , 
and  Waterloo  -  -  as  founding  members,  this  program  has  been 
created  to  promote  and  facilitate  inter-university  co-operation 
in  graduate  work  and  resource  acquisitions  in  the  Latin  American 
and  Caribbean  field,  as  well  as  an  inter-disciplinary  approach 
to  research  into  the  problems  of  that  field.  In  the  coming  year 
a  second  Latin  Americanist  will  be  joining  our  departmental 
staff,  enabling  us  to  offer  a  more  thorough  coverage  of  Spanish 
American  literature  than  has  been  possible  before. 

In  November,  the  department  was  host  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Ontario  Chapter  of  the  American  Association  of  Teachers 
of  Spanish  and  Portuguese.  In  March  a  “field  trip’’  to  Toronto 
was  arranged  for  a  group  of  students  and  staff  to  attend  a  perfor¬ 
mance  of  Los  inter eses  creados  by  the  Spanish  dramatist 
Benavente,  with  an  interlude  by  Cervantes.  During  the  year, 
class  representatives  were  elected  by  the  students  of  most  of 
most  of  the  Spanish  and  Italian  classes  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  an  organization  for  student-faculty  liaison.  In  May, 
two  “Spanish  Days”  were  held  at  Queen’s  for  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  of  Spanish  from  Kingston,  Belleville,  and  Brockville.  In 
all,  about  1 70  attended  the  programs  of  Spanish  films  and 
language  laboratory  lessons  arranged  by  our  department. 

Following  personal  contacts  between  the  department  and  Prof¬ 
essor  W.C.  ATKINSON,  the  well-known  hispanist  of  the  Univers¬ 
ity  of  Glasgow,  the  latter’s  private  collection  of  Peninsular  Spanish 
books  was  purchased  by  the  Douglas  Library  of  Queen’s.

RUSSIAN 

Professor  GEORGE  MELNIKOV,  Head  of  the  Russian 
Department  at  Carleton  University,  visited  Queen’s  on  March 
3,  1969,  and  gave  a  lecture  on  “Soviet  Literature  and  the 
Western  Reader”. 

For  ‘Open  House’  on  March  1st,  the  Russian  Department 
organized  an  exhibition  of  reproductions  of  Russian  paintings, 
together  with  a  slide  show.  Films  on  Moscow  and  Kiev  were 
also  shown. 

Definite  plans  have  been  made  to  enlarge  the  department 
by  the  addition  of  a  new  faculty  member  at  the  Associate 
Professor  level  next  year.  Two  new  courses  -  -  on  Soviet 
Literature,  and  a  survey  course  on  Russian  Literature  in  Trans¬ 
lation  -  -  will  be  offered.  The  second  of  these  courses  will  form 
part  of  a  new  Interdepartmental  Grouping  in  Modern  Literature 
in  the  General  B.A.  program. 

We  are  very  sorry  to  be  losing  the  services  of  Mrs 
MARTHA  ISAAK,  who  is  retiring  this  year  after  being  instruct¬ 
or  in  the  department  since  1961.  She  has  the  best  wishes  of  all 
of  us.

THE  SCHOOL  OF  PHYSICAL  AND  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Construction  of  the  new  Physical  Education  Complex 
commenced  in  March,  1969,  and  the  proposed  completion  date 
of  May,  1970,  means  that  Queen’s  University  soon  will  have 
one  of  the  most  comprehensive  facilities  of  this  type  in  Canada. 
In  addition  to  greatly  enhancing  teaching  in  the  combined 
Bachelor  of  Arts  -  Bachelor  of  Physical  and  Health  Education 
program,  this  complex  will  provide  facilities  for  intramural 
and  intercollegiate  athletics  and  for  recreation  programs  for 
students  and  staff  in  a  wide  variety  of  sports  activities.  These 
programs  will  be  severely  limited  in  the  1969/70  academic 
year,  but  arrangements  made  to  rent  local  high  school  facilities 
will  help  to  alleviate  this  problem. 

The  capacity  of  the  School’s  laboratories  to  facilitate 
sophisticated  research  in  human  exercise  physiology  increased 
considerably,  due  largely  to  continued  substantial  financial 
support  of  Dr  G.M.  ANDREW’S  research  from  the  Medical 
Research  Council  and  the  Fitness  and  Amateur  Sport  Director¬ 
ate. 

A  committee  struck  by  the  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies  to 
study  the  School’s  potential  and  capability  to  offer  graduate 
work  in  physical  and  health  education  recommended  that  M.Sc. 
programs  in  Kinesiology  and  Exercise  Physiology  be  instituted 
in  the  fall  of  1970.  This  recommendation  is  currently  being 
studied  by  appropriate  university  bodies. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  the  School 
has  sponsored  what  is  hoped  will  be  the  first  of  a  number  of 
province-wide  clinics  in  Athletic  Injuries  and  Conditioning. 

The  interest  and  qualifications  of  a  number  of  Kingston 
Physicians  in  athletic  injuries  offers  Queen’s  a  unique  potential 
for  the  further  development  of  clinics  and  research  in  this  area.

It  is  my  privilege  to  report  that  the  1968/69  session  of 
the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  was  a  noteworthy  success  in 
several  important  aspects.  A  new  academic  system  was  introduc¬ 
ed  and  gains  were  made  in  continuing  education  and  in  the 
several  areas  that  make  up  industrial  liaison.  Partially  due  to 
the  results  of  these  various  projects,  it  is  time  to  consider  the 
direction  in  which  the  Faculty  may  develop  in  future. 


The  Academic  System 

The  report  of  the  1967/68  session  included  an  outline  of 
a  new  set  of  academic  regulations  for  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  that  was  introduced  in  the  1968/69  session.  Under  the 
earlier  regulations,  a  student  passed  from  year  to  year  and 
graduated  according  to  whether  he  passed  the  required  number 
of  courses  each  year;  failed  years  were  due  to  failures  in  individu¬ 
al  courses,  and  little  or  no  allowance  was  made  for  good  records 
in  passed  courses.  Under  the  new  regulations,  both  progress 
from  year  to  year  and  graduation  are  based  on  a  weighted 
average  of  the  student’s  results;  the  student  must  earn  a  minim¬ 
um  acceptable  mark  in  each  course,  but  must  also  compensate 
for  any  poor  but  still  acceptable  grades.  The  effect  of  the  change 
is  a  shift  of  responsibility  for  gauging  progress  from  the  academic 
staff  to  the  individual  student.  The  benefits  sought  are  the 
development  of  responsibility  in  the  student,  an  improved 
co-operation  between  students  and  staff, and  a  greater  com¬ 
munication  of  interests  and  prospects  within  the  Faculty. 

Obviously  a  single  year’s  experience  does  not  allow  a  full 
test  of  the  extent  to  which  these  goals  have  been  met;  at  least 
three  years  must  be  allowed  for  that  evaluation,  probably  more; 
however,  the  results  are  consistently  encouraging. 

Because  the  new  regulations  imposed  no  “whips”  to  keep 
students  working  in  individual  courses,  a  high  failure  rate  could 
have  developed,  especially  in  the  first  year  of  the  new  system. 
Also,  academic  staff  might  have  altered  their  marking  systems 
under  the  new  approach  and  could  have  influenced  student 
results.  However,  we  doubt  that  marking  systems  were  altered 
and  the  failure  rates  of  the  1968/69  session  are  in  the  usual 
range. 

At  the  same  time  and  in  a  positive  view,  there  is  some 
evidence  that  the  desired  student/staff  consultation  has,  indeed, 
been  brought  about  by  the  new  approach.  The  data  are  highly 
subjective,  of  course,  and  have  no  statistical  significance  at  this 
time,  but  both  the  Dean’s  office  and  a  number  of  faculty 
offices  report  more  than  the  normal  consultation  by  students 
on  the  advisability  of  continuing  programmes.  In  addition,  a 
fair  number  of  students  have  requested  and  had  authorized 
special  programmes  that  give  attention  to  particular  interests 
and  preparation.  Although  no  quantitative  measure  is  possible 
now  or  will  be  possible  for  at  least  three  or  four  years,  it  is 
clear  that  student  interest  in  the  academic  programme  has 
increased  and  it  is  a  fair  inference  that  this  new  interest  has 
been  prompted  by  the  new  system. 

Coincident  with  introducing  a  new  set  of  academic 
regulations,  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  also  reorganized  its 
Faculty  Board  and  Faculty  Committee  structures.  The  details 
of  the  reorganization  are  not  vital  to  this  report  ;  in  general,  the 
revisions  provided  clear  routes  for  handling  the  business  of  the 
Faculty  Board  and  for  sorting  policy  and  procedural  issues. 

It  is  a  tribute  to  the  many  active  committee  members  that  the 
reorganized  body  operated  fairly  smoothly  in  its  first  year  at 
the  same  time  as  it  dealt  with  a  new  academic  structure. 

It  would  be  improper,  of  course,  if  these  comments  were 
to  imply  that  the  new  regulations  and  faculty  structure  were  both 
flawless.  In  fact,  several  flaws  have  been  uncovered  in  each. 
However,  the  problems  of  the  regulations,  though  fundamental 
in  some  cases,  have  been  corrected  already  or  will  be  corrected

without  difficulty  and  without  altering  the  basic  concepts.  The 
problems  in  the  new  faculty  structure,  on  the  other  hand,  are 
related  primarily  to  the  interpretations  placed  on  terms  of 
reference  of  committees,  gaps  in  the  system,  and  so  on. 
Problems  of  this  sort  were  not  unexpected. 


Industrial  Liaison 

Although  the  relationship  between  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  and  industry  is  accepted  and  is  alluded  to  or  implied  by 
other  comments,  the  importance  of  the  association  has  not  been 
emphasized  in  past  reports.  To  correct  that  oversight,  this  year 
this  functional  title  is  being  used  as  the  frame  in  which  to  report 
on  the  activities  of  our  Advisory  Council  on  Engineering,  some 
aspects  of  our  research,  our  continuing  engineering  education, 
and  on  certain  operating  policies. 

The  contributions  of  the  Advisory  Council  on  Engineering 
to  the  development  of  the  Faculty  have  been  of  outstanding  value. 
We  sincerely  hope  that  the  members  of  the  Council  gain  some 
minimum  appreciation  of  the  interests  of  students  and  of  staff, 
as  well  as  of  the  nature  and  needs  of  university  systems  as 
compensation  for  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  University. 
Through  their  responsible  criticism  and  discussion  we  learn  of 
the  directions  for  growth,  the  range  of  interests,  and  the  pros¬ 
pects  for  change  in  many  industries.  Even  more  important, 
while  preparing  for  discussions  with  the  Advisory  Council, 

Faculty  programmes  are  thoroughly  analyzed  by  staff  with 
attendant  clarification  of  goals  and  approaches.  In  addition, 
the  Councillors  provide  valuable  communication  links  between 
students  and  staff. 

One  specific  outcome  of  the  meeting  of  the  Advisory 
Council  this  year  was  the  recommendation  based  on  studies  by 
a  sub-committee  of  that  Council,  that  the 

“ . Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Queen’s  University 

undertake  a  constructive  role  in  the  provision  of  suitable 
summer  employment  for  engineering  students.” 

This  recommendation  was  reported  to  the  University  Council 
at  its  May,  1969,  meeting  along  with  suggestions  concerning  its 
implementation.  It  has  led  to  a  study  of  the  employment 
situation  for  engineering  students  which  will  be  continued  this 
year  at  least.  In  addition,  the  Advisory  Council’s  sub-committee 
will  be  continuing  its  work  on  other  aspects  of  the  employment 
problem. 

At  present  it  appears  that  it  would  be  unwise,  for  a  variety 
of  independent  reasons,  to  develop  an  employment  service 
exclusively  for  engineering  students;  instead,  an  attempt  is  now 
under  way  to  develop  a  service  that  will  assist  all  students  in  the 
University.  If  such  a  service  can  be  established,  it  is  likely  that 
the  staff  of  the  Engineering  Faculty  will  supplement  it  by 
organizing  their  special  concern  over  the  summer  employment 
of  student  engineers  into  a  closer  check  on  the  suitability  of 
the  employment. 

In  leaving  the  subject  of  the  Advisory  Council,  we  wish  to 
extend  the  sincere  appreciation  of  the  entire  faculty  to  the 
Councillors  whose  efforts  and  enthusiasm  on  behalf  of  engineer¬ 
ing  at  Queen’s  means  so  much.  In  addition,  special  thanks  are 
due  to  Mr  R.B.  ROSS  who  chaired  this  year’s  meeting  when 
the  Chairman,  Dr  J.  Morrow,  was  unable  at  the  last  moment  to 
attend.  Similar  thanks  are  due  to  Mr  R.D.  LORD,  Vice-Chair¬ 
man  Elect,  and  to  Mr  J.  WALTER,  Past-Chairman,  who  helped 
so  much  to  plan  and  conduct  the  meeting.  On  behalf  of  the 
Council  itself  and  the  staff  we  acknowledge  with  thanks  the 
efforts  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Employment  which  consisted 
of:

Another  aspect  of  the  Faculty’s  industrial  liaison  concerns 
the  research  work  that  is  under  way.  This  work  has  been 
summarized  each  Fall  of  the  past  three  years  and  published  for 
limited  distribution  under  the  title  “Research  in  Progress”. 

The  September,  1968,  production  listed  about  145  projects 
with  eight  industrial  sponsors  in  addition  to  governmental  and 
other  funding  bodies.  Of  course,  the  industrial  sponsors  often 
were  involved  in  more  than  one  project  and  other  facets  of  the 
Faculty.  Accordingly  we  regard  even  this  small  body  of  sponsors, 
which  is  appreciably  larger  than  a  few  years  ago,  as  evidence 
that  dialogue  with  the  industry  is  not  absent.  The  manner  in 
which  this  dialogue  leads  to  research,  to  consulting  arrangements, 
and  to  academic  involvement  varies  widely  from  field  to  field, 
so  it  would  be  improper  to  set  targets  or  goals.  These  must  lie 
with  individual  staff  or,  at  most,  with  departments.  We  note 
only  that  the  opportunity  for  constructive  association  exists. 

Another  critical  aspect  of  industrial  liaison  for  an 
engineering  school  is  the  continuing  engineering  education 
program.  The  association  between  technological  change  and 
scientific  and  technical  awareness  is  no  longer  a  debatable  issue 
and  the  role  of  the  university  in  fostering  the  communication  of 
technical  and  scientific  information  seems  equally  clear.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  the  Continuing  Engineering  Education  programs  of  this 
Faculty  are  a  measure  of  the  extent  to  which  industrial  contacts 
are  developing.  Table  I  indicates  the  extent  of  this  activity 
in  engineering  courses  over  the  past  few  years.  We  hope  to 
see  larger  enrolments,  of  course,  but  the  nature  of  this  field  is 
such  that  even  a  small  growth  rate  is  highly  satisfying. 


Forecasts 

Because  the  successful  completion  of  the  first  year  under 
new  regulations  provides  a  distinct  reference  point,  it  is  appropri¬ 
ate  to  review,  at  least  briefly,  those  features  that  will  probably 
attract  most  attention  in  the  future  development  of  the  Faculty 
of  Applied  Science,  and  particularly  the  engineering  departments. 
This  analysis  does  not  refer  to  academic  goals,  individual 
departments,  or  necessarily  to  the  specific  academic  goals  of 
the  Faculty.  Instead,  it  refers  to  these  broader  aspects  that 
cut  across  technical  areas  and  administrative  areas  alike. 

In  the  course  of  developing  new  regulations,  expanding 
involvement,  expanding  staff,  expanding  research  activity,  and 
so  on  over  the  past  few  years,  it  would  have  been  easy  to  create 
total  chaos  by  attempting  to  make  major  revisions  in  the 
curriculum.  In  fact,  without  a  consistent  stable  curriculum 
during  the  period  when  changes  were  being  designed,  it  is 
doubtful  that  constructive  changes  could  have  been  achieved. 
However,  a  thorough  study  of  the  engineering  curriculum  is 
required. 

High  on  the  list  of  aspects  requiring  thorough  analysis 
(and  an  analysis  is  already  under  way)  is  the  humanities  and 
social  science  content  of  the  curriculum.  Currently  about 
seven  per  cent  to  twelve  per  cent  of  the  student  engineer’s 
course  requirements  are  in  this  area,  but  there  is  increasing 
pressure  to  raise  this  to  the  fifteen  per  cent  to  thirty  per  cent 
range.  To  do  so  will  require  either  that  some  technical  material 
be  dropped  or  that  the  program  be  extended  in  some  way. 

Questions  can  also  be  raised  as  to  the  amount  of  scientific 
material  to  be  included  in  the  curriculum  and  to  its  scheduling. 
The  criticism  that  engineering  curricula  are  overly  scientific  is 
widely  heard  and,  apparently,  it  is  not  convincingly  refuted. 

The  legitimacy  of  the  complaint  must  be  established  for  the 
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engineering  school  at  Queen’s,  either  to  provide  a  basis  for 
change  or  to  provide  convincing  support  for  the  present  approach. 

In  parallel  to  the  concern  over  science  content,  there 
is  concern  over  engineering  content,  technology  content, 
industrial  experience,  and  inevitably  over  the  prospect  of  a  co¬ 
operative  and  a  five-year  program.  Answers  to  some  concerns 
are  readily  available;  for  example,  there  is  little  or  no  reason 
for  expanding  technological  courses  that  duplicate  the  offerings 
of  the  Colleges  of  Applied  Arts  and  Technology.  Neither  is 
there  any  basis  on  which  Queen’s  could  adopt  a  five-year  pro¬ 
gram  independent  of  the  other  universities  in  the  province. 
However,  there  is  some  basis  for  considering  seriously  a  move 
to  a  co-operative  program  in  spite  of  the  costs  that  that  move 
would  generate. 

Although  the  relations  of  the  Faculty  with  industry  have 
received  attention  during  recent  years,  this  association  will 
become  increasingly  important.  In  addition  to  the  past  associa¬ 
tion,  the  need  for  national  development  will  require  that 
Canadian  industries  and  universities  generate  a  new  order  of 
magnitude  in  their  future  association.  This  need  has  been  loud¬ 
ly  stated  already  in  the  current  debate  over  national  goals  and 
the  funding  of  research  and  development.  However,  there  have 
been  few  proposals  advanced  by  which  the  end  might  be  sought. 
We  could  argue  that  it  is  or  will  be  the  duty  of  the  universities 
to  assume  the  leadership  role  in  developing  these  relationships. 

We  hope  that  the  staff  at  Queen’s  will  set  a  precedent  by 
exercising  their  imagination  and  attacking  the  problem. 

Relationships  with  industry  will  have  special  meaning  for 
the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  at  Queen’s  for  an  entirely 
different  reason.  In  deciding  to  aim  for  a  400-man  freshman 
class,  the  Faculty  accepted  the  prospect  that  it  would  need  about 
150  professional  staff  to  form  a  technically  viable  engineering 
community.  That  is,  it  was  accepted  that  about  1  50  professional 
researchers  would  be  required  to  assume  a  continuing  viability 
of  the  engineering  research  programs.  However,  it  was  also 
assumed  that  growth  in  the  City  of  Kingston,  independent  of 
the  University,  would  supply  a  fair  number  of  these  people. 

That  growth  has  not  occurred,  and  there  is  no  basis  at  present 
for  expecting  it  to  occur  in  the  foreseeable  future.  It  may  be 
necessary  for  the  staff  of  the  engineering  school  to  assume  the 
initiative  in  developing  such  growth  or  in  developing  an 
equivalent  source  of  “kindred  souls”. 

Other  areas  could  also  be  mentioned  for  future  considera¬ 
tion,  including  the  space  available  to  the  Faculty  within  the 
University,  the  relationship  of  this  engineering  school  to  others 
in  the  province  and  in  the  nation,  and  the  support  of  research. 
However,  either  some  mechanism  already  exists  for  considering 
these  topics  or  they  are  not  comparable  in  importance  to  those 
already  mentioned.  Accordingly,  we  merely  record  that  our 
list  is  of  priority  projects  and  that  we  have  confidence  in  the 
staff  at  Queen’s  to  face  them. 

It  seems  especially  appropriate  to  end  paragraphs  looking 
to  the  future  with  a  few  words  dealing  with  assistance  in  the 
past.  It  is  with  regret  and  full  appreciation  that  we  announce 
the  resignation  of  Professor  H.S.  POLLOCK  as  Assistant  Dean 
of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science.  Professor  POLLOCK  will 
be  giving  full  attention  in  future  to  his  teaching  and  research 
duties  as  Professor  of  Electrical  Engineering.  Professor 
POLLOCK’S  contributions  to  the  administration  of  the  Faculty 
go  back  for  more  then  five  years,  of  course,  but  his  help  during 
the  past  five  years  has  accounted  for  more  of  the  successful 
developments  than  can  possibly  show.  Without  his  totally 
reliable  assumption  of  the  responsibility  for  curriculum,  the 
progress  would  undoubtedly  have  been  far  different.  On  behalf 
of  the  staff,  the  administration  and  especially  the  students,  past 
and  future,  who  will  benefit  from  his  work,  we  extend  most 
sincere  thanks. 


Departmental  Reports 

The  broad  view  of  an  organization  tends  to  mask  the 
highlights  and  depressions  of  the  smaller  groups  within  the 
whole.  In  this  report  the  broad  view  has  been  distinctly 
optimistic  and  with  good  reason.  We  find  the  same  qualities 
in  the  following  departmental  reports.

CHEMICAL  ENGINEERING 

In  a  year  in  which  student  unrest  is  widespread,  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  read  in  the  Queen’s  Journal: 

“Student  -  faculty  relations  in  the  Chemical  Engineering 
Department  are  great.  The  spirit  of  co-operation 
evident  here  could  well  serve  as  a  model  for  other 
departments.” 

This  is  a  compliment  to  the  staff  and  to  the  successful  work  of 
the  Student  -  Faculty  Liaison  Committee  (which  has  consider¬ 
ably  helped  the  department  in  the  formulation  of  recommenda¬ 
tions  concerning  the  curriculum  and  the  routine  operation  of 
the  department). 

The  graduate  school  has  also  prospered  in  terms  of 
quality  of  research,  graduate  courses  offered  and  the  number 
of  graduate  students.  Many  of  the  courses  have  been  given  in 
the  evenings  to  allow  the  attendance  of  engineers  from  local 
industries.  In  addition  to  this  attempt  to  provide  a  continuing 
education  program,  two  summer  courses  —  “Chemical  Process 
Simulation”and  “Statistical  Design  and  Model  Building”  —  were 
organized  by  Dr  D.W.  BACON.  Unfortunately,  insufficient 
registration  caused  the  cancellation  of  the  first  course,  but  the 
second  proved  to  be  so  successful  that  the  department  is 
encouraged  to  continue  and  expand  its  activities  in  this  area. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  lecturing 
assistance  provided  by  Drs  D.G.  ROBINSON,  A.  POUTANEN, 
E.K.  MARCHILDON  and  Mr  N.P.  TURNER  of  DuPont  of 
Canada.  The  stimulation  and  practical  bias  of  their  contribu-  j 
tions  to  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  courses  was  much 
appreciated. 

The  Life  Sciences,  long  neglected  in  the  education  of  the 
engineer,  have  at  last  been  introduced  into  the  engineering 
curriculum.  The  emphasis  at  this  time  is  to  develop  a  series  of 
courses  at  the  undergraduate  level  to  provide  a  minor  elective 
in  the  general  field  of  Biochemical  Engineering  and  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  the  undergraduate  Civil  Engineer  in  the  area 
of  Sanitation.  A  full  graduate  program  is  being  developed,  but 
already  one  M.Sc.  and  one  Ph.D.  have  been  conferred  in  this 
field.  Two  staff  members,  Drs  D.H.  BONE  and  T.R. 
WARRINER,  who  joined  the  department  this  year,  are  fully 
engaged  in  this  new  development. 

The  Advisory  Council  continues  to  be  a  source  of 
strength  for  the  department,  and  the  work  of  1969  Councillors, 
Drs  N.  GRADE,  R.M.  BUTLER  and  L.  RENZONI,  is  gratefully 
acknowledged.  The  department  is  pleased  to  note  the  award 
of  an  honorary  doctorate  to  Dr  L.  RENZONI  by  Queen’s 
University. 

The  students  and  staff  of  this  department  fully  participat¬ 
ed  in  many  activities  outside  the  department.  There  were,  for 
example,  no  less  than  five  presidents  of  different  organizations 
in  the  department  at  one  time  last  year:  C.  EDWARDS, 
President  of  the  A.M.S.,  J.  HUNDEN,  President  of  the 
Engineering  Society,  Dr  R.H.  CLARK,  President  of  the 
Canadian  Society  for  Chemical  Engineering,  Dr  J.  DOWNIE,

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President,  Queen’s  University  Faculty  Association,  and  Dr  B.W. 
WOJCIECHOWSKI,  President  of  the  Faculty  Club.

CIVIL  ENGINEERING 

The  Civil  Engineering  Department  had  another  fairly 
successful  year,  the  staff  being  augmented  by  the  addition  of 
Dr  J.W.  KAMPHUIS  from  the  Hydrodynamics  Laboratory, 
N.R.C.,  Dr  A.E.  LONG  from  Fenco,  and  Dr  S.  YALIN  from 
D.S.I.R.  (Wallingford)  via  Calgary  University.  These  appoint¬ 
ments  help  enormously  to  fill  the  gaps  created  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Professor  R.J.  KENNEDY  as  Associate  Dean  of  Gradu¬ 
ate  Studies,  of  Professor  GRAHAM  ANDREWS  as  Campus 
Planning  Officer,  and  of  Dr  S.D.  LASH  as  Acting  Director  of 
the  embryo  School  of  Urban  and  Regional  Planning,  and  the 
absence  of  Dr  G.P.  RAYMOND  and  Dr  S.D.  LASH  on  sabbatical 
leave. 

The  new  Coastal  Engineering  Laboratory,  the  first  new 
building  on  the  West  Campus,  was  completed,  and  about  half 
of  the  equipment,  made  available  by  an  N.R.C.  Major  Equipment 
Grant,  is  installed  and  in  operation.  At  the  same  time,  many  of 
the  Hydraulic  staff  were  occupied  in  assisting  the  Federal 
Government  to  design  the  laboratory  facilities  for  the  new 
Canadian  Centre  for  Inland  Waters  at  Burlington. 

The  Structural  Group,  in  addition  to  strengthening  its  ties 
with  the  Ontario  Department  of  Highways,  ran  a  most  success¬ 
ful  seminar  on  Composite  Construction,  attended  by  some  50 
engineers  from  industry.  Visiting  speakers  from  the  U.S.  and 
Great  Britain  highlighted  this  seminar. 

The  Soils  Group,  apart  from  its  research  activity,  has 
been  occupied  in  organizing  the  Annual  Canadian  Soils  Con¬ 
ference  to  be  held  for  the  first  time  at  Queen’s. 

At  the  Spring  Convocation,  some  30  B.Sc.s  were  granted 
and  18  M.Scs  and  Ph.D.s,  the  latter  number  being  a  record  for 
this  department,  as  was  enrolment  of  graduate  students.  All 
our  graduates  were  successful  in  gaining  employment,  despite 
the  current  economic  situation. 

In  conclusion,  the  Civil  Engineering  Department  can 
look  forward  with  great  confidence  to  the  next  decade,  having 
good  facilities  and  a  really  outstanding  complement  of  enthusi¬ 
astic,  capable  and  energetic  staff.

ENGINEERING  DRAWING 

For  several  years  the  department  has  been  actively 
increasing  the  professional  development  content  of  its  courses 
to  give  the  student  a  realistic  insight  into  professional  engineer¬ 
ing  practices.  These  changes  have  been  given  a  considerable 
impetus  by  recent  additions  to  the  staff. 

Modifications  to  increase  the  engineering  content  of  the 
first-year  program,  to  introduce  creativity  and  to  introduce  the 
basic  design  process  are  now  being  accelerated.  Dr  PAUL 
MILLER,  who  joined  the  department  in  October,  has  been 
investigating  methods  and  approaches  to  achieve  these  aims 
and  is  co-ordinating  this  project. 

Enrolment  in  Professor  PILFOLD’s  course  in  Technical 
Writing  and  Publication  was  greatly  increased  this  session  and 


Professor  M.  JORDAN,  who  joined  the  department  in  September, 
provided  capable  and  much-needed  assistance  in  the  conduct 
of  this  course.  In  addition,  Professor  JORDAN  has  prepared 
a  new  course  in  Business  Organization  and  Liaison  for  Engineers 
which  will  be  offered  next  session. 

The  introductory  course  in  Computer  Programming  for 
first-year  students  was  given  this  session  by  Professor  PIDGEON. 
It  has  since  been  approved  as  a  regular  first-year  offering  of 
the  department.  Two  other  new  courses  have  been  approved 
by  the  Curriculum  Committee  as  elective  offerings  —  Oral 
Presentation  of  Technical  Information  to  be  given  by  Professor 
PILFOLD  and  Engineering  History  to  be  given  by  Mr  W.G. 
RICHARDSON. 

Professor  C.W.  PIDGEON  is  continuing  his  research  into 
Computer  Graphics  and  has  successfully  increased  the  output 
capabilities  of  his  general  graphics  program  and  various  sub¬ 
routines. 

Professor  J.L.  STARKEY  has  extended  his  experiments 
with  audio-visual  techniques  into  the  production  of  short  films 
and,  in  this  connection,  is  participating  as  a  member  of  a  sub¬ 
committee  of  the  Committee  of  Ontario  Deans  of  Engineering 
in  a  project  to  develop  a  film  on  Engineering.

ELECTRICAL  ENGINEERING 

One  of  the  most  significant  changes  in  the  affairs  of 
Electrical  Engineering  in  the  past  year  has  been  the  structuring 
of  its  affairs  through  formal  organization. 

The  organization  is  based  on  assignment  of  responsibilities 
in  the  technical  area,  the  academic  area  and  the  administrative 
area.  For  technical  areas  the  department  has  been  organized 
into  four  groups,  designated  Communications,  Electronics, 

Energy  Processing,  and  Systems.  Each  has  a  Head.  For  academic 
affairs,  co-ordinators  have  been  designated  for  undergraduate, 
graduate  and  continuing  studies  and  for  research.  Finally, 
administrative  areas  of  responsibility  have  been  assigned  cor¬ 
responding  to  physical  plant,  library  and  public  relations. 

Following  the  resignation  in  the  summer  of  1968  of  Dr 
MANSOUR  to  accept  the  position  of  Professor  and  Head  of 
the  Institute  for  Automatic  Control  at  the  Swiss  Federal 
Institute  of  Technology  in  Zurich,  Professor  R.A.H.  GALBRAITH, 
recently  retired  from  the  University  of  Ottawa,  accepted  an 
appointment  for  the  1968/69  session.  In  late  October,  after 
returning  from  a  period  of  research  in  Australia,  the  sudden 
death  of  Dr  R.M.  CHISHOLM  at  the  age  of  37  was  a  severe 
blow.  Dr  P.C.  SEN  was  appointed  to  the  rank  of  Assistant 
Professor  and  Mr  V.I.  JOHN  was  appointed  Lecturer  for  the 
session. 

A  program  of  guest  lecturers  in  the  field  of  Energy 
Processing  in  the  spring  of  1969  helped  to  cope  with  the  short 
position  on  staff. 

A  major  change  in  the  core  curriculum  was  the  expansion 
of  the  second-year  work  in  circuits  and  the  inclusion  of  tutorial 
work  with  this  part  of  the  program.  In  the  third  year,  the  work 
in  machines  and  energy  conversion  was  expanded.  New  electives 
were  introduced  -  available  to  both  fourth-year  and  graduate 
students  —  on  power  semiconductor  circuits  and  solid  state 
physical  electronics.  Project  work  in  the  third  and  fourth- 
year  programs  is  receiving  increased  emphasis  and  acceptance. 

The  loss  of  Dr  CHISHOLM  and  Dr  MANSOUR  has 
produced  a  net  decline  in  research  income  compared  with  the 
peak  year  of  1 967/68.  The  totals  for  all  purposes  are  as  shown 
below.  The  decline  is  less  significant  than  it  may  appear  because 
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the  1968  figure  for  N.R.C.  includes  an  unusual  and  large  major 
equipment  grant  of  $65,000.

New  facilities  have  been  installed  for  optical  signal  processing 
and  surface  waveguides. 

Digital  interfacing  work  has  continued,  and  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  become  involved  jointly  with  the  Computing  Centre 
and  the  Department  of  Engineering  Drawing  in  work  in 
computer  graphics. 

In  the  Energy  Processing  Group  vigorous  efforts  are 
being  made  to  identify  research  projects  of  mutual  interest 
to  this  group  and  the  staff  of  the  Research  Laboratory  of  the 
Hydro  Electric  Power  Commission  of  Ontario. 

The  Systems  Group  is  largely  preoccupied  with  the 
application  of  the  mathematical  tools  of  system  theory  to  the 
analysis  and  synthesis  of  electric  networks  and  devices. 

During  the  1968/69  session  it  became  apparent  that  the 
freeze  on  new  construction  of  buildings  for  engineering  educa¬ 
tion  in  Ontario  would  set  aside  for  the  time  being  the  depart¬ 
ment’s  proposal  for  a  completely  new  facility,  much  as  this 
might  be  needed. 

To  meet  immediate  needs,  proposals  were  put  forward  for 
the  acquisition  of  space  in  Carruthers  Hall  about  to  be  vacated 
by  the  Department  of  Mathematics,  and  for  the  complete  renova¬ 
tion  and  modernization  of  the  basement  laboratory  in  Fleming 
Hall  used  by  the  Energy  Processing  Group.  In  the  early  summer 
of  1 969,  both  of  these  proposals  were  accepted.

MECHANICAL  ENGINEERING 

Student  enrolment  in  the  department’s  undergraduate 
program  has  increased  substantially  in  the  past  year  to  a  total 
of  about  200  (second,  third  and  fourth  years).  Graduate 
registrations  have  increased  slowly;  with  growth  in  staff  the 
department  expects  to  be  able  to  expand  its  enrolment  of 
graduate  students. 

During  the  past  year  the  department  has  been  pleased  to 
welcome  to  its  faculty  Dr  R.D.  De  PENCIER  and  Dr  R.L.E. 
BROWN,  whose  general  interests  are  in  design,  and  Dr  E.J. 
WRIGHT,  a  specialist  in  non-steady  flow  simulation  and 
thermodynamics.  Dr  De  PENCIER  comes  to  Queen’s  from  a 
design  career  in  Canadian  industry,  subsequent  to  completing 
his  Ph.D.  program  at  the  California  Institute  of  Technology. 

Dr  BROWN  earned  his  doctorate  at  the  University  of  Nottingham 
in  controls  and  systems.  Dr  WRIGHT  taught  Mechanical  Engi¬ 
neering  at  Queen’s  University  (Belfast)  where  he  received  his 
Ph.D.  in  the  field  of  fluid  mechanics. 

With  increased  faculty,  the  department  has  been  active 
in  curriculum  development,  in  the  introduction  of  new  courses 
and,  for  the  fourth  year,  new  optional  programs.  These  include 
Engineering  Enterprise,  Thermosciences,  Nuclear  Engineering, 
Applied  Dynamics,  Basic  Engineering.  With  these  new  options 
it  is  hoped  that  students  may  penetrate  somewhat  more  deeply 
into  areas  of  special  interest  to  them.  New  courses  have  been 
required  for  these  options  and  for  other  offerings  in  the  second- 


and  third-year  programs.  These  include:  Introduction  to 
Mechanical  Engineering,  Instrumentation  and  Measurements, 
Business  Aspects  of  Engineering. 

Following  major  curriculum  reorganizations  are  the 
corresponding  tasks  of  departmental  laboratory  development. 
These  are  now  under  way  under  the  guidance  of  the  Department 
Undergraduate  Laboratory  Study  Committee.  The  department 
has  been  fortunate  in  adding  to  its  staff  Mr.  R.A.  CONWAY  as 
Chief  Technologist  who,  with  a  staff  of  technicians,  will  have 
major  responsibilities  in  laboratory  development  for  under¬ 
graduate  and  graduate  students. 

During  the  past  year  the  faculty  of  this  department  has 
been  active  in  research  in  the  following  areas:  Metals  Process¬ 
ing, including  rolling  extrusion  and  cutting  (Professor  W.B.  RICE); 
Fluid  Dynamics,  including  turbulent  internal  flow,  curved 
diffusers,  non-steady  flow  simulation,  two-phase  flow,  free  jet 
flow  visualization  (Professors  GILBERT,  RUSH,  WRIGHT, 
MARSTERS,  OOSTHUIZEN  and  HILL);  Heat  Transfer, 
including  free  and  forced  convection,  boiling,  aircraft  de-icing 
(Professors  GILBERT,  RUSH  and  OOSTHUIZEN);  Materials, 
including  creep  and  finite  element  stress  analysis  (Professors 
BYRNE  and  KERR);  Vibrations  and  Controls,  including 
stability  theory,  vibration  of  turbine  blading,  vibration  detection 
and  analysis,  fluidics  and  systems  (Professors  KERR  and 
CORNEIL);  and  Design,  including  optimization  and  conceptual 
development  (Professors  De  PENCIER  and  BROWN).

METALLURGICAL  ENGINEERING 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  steady  growth  and  consolida- 

tion. 

The  effective  academic  staff  strength  of  seven  remained 
constant  with  Dr  F.A.  HAMES  taking  a  sabbatical  year  at 
Sheffield  University  and  Dr  R.W.  SMITH  from  the  University 
of  Birmingham  joining  us  as  a  Visiting  Professor.  A  vacancy  in 
the  Extractive  Metallurgy  area  remains  unfilled. 

The  department  is  number  one  in  Canada  with  regard  to 
undergraduate  enrolment  in  Metallurgy  and/or  Materials  Science  i 
(47  in  second,  third  and  fourth  years).  Our  graduate  enrolment 
(18)  puts  us  in  fifth  place  among  the  10  materials  departments 
in  the  country. 

Research  activity  in  the  department  has  continued  at  a 
high  level  during  the  past  year.  Specific  details  are  contained 
in  other  Queen’s  publications.  The  department  has  led  all  other 
engineering  departments  for  the  last  three  years  in  acquiring 
operating  funds  for  research  (current  year  $215,419).  The 
interdisciplinary  Centre  for  Metal  and  Mineral  Technology, 
involving  a  number  of  department  staff,  was  officially  constitut-  || 
ed  during  late  1968  and  has  commenced  operations  on  a  modest 
scale.  The  Centre  was  not  successful  in  its  first  application  to 
N.R.C.  for  a  negotiated  grant. 

The  graduate  curriculum  offerings  continue  to  grow  with 
the  addition  of  four  new  courses.  The  undergraduate  curriculum 
has  undergone  some  changes  with  the  overall  result  that  more 
core  and  option  courses,  with  an  increased  engineering  content, 
were  made  available. 

Three  one-week  continuing  education  courses  were  held 
during  June,  1968.  These  were  most  successful  from  both  an 
educational  and  a  financial  point  of  view,  and  our  total  enrol¬ 
ment  of  108  was  higher  than  the  combined  enrolment  of  all 
other  departments  in  the  faculty  giving  courses  in  1968. 
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Departmental  equipment  facilities  were  steadily  improved 
during  the  year.  We  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  four  major 
equipment  grants  totalling  $82,450,  the  largest  portion  going 
towards  the  purchase  of  a  Phillips  BM  300G  electron  microscope. 
The  availability  of  space  is  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  equipment 
picture.  It  appears  that  a  new  building  for  Metallurgical  Engineer¬ 
ing  is  somewhat  remote  and  Nicol  Hall  is  becoming  increasingly 
inadequate.  A  severe  lack  of  laboratory  space  exists,  which  is 
hindering  both  graduate  and  undergraduate  research  activities 
and  regular  undergraduate  laboratory  course  work. 

In  summary,  the  department’s  problems  are  largely  due 
to  growth.

MINING  ENGINEERING 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  undergraduate 
curriculum  to  strengthen  the  program  for  1969/70.  For  example, 
Mining  Technology  II  has  been  changed  to  include  special  survey 
techniques  such  as  aerial  photo  interpretation  and  photogramme- 
try.  Physical  Chemistry  has  been  added  to  the  second-year 
program  and  the  introductory  course  in  thermodynamics  has 
been  changed  to  increase  the  engineering  orientation. 

At  the  third-year  level,  Structural  Geology  has  been 
reduced  to  a  one-term  course.  Mineral  Engineering  I  has  been 
made  a  required  course  and  Rock  Mechanics  has  been  revised 
to  a  more  practical  orientation.  Also,  several  new  electives 
have  been  added. 

In  the  fourth  year,  Economics  of  the  Mineral  Industry 
has  replaced  Economic  Geology  as  a  required  course  and  a  new 
elective,  Tunnelling,  has  been  added. 

At  the  graduate  level  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  course 
requirements  for  the  M.Sc.  (research  degree)  by  approximately 
fifty  per  cent  and  to  include  a  course  work  degree  with  options 
in  the  management  or  operations  area. 

Four  of  the  undergraduate  theses  won  prizes  given  by  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy,  a  truly  fine  showing. 
The  prize  winners  and  the  titles  of  their  theses  are  listed  below: 

D.  KOSTUIK  -  Optimum  Truck  Selection  by  Simulation 
at  Gaspe  Copper. 

J.  PARK  -  The  Design  and  Development  of  the  Ruth 
and  Lucy  Mine. 

E.  PROGAR  -  Mechanization  of  the  Canadian  Gypsum 
Company  Mine,  Hagersville,  Ontario. 

R.  QUINN  -  Pipeline  Corrosion  and  Cathodic  Protection 
in  Western  Canada. 

Sixteen  members  of  the  fourth  year  and  graduate  students 
made  a  one-week  field  trip  to  the  Schefferville,  Labrador  City, 
and  Sept  lies  operations  of  the  Iron  Ore  Company  of  Canada. 

The  second  -  and  third-year  field  trips  were  to  Tahowas  and 
Kilmar  Mine. 

We  are  most  pleased  to  record  that  these  trips  were 
industry-sponsored.

ADVISORY  COUNCIL  ON  ENGINEERING 


The  Council  meetings  were  held  on  February  13,  14  and 
15,  and  followed  the  same  format  as  the  previous  year’s  meet¬ 
ings.  The  quality  of  the  subcommittee  reports  was  very  high, 
and  this  is  a  reflection  of  the  preparation  and  effort  put  into 
the  Council  meetings  by  both  the  Councillors  and  the  Univers¬ 
ity  staff.  There  is  a  general  agreement  that  the  two-and-one- 
half-day  duration  for  the  meetings  is  necessary  in  order  to 
properly  address  any  significant  problems. 

The  major  value  of  the  Council  meetings  is  in  the  direct 
contact  and  communication  between  the  individual  departments 
and  the  respective  subcommittees.  It  is  apparent  that  a  number 
of  the  department  heads  and  subcommittee  chairmen  have 
improved  the  organization  and  planning  of  the  meetings,  and 
the  value  to  both  groups  has  correspondingly  increased.  Excel¬ 
lent  reports  were  prepared  by  several  department  heads  prior 
to  the  Council  meetings.  With  this  type  of  report  as  input  to 
the  meetings,  the  Councillors  are  able  to  focus  much  more 
directly  on  meaningful  problems,  and  the  discussions  are  there¬ 
fore  more  worthwhile.  The  Council  commends  this  type  of 
preparation,  and  hopes  that  each  department  head  and  sub¬ 
committee  chairman  will  be  encouraged  to  undertake  this  for 
future  meetings.  The  departmental  meetings  have  been  well 
summarized  in  the  subcommittee  reports,  and  this  material  will 
not  be  repeated  here.  This  document  will  attempt,  rather,  to 
pick  out  a  number  of  points  which  came  up  in  more  than  one 
subcommittee  report,  and  also  to  summarize  the  general 
conclusions  which  were  reached  at  the  full  Council  meeting 
on  February  1 5. 

Facilities  and  Space 

The  need  for  additional  space  to  provide  adequately  for 
growing  departments  was  presented  very  strongly  in  the  Elect¬ 
rical,  Metallurgical,  and  Geology  reports.  The  situation  is 
particularly  critical  for  the  Department  of  Electrical  Engineer¬ 
ing,  and  the  Council  urges  that  all  possible  avenues  be  explored 
to  alleviate  this  problem. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  way  of  the  future  will  involve 
formula  financing  for  capital  as  well  as  operating  funds.  This 
will  result  in  the  definition  of  a  new  set  of  ground  rules  to  be 
applied  to  long-range  planning  for  each  department  and  for 
the  Faculty,  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  adequate  space  for 
the  future.  The  Council  also  urges  that  the  new  rules  be  defined 
and  communicated  as  quickly  as  possible,  so  that  the  people 
directly  involved,  who  are  currently  in  a  state  of  uncertainty 
with  regard  to  future  facilities,  might  be  provided  with  the 
capability  to  make  adequate  plans. 

Teaching  Techniques 

Matters  relating  to  the  subject  of  teaching  techniques  and 
the  general  quality  of  instruction  were  mentioned  in  four  sub¬ 
committee  reports,  and  undoubtedly  were  subjects  of  discussion 
in  other  departments  as  well.  Most  of  the  discussion  revolved 
around  the  possibility  of  introducing  new  teaching  techniques 
and  teaching  aids  and  the  possibility  that  some  form  of  teacher 
training  might  be  effectively  utilized. 

A  motion  was  put  forward  to  the  effect  that  a  faculty- 
student  committee  be  convened  to  examine  the  entire  instruc¬ 
tion  process.  This  motion  was  not  passed  by  the  Council,  due 
largely  to  the  complexity  and  sensitivity  of  the  question  and 
the  fact  that  similar  committees  in  the  past  have  been  ineffect¬ 
ive. 

It  is,  however,  recognized  by  the  Council  that  the  teach- 
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ing  process  is  a  vital  component  of  the  university  environment, 
and  that  academic  excellence  and  the  competence  to  do  good 
research  do  not  automatically  result  in  effective  instruction. 

Any  action  on  this  subject  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
individual  departments,  but  the  Council  does  take  note  of  the 
dramatic  changes  which  are  currently  taking  place  in  university 
circles,  particularly  in  the  area  of  student  attitudes  towards  the 
educational  system. 

Summer  Employment 

A  Subcommittee  on  Summer  Employment  was  convened 
after  the  last  Advisory  Council  meeting,  and  met  three  times  to 
examine  this  problem.  A  report  of  this  subcommittee  was 
included  with  the  other  subcommittee  reports  to  the  Advisory 
Council. 

The  major  points  raised  by  the  subcommittee  and  the 
conclusions  reached  by  the  Council  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Summer  employment  in  an  engineering  field  is 
endorsed  by  the  subcommittee,  but  it  holds  the  view  that  the 
departments  should  continue  to  have  the  freedom  of  choice  in 
requiring  practical  training  for  a  degree. 

(2)  An  analysis  was  made  of  800  “Statement  of  Summer 
Employment”  forms  which  were  submitted  by  the  students. 

This  analysis  indicated  that  the  problem  last  year  was  not  as 
critical  as  had  been  anticipated,  but  nonetheless  the  subcom¬ 
mittee  is  certain  that  the  problem  will  become  increasingly 
serious  in  the  very  near  future. 

(3)  The  Council  endorses  and  encourages  the  activities 
of  the  provincial  and  federal  governments,  both  of  which  are 
currently  addressing  the  problem  of  student  unemployment  in 
general. 

(4)  A  motion  was  carried  at  the  Advisory  Council  meet¬ 
ing  to  the  effect  that  “The  Council  recommends  that  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Queen’s  University  undertake  a 
constructive  role  in  the  provision  of  suitable  summer  employ¬ 
ment  for  engineering  students”. 

(5)  The  subcommittee  believes  that  this  role  can  best  be 
performed  through  the  Faculty  Office  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science.  There  will,  of  course',  be  co-operation  and  co-ordina¬ 
tion  with  the  Office  of  Placement  and  Housing  at  Queen’s,  but 

it  is  the  opinion  of  the  subcommittee  that  this  office  must  be 
strengthened  if  significant  additional  responsibility  is  to  be 
assigned  to  it. 

(6)  The  subcommittee  urges  that  individual  departments 
which  require  summer  employment  for  a  degree  assume  some 
responsibility  for  locating  suitable  employment.  Further,  it 
urges  that  in  other  departments  the  members  of  the  faculty  be 
encouraged  to  utilize  their  personal  contacts  to  assist  in  this 
area. 

(7)  A  second  motion  was  passed  at  the  Council  meeting 
to  the  effect  that  the  Subcommittee  on  Summer  Employment 
continue  to  stand  to  monitor  activity  in  this  area  and  to  examine 
such  specific  questions  relating  to  summer  employment  as  may 
be  deemed  appropriate. 

(8)  The  possibility  of  Queen’s  embarking  on  a  co-operat¬ 
ive  engineering  program  was  discussed  at  some  length,  but  this 
was  felt  to  be  rather  more  significant  than  simply  a  means  of 
addressing  the  summer  employment  problem.  It  might  well  be 
appropriate  for  the  Subcommittee  on  Summer  Employment 

to  address  itself  to  some  aspects  of  this  question. 

Library  Facilities 

Some  questions  regarding  library  facilities  were  raised  by 
four  subcommittee  reports.  The  Council  noted  the  fact  that 
the  Senate  Library  Committee  is  active  and  is  currently  address¬ 
ing  these  areas.  It  was  decided  to  postpone  a  discussion  of  these 
problems  until  the  1970  Advisory  Council  meeting. 


Concluding  Remarks 

It  has  become  apparent  over  the  past  four  years  that  each 
Advisory  Council  meeting  has  a  theme  of  some  type,  usually  an 
unofficial  one.  The  theme  this  year  was  summer  employment. 

In  past  years  the  subject  of  continuing  education  and  research 
has  been  stressed.  This  would  seem  to  be  a  very  desirable  way 
to  conduct  the  Advisory  Council  meetings,  and  it  would  be  use¬ 
ful  to  establish  a  theme  for  each  meeting  in  advance,  and  to 
make  the  theme  known  to  the  Councillors  prior  to  the  meetings. 
This  could  be  quite  easily  implemented  by  having  the  Faculty 
Office  prepare  a  brief  description  of  each  year’s  theme,  and 
having  it  distributed  to  the  subcommittee  members  in  advance, 
at  the  same  time  as  the  departmental  reports.  This  would  enable 
the  individual  subcommittees  to  more  deliberately  share  their 
time  between  the  discussion  of  departmental  problems  with 
the  individual  department  members  and  the  examination  of 
Faculty  problems  from  the  departmental  points  of  view,  prior 
to  the  general  Council  meeting.  It  would  also  enable  the 
Advisory  Council  as  a  whole  to  focus  its  attention  on  one  or 
two  significant  issues  at  the  open  meeting  and  perhaps  to  make 
more  specific  recommendations  to  the  University  Council.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  Health 
Sciences  for  1968/69,  and  the  report  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

The  Health  Sciences  at  Queen’s  are  composed  of  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  the  Faculty  of  Nursing  and  the  School  of 
Rehabilitation  Therapy.  Professionally  and  functionally  the 
Student  Health  Service  operates  under  the  Health  Science 
administration  and  is  considered  a  member  of  this  team. 

Confronting  the  health  sciences  in  Canada  at  this  moment 
is  a  series  of  interlocking  problems  which  bear  heavily  on  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  health  sciences.  One  of  the  most  significant  is  the 
shortage  of  manpower  in  the  primary  professions  of  medicine, 
dentistry  and  nursing  under  the  existing  system  of  delivering 
health  services.  Many  Canadians,  especially  those  who  are 
economically  disadvantaged,  are  having  difficulty  obtaining 
health  care;  Canadian  communities  are  without  doctors.  A 
second  problem  is  that  health  service  costs,  particularly  hospital 
costs,  continue  to  rise  astronomically.  For  example,  the  Ontario 
Hospital  Services  Commission  expenditures  have  risen  from 
$161,689,808  in  1959  to  $573,356,522  in  1968.  During  this 
same  period  there  have  been  great  advances  in  biological  and 
basic  medical  science  which  in  the  next  decade  must  be 
translated  into  new  and  improved  diagnostic  and  treatment 
measures  for  man.  Prevention  of  the  transmission  of  genetic 
defects  and  the  transplantation  of  organs  are  examples  of  two 
new  fields  of  endeavour  which  quite  predictably  will  be  applied 
to  human  needs  on  a  large  scale  and  at  substantial  cost.  Aris¬ 
ing  already  from  advances  in  medical  science  is  the  problem  of 
information  management  where  the  capacity  of  the  individual 
physician  to  integrate  the  mass  of  data  concerning  each  patient 
is  already  overstretched.  Here,  the  vital  role  of  the  computer 
is  becoming  more  significant  and  better  appreciated  at  Queen’s 
and  at  other  medical  schools. 

The  development  of  an  adequate  health  care  system  is 
deserving  of  no  less  skillful  analysis  and  development  than  of 
that  for  a  voyage  in  space.  The  rapid  and  continuing  advance 
of  medical  science,  the  shortage  of  health  sciences  manpower 
and  the  inevitable  changes  in  the  system  of  delivering  health 
services  re-emphasize  the  educational  needs  of  future  members 
of  the  medical  profession  and  a  significant  proportion  of  the 
nursing  profession. 

The  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  the  Faculty  of  Nursing  need 
to  remain  embedded  in  the  University.  If  it  has  ever  been 
possible  to  “cover”  medicine,  it  is  impossible  now.  Advancing 
medical  science,  it  must  be  repeated,  creates  early  obsolescence 
of  doctors  and  nurses  without  continuing  education.  Doctors 
and  nurses  at  Queen’s  need  a  University  education  with  the 
development  of  their  capacity  to  learn  independently,  to  make 
independent  judgements,  to  discover  their  responsibilities  as 
citizens  and  as  future  physician-leaders  of  the  team  delivering 
health  care.  Only  with  this  sort  of  education  can  Queen’s 
students  contribute  a  full  measure  to  the  advance  of  medicine 
and  nursing,  to  the  care  of  patients  and  the  new  system  of 
delivering  health  services  which  is  evolving  and  emerging. 

Doctors,  as  postgraduate  students,  must  learn  to  keep  abreast 
with  the  ongoing  and  changing  technology  and  system  of 
practice. 

Physicians,  nurses  and  dentists  must  utilize  to  the  full 
their  unique  knowledge  and  skill.  With  the  shortage  in  health 
manpower,  the  physician  and  dentist  must  be  released  from 
duties  which  allied  health  personnel  can,  with  less  education, 
perform  as  well  or  better;  such  duties  now  may  occupy  30 
percent  of  the  time  of  the  doctor  or  dentist.  In  this  area  of  the 
attack  on  the  problem,  one  of  the  first  necessary  steps  is  the 
elimination  of  the  social,  economic  and  legal  barriers  which 
would  prevent  this  relief  to  the  physician  or  dentist  by  aux¬ 
iliary  allied  health  personnel;  nurses  have  already  achieved 
much  in  this  endeavour. 


Y  education  and  the  licencing  of  doctors  in 
Ontario  is  the  legal  responsibility  of  the  Ontario  College  of 
Ph>  s-.e-.ans  and  Surgeons.  In  this  province  a  movement  in  the 
direction  of  a  limited  Licence  for  doctors  specializing  in  various 
f.e'.ds  is  gaming  support.  For  example,  the  present  requirement 
for  a-,  oculist  to  master  the  intricacies  of  the  mechanism  of 
orstetncal  labour  is  hard  to  justify.  Medical  licensure  limited 
to  _  specialty,  if  it  is  to  shorten  the  sum  length  of  undergraduate 
ami  postgraduate  education,  would  require  multiple  routes 
or  tracks  through  medical  school  comprising  core  medical 
education  plus  electives.  Over  the  past  five  years  a  continuing 
effort  has  been  made  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  to  make  the 
curriculum  sufficiently  flexible  to  encourage  independent 
learning  and  to  permit  the  development  of  more  electives. 

Current  1> .  another  area  under  development  by  the 
Health  Sciences  at  Queen's  -  -  Community  Health  -  -  is  of 
special  interest  Increasingly,  the  state  of  an  individual's 
health  is  recognized  as  being  dependent  upon  factors  such  as

School  of  Nursing 

The  activities  and  development  of  the  School  of  Nursing 
are  covered  in  the  report  from  Dean  JEAN  HILL.  Conspicuous 
success  has  attended  Dean  HILL's  recruitment  of  new  faculty 
members  and  the  development  of  Queen's  new  baccalaureate 
course  in  Nursing.  An  increasing  reciprocal  flow  of  ideas  from 
Nursing  to  Medicine  in  the  sharing  of  responsibility  for  health 
care  are  Tread;,  beginning.  Education  of  nursing  students  places 
a  new  load  upon  the  Base  Science  departments  in  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine,  along  with  Rehabilitation  Therapy  students  and 
Physical  Health  Education. 

i:h  the  passage  of  time.  Medicine  and  Nursing  anticipate 
highly  qualified  nurses  teaching  Basic  Sciences  laboratories  and 
carrying  on  research  m  the  medical  field. 


School  of  Rehabilitation  Therapy 

The  School  of  Rehabilitation  Therapy  is  closely  linked 
::h  the  Department  of  Rehabilitation  Medicine  and  is  warmly 


supported  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  as  a  Health  Sciences  Unit. 
It  is  presently  administered  through  the  Dean  of  Medicine  and 
Vice- Principal  (Health  Sciences). 

During  the  year,  new  appointments  were  Miss  ANNE 
GAYLARD  as  Lecturer  in  Occupational  Therapy,  and  Mr. 

JOHN  WHEELER  as  Lecturer  in  Physical  Therapy.  This  year, 
the  School  enrolled  the  second  classes  of  the  three-year  physical 
therapy  and  occupational  therapy  diploma  programmes.  There 
were  90  qualified  applicants  for  the  physical  therapy  programme 
and  42  qualified  applicants  for  the  occupational  therapy  program 
me,  of  which  27  and  22  respectively  were  enrolled. 

Because  of  delay  in  expanding  the  rehabilitation  facilities 
at  St.  Mary’s  of  the  Lake  Hospital  and  at  the  Kingston  General 
Hospital,  there  will  be  a  serious  shortage  of  clinical  facilities; 
therefore,  a  reduction  in  the  planned  enrolment  of  students  for 
1469/70  appears  inescapable.  This  is  regrettable  because  193 
qualified  applications  have  been  received  so  far.  Three  students 
are  enrolled  in  a  degree  programme  for  diplomates.  The  first 
graduate  is  expected  to  complete  the  degree  requirements  in 
“1969. 

Extramural  activities  of  the  staff  included  the  election 
of  Miss  M.L.  DRIVER  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
Canadian  Association  of  Occupational  Therapists,  and  President 
of  the  Ontario  Society  of  Occupational  Therapists;  Mrs  JEAN 
Bl’RTON.  Secretary  of  the  Ontario  Society  of  Occupational 
Therapists:  and  Miss  ANNE  GAYLARD,  Treasurer  of  the 
Ontario  Society  of  Occupational  Therapists,  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  Regional  Committee  of  the  Troubled  Child 
Conference. 


Student  Health  Service 
Director:  H.W.  GREENIDGE 

The  addition  of  six  new  offices  to  the  Student  Health 
Service  was  completed  in  time  for  the  new  academic  session. 

The  additional  office  space  improved  morale  and  efficiency, 
and  student  time  lost  from  classes  was  reduced  to  a  minimum 
without  reduction  in  the  standard  of  medical  care  provided. 

Utilization  increased  by  37.9  per  cent  with  the  Medical 
Clinic  reaching  a  new  peak  of  98  students  in  one  day.  The 
increased  student  utilization,  which  is  only  partly  dependent 
upon  increased  student  enrolment,  indicates  that  in  spite  of 
new  office  space  provided,  the  present  facilities  will  be  inad¬ 
equate  within  the  next  year. 

A  statistical  analysis  of  the  Service  work-load  is  shown 
in  Appendix  A. 

Dr  D.H.  UPTON  resigned  as  Director  of  the  Health 
Service  during  the  year  to  take  an  appointment  at  Guelph 
University.  Dr  H.W.  GREENIDGE  was  appointed  Director  and 
Administrator  of  the  Student  Health  Service  in  his  stead. 

Dr  H.  WESTENBERG  resigned  during  the  year  to  go  into 
full-time  private  practice.  His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

Dr  J.L.  JOHNSTON  wras  appointed  full-time  psychiatrist 
at  the  Student  Health  Service  and  acted  as  head  of  the  psychia¬ 
try  division. 

Mrs  BINGHAM  replaced  Mrs  PURCELL  on  the  nursing 
staff  and  Mrs  McCULLEN  was  appointed  as  an  additional  nurse 
during  the  academic  session.  Mr  GORDON  EM SLIE.  part- 
time  psychologist  with  the  Student  Health  Service,  resigned  to 
take  a  position  in  Guelph. 

The  Education  Psychiatry  Section  was  hampered  during 
the  year  by  shortage  of  staff.  However,  a  useful  service  was 
provided  to  students  in  counselling  and  in  aptitude  testing. 

The  research  initiated  by  Dr  UPTON  on  the  predictabil¬

FACULTY  OF  MEDICINE 

The  departure  of  Professor  J.V.  BASMAJIAN  to  become 
Director  of  Research  in  Rehabilitation  Medicine  and  Professor 
of  Anatomy  at  Emory  University  brings  to  an  end  his  most 
distinguished  career  as  Professor  and  Head  of  the  Department 
of  Anatomy.  Professor  ELDON  BOYD  has  relinquished  his 
administrative  responsibilities  and  will  carry  on  his  teaching  and 
research.  Professor  GERALD  MARKS  from  the  University  of 
Alberta  has  accepted  the  Chair  of  Pharmacology.  It  is  hard  to 
express  fully  the  deep  appreciation  of  students,  Faculty  and 
graduates  for  all  that  Professor  BASMAJIAN  and  Professor 
BOYD  have  contributed  as  individuals  and  as  leaders  of  their 
departments.  Countless  students  have  a  special  affection  for 
Dt  DOUGLAS  McEWEN,  who  admitted  them,  taught  them 
Pharmacology,  comforted  them  in  times  of  academic  adversity 
and  shared  in  their  rejoicings.  Dr  McEWEN  retires  as  a  full-time 
member  of  Queen’s  staff  this  year  but  will  carry  on  as  a  part- 
time  teacher. 

Professor  STUART  VANDEWATER  has  been  appointed 
Medical  Co-ordinator  for  the  Health  Sciences  Complex  and 
Associate  Dean.  He  will  carry  on  as  Acting  Head  of  Anaesthesi¬ 
ology  until  his  successor  is  appointed. 

Every  department  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  is  seriously 
handicapped  by  lack  of  space.  Members  of  staff  have  joined  the 
Faculty,  partly  because  of  the  encouragement  given  by  govern¬ 
ment  to  Queen’s  and  transmitted  to  them  that  the  building  of 
modern  space  was  close  at  hand.  The  combination  of  demands 
to  educate  more  health  sciences  personnel  and  the  postpone¬ 
ment  of  building  has  created  uncertainty  and  damaged  morale. 

Queen’s  and  the  other  universities  of  Ontario  are  now 
advised  that  decisions  concerning  cash  flow  and  the  building  of 
the  Health  Sciences  Centres  are  at  hand.  It  is  difficult  to  over¬ 
emphasize  the  needs  of  Queen’s  Faculty  of  Medicine  for  modern 
space.

Of  the  50  admitted  to  first  premedical  year,  48  were 
residents  of  Ontario,  one  was  from  British  Columbia,  and  one 
from  Saskatchewan. 

In  the  first  medical  year,  47  students  were  from  the 
premedical  programme  and  the  total  class  of  70  was  made  up 
through  admission  of  1  5  students  with  baccalaureate  or  higher 
degrees  from  Queen’s  or  other  universities  and  eight  without 
degrees  from  Queen’s  or  other  universities.  Of  the  23  students, 
14  were  from  Ontario,  four  from  Quebec,  one  from  New 
Brunswick,  one  from  New  York,  one  from  Florida  and  two  from 
Indonesia. 

The  quality  of  academic  achievement  of  those  admitted 
to  the  premedical  programme  and  to  first  year  medicine  continu¬ 
ed  to  increase,  and  the  number  of  these  students  with  superior 
qualifications  is  also  increasing. 

Curriculum 

Curriculum  Committees  with  student  representation  have 
been  continuing  their  work.  Separate  committees  exist  for  the 
first  year  and  second  year  and  a  combined  committee  for  the 
third  and  fourth  years.  A  degree  of  cross-membership  between 
committees  also  exists  to  ensure  adequate  transfer  of  ideas 
and  decisions  among  the  four  years. 

The  Curriculum  Committees  have  achieved  a  great  deal  of 
progress  in  terms  of  sequencing,  synchronization  and  integra¬ 
tion  of  material  presented.  Unplanned  duplication  has  been 
greatly  reduced.  In  the  basic  science  subjects,  core  material  has 
been  identified  and  the  courses  enriched  by  seminar  and  tutori¬ 
al  teaching.  Set  laboratories  have  been  reduced  and  project-type 
teaching  introduced.  Patients  are  introduced  into  the  teaching 
programme  in  the  first  medical  year.  These  changes  have  been 
gradually  introduced  following  the  major  curriculum  study 
completed  in  1967. 

The  final  year  has  now  been  altered  to  a  12-month 
clinical  clerkship,  and  the  first  class  entered  the  new  final  year 
in  June,  1969.  Similar  changes  are  also  taking  place  in  the 
other  medical  schools  in  Ontario  this  year  and  elsewhere  in 
Canada.  It  is  recognized  that  the  clerkship  will  greatly  enhance 
the  clinical  experience  of  the  students.  Additionally,  the  clerk¬ 
ship  will  obviate  the  necessity  of  students  taking  a  rotating 
internship  following  graduation  but  instead  will  allow  them 
to  enter  directly  into  a  straight  residency  in  the  various  special¬ 
ties,  including  the  specialty  of  family  practice.  One  feature  of 
the  final  year  is  a  nine-week  elective  period  which  may  be  taken 
in  any  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Faculty  and  its  affiliat¬ 
ed  teaching  hospitals  or  off-campus  in  an  approved  programme. 

During  1968/69,  two  new  staging  buildings  for  research 
and  graduate  and  postgraduate  education  were  opened,  one  for 
the  basic  sciences  and  one  for  clinical  sciences.  Although  this 
has  greatly  assisted  the  development  of  the  potential  of  the 
staff,  it  is  necessary  to  point  out  that  the  success  of  the  teach¬ 


ing  efforts  and  of  the  curriculum  changes  we  are  attempting  to 
introduce  is  limited  by  deficiencies  in  our  physical  resources. 

Our  most  urgent  needs  in  this  area  are  for  new  ambulatory 
patient  clinics,  including  regional  laboratories  and  offices  for 
clinical  staff  and  new  basic  science  space. 

Summer  Research  Scholarships 

During  the  summer  of  1969,  17  medical  students 
were  supported  as  research  fellows,  ten  by  Medical  Research 
Council  Summer  Undergraduate  Medical  Scholarships,  two  from 
the  M.R.C.  Dean’s  Fund,  three  by  the  Ontario  Heart  Foundation, 
one  by  the  Hoffman-LaRoche  Summer  Scholarship  and  one  by 
the  Robert  and  Gordon  Sinclair  Memorial  Scholarship.

POSTGRADUATE  MEDICAL  EDUCATION 

During  the  academic  year  1968/69,  165  interns,  residents, 
research  assistants  and  research  fellows,  all  with  M.D.s  (see 
Table  I),  were  registered  as  postgraduate  students  in  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine.  Excluded  from  this  total  were  those  M.D.s  under¬ 
going  graduate  training  leading  to  an  M.Sc.  or  Ph.D.  who  were 
registered  with  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

The  contribution  of  University-affiliated  hospitals  to  the 
postgraduate  education  of  interns  and  residents  is  summarized 
in  Table  II. 

During  the  academic  year,  32  postgraduate  students  were 
awarded  Fellowship  or  Certification  in  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  &  Surgeons  of  Canada  (see  Table  III). 

No  decision  has  been  taken  as  yet  concerning  University 
recognition  in  the  form  of  a  diploma  or  degree  for  those  stu¬ 
dents  who  have  undertaken  an  extended  period  of  training 
under  the  supervision  of  heads  of  departments  in  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine,  affiliated  teaching  hospitals  or  by  special  arrangement 
in  other  educational  institutions. 

Information  concerning  opportunities  for  postgraduate 
education,  and  a  summary  of  regularly  scheduled  rounds, 
conferences,  seminars  and  clinics  appears  in  the  “Bulletin  of 
Postgraduate  Activities”  which  is  published  and  widely  distribut¬ 
ed  each  September. 

A  Certificate  of  Training  is  issued  at  the  end  of  each 
academic  year  to  all  postgraduate  students  registered  in  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine. 

In  addition,  an  Assessment  of  Competence  form,  complet¬ 
ed  annually  by  heads  of  clinical  departments,  is  kept  on  file  in 
the  Dean’s  Office  for  future  reference. 

1968/69  was  the  last  academic  year  of  the  rotating  intern¬ 
ship  at  Queen’s  University  and  its  affiliated  hospitals.  As  of 
June  17,  1969,  clinical  responsibilities  formerly  assumed  by 
rotating  interns  were  largely  taken  over  by  final-year  medical 
students  whose  clinical  clerkships  last  48  weeks.  Henceforth, 


only  straight  or  mixed  internships  will  be  offered  in  affiliated 
hospitals.  Appointments  and  rotation  of  interns  will  be 
arranged  by  department  heads  in  the  same  manner  and  integrat¬ 
ed  with  those  of  residents  in  various  specialties. 


(6)  Collaborate  with  Hospital  Administration  in  develop¬ 
ing  the  budget  for  medical  education  and  advise  the  Medical 
Advisory  Committee,  where  applicable,  concerning  necessary 
priorities  in  the  budget. 


Committee  on  Intern  and  Resident  Education 

Because  of  the  increasing  size  and  complexity  of  educa¬ 
tional  programmes  for  interns  and  residents  and  the  need  to 
balance  Faculty  time  and  effort  for  this  purpose  with  that 
required  for  both  undergraduate  and  the  continuing  education 
of  practising  physicians  and  allied  health  professionals,  a  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Intern  and  Resident  Education  has  been  established 
with  the  following  Terms  of  Reference: 

(1)  The  primary  aim  of  the  Committee  will  be  to  promote 

a  high  standard  of  excellence  in  the  residency  training  programmes 
of  the  various  specialties  which  now  operate  or  shall  operate 
within  those  areas  of  hospitals  affiliated  with  or  approved  by  the 
University. 

(2)  The  Committee  will  be  responsible  for  recommending 
Faculty  approval  of  all  such  training  programmes  which  prepare 
postgraduate  students  for  higher  qualification  in  the  specialties. 
The  Committee  will  be  aided  in  this  work  by  appropriate  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  University  departments  carrying  out  the  programmes. 

(3)  The  Committee  will  be  responsible  for  recommending 
that  appropriate  Faculty  recognition  be  extended  to  hospital 
departments  or  hospital  teaching  units  participating  in  approved 
programmes  and  for  approving  terms  of  agreement. 

(4)  All  discussions  affecting  any  Specialty  Programme 
shall  be  made  after  consultation  with,  and  in  the  presence  of, 
the  chairman  and  the  department  concerned. 

In  effect,  this  Committee  will  be  a  curriculum  committee 
dealing  with  postgraduate  education,  complementing  the 
activities  of  undergraduate  curriculum  committees.  In  this  way 
the  Faculty  will  be  able  to  discharge  more  effectively  its  corpor¬ 
ate  responsibility  for  all  aspects  of  medical  education. 

University-Inter  Hospital  Committee 

In  addition  to  the  Committee  on  Intern  and  Resident 
Education,  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  supervising 
educational  programmes  in  clinical  departments  and  affiliated 
hospitals,  a  Committee  on  Clinical  Education  (Administration) 
in  University-affiliated  Hospitals  has  been  created  to  concern 
itself  with  administrative  problems  relating  to  the  clinical 
education  of  clerks  (final-year  medical  students),  interns  and 
residents. 

Hospital  Committee  on  Medical  Education 

Because  the  rotating  internship  has  now  been  replaced  by 
either  straight  or  mixed  internships,  applicants  for  which  are 
selected  by  heads  of  clinical  departments,  the  existing  intern 
committee  in  the  Kingston  General  Hospital  has  been  replaced 
by  a  Committee  on  Medical  Education  with  the  following  terms 
of  reference.  A  similar  proposal  is  under  consideration  at  the 
Hotel  Dieu  Hospital. 

(1)  Replace  the  existing  Intern  Committee. 

(2)  Advise  Associate  Director  (Medical)  with  respect  to 
administrative  matters  concerning  appointment  and  activities 
of  interns  and  residents. 

(3)  Review  recommendations  of  the  Inter-Hospital/ 
University  Committee  on  Clinical  Education  (Administration) 
as  they  affect  the  hospital  and  advise  the  Associate  Director 
(Medical)  concerning  administrative  matters. 

(4)  Plan  and  co-ordinate  hospital  programmes  of  continu¬ 
ing  medical  education. 

(5)  Collaborate  with  nursing  and  other  allied  health 
professionals  in  planning  and  co-ordinating  inter-disciplinary 
educational  programmes.

CONTINUING  MEDICAL  EDUCATION 

Practising  Physicians 

Many  educational  programmes  planned  primarily  for 
clinical  clerks,  interns  and  residents  have  an  appeal  for  the 
practising  physician.  This  applies  particularly  to  postgraduate 
lectures,  the  lecture  series  in  medical  sciences  and  electrocardi¬ 
ography,  and  special  conferences  and  workshops.  In  order  to 
keep  regional  physicians  fully  informed  of  such  activities, 
sponsored  by  the  University  and  affiliated  hospitals,  each 
practising  physician  in  an  area  bounded  by  Cornwall  on  the  east, 
Smiths  Falls  and  Perth  on  the  north,  and  Cobourg  on  the  west, 
receives  weekly  notices  of  all  events  which  they  might  find  of 
interest.  Additionally,  all  practising  physicians  receive  annually 
a  copy  of  the  “Bulletin  of  Postgraduate  Activities”  which  lists 
all  regularly  scheduled  rounds,  conferences  and  seminars  in  the 
affiliated  teaching  hospitals.

Interest  in  this  type  of  continuing  medical  education  is 
growing  and  the  programme  will  be  accelerated  on  demand  as 
Faculty  resources  permit. 

Film  Festival 

For  many  years  a  selection  of  medical  films  has  been 
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shown  annually  to  undergraduate  medical  students  with  varying 
degrees  of  response.  A  new  format  for  presentation  of  films 
was  tried  during  the  year  with  great  success.  Related  films  were 
assembled  and  grouped  for  showing  in  the  evening,  attracting 
a  large  audience  of  from  100  -  200  students,  interns  and 
residents,  practising  physicians  and  allied  health  professionals 
on  each  of  four  evenings. 

Medical  Television 

Two  unsuccessful  ventures  in  Medical  Television  can  be 
reported.  With  the  co-operation  of  Dr  JACQUES  ROBICHON, 
University  of  Ottawa,  and  Dr  E.  HARTERRE  of  the 
Peterborough  County  Medical  Society,  and  TV  Stations  CKWS 
in  Kingston,  CHEX  in  Peterborough  and  CJOH  in  Ottawa, 

14  weekly  television  broadcasts  were  arranged  to  reach  all 
practising  physicians  in  Eastern  Ontario.  Audience  response 
was  poor,  not  so  much  because  of  the  quality  of  the  presenta¬ 
tions,  but  because  of  inappropriate  timing  and  physician  for¬ 
getfulness.  The  effort  and  cost  of  this  educational  activity  in 
the  face  of  such  poor  audience  response  does  not  justify  its 
repetition. 

The  other  TV  venture  was  a  weekly,  closed-circuit  tele¬ 
cast  in  Etherington  Hall  and  the  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital  of  video 
tapes  provided  by  the  Network  for  Continuing  Medical  Educa¬ 
tion  under  the  sponsorship  of  Hoffman-La  Roche  Ltd.  This 
venture  would  have  been  more  successful  if  facilities  had  been 
available  for  more  widespread  and  repetitive  telecasting  by 
closed  circuit.  Until  such  facilities  become  available,  it  is 
fruitless  to  attempt  to  employ  this  educational  medium. 

Library  Facilities 

A  proposal  has  been  submitted  by  the  Library  Committee 
of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  to  the  Ontario  Medical  Foundation 
for  financial  support  of  a  project  to  examine  ways  and  means 
of  providing  consultant  regional  library  services  to  medical 
practitioners  in  Eastern  Ontario,  and  to  determine  how  these 
services  can  best  be  incorporated  into  the  overall  programme 
of  Continuing  Medical  Education. 

Nurses  and  Other  Allied  Health  Professionals 

During  the  year,  nine  conferences,  symposia  and  work¬ 
shops  for  nurses  and  other  allied  health  professionals  were 
developed  with  the  collaborative  efforts  of  the  University, 
Kingston  General  Hospital  and  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital  (see  below). 
All  such  conferences  were  enthusiastically  received.  In  some 
instances,  attendance  was  embarrassingly  large.  There  is  a  clear 
need  for  more  of  this  sort  of  educational  endeavour.

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ADDICTION  STUDIES  UNIT 

This  year  was  one  of  continued  growth  and  development 
for  the  Queen’s  University  Addiction  Studies  Unit  under  the 
Directorship  of  Dr  GEORGE  LAVERTY.  With  the  financial 
sponsorship  of  the  Alcoholism  and  Drug  Addiction  Research 
Foundation,  the  support  of  the  Kingston  Psychiatric  Hospital 
through  its  Director,  Dr  JOHN  PRATTEN,  the  Unit  operates 
within  the  Queen’s  Department  of  Psychiatry.  Service  develop¬ 
ments  included  the  establishment  by  the  Kingston  Psychiatric 
Hospital  of  an  Out-Patient  Department  for  alcohol  and  drug 
patients  and  increased  utilization  of  the  Overnight  Guest 
Programme  where  intoxicated  or  disturbed  patients  are  admitted 
for  an  overnight  stay. 

In  1968,  222  patients  used  a  total  of  434  bed-nights  in 
this  service.  Twenty-one  alcoholic  patients  attended  the 
hospital  during  the  day, using  it  as  a  place  to  provide  support  in 
periods  of  crisis  and  tension  as  an  alternative  to  commencing 
a  drinking  bout.  In  the  chronic  alcoholic  programme,  Mr 
PATRICK  T.  BRADY,  the  Rehabilitation  Officer  for  alcoholic 
patients,  has  at  times  succeeded  in  obtaining  full  or  part-time 
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employment  for  75  percent  of  the  patients.  Aversion  treatment 
(syccinyl  choline)  has  been  given  in  some  cases  and  is  consider¬ 
ed  to  have  a  limited  role  in  the  treatment  programme.  Psychi¬ 
atric  treatment  of  the  patients  has  been  provided  by  Dr 
LAVERTY  and  Dr  GREER,  while  Dr  CARNAHAN  has  been 
responsible  for  the  physical  welfare  of  the  patients. 

In  the  Rehabilitation  Programme  under  Mr  BRADY, 
full  attention  is  being  given  to  upgrading  the  educational  level 
of  the  patients,  which  generally  averages  Grade  8.  The  upgrad¬ 
ing  programmes  are  sponsored  by  the  Federal  Department  of 
Manpower  and  Immigration,  the  Board  of  Education  for  the 
City  of  Kingston  and  the  Department  of  Social  and  Family 
Services  of  Ontario.  During  the  year,  five  patients  were  under¬ 
going  advanced  educational  courses  at  the  School  of  Psychology, 
30  were  placed  in  permanent  employment  and  30  were  placed 
in  temporary  jobs. 

In  the  educational  programme,  a  video-tape  studio  has 
been  set  up  where  medical  students  are  taught  techniques  of 
interviewing  clinical  cases.  Through  this  means  it  is  intended 
to  train  both  staff  and  students  in  the  principles  of  patient 
care,  psychotherapy  and  group  therapy.  Other  intramural 
instruction  has  been  given  students  in  Medicine,  Psychology, 
Social  Work,  Theology,  Nursing  and  Teacher  Training. 

In  research,  the  effects  of  alcohol  on  sleep,  on  behaviour 
and  on  neuro-muscular  activity  continue  to  be  investigated.  A 
follow-up  assessment  programme  has  been  developed  where 
the  intake  data  and  follow-up  information  are  being  correlated. 

ANAESTHESIOLOGY 

Dr  STUART  L.  VANDEWATER  resigned  as  Head  of  the 
department  in  March,  1969,  after  serving  the  department  with 
distinction  for  10  years.  During  this  period,  the  residency 
training  program  became  well  established.  He  will  become 
Associate  Dean  and  Medical  Co-ordinator  for  the  Queen’s- 
Kingston  General  Hospital  Health  Sciences  Complex.  He  will 
carry  on  as  a  part-time  Professor  in  Anaesthesiology,  and  will 
continue  as  Acting  Head  until  his  replacement  is  appointed. 

Dr  H.J.  GRENNELL  and  Dr  D.W.  EINARSON  have  been 
promoted  to  the  ranks  of  Associate  Professor  and  Lecturer, 
respectively.  Dr  EINARSON  has  also  accepted  the  post  of 
Admissions  Officer  for  the  Faculty,  and  will  replace  Dr  P.L. 
DELVA  on  September  1,  1969.  Dr  EINARSON  has  received 
the  award  of  “Best  Lecturer”  by  the  Aesculapian  Society  for 
the  year  1968/69.  Dr  D.L.C.  DUNLAP  was  a  successful 
candidate  at  the  Fellowship  examinations  of  The  Royal  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Canada,  and  in  January,  1969, 
he  became  a  full  member  of  the  Kingston  General  Hospital 
Department  of  Anaesthesiology  and  Attending  Staff.  Dr 
DUNLAP  holds  the  rank  of  Clinical  Assistant  at  Queen’s. 

Teaching  activities  during  the  year  included  work  with 
seven  post-graduate  residents  at  various  stages  of  training  at 
the  University-affiliated  hospitals. 

Guest  lecturers  during  the  year  were  Drs  J.W.  SCOTT  and 
J.E.  YORK  of  the  departments  of  Neurology  and  Anaesthesia 
respectively,  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  and  University 
of  Toronto. 

International  activities  during  the  year  were  as  follows: 

Dr  VANDEWATER  was  the  Canadian  delegate  at  the  4th 
World  Congress  of  Anaesthesiology  in  London,  England,  and 
he  also  was  Visiting  Professor  to  the  Department  of  Anaesthetics, 
University  of  the  West  Indies  in  Kingston,  Jamaica. 

ANATOMY 

After  12  years  at  Queen’s  during  which  he  contributed 
greatly  to  the  evolution  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  to  the 
increasing  stature  of  the  Department  of  Anatomy,  Dr  J.V. 
BASMAJIAN  has  decided  to  devote  himself  chiefly  to  research 


in  Rehabilitation  Medicine.  During  Dr  BASMAJIAN’s  12  years 
as  Head  of  Anatomy,  the  department  has  made  many  contribu¬ 
tions  to  research  and  achieved  gains  in  methods  of  teaching. 
Among  the  latter,  one  which  deserves  special  mention  is  the 
Anatomy  Museum.  In  the  decade  since  it  was  begun,  it  has 
become  a  superb  learning  centre,  and  is  now  being  copied  in 
other  North  American  anatomy  departments  because  gross 
anatomy  programmes  in  North  America  are  in  a  state  of  flux 
with  the  trend  towards  abolition  of  dissection;  a  school  with 
a  good  anatomy  museum  has  an  excellent  working  tool  for 
student  learning  at  undergraduate  and  postgraduate  levels. 

One  other  department  member,  Dr  R.D.  ASHWORTH, 
also  left  Queen’s  at  the  end  of  June,  1969. 

During  1968/69,  no  relief  was  afforded  to  the  over-crowd¬ 
ed  working  offices  in  this  department  ;  however,  there  still 
remains  hope  that  improvements  will  be  made  in  1969/70. 

In  the  teaching  programme,  one  new  course,  Anatomy 
210,  was  undertaken  in  1968/69.  It  provides  university-level 
studies  in  the  principles  of  human  morphology  and  is  available 
to  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  School  of 
Rehabilitation  Therapy,  and  School  of  Nursing  Science. 

The  research  activities  and  related  graduate  student 
enrolment  both  increased  this  year,  with  the  number  of  the 
latter  reaching  1  8.  This  placed  a  noticible  extra  burden  upon 
the  staff.  Professor  BASMAJIAN  and  his  research  group  expand¬ 
ed  their  electromyographic  studies,  while  Dr  W.J.  FORREST 
and  his  graduate  students  continued  research  on  the  electro¬ 
myography  of  the  hand.  Drs  M.  FRUHLING  and  P.V.  THOMAS 
have  completed  a  study  of  the  scalenus  medius  muscle  during 
respiration.  Dr  R.D.  ASHWORTH  has  been  working  on  electric-  1 
al  recordings  from  spinal  nerve  roots  while  Dr  M.A.  ASHWORTH 
of  the  Department  of  Surgery  has  been  co-operating  with  various 
electromyographic  investigators  in  the  department  on  applied 
problems  of  normal  and  abnormal  locomotion.  In  Neuroanatomy 
Dr  C.  ROMERO  has  enlarged  his  studies  on  the  causation  of 
sensitization  of  the  central  and  peripheral  nervous  system.  He 
is  also  conducting  studies  under  the  aegis  of  the  National 
Research  Council  on  factors  influencing  behaviour  of  birds  that 
endanger  aircraft.  In  cytogenetics,  Dr  M.G.  JONEJA  is  making 
significant  progress  in  the  understanding  of  teratogenesis.  Dr 
A.  TRAVILL  and  M.G.  LYONS  are  employing  histochemistry 
and  tissue-culture  techniques  in  a  number  of  problems  involving 
the  vascular  system,  salivary  glands  and  neoplastic  processes. 

ANIMAL  CARE  SERVICE 

Operating  under  the  administration  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  but  serving  the  University  as  a  whole  is  the  Animal 
Care  Service.  Considerable  development  has  occurred  this 
year,  with  an  increased  staff  operating  the  Vivarium  at  full 
capacity  as  well  as  the  Animal  Service  on  campus.  Under  the 
direction  of  Dr  R.  GREENWOOD,  substantial  and  worthwhile 
progress  has  been  achieved  in  the  quality  of  animal  care  and 
of  the  animals  provided  for  research.  No  effort  is  spared  to 
ensure  the  humane  treatment  of  laboratory  animals  and  their 
protection  from  unnecessary  or  excessive  pain. 

Deficiencies  of  structure  and  design  in  the  Vivarium 
remain,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  remedied  next  year. 

The  University  Animal  Care  Committee  has  played  a  most 
important  part  in  the  on-going  development  of  animal  care  at 
Queen’s. 

BIOCHEMISTRY 

Dr  T.  SPENCER  and  Dr  D.  FORSDYKE  joined  the 
department  during  the  year  as  Associate  Professor  and 
Assistant  Professor,  respectively.  Both  have  had  extensive 
experience  in  nucleic  acid  and  protein  metabolism  as  well  as 
tissue-culture  techniques.  They  have  been  provided  with 
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excellent  accommodation  in  the  new  interim  Medical  Sciences 
Building,  thus  relieving  for  the  time  being  the  congestion  in  the 
Craine  Building,  which  had  been  a  real  problem.  Also  new  to 
our  staff  this  year  is  Dr  M.  SRIBNEY  who  is  also  Director  of 
the  Biochemistry  Research  Laboratories  at  the  Kingston 
Psychiatric  Hospital.  At  Queen’s,  Dr  SRIBNEY  has  been  given 
part-time  appointments  in  the  departments  of  Biochemistry 
and  Psychiatry,  where  he  may  best  explore  his  research  interests 
in  the  field  of  complex  lipids  of  the  nervous  system.  He,  along 
with  Dr  FORSDYKE,  will  strengthen  our  links  with  the  clinical 
departments  and  will  contribute  significantly  to  both  under¬ 
graduate  and  graduate  teaching. 

In  connection  with  research  activities,  it  can  be  reported 
that  notwithstanding  a  difficult  financial  climate  for  research 
support,  most  of  the  departments  were  successful  in  obtaining 
research  grants.  The  following  fields  are  being  explored:  Dr 
P.H.  JELLINCK  —  Control  of  estrogen  metabolism;  interaction 
of  steroid  hormones  and  polycyclic  hydrocarbons  in  relation 
to  adrenal  necrosis  and  cancer;  Dr  R.O.  HURST  -  Kinetic 
analysis  of  enzymic  reactions;  investigation  of  multi-substrate 
system  in  carbohydrate  and  fat  metabolism  of  normal  and 
dystrophic  muscle  tissue;  Dr  T.  SPENCER  —  Regulation  of 
enzyme  levels  in  mammalian  cells  grown  in  tissue  culture;  Dr 
M.  SRIBNEY  —  Metabolism  and  control  mechanisms  of  complex 
lipids  in  relation  to  neural  function;  Dr  A.  CLARK  -  Studies 
on  the  “in  vivo”  metabolism  and  Kinetics  of  testosterone 
metabolism  and  on  the  multiplicity  and  specificity  of  steroid 
dehydrogenases;  Dr  D.  FORSDYKE  —  Cell  control  mechanisms 
with  particular  emphasis  on  nucleic  acids  and  lymphoid  tissues; 
Dr  F.  MOLLER  —  Regulation  of  lipid  mobilization;  role  of 
free  fatty  acids  in  intermediary  and  energy  metabolism  of  glycer¬ 
ol  and  related  compounds. 

In  the  teaching  programme,  the  main  course  of  instruction 
for  medical  students  has  now  been  fully  co-ordinated  with  those 
in  Physiology  and  Anatomy.  This  action  has  been  considered 
very  successful  by  both  students  and  faculty,  and  some  of  the 
laboratory  exercises  are  now  being  redesigned  to  make  them 
more  meaningful.  There  has  been  good  participation  by  the 
department  in  the  medical  science  rounds  which  provide  close 
integration  between  the  basic  medical  sciences  in  the  first-year 
medical  program.  The  recent  increase  in  floor  space  permitted 
the  department  to  become  well  equipped  for  teaching  and 
research  in  most  phases  of  modern  Biochemistry.  The  graduate 
student  enrolment  has  risen  from  five  in  1967/68  to  10  this 
year  and  with  an  expectation  of  14  in  1969/70.

COMMUNITY  HEALTH  AND  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

Upon  the  departure  of  Dr  J.E.  READ,  Dr  ROBERT 
STEELE  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Professor  and  Head 
of  the  Department  of  Preventive  Medicine.  In  line  with  the 
evolving  nature  of  the  work  of  this  department,  its  name  was 
changed  during  the  year  to  the  Department  of  Community 
Health  and  Epidemiology.  Other  new  appointments  in  the 
department  were  Dr  MAUREEN  LAW,  Dr  R.  M.  ANDERSON, 
and  Dr  R.E.M.  LEES,  all  to  the  rank  of  Assistant  Professor. 


Announcing  their  retirement  were  Dr  P.L.  DELVA,  who  is  to 
take  up  a  position  at  Sherbrooke  University  in  Quebec,  and 
three  preceptors  in  Family  Practice,  Dr  M.C.  TROTTER  ,  Dr 
K.M.  ADAMS,  and  Dr  J.  BERRY. 

Through  renovations  and  reconstruction  at  25  Union 
Street,  most  of  the  staff  are  now  located  on  this  site.  Though 
not  ideal,  this  arrangement  does  allow  closer  contact  amongst 
departmental  members.  Unfortunately,  Dr  LAW  and  her  staff, 
working  on  the  District  Health  Unit  Study,  are  still  located  in 
a  Barrie  Street  house.  It  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  rectified 
when  the  Child  Health  Program  moves  to  Kingston  General 
Hospital.  The  responsibility  for  the  Child  Health  Program  has 
been  assumed  by  the  Department  of  Paediatrics,  but  for  lack  of 
space  the  physical  transfer  cannot  yet  be  made. 

In  the  teaching  programme,  significant  changes  were  made 
in  the  specific  areas  of  instruction,  particularly  in  Epidemiology 
and  Systems  of  Delivery  of  Health  Care.  There  was  further 
expansion  in  small-group  teaching,  increased  contact  with 
individual  students,  and  integrated  teaching  with  other  depart¬ 
ments.  The  “block”  plan  of  teaching  was  continued  and  the 
four  groups  of  approximately  1  5  students  each  spent  eight  weeks 
during  the  third  medical  year  on  the  Community  Health  Rotation. 
The  rotation  covers  the  topics  of:  Epidemiology,  Rehabilitation, 
Occupational  Medicine,  Tuberculosis  and  Chronic  Pulmonary 
Disease,  Family  Practice  Programme,  Community  Services, 
Facilities  for  the  Aged,  Chronic  Disease,  and  Genetics.  Seminars 
on  the  Delivery  of  Health  Services  were  again  held  with  each 
group  of  third-year  medical  students.  Active  and  enthusiastic 
participation  from  other  medical  departments  and  from  other 
faculties  of  the  University,  e.g.  Economics  and  Political  Studies, 
was  received.  The  course  in  Human  Behaviour,  Growth  and 
Development  was  presented  again  to  the  second  medical  year, 
with  Dr  DELVA  and  Dr  RAMESAR  of  the  Department  of 
Psychiatry  sharing  in  its  formulation  and  co-ordination. 

The  research  activities  of  this  department  comprised  the 
following  projects:  Drs  STEELE  and  KRAUS  —  “Cancer  of  the 
Prostate  —  a  Hospital  Based  Epidemiologic  Study”,  “Environ¬ 
mental  and  Host  Factors  in  Sudden,  Unexpected  Infant  Death”, 
“Pre-Driving  Characteristics  of  Young  Drivers  Involved  in 
Accidents”;  Dr  STEELE  and  Dr  MAUREEN  LAW  -  “Changes 
in  the  Use  of  Health  Services  and  in  Population  Health  Status 
Associated  with  the  Formation  of  a  District  Health  Unit”; 

Dr  STEELE  with  Dr  R.M.  ANDERSON  -  “Study  of  Patterns 
in  Medical  Practice”.  Additionally,  Dr  KRAUS  conducted 
investigations  on  the  projects  entitled  “Academic  Grades  as  a 
Criterion  of  the  Effect  of  Psychotherapy  in  University  Students  — 
a  Pilot  Study”  and  “Analysis  of  Academic  Performance  of 
Students  Entering  First-Year  Medicine  in  1964  and  1965”. 

A  research  project  entitled  “Aversive  Conditioning  Therapies 
and  the  Reduction  of  Cigarette  Smoking”  was  conducted  by 
Dr  BINHAMMER.

MEDICINE 

Dr  W.F.  CONNELL  was  succeeded  as  Head  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Medicine  on  July  1,  1968,  by  Dr  E.R.  YENDT.  Dr 
CONNELL,  who  has  with  distinction  most  admirably  filled  the 
position  as  Head  of  the  Department  since  1942,  continues  as 
Professor  of  Medicine.  The  department  is  most  grateful  for 
Dr  CONNELL’s  continued  advice,  guidance  and  support.  In 
addition  to  Dr  YENDT,  three  new  staff  members  were  added: 

Dr  M.  COHANIM,  a  nephrologist,  who  shares  Dr  YENDT’s 
research  interests  in  the  field  of  calcium  phosphorus  and 
magnesium  metabolism;  Dr  T.D.  KINSELLA,  who  has  been 
appointed  Director  of  the  Rheumatic  Diseases  Unit  and  whose 
main  research  interest  is  in  the  field  of  immunology  ;  Dr  J.G. 
STALKER,  who  has  been  appointed  Director  of  Queen’s  Family 
Care  Unit  and  of  the  Comprehensive  Family  Care  Unit  at 
Kingston  General  Hospital,  where  one  of  his  main  endeavours 
is  the  establishment  of  a  program  for  the  training  of  family 
practitioners. 

In  the  teaching  programme,  a  total  of  35  Residents, 
Training  Residents  and  Research  Fellows  were  registered  in  the 
Postgraduate  Training  Programme  during  the  academic  year 
1968/69.  Training  Residents  were  associated  with  the  sub¬ 
specialties  of  Gastroenterology,  Renal  Disease,  Rheumatology, 
Neurology,  and  Cardiology,  and  in  the  Family  Care  Unit, 
Research  Fellows  worked  in  association  with  staff  members  in 
the  sub-specialties  of  Gastroenterology,  Endocrinology, 
Haematology,  Cardiology,  and  Neurology.  One  successful  M.Sc. 
candidate  in  the  Department  of  Medicine  worked  under  the 
supervision  of  Dr  L.S.  VALBERG  in  the  Division  of  Gastro¬ 
enterology.  In  November,  1968,  the  Queen’s  University  gradu¬ 
ate  training  programme  in  Neurology  was  upgraded  by  The 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Canada,  with 
approval  being  given  for  a  two-year  programme  of  training  in 
this  specialty. 

In  research,  increasing  interest  has  been  shown  in  the 
use  of  computers  in  medicine,  and  the  potential  of  this  field  is 
being  exploited  particularly  in  recording  research  data  and  in 
the  reading  of  electrocardiograms.  A  well-organized  and  well- 
attended  Workshop  on  Computers  and  Electrocardiograms  was 
held  in  the  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital  in  October,  1968,  under  the 
direction  of  Drs  J.A.  MILLIKEN  and  J.E.FAY. 

Among  the  distinguished  visitors  to  the  Department  of 
Medicine  during  the  year  was  Dr  FRANZ  J.  INGELFINGER, 
a  renowned  gastroenterologist  and  scientist,  and  editor  of  the 
New  England  Journal  of  Medicine.  He  came  as  the  third  W.T. 
Connell  Visiting  Professor.  Another  distinguished  visitor  was 
Dr  MORRIS  ZIFF,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Medicine, 
South  Western  Medical  School,  University  of  Texas,  who 
delivered  the  Wallace  Graham  Memorial  Lecture. 

In  June,  1969,  a  successful  symposium  developed  by  Dr 
IVAN  BECK  on  the  Exocrine  Pancreas  was  held  in  Etherington 
Hall  with  1  8  guest  speakers  from  as  far  afield  as  Stockholm, 
Sweden.  The  proceedings  will  be  published  in  book  form  with¬ 
in  a  year. 


Other  events  of  note  during  the  year  were  the  election 
of  Dr  D.N.  WHITE  as  President  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Ultrasound  in  Medicine,  and  that  of  Dr  E.R.  YENDT  as 
President  of  the  Canadian  Society  of  Nephrology.  Dr  YENDT 
also  was  honoured  by  the  invitation  of  the  Canadian  Medical 
Association  to  deliver  the  Osier  Oration  at  their  102nd  Annual 
Meeting  in  Toronto  in  June,  1969.

MICROBIOLOGY  AND  IMMUNOLOGY 

In  10  years,  this  department  has  grown  in  strength  from 
two  faculty  members  and  a  non-academic  staff  of  four  to 
seven  full-time  and  three  part-time  faculty,  a  non-academic 
staff  of  20,  and  a  group  of  graduate  students  and  post-doctoral 
fellows  numbering  22.  During  this  time,  the  formal  lecture  and 
laboratory  courses  have  been  modified  to  the  point  where  group 
laboratory  teaching,  seminars  and  tutorials  now  occupy  80  per¬ 
cent  of  the  teaching  time.  Because  of  the  close  contact  now  in 
existence  between  staff  and  students,  the  quality  of  teaching 
has  risen  to  a  high  degree  of  effectiveness. 

During  the  1968/69  year,  Dr  D.  EIDINGER  was  appointed 
Associate  Professor. 

In  the  teaching  programme,  the  assessment  system  has 
undergone  a  major  revision.  The  department,  for  some  time, 
has  been  concentrating  on  multiple-choice-type  examination, 
and  the  assessment  of  medical  students  is  now  based  on  three 
multiple-choice  examinations,  the  assessment  of  a  major  formal 
essay  assignment  and  a  continuous  personal  evaluation  during 
tutorials  and  seminars.  The  department  is  pleased  with  the 
results  of  its  assessment  system  and  has  found  that  often  judg¬ 
ments  can  be  made  soon  enough  to  permit  remedial  action  for 
individual  students.  The  specific  content  of  the  programme  in 
Microbiology  and  Immunology  is  continually  under  review  and 
is  modified  according  to  need. 

The  programme  for  graduate  students  continues  to  develop 
in  size  and  quality.  This  year,  21  students  were  registered,  of 
whom  the  majority  were  proceeding  to  a  Ph.D  degree.  Advanced 
courses  in  Microbial  physiology,  Mibrobial  genetics,  Virology, 
Immunology  and  Medical  Microbiology  were  given  to  about  30 
students.  In  the  undergraduate  programme  for  non-medical 
students,  90  were  registered  this  year,  of  whom  about  half  were 
Nursing  Science  students. 

Problems  for  this  department  are  the  shortage  of  space 
which  has  also  plagued  other  departments  of  the  Faculty;  the 
work  needed  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  teaching 
laboratory  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  department,  is  a 
compromise  between  free-exercise  experimental  laboratories 
and  explicitly  prepared  demonstrations;  inadequate  funding  for 
the  graduate  students’  programmes;  closer  involvement  of  this 
department  in  the  Honour  programmes  of  Biological  or  Life 
Science  students;  further  integration  of  teaching  and  research 
activities  with  those  of  other  departments  in  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine. 

The  research  programme  in  this  department  has  been 
active  and  has  covered  a  wide  range  of  viral  and  bacterial 
investigations. 

In  extra-mural  work,  several  members  of  the  department 
have  served  during  the  year  as  external  examiners  for  the 
graduate  faculties  of  Toronto,  Western  and  McGill.  Dr  R.B. 
STEWART  served  in  the  Council  of  the  Canadian  Society  of 
Microbiologists  and  Dr  E.  VAN  DER  HOEVEN  in  the  Council 
of  the  Canadian  Society  of  Medical  Microbiologists.  Dr 


Hinton  was  Visiting  Professor  at  the  Department  of  Bacteriology, 
University  of  Toronto,  and  served  also  as  Chairman  of  the 
Medical  Microbiology  section  of  the  survey  of  biology  for  the 
Biological  Council.

OBSTETRICS  AND  GYNAECOLOGY 

This  academic  year  marked  the  retirement  of  three  very 
respected  members  of  the  department;  Dr  E.M.  ROBERTSON 
and  Dr  P.A.  McLEOD  in  August,  1968,  and  Dr  G.W.  MYLKS 
in  June,  1969. 

New  appointments  were  Dr  EDWARD  JOHNSTON, 
Lecturer,  and  Dr  KENNETH  MILLAR,  Assistant  Professor. 

Dr  JOHNSTON  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Kingston  General  Hospital 
and  Dr  MILLAR  at  the  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital. 

The  undergraduate  teaching  programme  continued  in 
essentially  the  same  manner  as  in  1967/68.  The  objective  has 
continued  to  be  small  group  teaching  in  the  third  year  and 
individual  involvement  of  the  clinical  clerks  in  the  final  year. 

The  four-year  graduate  programme  for  Residents  in  Obstetrics 
and  Gynaecology  was  continued  with  increasing  emphasis  on  the 
academic  aspects  of  the  programme  during  the  last  year. 

The  Clinical  Department  Meetings  held  during  the  last 
year  continue  to  include  an  increasing  number  of  regional 
obstetricians  and  gynaecologists  and  physicians.  Visiting  speak¬ 
ers  included  Dr  DONALD  FRASER  of  London,  England, 
“Current  Trends  in  Therapeutic  Abortion  in  the  United 
Kingdom”,  Dr  BOWMAN,  University  of  Manitoba,  “Recent 
Advances  in  the  Prevention  of  Rh  Sensitization”;  Dr  BRIAN 
LITTLE,  Western  Reserve  University,  “Trends  in  Gynaecologic 
Endocrinology”. 

The  following  presentations  made  during  the  last  year 
are  of  special  interest:  Dr  LOW  served  as  visiting  lecturer  to 
the  postgraduate  seminar  at  the  University  of  Alberta,  present¬ 
ing  two  papers,  “Definition  of  High  Risk  Pregnancy”  and 
“Vaginal  Surgery  in  the  Elderly  Patient”;  Dr  JOHNSTON 
participated  in  a  seminar  on  Sex  Education  in  High  Schools. 

The  members  of  the  Perinatal  Intensive  Care  Unit  present¬ 
ed  a  Symposium  on  Perinatal  Intensive  Care  for  Nurses  and 
Allied  Health  Professionals  in  Etherington  Hall  Amphitheatre, 
December,  1968. 

Dr  LOW,  in  collaboration  with  Dr  Boston,  Dr  Cervenko 
and  Dr  DUGAL  CAMPBELL,  continued  the  perinatal  studies 
of  the  foetus  and  newborn  infant  with  particular  reference  to 
acid-base  and  biochemical  status,  cardio-vascular  and  respiratory 
function.  Dr  LOW,  in  conjunction  with  Dr  RUTH  GALBRAITH, 
is  continuing  the  study  of  chronic  fetal  insufficiency.  Dr  LOW 
is  conducting  studies  of  the  intro-urethral  and  intra-vesical 
pressure  patterns  in  abnormalities  of  bladder  function  and 
bladder  control.  Dr  MILLAR  has  initiated  a  number  of  studies 
in  regard  to  immunological  aspects  of  reproduction.  Dr 
JOHNSTON  is  conducting  studies  on  the  electrolyte  character¬ 
istics  of  myometrium.  Dr  CARMICHAEL  is  studying  the  role 
of  progesterone  therapy  in  the  management  of  advanced  adeno¬ 
carcinoma  of  the  endometrium.

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OPHTHALMOLOGY 

This  department  regrets  to  report  the  death  in  November, 
1968,  of  Dr  G.B.  MACPHERSON,  a  long-time  member  of  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  Department  of  Ophthalmology.  His  help¬ 
ful  advice  will  be  missed. 

Dr  S.K.  LUKE  joined  the  staff  as  a  lecturer  in  July,  1968. 

He  has  a  particular  interest  in  the  neurological  aspects  of 
ophthalmology  and  will  provide  liaison  with  other  neurological 
disciplines  within  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  Dr  R.C.  WALES 
joined  the  department  in  April,  1969.  Dr  WALES  is  a  physi¬ 
ologist  who  has  been  working  on  fluid  transport  in  the  eye.  He 
will  establish  an  independent  investigative  program  in  the 
Department  of  Ophthalmology  and  will  also  hold  an  appoint¬ 
ment  in  the  Department  of  Physiology.- 

In  the  teaching  programme  of  this  department,  the 
principal  development  has  been  the  decision  to  expand  the 
residency  programme.  Commencing  July  1,  1969,  two  trainees 
will  be  appointed  to  our  program  each  year.  \s  a  component 
of  this  decision,  Dr  JOHN  F.  MORGAN  assumed  the  post  of 
Head  of  the  Department  of  Ophthalmology  at  the  Hotel  Dieu 
Hospital  this  year.  Under  Dr  MORGAN’S  direction,  a  viable 
clinical  facility  will  be  established  at  the  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital  to 
participate  actively  in  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  training 
programs. 

In  research,  the  renewal  of  National  Health  Grants  will 
permit  the  department  to  continue  the  operation  of  special 
facilities  for  the  investigation  and  care  of  patients  with  glaucoma 
and  with  ocular  motility  problems.  The  glaucoma  unit  is  under 
the  direction  of  Dr  R.M.H.  PINKERTON. 

Dr  S.K.  LUKE  is  exploring  the  possibility  of  establishing 
electroretinography  and  electro-oculography  as  clinical  investi¬ 
gative  procedures  in  the  department.  Similarly,  Dr  MORGAN 
is  investigating  ocular  ultrasonography. 

Members  of  the  department  are  active  on  committees  of 
the  Ontario  Medical  Association  and  of  The  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Canada. 

This  department  continues  to  have  difficulties  in  providing 
the  medical  eye  care  needed  in  the  community.  Much  thought 
has  gone  into  the  planning  of  altered  methods  of  delivery  of 
ophthalmologic  care,  and  the  introduction  of  allied  health 
personnel  should  allow  it  to  achieve  an  improved  reconciliation 
between  service  and  academic  responsibilities.  Like  other 
departments,  this  department  is  lacking  in  the  additional  space 
required  to  make  any  major  changes  in  method.  It  is  hoped  that 
in  the  1969/70  year,  we  will  see  some  relief  to  this  problem.

OTORHINOLARYNGOLOGY 

The  department  records  with  great  regret  the  death  of 
Dr  G.B.  MACPHERSON  during  the  year  after  a  long  illness. 

The  department  of  Otorhinolaryngology  carried  on  during 
the  first  part  of  the  year  under  the  acting  headship  of  Dr  J.R. 
PURVIS,  and  on  January  15,  1969,  Dr  D.M.L.  WILLIAMS  was 
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appointed  to  the  department  as  its  first  full-time  head,  which 
appointment  he  will  assume  fully  upon  completion  of  the 
examinations  of  the  R.C.P.S.  (C).  Since  then,  the  teaching, 
research  and  service  activities  of  the  department  have  come 
under  review  and  some  redevelopment  is  taking  place  in  all  of 
these  fields. 

The  department  is  hampered  by  inadequate  space  in  the 
Outpatient  Department,  but  the  teaching  commitments  are, 
nevertheless,  being  prepared  for  expansion  in  the  next  academic 
year.  At  present,  teaching  consists  of  formal  lectures  to  the 
third  medical  year  and  clinical  demonstrations  to  the  second 
medical  year.  The  final-year  students  have  attended  clinics  in 
the  specialty  in  small  groups.  Plans  include  active  daily  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  clinical  clerkship  program.  An  Audiology  and 
Vestibular  Testing  Laboratory  has  been  developed  and  went  into 
operation  in  July,  1969.  It  will  be  expanded  as  time  and  resources 
become  available. 

No  research  program  was  undertaken  in  1968/69,  but 
space  has  been  made  available  in  the  Interim  Clinical  Research 
Building,  and  plans  are  being  made  for  research  activities  in  the 
next  academic  year. 

Extramural  activities  include  Dr  HOOPER’S  work  as 
President  of  the  Otolaryngology  Section  of  the  Ontario  Medical 
Association.

PAEDIATRICS 

During  the  year,  the  following  two  resignations  were 
announced:  Dr  P.L.  DELVA,  who  has  been  active  in  the  Child 
Health  Programme  of  this  department  as  well  as  being  Admis¬ 
sions  Officer  of  the  Faculty,  to  take  up  a  position  at  the  Univers¬ 
ity  of  Sherbrooke.  Dr  A.  O’NEILL,  who  has  been  active  in  the 
Neonatology  Programme  with  Dr  BOSTON,  will  be  leaving  to 
enter  private  practice  in  Ottawa. 

A  new  appointment  to  the  department  in  May,  1969, 
was  Dr  B.  WHERRETT  as  Assistant  Professor.  Dr  WHERRETT 
is  also  the  Director  of  the  Home  Care  Programme  for  the 
Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Kingston  and  District.  He 
was  formerly  on  the  staff  of  the  Montreal  Children’s  Hospital 
and  Director  of  the  Home  Care  Programme  in  that  city. 

On  sabbatical  leave  this  year  was  Dr  M.W.  PARTINGTON, 
in  the  United  Kingdom. 

There  were  no  changes  or  events  of  particular  note  in  the 
teaching  programme,  but  during  the  year  the  department  had 
the  following  distinguished  visitors:  Dr  CICELY  WILLIAMS, 
an  internationally  known  authority  on  child  nutrition,  visited 
the  department  in  December.  She  gave  lectures  on  population 
problems  and  took  part  in  a  panel  on  “Paediatric  Health  Care 
in  Isolated  Areas”.  The  Rt.  Hon.  LESTER  B.  PEARSON 
participated  in  a  discussion  concerning  Indian  and  Eskimo 
Health  Services.  Dr  ELIZABETH  E.  CASS,  a  consultant 
ophthalmologist  to  the  Department  of  National  Health  and 
Welfare,  addressed  the  department  on  “Eye  Problems  in  the 
North-West  Territories”.  Dr  CEDRIC  CARTER,  a  distinguished 
geneticist  at  the  Institute  of  Child  Health,  London,  England, 
addressed  the  department  on  “The  Genetics  of  Pyloric  Stenosis 
in  Infancy”.  Dr  H.W.  BAIN,  Physician-in-Chief  of  the  Hospital 
for  Sick  Children  and  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Paedi¬ 
atrics  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  was  the  Medical  Research 
Council  Visiting  Professor  of  Paediatrics  in  March,  1969.

PATHOLOGY 

In  the  academic  year  1968/69,  the  Department  of 
Pathology  continued  to  grow  and  expand  in  scope.  For  the 
first  time,  the  National  Cancer  Institute  granted  scholarships 
to  be  held  in  this  department.  Dr  S.  HASKILL  and  Dr  JAMES 
KENNEDY  were  awarded  these  scholarships,  and  both  were 
appointed  Assistant  Professors  in  Pathology.  Although  each 
is  pursuing  his  interest  as  an  independent  scholar  and  research¬ 
er,  they  are  both  experiened  and  highly  trained  biophysicists, 
working  in  the  field  of  Cellular  Differentiation. 

Inadequate  space  continues  to  be  a  problem  in  this 
department.  In  spite  of  minor  renovations  in  Richardson 
Laboratory  and  the  recent  acquisition  of  new  space  in  the 
Interim  Research  Building,  the  department  falls  short  of  the 
acceptable  space  requirement  per  faculty  member;  however, 
progress  in  the  department  continued  at  an  accelerated  rate 
notwithstanding  this  handicap. 

With  respect  to  staff,  Dr  PETER  NEAME  was  appointed 
as  an  Assistant  Professor  of  Pathology  and  is  located  at  the 
Hotel  Dieu  Hospital;  Dr  JOHN  WYLLIE  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Associate  Professor;  Dr  S.  RAMCHAND  was  promoted 
to  Assistant  Professor,  and  Dr  F.  GONZALES-CRUSSI  was 
promoted  to  Assistant  Professor.  Dr  ROBERT  PRENTICE  was 
appointed  to  the  Consultant  Board  for  Tumours  of  the  Skin 
and  Adnexae.  His  special  area  is  that  of  skin  tumours. 

In  the  teaching  programme,  69  undergraduate  and  three 
graduate  medical  students  were  taking  the  courses  in  General 
and  Special  Pathology.  Five  students  for  the  Diploma  Course 
in  Radiology  received  training  in  Pathology,  while  18  House 
Staff  registered  in  the  postgraduate  programme  received  train¬ 
ing  in  Pathology  in  the  integrated  programme  involving  the 
Hotel  Dieu  and  the  Kingston  General  hospitals. 

The  following  research  activities  have  been  under  way  in 
the  department  during  1968/69:  Dr  T.G.  McELLIGOTT  is 
evaluating  correlative  studies  of  right  ventricular  hypertrophy 
with  pulmonary  arterial  changes  and  functional  aberrations. 

He  is  also  carrying  out  work  on  “The  Toxicity  of  Paraquat. 

An  Experimental  Situation  for  the  Study  of  Chronic  Interstitial 
Pneumonia”.  Dr  F.  GONZALES-CRUSSI,  as  one  aspect  of  his 
interest  in  growth  and  development,  is  currently  carrying  out 
studies  on  vasculogenesis.  Dr  M.A.  AXELRAD  is  studying  anti¬ 
body-forming  cells  in  relation  to  tolerance.  Dr  G.F.  KIPKIE  is 
studying  the  light  and  electron  microscopic  findings  of  protein 
loss  and  albumen  turnover  in  an  experimentally  produced 
protein-losing  gastro-enteropathy.  Dr  J.C.  WYLLIE  is  carrying 
out  studies  on  the  reactivity  of  human  and  rabbit  synovial  cells 
in  tissue  culture  to  antigen-antibody  complexes,  as  well  as  a 
comparative  in  vitro  analysis  of  normal  and  rheumatoid  synovial 
lining  cells  utilizing  ( 1 )  the  cell  growth  curve,  (2)  life  cycle 
analysis  and  (3)  soluble  cellular  antigens.  Dr  H.D.  STEELE  is 
carrying  out  investigation  of  melanocytes  of  the  vagina  and 
cervix.  This  work  is  to  study  relative  distribution  of  melano¬ 
cytes  in  normal,  in  presence  of  cancer  and  following  radiotherapy. 
Dr  W.E.N.  CORBETT  is  carrying  out  experimental  studies  on 
ferrokinetic  mechanisms.  Dr  D.M.  ROBERTSON  is  continuing 
his  studies  on  the  pathogenesis  of  brain  stem  lesions  of  thiamine 
deficiency,  as  well  as  his  research  in  cerebrovascular  disease,  the 
latter  in  collaboration  with  Dr  H.B.  DINSDALE.  In  collaboration 
with  Dr  P.  FAULKNER,  he  is  studying  the  structure  of  Arbor 
virus  nucleoids,  and  in  collaboration  with  Dr  R.G.  ELGIE  is 
carrying  out  studies  on  the  pathogenesis  of  hemogenic  hydro¬ 
cephalus.  Dr  NATHAN  KAUFMAN,  in  collaboration  with  Dr 
J.C.  WYLLIE,  is  carrying  out  research  on  iron  transfer  during 
fetal  development.  Dr  S.  RAMCHAND  is  carrying  out  ultra- 
structural  studies  on  Radiation  Nephritis  and  studies  to  establish 
the  anatomical  basis  of  hyperplastic  cholecystoses.  Dr  J.S. 
HASKILL,  since  February,  1969,  has  been  involved  in  setting 
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up  a  new  laboratory  to  investigate  the  nature  of  the  cells 
involved  in  the  immune  response.  The  work  is  being  carried 
out  with  the  aid  of  two  methods  of  cell  purification  —  equilibri¬ 
um  density  gradient  centrifugation  and  sedimentation  velocity. 

Dr  J.C.  KENNEDY  is  attempting  to  discover  some  characteristic 
physical  and  biological  properties  of  the  different  types  of  cells 
involved  in  the  initiation  of  the  primary  immune  response,  and 
the  specific  functions  of  each  cell  type;  also,  the  mechanisms 
by  which  these  cells  carry  out  their  functions.  Functions  of 
immediate  interest  are  the  ability  of  certain  cells  to  recognize 
antigen,  and  the  ability  to  cause  graft  rejection.  Dr  S.A. 
BENCOSME,  in  collaboration  with  Dr  M.  GREIDER  of 
Washington  University,  and  Dr  J.  LECHAGO,  has  completed  the 
light  and  electron  microscopy  of  normal  human  pancreatic  islets. 
Using  the  information  obtained  from  this  study,  they  have  now 
begun  to  investigate  the  ultrastructure  of  several  types  of  function¬ 
ing  islet  cell  tumours.  He  is  also  engaged  in  a  multidisciplinary 
study  dealing  with  the  energy  requirements  and  ultrastructural 
events  leading  to  insulin  secretions  during  fetal  and  adult  life, 
both  in  vivo  and  in  vitro.  He  is  engaged  in  a  study  in  collabora¬ 
tion  with  Dr  I.  BECK  and  Dr  P.  SUM  from  the  Department  of 
Medicine,  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital,  dealing  with  the  pathogenesis 
of  bile-induced  pancreatitis.  A  study  dealing  with  the  pattern 
of  increase  in  atrial  myocardial  granule  population  as  related  to 
age  has  been  completed  in  collaboration  with  Dr  W.  CHANG  of 
the  Department  of  Anatomy,  McGill  University.  A  histo-chemi- 
cal  study  of  atrial  myocardial  granules  at  the  electron  microscopic 
level,  as  well  as  another  study  dealing  with  the  reaction  of  atrial 
and  ventricular  myocardial  cells  to  Plasmocid  has  been  completed 
in  collaboration  with  Mr  J.  GERGER  of  the  Department  of 
Pathology,  McGill  University.  Dr  BENCOSME  is  also  exploring 
the  possibility  of  culturing  atrial  myocardial  cells  to  study  the 
ultrastructural  changes  in  atrial  granules  occurring  in  different 
experimental  conditions.

PHARMACOLOGY 

During  the  year,  Dr  E.M.  BOYD  announced  his  resignation 
as  Head  of  the  Department  of  Pharmacology  to  become  Professor 
in  charge  of  a  Departmental  Toxicology  Unit.  Dr  GERALD  S. 
MARKS  was  appointed  new  Head  of  the  Department  effective 
August  1,  1969.  Dr  H.D.  McEWEN  will  have  reached  normal 
retirement  age  by  the  end  of  the  session,  but  we  are  gratified 
that  he  has  agreed  to  continue  as  a  part-time  member  of  the 
department.  Dr  K.l.  MELVILLE  and  Dr  L.I.  PUGSLEY  intend 
to  give  up  their  positions  as  part-time  professors  of  Pharmacology 
at  the  end  of  this  year.  Dr  IVAN  W.  COLEMAN  of  the  Defence 
Research  Board,  Ottawa,  spent  1968/69  as  his  sabbatical  year 
in  the  Department  of  Pharmacology. 

In  the  teaching  programme,  nine  graduate  and  one  under¬ 
graduate  courses  were  offered.  Six  candidates  completed  graduate 
studies  leading  to  an  M.Sc.  in  Pharmacology  and  two  to  a  Ph.D. 
in  Pharmacology. 

Research  activities  during  the  year  were  conducted  in  the 
following  fields:  (a)  pesticide  and  herbicide  toxicity  in  relation 
to  deficiency  of  dietary  protein;  (b)  the  toxicity  of  food  and 
drugs;  (c)  factorial  toxicometrics;  (d)  the  pharmacology  of 
inhalants;  and  (e)  drug  metabolism.  Eighteen  post-doctoral 
fellows,  graduate  students  and  research  assistants  participated 
in  this  program. 

During  the  year,  Dr  BOYD  and  his  associates  were  invited 
to  speak  at  meetings  of  the  American  Society  for  Pharmacology 
and  Experimental  Therapeutics  in  Minneapolis,  the  British  and 


Italian  Societies  of  Pharmacology  in  Florence,  the  Society  of 
Toxicology  in  Williamsburg,  Virginia,  the  International  Congress 
of  Pharmacology  in  Basel,  Switzerland,  and  the  Pan  American 
Medical  Association  in  Ecuador.

PHYSIOLOGY 

During  the  year,  two  new  Assistant  Professors  joined  the 
staff  of  the  Department  of  Physiology  —  Dr  C.K.  CHAPLER  and 
Dr  D.H.  YORK.  Additionally,  Dr  R.  WALES  was  appointed 
jointly  as  Lecturer  in  the  Departments  of  Physiology  and 
Ophthalmology,  while  Dr  JANET  SORBIE  was  appointed  part- 
time  Instructor. 

In  the  teaching  programme,  the  first-year  Curriculum 
Committee  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  made  progress  in  the 
integration  and  sequencing  of  the  courses  provided  by  the 
departments  of  Anatomy,  Biochemistry  and  Physiology 
so  as  to  avoid  duplication.  In  Physiology,  this  integration  had 
been  achieved  while  simultaneously  providing  the  same  core 
lecture  and  laboratory  programme  to  other  Honours  Life  Science 
students. 

The  final  eight  weeks  of  laboratory  work  in  Physiology 
for  medical  students  are  now  devoted  to  elective  projects. 

Student  acceptance  of  this  has  been  high,  and  it  is  hoped  to 
expand  this  method  of  teaching  next  year. 

In  co-operation  with  the  departments  of  Biology,  Bio¬ 
chemistry  and  Microbiology,  a  new  three-credit  course  in  cell 
biology  is  being  prepared  for  the  1969/70  session  for  final-year 
Honours  students  in  the  Life  Sciences. 

Research  and  graduate  student  educational  activities  have 
been  facilitated  by  the  opening  of  the  interim  Basic  Science 
Research  Building  which  has  relieved  the  extremely  crowded 
conditions  which  have  existed  in  recent  years.  Research 
laboratories  for  the  new  members  of  staff  have  been  located 
in  this  building.  In  1968/69,  there  were  six  M.Sc.  candidates 
and  five  Ph.D.  candidates  enrolled  in  the  department.  The 
equipment  provided  with  the  new  Basic  Science  Building  has 
been  of  great  importance  in  the  progress  of  departmental 
research.  However,  the  general  lack  of  research  expansion  has 
seriously  compromised  the  department’s  ability  to  fulfill  its 
genuine  potential  in  graduate  training.  Indeed,  excellent 
candidates  have  been  turned  away  for  lack  of  training  facilities. 

Extramural  activities  of  the  department  have  been  as 
follows:  Dr  D.B.  JENNINGS  was  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Defence  Research  Board  Panel  on  Arctic  Medicine  and  Climatic 
Physiology.  Dr  J.  KRAICER  was  Associate  Editor  of  the 
Canadian  Journal  of  Physiology  and  Pharmacology.  Dr  D.G. 
SINCLAIR  was  a  member  of  the  Medical  Research  Council 
Grants  Committee  on  Physiology  and  Pharmacology.  Dr  V.C. 
ABRAHAMS  was  chairman  of  the  organizing  committee  for 
the  1 1th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Canadian  Federation  of 
Biological  Societies,  and  chairman  of  the  organizing  committee 
for  the  winter  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Physiological  Society. 

Dr  J.D.  HATCHER  was  elected  Vice-President  of  the  Canadian 
Physiological  Society  in  June,  1969,  member  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Research  Council 
Committee  on  Fellowships,  member  of  the  Canadian  Council 
on  Animal  Care,  member  of  the  Grants  Committee  of  the 
Ontario  Heart  Foundation,  and  member  of  the  Board  of  Direct¬ 
ors,  Ontario  Heart  Foundation.

During  this  year,  Dr  G.A.  IVES  and  Dr  D.  UPTON  resigned 
from  the  department.  Promoted  in  the  department  were  Dr  S.G. 
LAVERTY  ro  Professor,  Dr  D.H.  BRADEN  and  Dr  J.J. 
WALDRON  to  Assistant  Professors.  New  appointments  were  Dr 
M.  SRIBNEY  as  Associate  Professor,  Dr  B.  WILTSHIRE  and  Dr 
B.  LUTHER  as  Assistant  Professors,  and  Dr  D.P.  SMITH  and 
Dr  F.J.  JARRETT  as  Lecturers. 

In  teaching  activities,  the  department  has  continued  to 
explore  the  potentialities  of  the  new  curriculum  changes  in  all 
three  clinical  years.

RADIOLOGY 

The  space  problems  continue  to  be  important.  There  is 
particularly  a  lack  of  adequate  room  in  the  Isotope  Division. 

Distinguished  visitors  to  the  department  during  the  year 
were  Dr  LEONARD  ROSENTHALL,  Director,  Division  of 


Nuclear  Medicine,  Montreal  General  Hospital,  and  Dr  A.  JUTRAS, 
Professor  Emeritus,  Faculty  of  Medicine,  University  of  Montreal. 
They  delivered  postgraduate  lectures  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine 
and  held  seminars  with  postgraduate  students  in  the  Department 
of  Radiology.  Dr  J.W.  DAVIDSON,  Senior  Consultant  in 
Radiology,  the  Princess  Margaret  Hospital,  Toronto,  also  visited 
the  department  and  lectured  to  residents  and  staff  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Radiology,  Hotel  Dieu  and  Kingston  General  hospitals. 

In  the  teaching  programme,  24  lectures  were  given  to  the 
first  medical  year  on  radiological  anatomy,  and  16  lectures  were 
given  to  the  third  medical  year  students.  The  final-year  medical 
students  spent  one  week  as  clinical  clerks  in  the  X-ray  department 
with  the  exception  of  four  hours  during  which  they  were  occupied 
at  the  Radiotherapy  Clinic. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  teaching  arrangements 
for  the  D.M.R.  (D)  Diploma  or  in  the  training  provided  for  those 
proceeding  to  the  examinations  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Canada  for  Certification  or  Fellowship  in  the 
Specialty  of  Radiology.

REHABILITATION  MEDICINE 

New  appointments  in  this  department  during  the  year  were 
Dr  JOSE  JIMENEZ,  Associate  Professor  with  special  interests  in 
electrodiagnosis,  prosthetics  and  paediatric  rehabilitation,  and 
Dr  ALAN  L.  BASS,  Associate  Professor  with  special  interests 
in  rheumatology  and  sports  medicine  and  athletic  injuries. 

The  teaching  programme  was  expanded  to  include  lectures 
correlating  anatomy  of  the  locomotor  system  to  clinical  practice. 
In  the  third  medical  year,  four  hours  of  instruction  were  given 
weekly  to  a  group  of  eight  students  for  a  three-week  rotation, 
and  in  the  fourth  medical  year,  two  students  attended  once  a 
week  for  a  full  afternoon  when  they  worked  up  a  patient  with 
a  vocational  problem  and  participated  in  a  vocational  conference. 
This  has  proved  to  be  a  useful  method  of  conveying  the  concept 
of  long-term  management.  In  the  residency  training  programme, 
Dr  GAVIN  SHANKS  completed  his  first  year  of  training  and 
will  continue  for  a  second  year.  Dr  EL-SAWY  came  from  the 
New  Cross  Hospital  in  London,  England,  to  become  a  fourth- 
year  resident  in  Rehabilitation  Medicine.  The  department  is 
developing  a  planned  four-year  residency  training  programme  in 
Physical  Medicine  and  Rehabilitation.  In  this  connection,  Dr 
SYMINGTON  is  conducting  a  cross-Canada  survey  on  behalf 
of  the  Canadian  Association  of  University  Schools  of  Rehabilita¬ 
tion. 

The  department  contributed  substantially  to  the  education¬ 
al  programme  of  the  School  of  Rehabilitation  Therapy,  to 
Queen’s  School  of  Nursing,  and  to  other  Schools  of  Nursing 
in  the  area  on  various  aspects  of  rehabilitation.  In  continuing 
medical  education,  the  department  presented  a  one-week  course 
on  “Lower  Extremity  Amputation  and  Prosthetic  Training”. 

This  was  the  first  of  its  kind  in  Eastern  Canada  and  attracted 
25  registrations. 

Upon  invitation,  Dr  SYMINGTON  was  Visiting  Professor 
at  the  Department  of  Community  Medicine,  University  of 
Rochester,  New  York,  and  Dr  BASS  was  Visiting  Professor  to 
the  Norwegian  Institute  of  Sports  Medicine  in  Oslo.  By  invita¬ 
tion  Dr  BASS  lectured  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  in 
London,  England;  Danish  Association  of  Sports  Medicine, 
Copenhagen;  Swedish  Association  of  Sports  Physicians  in  Stock¬ 
holm,  and  the  Finnish  Association  of  Sports  and  Medicine  in 
Helsinki.  In  other  extramural  activities,  Dr  SYMINGTON  was 
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elected  to  the  Special  Committee  on  Housing  Needs  of  Severely 
Disabled  Young  Adults.  Dr  BASS  was  elected  Secretary  to  the 
Section  of  Physical  Medicine  and  Rehabilitation  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Association. 

As  in  many  other  departments,  the  shortage  of  space 
continues  to  be  a  handicap.  There  is  a  need  for  a  group  of  offices 
and  examining  rooms  in  a  common  location  to  facilitate  com¬ 
munication  and  administration,  and  to  provide  for  the  effective 
teaching  of  residents  and  medical  students.

SURGERY 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  Dr  M.A.  ASHWORTH  was 
appointed  as  Lecturer  in  the  Division  of  Orthopaedic  Surgery, 
where  his  special  interest  has  been  in  paediatric  orthopaedic 
surgery.  Dr  R.G.  ELGIE,  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Division  of 
Neurosurgery,  announced  his  resignation  to  be  effective  at  the 
end  of  July,  1969,  to  accept  an  appointment  abroad.  Major  B. 
DOYLE,  Clinical  Assistant,  returned  from  his  overseas  military 
duty  and  resumed  his  departmental  duties  at  the  Canadian 
Forces  Hospital. 

In  the  undergraduate  teaching  programme,  the  members 
of  the  department  gave  formal  instruction  to  students  in  the 
second,  third  and  fourth  medical  years.  Additionally,  weekly 
bedside  teaching  for  third-year  student  groups  was  carried  on 
at  the  Kingston  General,  Hotel  Dieu,  Canadian  Forces  and 
Kingston  Psychiatric  hospitals.  Fourth-year  clinical  clerkships 
were  conducted  at  the  Kingston  General,  Hotel  Dieu,  and 
Canadian  Forces  hospitals.  In  the  graduate  teaching  programme, 
Dr  R.M.  LETTS  is  proceeding  towards  his  M.Sc.  Degree  under 
Dr  SORBIE  ,  Dr  J.  VAUGHAN  is  a  Research  Fellow  with  Dr 
STERNS,  and  Dr  P.  PACHIKARA  is  a  Research  Fellow  with 
Dr  CHARRETTE.  In  the  residency  training  programme,  there 
were  16  residents  under-training  in  University-affiliated  hospitals 
during  the  year.  There  were  1 1  at  Kingston  General  Hospital, 
three  at  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital,  and  two  at  the  Canadian  Forces 
Hospital.  Resident  training  programmes  approved  by  The  Royal 
College  include  General  Surgery,  Orthopaedic  Surgery,  Cardio¬ 
vascular  and  Thoracic  Surgery. 

In  the  research  field,  Dr  R.B.  LYNN  is  investigating 
psychological  factors  related  to  survival  after  cardiac  surgery; 

Dr  E.J.P.  CHARRETTE  is  studying  cardiogenic  shock  under 
an  Ontario  Heart  Foundation  grant;  Dr  C.  SORBIE  has  been 
working  on  muscle  and  nerve  autotransplantation  under  a 
Medical  Research  Council  grant;  Dr  W.R.  GHENT  has  been 
investigating  automotive  crash  and  traffic  injuries,  including  the 
study  of  the  effect  of  barometric  pressure  on  the  performance 
index  of  animals  and  man;  Dr  E.E.  STERNS  has  been  studying 
functional  lymphatic  drainage  of  the  colon  under  an  Ontario 
Cancer  Treatment  and  Research  Foundation  grant,  the  changes 
in  rectal  mucosa  in  patients  undergoing  pelvic  irradiation,  and 
the  abnormalities  in  swallowing  patterns  following  radical  head 
and  neck  surgery;  Dr  M.A.  SIMURDA  is  conducting  a  clinical 
study  of  hand  deformities  in  rheumatoid  arthritis,  and  a  study 
of  giant  cell  tumors,  under  a  grant  from  Canadian  Orthopaedic 
Society;  Dr  G.  PALOSCHI,  supported  by  an  M.R.C.  grant,  is 
examining  the  effect  of  resection  on  gastric  mucosa,  gastric 
secretion  and  mucosal  regeneration;  Dr  J.R.  McCORRISTON 
is  doing  research  on  suppression  of  renal  allograft  rejection  in 
the  adult  dog,  under  a  Medical  Research  Council  grant,  and  on 
intraesophageal  and  intragastric  pressure  and  pH  studies  on 
human  subjects,  also  under  an  M.R.C.  grant. 


The  research  work  of  the  department  has  been  facilitated 
by  the  opening  of  the  Interim  Clinical  Research  Building,  where 
adequately  equipped  facilities  are  available. 

Extramural  activities  included  the  work  of  Dr  R.B.  LYNN 
as  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Canadian  Association  of  Clinical 
Surgeons,  as  member  of  the  Advisory  Editorial  Board,  Canadian 
Journal  of  Surgery,  as  executive  member  of  the  Ontario  Thoracic 
Society,  as  a  Director  of  the  Ontario  Tuberculosis  and  Respiratory 
Diseases  Association,  as  a  medical  representative,  Ontario  Heart 
Foundation,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the 
Canadian  Tuberculosis  and  Respiratory  Diseases  Association; 

Dr  W.R.  GHENT  as  a  member  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Associa¬ 
tion  Committee  on  the  Medical  Aspects  of  Traffic  Accidents, 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The  Royal  College 
Committee  on  Trauma,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Traffic  Injury  Foundation  of  Canada,  and  as  a  member 
of  the  American  Association  for  Automotive  Medicine;  Dr  R.G. 
ELGIE  as  Chairman  of  the  Medico-legal  Committee  of  the 
Ontario  Medical  Association,  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Medico¬ 
legal  Society,  Kingston,  Ontario;  Dr  J.R.  McCORRISTON  as  a 
Governor,  American  College  of  Surgeons.

THERAPEUTIC  RADIOLOGY 

No  changes  to  the  department’s  academic  staff  were  made 
during  1968/69.  The  Department  of  Therapeutic  Radiology  has 
continued  its  programme  of  teaching  undergraduates  during  the 
year,  and  lectures  in  this  subject  were  given  to  the  third  medical 
year  and  to  members  of  the  final  year  in  Medicine  who  attended 
the  clinic  in  groups  of  one  or  two  during  the  four  hours  alloted. 
During  this  time,  they  attended  clinical  conferences  held  in 
conjunction  with  other  specialties. 

Research  activities  included  the  treatment  of  one  patient 
with  leukaemia  with  extracorporeal  irradiation  of  the  blood  in 
which  the  blood  was  brought  outside  the  body  and  treated  with 
Cobalt  radiation.  Thermoluminescent  dosimetry  equipment 
was  obtained  and  used  for  treatment  calculation  and  assessment. 
Treatment  of  patients  has  been  greatly  aided  by  the  on-line  time¬ 
sharing  computer  facilities  which  are  used  for  treatment  planning. 
The  computer  is  also  to  be  used  for  storage  and  retrieval  of 
information  on  gynaecological  cancer  patients.  Special  studies 
also  have  got  under  way  for  assessing  the  effects  on  the  bowel 
of  radiation  for  gynaecological  cancer. 

Extramural  activities  included  Dr  FRAME’S  representing 
the  department  at  the  First  International  Symposium  on  the 
Detection  of  Cancer  in  Sap,  Belgium.  The  Ontario  Cancer 
Treatment  and  Research  Foundation,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Ontario  Cancer  Foundation,  held  its  Annual  Clinical  Conference 
at  the  Kingston  Clinic  in  November,  1968.  Visiting  speakers 
included  Dr  DAVID  WALLACE  of  London,  England,  Dr  F.K. 
MOSTOFI  of  Washington,  D.C.,Dr  WILLIAM  KERR  and  Dr 
A.H.  SELLERS  of  Toronto.

UROLOGY 

No  change  in  staff  occurred  during  the  year.  Education 
of  medical  students  continues  to  be  based,  and  it  is  judged 
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satisfactorily,  on  the  clinical  clerkship  in  the  fourth  year.  This 
clerkship,  on  a  core  and  elective  basis,  should  include  third- 
year  education  also.  The  joint  arrangement  for  residency 
education  with  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  continues  to  develop 
satisfactorily.  Dr  B.  MOUNT  and  Dr  T.  JAGANNATHAN 
received  Fellowship  in  the  Royal  College  and  Dr  J.  FOOTE 
received  Certification. 

An  active  research  programme  continues.  Dr  JOHN 
CONNOLLY  is  continuing  his  work  on  malignancy  of  the 
bladder  in  man  with  regard  to  early  detection  and  treatment, 
and  epidemiological  studies  with  Dr  R.  STEELE.  Experimental 
studies  of  tumours  of  the  prostate  in  hamsters  continue  also. 

Dr  BRUCE  is  completing  experimental  studies  of  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  paralyzed  bladder  in  animals  in  co-operation  with 
Professor  ABRAHAMS,  Dr  HETHERINGTON  and  Dr  LYWOOD. 

Dr  BRUCE  has  been  appointed  President  of  the  Canadian 
Academy  of  Urologists. 

Under  the  auspices  of  Queen’s  departments  of  Urology 
and  Therapeutic  Radiology  and  the  Ontario  Cancer  Treatment 
and  Research  Foundation,  a  most  successful  conference  on 
carcinoma  of  the  bladder,  testis  and  prostate  was  held,  attracting 
1 83  participants.  Actively  supported  administratively  by  the 
Department  of  Continuing  Education,  this  conference  served 
practising  specialists  from  across  Canada  well.

BIOMEDICAL  ELECTRONICS  UNIT 

The  Biomedical  Electronics  Unit  has  continued  to  work 
in  five  areas:  Research,  Consultation,  Education,  Administra¬ 
tion  and  Service. 

The  primary  research  interests  have  been  in  procedures 
for  the  computer  analysis  of  electrocardiograms,  in  methods 
for  controlling  the  neurogenic  bladder,  and  into  systems  to  aid 
the  severely  handicapped  in  communication.  Secondary 
interests  included  environmental  studies  on  exercising  dogs, 
fetal  monitoring  studies,  cardiac  pacemaker  assessment,  cardiac 
assistive  devices,  gastrointestinal  studies,  physiology  of  exercise, 
and  video  analysis  of  microscope  sections. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  unit’s  effort  has  been  devoted 
to  consultation  with  faculty  members  and  their  graduate  students 
to  advise  on  the  selection  of  equipment,  research  methods  and 
discussion  of  biological  and  clinical  problems. 

A  non-credit  course,  “Biomedical  Measurement  and 
Recording  by  Electronic  Methods”,  given  in  January  -  February, 
and  part  of  the  graduate  course,  Physiology  834  -  “Control  in 
Living  Systems”  -  were  given  by  the  unit.  Counselling  was 
provided  to  students  interested  in  medical  and  biological 
applications  of  engineering. 

The  unit  was  involved  in  faculty  committee  work,  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  areas  of  research,  computing,  communication  and 
audio-visual  aids. 

Servicing  of  equipment  for  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  was 
provided  by  a  sub-section  of  the  unit,  managed  by  an  electronics 
service  technician.

AUDIO-VISUAL  SERVICES 

Audio-Visual  services  for  the  Faculty  are  provided  by  a 
medical  illustrator,  Mr  FRANK  EDWARDS,  and  by  a 


photographic  studio  with  a  full-time  staff  of  three  under  the 
direction  of  Mr  RONALD  IRVINE.  The  studio  operates  on  a 
self-supporting  basis  except  for  utilities  and  major  equipment. 

During  1968/69,  production  included  24,000  colour  slides 
and  20,000  black  and  white  prints.  No  motion  pictures  were 
completed,  but  filming  was  done  preparatory  to  the  production 
of  two  films  for  1969/70. 

During  the  year,  the  work  of  the  studio  was  exhibited  at 
the  Canadian  Medical  Association’s  annual  meeting  and  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Biological  Photographic  Association  in 
Rochester,  Minnesota.  Two  papers  on  medical  photography 
were  presented  by  Mr  IRVINE  to  meetings  of  the  Biological 
Photographic  Association  in  Rochester  and  Los  Angeles. 


SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  School 
of  Nursing  for  the  academic  session  1968/69  —  the  planning 
year  for  the  new  integrated  baccalaureate  program  in  nursing. 

Administration  —  It  seemed  important  to  develop  an  orderly 
means  of  operation  through  regular  channels,  for  the  school, 
within  The  University,  if  it  were  to  fulfill  its  potential.  The 
first  step  was  the  approval  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
proposed  Faculty  Board  with  student  representation.  An 
informally  constituted  Student-Faculty  Forum  had  provided 
a  means  of  communication,  but  it  was  considered  preferable 
to  involve  students  directly  in  policy  making  and  curriculum 
development  and  evaluation. 

In  place  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  two  committees 
have  been  organized: 

(1)  A  small  committee  to  evaluate  academic  goals  and 
curriculum  proposals  in  the  light  of  Queen’s  University’s 
philosophy  and  purposes  and  of  the  broader  health  needs  of 
society; 

(2)  A  clinical  co-ordinating  committee  to  develop  and 
evaluate  policies  and  practices  for  securing  clinical  experiences 
for  students  in  the  Kingston  area. 

The  Committee  for  Paramedical  Sciences,  organized 
previously,  has  been  very  active  during  the  year  in  develop¬ 
ing  basic  science  courses.  This  committee  provides  a  liaison 
between  Nursing,  Rehabilitation  Medicine  and  Physical  and 
Health  Education. 

Although  Queen’s  University  School  of  Nursing  admit¬ 
ted  its  first  class  in  1947,  for  22  years  students  have  been 
prepared  for  registration  examinations  on  the  basis  of 
technical  education  in  nursing  provided  by  approved  diploma 
schools  of  nursing.  Therefore,  a  major  responsibility  of  the 
faculty  this  year  has  been  to  secure  approval  of  the  College 
of  Nurses  of  Ontario  for  a  curriculum  combining  liberal  arts 
and  professional  education  in  nursing.  Without  such  approv¬ 
al,  students  from  Queen’s  University  would  not  be  admitted 
to  the  registration  examinations  of  the  province.  Full  approv¬ 
al  was  granted  on  May  16,  1969. 

During  the  past  year,  the  five  faculty  members  in 
nursing  have  been  engaged  in  developing  working  relation¬ 
ships  with  the  community  health  agencies  and  hospitals, 
colleagues  within  the  University  and  within  the  nursing 
profession.  Many  profitable  hours  have  been  spent  interpret- 
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ing  educational  philosophy  and  goals  and  exploring  possible 
educational  activities. 

New  relationships  are  being  developed  with  nursing 
services  at  the  Kingston  General  Hospital  whereby  joint 
appointments  may  be  made.  It  is  anticipated  that  such  a 
relationship  will  be  of  mutual  benefit  to  both  institutions 
in  education,  research  and  nursing  care  of  patients. 

Faculty  —  The  strength  of  any  educational  program  rests 
in  the  calibre  of  the  faculty  and  students  which  it  attracts. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  retrieving  Canadians  from  various 
universities  in  the  United  States  as  well  as  from  institutions 
in  Canada.  Within  Canada,  there  are  only  three  graduate  programs 
in  nursing  education  offering  advanced  degrees;  therefore,  it 
is  inevitable  that  the  majority  of  faculty  will  have  studied  in 
universities  in  the  United  States.  Scarcity  of  qualified  teachers 
is  a  profound  handicap,  especially  for  new  university  schools  of 
nursing.  The  competition  is  exceedingly  great. 

The  appointment  of  Miss  PATRICIA  S.B.  ANDERSON, 
B.S.N.  (U.B.C.),  M.SC.  (Appl.)  (McGill),  as  lecturer  and  of 
Miss  M.  ELIZABETH  JOHNSON,  B.S.N.  (Western  Ont.),  M.Ed. 
(Columbia),  this  September  added  strength  to  the  faculty. 

Miss  ANDERSON  came  to  Queen’s  from  the  College  of  Nurses 
of  Ontario,  where  she  had  been  Assistant  Director  —  Professional 
Standards.  Miss  JOHNSON  had  been  instructor  in  Public 
Health  Nursing  at  the  College  of  Nursing,  Rutgers,  the  State 
University  of  New  Jersey.  Before  that  she  had  been  a  public 
health  nurse  and  instructor  in  Manitoba  for  several  years. 
Unfortunately  for  the  School,  Miss  ANDERSON  resigned  at 
the  end  of  the  academic  year  to  pursue  her  professional  career 
in  Toronto.  Her  contributions  will  be  missed. 

Miss  MARGARET  MCINTOSH  resigned  in  January  to 
accept  the  supervisory  position  in  the  public  health  department 
in  the  City  of  Cornwall.  Her  contributions  to  the  cause  of  com¬ 
munity  health  will  continue  in  her  new  position. 

Miss  FRANCES  PISHKER  will  begin  a  two-year  leave 
of  absence  this  fall  to  complete  requirements  for  a  Master’s 
degree  in  nursing  at  McGill  University. 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  the  appointments,  as  of 
August,  1969,  of  Mrs  RUTH  C.  MACKAY,  B.S.N.,  (McMaster), 
Ph.D.  (Kentucky),  as  Associate  Professor  of  Nursing  and  of 
Miss  ARLENE  AISH,  B.S.N.  (U.B.C.),  M.N.  (Washington),  as 
Assistant  Professor  of  Nursing.  Mrs  MACKAY,  a  native  of 
Ontario,  has  been  co-ordinator  of  the  sophomore  year  curriculum 
in  the  College  of  Nursing  at  the  University  of  Kentucky  while 
completing  her  doctoral  study.  Prior  to  this  she  taught  in  both 
the  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  at  Emory  University 
while  earning  a  Master’s  degree  in  nursing  and  in  sociology. 

Her  experience  includes  approximately  10  years  of  practice  in 
public  health  agencies  and  hospitals  in  Canada.  Miss  AISH 
has  been  Assistant  Professor  of  Nursing  at  the  University  of 
New  Brunswick  and  Instructor  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 

This  year  she  has  been  a  post-Master’s  student  in  the  School  of 
Nursing  at  University  of  California  in  San  Francisco.  Her 
experience  includes  both  hospital  and  public  health  nursing 
practice. 

Curriculum  —  The  faculty,  working  together,  have  developed 
a  curriculum  pattern  and  a  framework  for  courses  in  nursing 
for  the  new  baccalaureate  program.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  for  clinical  practice  under  the  guidance  of  Queen’s 
faculty.  A  tentative  format  and  criteria  for  evaluation  of  the 
curriculum  have  been  devised  in  terms  of  the  stated  philosophy 
and  objectives.  With  the  addition  of  five  faculty  members  next 
year,  much  progress  should  be  made  in  curriculum  design  and 
course  development. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  strengthening  the  program  of 


the  students  currently  enrolled.  Senior  students  have  had  select¬ 
ed  and  guided  experience  in  working  with  families  in  the  com¬ 
munity.  Twenty  students  enrolled  in  public  health  nursing  have 
had  experience  with  the  official  agency  —  the  Kingston,  Frontenac, 
Lennox  and  Addington  Health  Unit.  To  secure  experience  for 
34  other  students,  faculty  have  worked  with  members  of  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine  to  select  families  or  individuals  for  home 
care  visits.  The  interest  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  in  providing 
such  experiences  has  been  very  much  appreciated.  All  student 
experience  this  year  has  been  under  the  guidance  of  the  faculty 
in  the  School  of  Nursing. 

In  May,  for  the  first  time,  a  three-week  workshop  has 
provided  intensive  experience  in  the  teaching  of  nursing.  The 
skills  of  the  nursing  faculty  and  consultants  from  McArthur 
College  of  Education  have  been  utilized.  Observation,  evaluation 
and  practice  in  micro-training,  and  demonstrations  of  the  use  of 
audio-visual  aids  were  included.  A  second  workshop  in  team 
nursing  has  included  seminars  with  consultants  from  nursing 
service  and  observation  at  Sunnybrook  and  Scarborough  Centen¬ 
ary  hospitals  in  Toronto.  Enrolment  in  both  workshops  has 
been  limited  to  the  present  senior  class  in  nursing. 

Enrolment  during  1968769  has  remained  approximately 
the  same  as  for  the  previous  year.  Twenty-seven  graduate 
nurses  were  admitted,  bringing  the  total  to  122, of  which  39 
were  enrolled  extramurally.  Fifty-eight  students  are  candidates 
for  degrees.  The  decision  was  made  last  year  to  limit  initial 
enrolment  in  the  new  program  to  40  students.  To  date  there 
have  been  70  applications  from  students  indicating  a  first  or 
second  choice  of  Queen’s  —  an  ample  pool  from  which  to 
select  excellent  candidates.  Fairly  rapid  growth  is  projected 
because  of  the  acute  need  in  Ontario  for  college-prepared 
nurses  and  also  to  provide  a  student  body  of  the  size  necessary 
to  maintain  a  viable,  first-class  educational  enterprise.  It  is 
difficult  to  justify  the  expenditure  for  teaching  faculty  or  for 
library  acquisitions  if  the  enrolment  is  below  a  certain  minimum. 

Restricted  facilities  for  teaching  will  curtail  the  enrol¬ 
ment  during  the  next  few  years.  The  projected  curriculum 
depends  on  freedom  to  move  from  hospital  to  ambulatory 
clinics,  doctor’s  office,  health  agencies  and  homes,  with  small 
group  instruction  as  the  method  of  choice.  The  number  of 
students  in  diploma  programs  presently  having  experience  in 
the  local  hospitals  may  present  some  difficulties.  However, 
the  interest  and  good  will  of  the  school  faculties  and  nursing 
services  are  encouraging. 

Research  Activities 

These  have  been  limited  to  formulating  the  curriculum 
and  developing  tools  for  its  evaluation  in  a  research  design. 

It  is  hoped  that  data  from  the  workshop  on  teaching  will 
contribute  to  a  project  in  action  research.

Growth  of  the  Faculty  of  Law 

In  1968/69,  the  full-time  enrolment  rose  from  275  in  the 
preceding  year  to  305.  The  full-time  teaching  staff  increased 
to  25  with  two  members  on  leave,  giving  us  the  full-time  services 
of  23  professors.  For  the  past  two  years  the  Law  Faculty  has 
accepted  a  first-year  class  of  140  students.  The  last  of  our 
smaller  third-year  classes,  consisting  of  65  students,  has  just  been 
graduated.  Accordingly,  we  expect  to  have  reached  our 
maximum  capacity  of  about  350  LL.B.  students  in  September, 
1969. 

The  steady  rise  in  the  number  of  applications  still  continues. 
For  1968/69  the  number  of  applications  rose  by  250  from  the 
preceding  year  to  about  850.  We  expect  to  receive  close  to 
1,100  applications  for  the  1969/70  academic  year.  Processing 
applications  has  become  an  onerous  task  for  the  Admissions 
Committee.  The  Law  Faculties  of  Ontario  have  undertaken  a 
study  to  sift  out  multiple  applications  in  order  to  find  the  true 
total  number  of  applicants  for  places  in  Ontario  law  schools. 

Even  without  the  results  of  such  a  study,  however,  we  believe 
we  are  now  turning  away  at  least  one  qualified  student  for  every 
student  who  registers. 

The  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada,  after  cordial  negotia¬ 
tions  with  the  Deans  of  Ontario  Faculties  of  Law,  has  revised 
its  requirements  for  approved  law  schools.  The  list  of  compulso¬ 
ry  subjects  has  been  greatly  reduced,  allowing  those  law  faculties 
who  so  choose  to  offer  their  students  an  almost  wholly  optional 
program  in  second  and  third  years.  After  extensive  study,  our 
Faculty  of  Law  has  approved  a  new  curriculum  in  which  Queen’s 
law  students  will  have  almost  complete  freedom  of  choice  in 
second  and  third  years.  They  will  be  required  to  undertake  a 
minimum  degree  of  concentration  in  one  subject  area  over  a 
two-year  period.  These  developments  are  in  keeping  with  the 
growing  need  for  specialization  in  the  practice  of  law.  Students 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  study  more  exhaustively  in  an  area 
of  their  choice,  while  at  the  same  time  obtaining  a  sound  basic 
education  in  those  subjects  needed  for  general  practice. 

Changes  in  Staff  and  Leaves  of  Absence 

During  the  1968/69  academic  year  we  have  been  very 
fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  number  of  distinguished 
visitors.  Professor  JAROSLAV  ZOUREK,  Director  of  Research 
in  International  Law  at  the  Czechoslovakian  Academy  of 
Sciences  and  former  President  of  the  International  Law  Associ¬ 
ation,  has  accepted  our  invitation  to  be  a  Visiting  Professor 
of  International  Law  for  1969/70.  Professor  ZOUREK’S  visit  is 
in  part  sponsored  by  the  Canada  Council.  In  addition,  Professor 
VENKATA  RAMAN,  Reader  in  the  Faculty  of  Law,  Osmania 
University,  Hyderabad,  will  be  a  Visiting  Associate  Professor 
of  International  Law.  The  Faculty  of  Law  has  been  fortunate 
in  engaging  as  a  regular  member  of  staff  Mr  ELMER  A. 
DRIEDGER,  former  Deputy  Attorney-General  for  Canada  and 
at  present  Consul  General  for  the  Canadian  Government  in 
Hamburg,  Germany,  as  a  specialist  in  Legislation  and  Government. 
Also  ,  we  have  been  pleased  to  engage  as  regular  members  of 
staff,  starting  in  the  fall  of  1969,  Mr  ARTHUR  B.C.  DR  ACHE, 
Mr  MICHAEL  PICKARD,  Mr  MARK  WEISBERG  and  Mr 
JOHN  D.  WHYTE. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  resignations 
from  staff.  In  keeping  with  the  current  trend,  a  number  of 
members  of  our  staff  will  be  on  leave  for  1969-70  to  further 
their  legal  studies  and  to  broaden  their  practical  experience. 
Professor  R.F.  GOSSE  continues  his  leave  of  absence  as  Counsel 
to  the  Ontario  Law  Reform  Commission.  Professor  W.R. 
LEDERMAN  will  be  on  leave  to  undertake  research  in  Constitu¬ 
tional  Law.  Professor  C.G.  BALE  has  been  granted  leave  to 
continue  research  in  the  field  of  Taxation  at  the  Harvard  Law 
School,  and  Professor  G.W.  ALEXANDROWICZ  has  been  grant- 


ed  leave  to  undertake  doctoral  research  in  International  Law, 
also  at  the  Harvard  Law  School.  Professor  D.  MAGNUSSON 
will  be  on  leave  to  pursue  studies  in  securities  law  at  the  Univers¬ 
ity  of  Michigan  Law  School.  Professor  J.S.  HUCKER  will  be  on 
leave  as  a  Visiting  Professor  at  the  University  of  Florida  Law 
School. 


Other  Matters 

Under  the  supervision  of  Professor  IRENE  BORYS,  the 
professional  staff  of  the  Law  Library  has  been  increased  steadily. 
As  a  result,  we  have  had  a  marked  improvement  in  library  services 
to  students  and  staff. 

Professor  H.J.  LAWFORD  has  received  further  major 
grants  from  the  Canada  Council  and  is  proceeding  to  create  a 
data  bank  registry  of  the  treaties  of  the  British  Commonwealth. 

In  addition,  under  the  supervision  of  Professors  LAWFORD  and 
LATTA,  the  Law  Faculty  has  undertaken  a  second  major  project 
in  legal  computing.  Under  the  combined  auspices  of  Queen’s 
University,  the  University  of  Montreal,  the  Federal  Government 
and  I.B.M.,  we  are  creating  a  data  bank  of  the  full  text  of  all 
Supreme  Court  of  Canada  decisions  reported  in  the  last  15  years. 
Thirteen  computer  terminals  are  operating  in  Sir  John  A. 
Macdonald  Hall  on  a  full-time  basis,  working  on  the  treaty  regist¬ 
ry  and  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  project.  By  the  fall  of  1969 
we  should  have  a  data  base  of  over  50,000,000  characters  in  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Canada  project  available  for  research  in  informa¬ 
tion  retrieval  methods.  Mr  RICHARD  VON  BRIESEN  will  be 
joining  the  computer  project  as  Visiting  Associate  Professor 
(research)  on  leave  from  Data  Retrieval  Corporation. 

Much  work  hss  been  done  on  the  proposed  Master  of  Laws 
(LL.M.)  degree  to  be  offered  by  the  Faculty  of  Law.  A  major 
proposal  was  prepared,  received  the  approval  of  the  requisite 
University  bodies  to  proceed  to  appraisal,  and  was  assessed  by 
the  appraisers  appointed  by  the  Ontario  Council  on  Graduate 
Studies.  Favourable  appraisals  were  received,  and  the  Ontario 
Council  of  Graduate  Studies  has  given  its  approval.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  program  will  begin  in  the  fall  of  1969.

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  the  report  of  McArthur 
College  of  Education  for  the  year  1968/69  —  the  first  full 
year  of  operation  for  this  new  Faculty  of  Education  at 
Queen’s.  It  has  been  a  year  of  excitement,  achievement, 
and  some  anxiety. 

With  a  student  body  drawn  from  various  university 
campuses,  a  completely  new  teaching  staff,  an  untried 
programme  of  studies,  and  physical  accommodations  of  a 
provisional  nature,  we  were  faced  with  a  major  task  in 
consolidation  and  familiarization.  In  my  opinion,  we  have 
succeeded  to  a  high  degree  in  attaining  these  objectives. 

Shaping  a  College  Community 

From  the  very  beginning  of  the  academic  term,  both 
students  and  staff  addressed  themselves  to  the  organization¬ 
al  problem  of  creating  a  viable  and  integrated  college  com¬ 
munity.  Although  the  task  is  a  continuing  one,  certain 
distinctive  trends  have  already  emerged. 

We  began  with  universal  agreement  on  the  need  for 
active  student  involvement  in  the  decision-making  processes 
of  the  College,  but  naturally  opinion  varied  respecting 
specific  means  of  implementation.  The  final  arrangements 
seemed  to  gain  the  support  of  practically  everyone.  The 
Faculty  Board  invited  the  student  body  to  name  six  stu¬ 
dents  to  join  the  Board  as  full  members  and,  in  addition, 
all  the  standing  committees  of  the  Board  were  constituted 
with  a  significant  degree  of  student  membership. 

Much  of  the  student  concern  over  the  numerical 
aspect  of  representation  evaporated  when  they  recognized 
the  genuineness  of  the  faculty’s  desire  for  community 
consultation  and  the  full  reality  of  the  opportunities  for 
student  influence  and  leadership.  I  personally  attach  the 
greatest  significance  to  the  way  in  which  this  problem  was 
resolved  in  a  spirit  of  mutual  confidence,  goodwill,  and 
dedication. 

Another  vital  element  in  organizational  morale  concern¬ 
ed  the  internal  administrative  and  academic  structure  of  the 
faculty  team.  After  considerable  investigation  and  much 
soul-searching,  the  faculty  resolved  to  shy  away  from 
traditional  organizational  patterns  which  involve  administra¬ 
tive  hierarchies  and  academic  departmentalization.  An 
alternative  plan  was  adopted  which  features  area  groupings 
based  on  functions  rather  than  disciplines  and  which 
substitutes  co-ordinators  and  rotating  chairmen  for  directors, 
department  heads,  and  similar  posts. 

We  are  hopeful  that  we  now  have  a  structural  base 
firm  enough  to  undertake  the  complex  new  responsibilities 
that  lie  ahead  but  still  flexible  enough  to  permit  easy 
adaptation  to  changing  circumstances  and  open  enough  to 
allow  continuing  integrative  experimentation  and  individual 
creativity. 

Programme  Highlights 

Our  first  year’s  experience  would  seem  to  confirm  the 
wisdom  in  allowing  candidates  a  wide  range  of  discretion  in 
the  design  of  their  respective  individual  study  plans. 

Although  freedom  of  choice  does  present  many  administrative 
problems,  these  are  more  than  counter-balanced  by  the 
personal  commitment  that  normally  accompanies  a  carefully 
considered  selection. 

In  the  area  of  evaluation,  we  have  de-emphasized 
terminal  examinations  almost  to  the  point  of  total  abolition 
and  have  been  experimenting  with  an  on-going  type  of 
continuous  assessment.  Although  it  has  not  been  without 
its  problems  in  this  first  year,  there  seem  to  be  enough 
positive  features  in  that  assessment  approach  to  encourage 
us  to  persevere  with  it  and  refine  it. 
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Perhaps  nothing  has  delighted  the  faculty  more  than 
the  fine  young  people  who  comprise  our  student  body.  In 
the  intimate  atmosphere  of  our  seminar  groups,  and  with 
the  easy  accessibility  of  staff,  our  candidates  have  felt 
encouraged  to  interact,  to  communicate,  to  open  up,  and  to 
take  risks.  We  continue  to  be  impressed  with  their  enthusi¬ 
asm,  commitment,  spontaneity,  and  ingenuity.  At  the  time 
of  writing,  practically  all  of  them  have  signed  teaching 
contracts  for  next  September,  and  we  believe  the  hiring 
boards  are  very  fortunate  to  have  secured  the  services  of  such 
promising  young  professionals. 

Prospects 

A  rather  unexpected  by-product  of  our  candidates’ 
enthusiasm  for  their  programme  at  McArthur  was  the  flood 
of  applications  for  admission  to  the  course  in  1969-70 
(admittedly  the  cancellation  of  the  emergency  summer 
courses  was  another  big  factor).  We  have  received  about 
1,100  applications  for  200  openings.  The  task  of  devising 
and  implementing  appropriate  guide-lines  for  selection  has 
been  a  major  faculty  concern  for  many  weeks.  Out  of  it 
all  will  emerge,  we  hope,  a  second  class  of  outstanding 
McArthur  students. 

Among  other  plans  for  the  future,  the  nature  and 
scope  of  our  involvement  in  graduate  studies  in  education 
are  receiving  intensive  analysis.  All  the  evidence  seems  to 
point  to  an  urgent  need  in  this  geographical  region  for 
McArthur  to  begin  offering  post-graduate  course  work.  It 
is  our  hope  to  embark  on  some  graduate  degree  programme 
by  the  summer  of  1970. 

In  addition  to  our  own  internal  consolidation,  we  have 
been  conscious  of  our  relationships  within  the  total  Univers¬ 
ity,  with  the  Departments  of  Education  and  University 
Affairs,  with  the  practice  teaching  schools  of  Eastern  Ontario, 
and  with  a  host  of  professional  bodies.  It  is  gratifying  to 
report  that  from  all  quarters  the  McArthur  endeavour  has 
received  every  conceivable  encouragement  and  constructive 
support.  In  the  months  and  years  ahead,  we  must  dedicate 
ourselves  to  developing  the  full  possibilities  of  these 
associations.

The  expansion  of  the  School’s  activities  as  recorded  in 
this  report  for  the  last  two  years  has  continued  in  1968/69. 

The  faculty  and  students  have  worked  together  and  in  their 
separate  roles  to  strengthen  the  academic  performance  of  the 
School  beyond  its  present  creditable  levels.  They  have  again 
extended  the  restructured  curricula  of  both  undergraduate  and 
graduate  programs  first  adopted  in  1967.  These  course  additions 
and  revisions  were  necessary  to  accommodate  the  planned  in¬ 
crease  in  the  scale  of  operations  noted  in  previous  Reports  of 
the  Principal. 

The  most  significant  aspect  of  the  School’s  development 
thrust  in  this  current  phase  is,  of  course,  the  steady  gain  in  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  staff  and  students  attracted  to  the 
Queen’s  Business  School.  This  central  fact  has  been  reflected 
in  the  past  year  in  many  facets  of  the  teaching,  learning  and 
research  work.  Many  more  students,  in  fact,  applied  than 
could  be  accommodated  by  existing  capacity.  As  foreseen  in 
last  year’s  report,  large  enrolment  increases  occurred  in  both 
programs  even  after  restrictions  were  imposed  to  control  and 
balance  the  growth  toward  a  stronger  scale  of  activities. 

Perhaps  the  most  encouraging  reflection  of  the  School’s  grow¬ 
ing  capacities  is  the  active  involvement  of  staff  members  in  a 
variety  and  depth  of  research  projects  and  research-oriented 
consulting  assignments  which  heretofore  had  not  been  possible. 

It  is  this  dimension  that  will  receive  emphasis  as  the  School 
moves  to  the  next  phase  of  its  planned  development,  balancing 
off  its  teaching  and  research  functions  in  a  way  difficult  to 
achieve  when  the  School  is  under  its  optimum  medium-sized 
scale.  Research  support  arrangements  have  improved  over  the 
year  but  greater  gains  are  required  on  this  front. 

At  the  present  interval  of  the  development  plan,  the  most 
pressing  need  is  to  provide  adequate  physical  space  for  healthy 
academic  absorption  of  this  increased  scale  of  activity  and  to 
prevent  choking  off  its  momentum  unduly.  In  spite  of  the 
tight  capital  budgets  characteristic  of  the  period,  some  further 
limited  rounds  of  growth  for  the  School’s  staff,  students  and 
activities  are  required  to  carry  the  approved  development 
scheme  to  its  logical  target.  The  opportunity  exists  and  the 
faculty  have  developed  a  sense  of  direction  and  purpose  which 
augurs  well  for  the  future  of  the  School.  Additional  office 
space,  instructional  rooms  for  groups  of  25-40  students  and 
research  and  computing  workshop  space  available  at  present  are 
important  requirements  to  keep  abreast  (even  roughly)  of  the 
student  and  staff  expectations.  Both  groups  have  been  under¬ 
standing  in  bearing  the  strains  of  growth. 

Specifically,  the  enrolment  in  the  graduate  MBA  program 
in  1968/69  increased  21  per  cent  to  a  total  of  81  students, 
including  a  few  part-time  students  in  first  year  and  most  of  those 
moving  into  full-time  study  in  their  second  year.  The  policy  of 
allowing  a  few  able  part-time  students  in  special  circumstances 
a  chance  to  enter  the  program  by  making  adjustments  has 
proved  wise  and  will  be  continued.  The  high  quality  of  students 
attracted  to  the  School  was  reflected  in  the  awarding  of  22 
scholarships  and  fellowships  and  a  higher  proportion  than  usual 
of  first-class  academic  records.  The  School’s  students  were 
again  represented  in  outside  competitive  awards  such  as  the 
Bronfman  Fellowships. 

The  cumulative  effects  of  the  School’s  recent  efforts  have 
shown  up  most  strikingly  in  the  sharp  increase  in  inquiries  and 
applications  for  the  graduate  program.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
select  applicants  even  more  carefully  and  to  balance  wisely  our 
resources  with  the  demands  made  on  them.  To  forego  advancing 
to  somewhat  greater  scale  in  this  component  of  the  University 
when  opportunity  beckons  would  be  unfortunate  indeed, 
stresses  and  strains  notwithstanding. 

In  1 968/69  enrolment  in  the  undergraduate  ‘Commerce’ 
program  increased  about  40  per  cent  in  total  for  all  years  to 
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346  students.  More  students  were  turned  aside  than  were 
admitted  in  an  effort  to  keep  the  increase  in  this  program 
within  reasonable  bounds.  The  School  will  continue  to  watch 
carefully  the  deployment  of  its  resources  among  its  undergrad¬ 
ate  and  graduate  programs  as  it  moves  toward  the  addition  of 
a  Ph.D.  program.  At  the  present  time,  the  strong  reinforcing 
of  efforts  is  beneficial,  but  some  recasting  and  adjustments 
may  be  necessary  in  the  next  phase  of  the  School’s  balanced 
growth.  Society’s  demand  for  educated  managers  and  adminis¬ 
trators  grows  apace.  From  this  unsatisfied  need  derives  the 
demand  for  appropriately  educated  teachers  and  a  vigorous 
attack  on  the  research  underpinning  of  such  a  program  in 
Canada.  Not  all  universities  are  as  well  equipped  as  Queen’s 
to  contribute  to  these  twin  needs.  The  School  is  planning 
and  girding  now  for  these  added  responsibilities. 

Many  developments  marked  the  progress  of  the  School 
in  the  past  year.  The  faculty  made  substantial  revision  in  the 
content  of  many  courses,  planned  the  extension  of  both 
curricula,  and  engaged  in  a  variety  of  pedagogical  experiments 
with  the  enthusiastic  support  and  participation  of  the  students 
of  both  programs.  An  initiative  was  taken  to  develop  our 
somewhat  feeble  efforts  to  date  to  engage  the  interests  and 
loyalty  of  alumni  toward  the  work  of  the  School.  The  future 
will  surely  record  more  activity  on  this  front  as  both  faculty 
and  graduates  recognize  mutual  benefits.  It  is  conceivable 
that  help  in  warding  off  obsolescence  can  be  traded  for  access 
to  and  support  for  substantial  research  problems  and  data. 

These  efforts  and  others  equally  obvious  can  best  be  under¬ 
taken  in  the  next  phase  of  development  when  the  School’s 
administrative  and  organizational  arrangements  will  be  re¬ 
furbished  in  line  with  its  growth. 

One  additional  round  of  substantial  staffing  required  to 
bring  the  School  close  to  its  target  scale  will  bring  it  from 
adolescence  to  maturity  as  the  School  enters  its  fiftieth  year 
in  the  field  of  studies  variously  referred  to  as  Business, 
Administration,  Management  and  Organizational  Science, 
according  to  tastes.  The  School  plans  to  mark  the  occasion 
appropriately  by  ,  among  other  ways,  enlarging  its  visitors 
program. 

The  strengthening  sense  of  identity  and  esprit  de  corps 
of  students  in  the  School  has  been  noteworthy  in  the  past 
year.  This  development  was  evident  in  their  Society  activities, 
participation  on  Faculty  Board  Committees,  magazine,  entre¬ 
preneurial  flourishes,  and  contributions  to  campus  life  —  all 
marked  by  a  new  attitude  of  poise  and  self-confidence  that 
was  impressive  even  to  one  conscious  of  the  long  history  of 
accomplishments  by  the  School’s  students  and  the  state  of  the 
modern  campus. 

During  1968/69  a  variety  of  courses,  conferences  and 
seminars  was  offered  by  the  continuing  education  division. 
Within  this  program  for  managers,  several  new  courses  were 
introduced  and  some  old  ones  eliminated.  Two  courses  on 
Organizational  Behavior  were  given  in  Ottawa.  One  was 
offered  in  co-operation  with  an  adult  education  group  and  the 
other  was  jointly  sponsored  by  the  Public  Service  Commission. 
Also,  courses  were  mounted  on  financial  management  in  the 
public  utilities  industries,  production  management,  management 
of  retail  businesses,  project  planning  and  control  with  CPM- 
PERT  techniques.  In  all,  these  programs  brought  more  than 
350  businessmen  and  public  agency  administrators  to  Queen’s 
during  the  year  and  served  more  than  100  persons  in  the  Ottawa 
area. 

In  the  period  under  review,  3,200  students  were  enrolled 
in  the  School’s  professional  courses  for  chartered  accountants, 
trust  officers  and  young  bankers.  A  complete  statistical  record 
appears  in  the  Registrar’s  Appendix  to  this  report.  The 
Summer  School  courses  for  students-in-accounts  will  be  offered 
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again  to  about  60  students.  Business  finance,  accounting  and 
economics  work  have  been  contributed  again,  but  on  an  expand¬ 
ed  and  experimental  basis,  for  engineers  in  residence  at  the 
Regional  Communications  School  at  Queen’s.  This  valuable 
association  has  led  to  several  interesting  research  projects  for 
staff  members  in  the  past  year.  As  an  aspect  of  its  growing 
research  program,  the  School  seeks  continuing  relationships  of 
a  combined  instructional-research-consulting  character  with 
groups  and  corporations  where  mutual  interests  can  be  served. 
Several  research  fellowships  are  available  to  draw  qualified 
students  into  this  and  related  research  experience  under  staff 
supervision.

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During  the  1968/69  academic  year  significant  develop¬ 
ments  and  changes  have  occurred.  In  June  1968  Senate  ap¬ 
proved  a  set  of  operating  principles  which  restated  the  School’s 
responsibility  for  graduate  studies  and  also  assigned  a  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  assistance  and  co-ordination  of  research  at 
Queen’s.  In  this  report  the  activities  of  the  year  are  considered 
under  the  following  headings: 

(i)  the  general  development  of  graduate  studies 

(ii)  some  details  concerning  the  development  of  graduate  studies 

(iii)  the  personnel  and  organization  of  the  School 

(iv)  research  assistance  and  co-ordination 

(v)  planning  for  current  and  future  problems. 

Appendices  which  provide  statistics  dealing  with  enrol¬ 
ment,  degrees  granted,  scholarships  and  fellowships  obtained 
and  the  gross  value  of  the  research  grants  obtained  follow  the 
main  text. 


The  General  Development  of  Graduate  Studies 

In  1968/69  the  process  of  growth  towards  maturity  of 
Graduate  Studies  at  Queen’s  continued  in  quite  an  impressive 
way.  Ten  years  ago,  except  for  some  of  the  Sciences,  the  gradu¬ 
ate  work  at  Queen’s  was  quite  limited,  selective,  sporadic  and 
somewhat  unconnected.  During  the  last  decade  a  solid  base  of 
sustained  high-quality  graduate  study  has  developed  in  the 
Humanities  and  Social  Sciences,  with  considerable  competence 
in  a  number  of  fields  of  doctoral  study.  The  scale  and  quality 
of  the  graduate  work  in  the  Sciences  has  improved.  Overall,  then, 
Queen’s  now  has  a  substantial,  broadly  based  effort  in  graduate 
studies. 

The  number  of  full-time  graduate  students  now  exceeds 
830,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  numbers  may  be  in  the  upper 
900s  in  1969/70.  In  addition,  a  substantial  number  of  graduate 
students  are  registered  on  a  part-time  basis,  often  carrying  on 
work  to  finish  their  research  and  theses  while  in  professional 
employment.  The  proportion  of  graduate  students  in  Ph.D. 
studies  has  increased  notably  during  the  last  five  years,  with 
more  than  20  Ph.D.  programs  well  established.  The  School  has 
considerable  growth  ahead,  but  this  should  be  mainly  toward 
a  mature  and  even  more  effective  activity,  together  with  some 
new  programs,  as  some  of  the  schools  and  departments  build  up 
their  capacity  for  high-quality  graduate  study. 

In  looking  to  the  future  pattern  of  development  of  gradu¬ 
ate  studies  at  Queen’s  several  principles  have  to  be  kept  in  mind. 

First,  as  Principal  Deutsch  has  reminded  us  frequently, 
whatever  we  do  we  ought  to  do  well.  Second,  at  Queen’s  we 
must  be  selective  in  our  developments,  especially  building  on  our 
strengths.  Third,  in  building  up  or  adapting  programs  of  work, 
we  should  have  considerable  regard  for  the  way  in  which  various 
elements  of  our  activity  may  complement  and  lend  strength  to 
other  elements.  Fourth,  we  must  have  regard  for  the  needs  of 
our  province  and  of  Canada  and,  to  some  extent,  of  the  less 
fortunate  peoples  in  underdeveloped  countries.  Fifth,  we  should 
pay  attention  to  the  need  in  Ontario  to  give  various  universities 
an  opportunity  for  graduate  development;  Queen’s  ought  to 
lead  in  the  selective  and  co-operative  approach.  Sixth,  the  scale 
at  which  we  carry  on  activities  must  be  sufficient  to  promote 
good  academic  quality  and  reasonable  economic  efficiency  too. 

We  have  embodied  some  of  these  principles  into  the 
procedures  for  decision  on  new  graduate  programs  at  Queen’s .  . 

Even  before  we  permit  such  proposals  to  go  out  for  appraisal, 
the  Senate  must  be  convinced  of  their  high  academic  quality, 
the  needs  at  Queen’s  and  in  Canada,  and  the  enrolment  staff. 

These  points  are  illustrated  by  the  new  Master’s  programs 
which  are  immediately  under  development  at  Queen’s.  A 
Master’s  degree  in  Law  has  been  favourably  appraised.  We  have 
before  us  proposals  for  a  Master’s  degree  in  Urban  and  Regional 
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Planning,  a  new  Master’s  degree  in  Public  Administration  and 
a  Master’s  degree  in  Computing  and  Information  Science,  all 
three  of  which  have  been  authorized  to  go  out  for  appraisal. 
They  are  under  active  appraisal  now  by  the  Ontario  Council  of 
Graduate  Studies.  Each  of  these  builds  on  points  at  which 
Queen’s  has  considerable  strength.  Each  complements  the  other 
and  complements  the  strengths  that  lie  in  existing  programs  of 
various  departments.  The  same  considerations  are  being  applied 
to  the  establishment  of  some  of  our  priorities  for  strengthening 
existing  programs  at  Queen’s. 

Looking  to  the  medium-  and  long-term  development,  a 
number  of  other  graduate  activities  are  likely  to  emerge  in  the 
next  few  years.  Active  discussions  are  under  way  regarding 
Master’s  degrees  in  Education,  in  Physical  and  Health  Education 
and  Master  of  Arts  in  Teaching  degrees.  Some  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  which  now  offer  only  Master’s  work  expect,  as  they  gain 
strength,  to  propose  to  the  University  the  development  of 
doctoral  programs.  Still  other  departments  which  do  not  yet 
offer  any  Master’s  degree  work  at  all  would  be  expected  to 
develop  Master’s  programs  in  due  course  and  probably  also 
propose  development  of  doctoral  programs  in  some  cases. 
University  degrees  will  probably  become  a  feature  of  postgradu¬ 
ate  education  in  Medicine  in  the  future. 

While  some  of  our  departments  have  achieved  a  scale, 
strength  and  balance  in  their  graduate  programs,  especially  Ph.D. 
programs,  such  that  they  can  be  described  as  being  in  a  mature, 
steady  state,  many  others  have  considerable  growth  and  develop¬ 
ment  ahead  before  they  reach  maturity.  These  considerations, 
together  with  an  overall  appreciation  of  the  opportunities  and 
responsibilities  of  this  University  in  advanced  studies  in  Canada, 
suggest  that  a  considerable  period  of  growth  in  graduate  studies 
at  Queen’s  still  lies  ahead. 

Detailed  Developments 

The  1968/69  year  was  one  in  which  both  the  scale  of 
graduate  studies  increased  and  the  general  quality  of  activities 
improved.  Queen’s  had  about  830  full-time  graduate  students, 
including  those  in  the  MBA  program.  The  graduate  students 
were  distributed  over  the  whole  range  of  University  activities, 
with  substantial  numbers  in  the  Life  Sciences,  in  the  Humani¬ 
ties,  in  the  Social  Sciences,  in  the  Physical  Sciences  and  in  the 
Applied  Engineering  Sciences.  Notable  improvements  have 
taken  place  during  the  last  two  years  in  the  quality  of  the  newly 
registering  graduate  students,  and  preliminary  indications  of 
enrolment  for  1969/70  indicate  a  further  increase  in  quality. 

The  University  granted  1 87  graduate  degrees  at  this  spring’s 
convocation.  The  number  of  Ph.D.  degrees  granted  is  increasing 
quite  rapidly,  reflecting  the  gestation  of  the  Ph.D.  programs. 
With  the  numbers  of  students  in  progress  in  Ph.D.  programs  at 
this  time,  a  very  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  Ph.D.  degrees 
that  will  be  granted  by  Queen’s  will  take  place  in  the  next  few 
years.  When  allowances  are  made  for  the  part-time  graduate 
work,  in  1968/69  the  University  had  about  1,050  graduate 
students  in  active  work  in  graduate  programs. 

As  for  full-time  students  (excepting  those  in  the  MBA 
program),  there  were  about  766  in  1968/69.  These  students 
held  something  in  excess  of  420  scholarships,  fellowships  and 
bursaries,  valued  at  more  than  $1,200,000.  The  bulk  of  these 
scholarships  and  fellowships  are  awarded  in  competitions 
external  to  the  University,  that  is,  in  the  competitions  of  The 
Canada  Council,  NRC,MRC,  Ontario  Government  Fellowship 
Program  and  programs  administered  through  the  Association 
of  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Canada.  Graduate  students 
were  also  supported  by  University-paid  teaching,  demonstrating, 
etc.,  and  by  support  from  research  grants.  A  rough  estimate 
is  that  the  760-odd  full-time  graduate  students  (not  in  MBA 
programs)  received  maintenance  support,  including  scholarships, 


fellowships  and  bursary  aid,  of  the  order  of  $3,000,000  — 
roughly  40  per  cent  from  scholarships,  fellowships  and  bursar¬ 
ies;  30  per  cent  from  pay-for-service  to  the  University;  and  30 
per  cent  from  research  grants  of  the  individual  professors. 
Preliminary  indications  are  that  in  1969/70  more  than  500 
scholarships,  fellowships  and  bursaries  will  be  held,  with  an 
aggregate  value  of  more  than  $1,500,000.  It  is  particularly 
notable  that  of  the  Canada  Council  Fellowships  for  doctoral 
work  held  by  students  studying  in  Canada,  students  at  Queen’s 
University  held  nearly  nine  per  cent  of  the  national  total  in 
1968/69  while  our  relevant  enrolments  amounted  to  less  than 
three  per  cent. 

Queen’s  University  undertook  a  substantial  increase  in 
its  own  graduate  scholarship  and  bursary  program  in  1968/69. 

The  extremely  successful  program  of  McLaughlin  Fellowships 
has  been  in  operation  for  many  years,  due  to  the  generosity 
of  the  R.S.  McLaughlin  Trust  Fund.  Additional  resources 
made  available  by  the  McLaughlin  trustees,  together  with  some 
resources  made  available  from  the  University’s  general  endow¬ 
ment  income,  permitted  the  program  to  expand.  Its  main 
elements  are  a  continuation  of  the  McLaughlin  Fellowship  pro¬ 
gram,  the  development  of  a  new  McLaughlin  Scholarship  pro¬ 
gram  especially  designed  to  attract  high-quality  students,  and 
the  development  of  a  limited  Queen’s  Graduate  School  Scholar¬ 
ship  and  Bursary  Program.  In  1968/69  the  McLaughlin  Fellow¬ 
ship  and  Scholarship  programs  drew  a  considerable  number  of 
first-class  graduate  students  to  this  University. 

In  1968/69  the  Graduate  School  began  what  will  become 
a  series  of  annual  policy  reviews  on  various  matters.  This  year 
the  principal  concern  was  the  variety  in  the  patterns  of  Master’s 
degree  programs.  Permissive  legislation  was  developed  whereby 
departments  may  offer  Master’s  degree  programs  in  three 
general  patterns: 

(i)  Course  and  Thesis 

(ii)  Courses  and  a  Project  Report  or  Master’s  Essay  or 
Essays 

(iii)  Courses  only. 

Procedures  have  been  established  whereby  Departments, 

Divisions  and  the  School  may  consider  explicit  proposals  for 
the  development  of  one  or  more  patterns  of  such  study.  Already 
six  modified  programs  for  Master’s  degrees  have  been  developed, 
mainly  in  Engineering  but  also  in  some  of  the  Humanities. 

The  School  also  reviewed  the  admission  and  status  of 
preparatory  students  in  graduate  programs;  the  establishment  of 
language  competence  for  students  whose  mother  tongue  is  not 
English;  and  the  overall  problems  of  graduate  student  maintenance 
support  and  residence  requirements.  A  first  round  of  policy 
discussions  concerning  summer  registration  of  graduate  students 
and  the  appropriate  developments  of  summer  programs  was  also 
undertaken.  Divisions  of  the  School  have  immediately  ahead  of 
them  a  policy  review  on  the  question  of  direct  entry  of  students 
into  Ph.D.  programs,  of  the  relationship  of  Master’s  degrees  to 
Ph.D.  programs  for  students  who  would  be  so  admitted,  of  the 
standards  of  grading  and  the  matter  of  supplemental,  as  well  as 
a  second  round  of  discussion  of  graduate  student  support. 


Personnel  and  Organization 

The  term  1968/69  is  the  first  year  of  the  tenure  of  DAVID 
W.  SLATER  as  Dean  of  the  School  and  RUSSELL  J.  KENNEDY 
as  Associate  Dean.  The  work  of  the  school  is  being  organized 
into  four  groupings:  one  concerned  with  general  administration; 
a  second  concerned  with  registration,  student  records  and  stu¬ 
dent  administration;  a  third  dealing  with  graduate  student  scholar¬ 
ships,  fellowships  and  support;  and  a  fourth  concerned  with 
research  support,  research  assistance  and  co-ordination.  Miss 
JEAN  McGAUGHEY,  Secretary  of  the  School  of  Graduate 
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Studies,  has  been  enormously  helpful  in  the  development  of 
this  administrative  reorganization.  She  continues  as  Secretary 
of  the  School  but  also  has  direct  responsibility  for  the  section 
concerned  with  registration,  admission  and  student  records. 

Miss  JOAN  MACINTOSH  has  taken  charge  of  the  Fellowship, 
Scholarship  and  Student  Support  Section  in  the  School,  assisted 
by  Mrs.  JANE  DIER.  Miss  MARGARET  SMITH  has  taken  on 
the  responsibilities  of  administrative  assistant  concerned  with 
Research  Assistance  and  Co-ordination  activities.  Appointments 
are  pending  for  administrative  personnel  to  take  charge  of  other 
activities. 

Constitutional  revisions  for  the  School  are  still  pending. 
The  Senate  having  established  a  set  of  principles  to  govern  the 
Research  Assistance  and  Co-ordination  activity  of  the  School 
and  then  having  established  an  Interim  Research  Committee 
of  the  Senate  and  the  School,  it  seemed  best  to  gain  experience 
with  these  activities  and  the  new  personnel  before  formally 
acting  on  constitutional  amendment  of  the  School’s  statutes. 

The  new  arrangements  seem  to  be  working  out  quite  well,  and 
it  is  proposed  to  proceed  to  formal  constitutional  amendments 
and  formalization  of  some  research  arrangements  in  the  next 
few  months,  or  at  least  to  propose  these  for  formal  consideration 
by  the  Council  of  the  School  and  then  by  the  Senate  of  the 
University.  The  Interim  Research  Committee  has  been  appoint¬ 
ed  by  the  Principal,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Dean  and 
Associate  Dean  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  and  the  Deans 
of  the  Faculties. 

Research  Assistance  and  Co-ordination 

The  Senate  and  the  Principal  have  assigned  to  the  School 
of  Graduate  Studies  responsibility  for  assistance  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  University  research  arrangement  and  for  providing  a 
limited  degree  of  co-ordination  of  research  applications, 
research  contracts  and  research  policies.  The  Principal  has  also 
given  the  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies  responsibility  for  administer¬ 
ing,  on  his  behalf,  some  of  the  University’s  discretionary  research 
resources.  Much  of  the  activity  of  the  School  in  1968/69  has 
been  concerned  with  the  development  of  appropriate  arrange¬ 
ments.  The  most  important  single  step  was  the  appointment 
of  an  Interim  Research  Committee,  chaired  by  the  Dean  of 
Graduate  Studies,  with  the  Associate  Dean  as  Vice-Chairman. 
This  body  has  been  especially  concerned  with  the  development 
of  a  set  of  objectives  and  general  principles  to  guide  the  use  of 
the  University's  discretionary  research-supporting  resources 
and  then  with  development  of  machinery  and  programs  to 
achieve  these  objectives.  A  number  of  disparate  programs  have 
been  drawn  together  and  a  co-ordinated  use  has  been  established 
of  the  resources  of  the  Principal’s  NRC  fund,  various  trust 
resources  and  general  endowment  resources  made  available  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  through  the  Principal,  or  directly,  and 
some  limited  resources  from  the  operating  income  of  the 
University. 

A  new  program  of  research  support  under  the  name  of 
‘‘Queen's  Research  Awards”  is  being  developed.  The  principal 
components  of  this  program  are: 

*  A  continuation  of  the  modest-sized  grant-in-aid  program 
of  the  Arts  Research  Committee  under  the  new  aegis: 

*  An  assignment  of  a  portion  of  the  Principal’s  NRC 
grants  to  the  relevant  departments  to  overcome  deficiencies 
in  research  grants  and  to  decentralize  the  administration  of 
these  funds  to  the  departments: 

*The  development  of  a  significant  equipment  maintenance 
replacement  and  addition  program,  on  a  pooled  and  averaging 
basis  and  using  another  portion  of  the  resources  from  the 
Principal’s  NRC  fund: 

*  The  development  of  a  program  of  “mini”  development 
of  founding  grants-in-aid  of  research  within  the  University 


intended  to  help  in  the  establishment  of  new  research  activities 
or  the  lifting  of  ongoing  activities  to  a  new  level  of  effectiveness, 
but  especially  having  regard  to  improving  the  competitive 
position  of  research  activities  in  their  main  reliance  on  external 
support. 

A  limited  program  of  postdoctoral  fellowships,  of  revolv¬ 
ing  loan  funds  and  emergency  funds,  has  also  been  put  into 
effect.  The  old  arrangements  for  dealing  with  research  support 
in  the  University  have  been  replaced  by  the  Interim  Research 
Committee  and  the  development  of  our  subcommittees,  one 
for  the  Humanities  and  Fine  Arts,  another  for  the  Social 
Sciences,  Law  and  Business,  a  third  for  the  Life  Sciences, 
including  Medicine,  and  a  fourth  for  the  Physical  Sciences. 

This  committee  replaces  the  former  Arts  Research  Committee  and 
the  Committee  on  Scientific  Research.  Extremely  happy 
arrangements  have  been  worked  out  to  blend  the  work  of  these 
earlier  committees  into  this  new  format.  Indeed,  with  extra¬ 
ordinarily  good  support  by  members  of  the  research  committees 
and  subcommittees  and  the  secretarial  work  of  Miss  Smith,  it 
was  possible  to  make  a  beginning  on  the  Queen’s  Research 
Awards  in  the  spring  of  1968/69,  and  the  first  set  of  awards 
has  already  been  announced  to  applicants  within  the  University, 

The  Research  Assistance  and  Co-ordination  activities  have 
also  included  transferring  to  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies 
the  responsibility  for  signing,  on  behalf  of  the  University,  all 
research  applications  to  funding  bodies  (except  those  connected 
with  the  Faculty  of  Medicine)  and  of  signing  or  recommending 
to  the  officers  of  the  University  the  signing  of  contracts.  A 
systematic  program  of  processing  these  applications  (and  of 
keeping  track  of  them  for  analysis  and  reporting)  has  been 
developed,  though  more  improving  work  remains  to  be  done. 
There  lies  ahead  the  major  activity  of  building  up  a  greatly 
improved  research  intelligency  system  in  the  University,  so 
that  we  are  able  to  assist  individual  faculty  members  and 
departments,  and  anyone  else  within  the  University  who  is 
interested,  with  useful  information  on  research  programs  and 
sources  of  research  funds  both  in  and  outside  Canada.  A 
beginning  has  been  made,  but  much  remains  to  be  done.  It  is 
not  that  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  is  the  only  point  of 
activity  in  building  up  this  intelligence  network,  but  it  is 
important,  we  believe,  that  the  School  should  be  an  effective 
and  useful  participant  (partner  and  co-operator). 

Planning  for  Current  and  Future  Problems 

Queen’s  is  in  the  process  of  working  out  details  of  its 
plans  for  developments  over  the  next  five  to  10  years.  Special 
attention  has  to  be  given  to  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  in 
this  connection.  All  the  global  forecasts  available  suggest  that 
a  fairly  rapid  growth  in  the  work  of  the  School  and  of  the 
departments  and  institutes  involved  in  graduate  studies  still  lies 
ahead  of  us.  We  are  in  the  process,  with  the  help  of  the  office 
of  the  Director  of  Academic  Planning,  in  a  department- by¬ 
department  review  of  the  situation,  and  we  expect  that  these 
detailed  and  global  elements  will  be  drawn  together  in  a 
systematic  plan  of  development  to  be  considered  by  the  Senate 
and  the  Principal  in  the  autumn  of  1969. 

In  developing  this  plan,  we  are  much  concerned  with  an 
appropriate  place  for  Queen’s  within  the  provincial  universities 
system.  The  Dean  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  is  especial¬ 
ly  concerned  with  these  things,  largely  because  of  this  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Ontario  Advisory  Committee  on  University  Affairs 
and  his  active  work  with  the  Ontario  Council  of  Graduate 
Studies  and  membership  on  the  Canada  Council.  We  are 
particularly  interested  at  the  moment  in  manpower  prospects 
and  how  these  bear  upon  the  development  of  various  elements 
of  our  Graduate  School.  We  have  to  give  a  lot  of  attention  to 
the  development  of  interdisciplinary  activities.  We  are  having 
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to  concern  ourselves  a  great  deal  with  the  implications  of  tri¬ 
mester  counting  and  the  trimester  pay  system  of  supporting 
graduate  studies  within  the  provincial  operating  formula.  We 
have  made  a  beginning  on  the  development  of  committees 
within  the  School,  converting  the  old  standing  committee  into 
a  steering  committee  of  the  School  and  developing  standing 
committees  on  Admissions  and  Degrees,  Student  Affairs  and 
expanding  the  work  of  our  Fellowship  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  has  been  lively  and 
interesting.  It  has  proved  a  very  useful  two-way  line  of 
communication  by  means  of  which  problems  concerning  degree 
prescriptions,  examinations,  housing,  etc.,  can  be  sorted  out 
before  they  become  too  serious.  As  staff  and  students  become 
more  aware  of  its  potential,  it  is  expected  to  contribute  even 
more  effectively  to  the  development  of  the  School.

APPENDIX  E 

The  following  tables  present  a  summary  report  on  the 
support  of  research  at  Queen’s  University  from  the  National 
Research  Council  of  Canada,  the  Canada  Council  and  the 
Department  of  University  Affairs. 

Table  I  summarizes  grants  for  each  department  contain¬ 
ing  members  who  are  eligible  for  National  Research  Council 
(NRC)  support.  The  departments  which  have  very  large 
amounts  of  operating  funds  from  the  National  Research 
Council  are  Chemistry,  Biology,  Physics,  Mathematics, 

Psychology  and  Civil  Engineering,  all  of  which  have  operating 
grant  support  from  NRC  of  more  than  $100,000  per  year. 
Intermediate  levels  of  support  —  more  than  $50,000,  but 
less  than  $100,000  -  are  obtained  by  the  members  of  the 
departments  of  Geological  Sciences,  Electrical  Engineering 
and  Mechanical  Engineering.  The  outstanding  successes  in 
major  equipment  grants  are  Computer  Science,  reflecting  the 
general  mission  support  of  computers  and  computing  by 
NRC,  Chemistry  and  Metallurgical  Engineering. 

Table  II  presents  a  summary  of  grants  for  each  department 
whose  members  are  eligible  for  support  from  the  Canada  Council. 
These  are  divided  into  two  periods: 

(1)  January  1  to  November  21,  1968: 

(2)  November  22,  1968,  to  May  30,  1969. 

This  latter  period  begins  at  the  date  on  which  applications 
for  research  grants  from  the  Canada  Council  were  first  processed 
through  the  office  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies.  The 
material  in  both  parts  of  this  table  is  incomplete.  For  the  total 
period  covered  in  this  table,  the  Department  of  Political  Studies 
received  grants  of  more  than  $200,000.  The  Faculty  of  Law  and 
the  Department  of  Economics  each  received  grants  in  excess  of 
$40,000,  while  the  Industrial  Relations  Centre  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Geography  each  received  grants  totalling  more  than 
$20,000.  • 

Table  III  gives  a  department-by-department  summary  of 
awards  from  the  Department  of  University  Affairs.  For  1969/70, 
the  department  receiving  the  largest  amount  of  support  from 
the  Department  of  University  Affairs  was  Civil  Engineering,  with 
a  total  of  more  than  $24,000.  The  departments  of  Chemistry 
and  Biology  each  received  more  than  $10,000. 

In  considering  these  tables,  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that 
this  is  only  a  partial  report,  based  upon  recent  and  somewhat 
incomplete  statistics.

Annual  Report  of  the  Libraries 

Increasing  pace  has  been  the  keynote  in  the  library  system 
during  1968/69.  Materials  added,  use  of  library  materials,  and 
demand  for  library  services  reached  amounts  never  planned  for 
in  the  early  1960s.  The  consequence  was  acute  crowding  in 
technical  areas  of  the  libraries,  staff  shortages  and  overloads 
throughout,  incipient  bottlenecks  in  certain  manual  operations, 
and  extension  of  certain  services. 

Both  short-and  long-range  planning  for  the  library  system 
became  urgent  matters  by  the  end  of  1968/69.  Two  new  branch 
libraries,  the  growing  cost  of  services,  and  budget  stringencies 
which  preclude  adequate  staffing  of  20  branches  make  it  evident 
at  short  term  that  decentralized  library  service  cannot  be 
adequate  library  service.  In  long  term,  the  target  expansion  of 
the  University’s  enrolment,  and  the  increasing  demand  for 
library  resources  by  the  faculty,  evince  the  need  for  greatly 
increased  physical  library  facilities  within  the  1970s. 

The  Senate  Library  Committee,  which  assumed  its  man¬ 
date  in  1968,  is  gradually  undertaking  to  consider  long-term 
foundation  policy  for  library  development.  Library  planning 
rationalized  upon  sound  academic  planning,  particularly  at  the 
levels  of  graduate  studies  and  research,  will  concern  the  Senate 
Library  Committee. 

Use  of  Library  Materials 

This  area  has  been  better  documented  than  in  previous 
years,  but  for  that  reason  figures  are  not  strictly  comparable. 

It  has  been  possible  to  show  that  the  open  stacks  generate  much 
use.  University  enrolment  rose  approximately  10  per  cent  for 
1968/69,  while  comparable  library  use  rose  more  than  24  per 
cent.  Total  recorded  use  of  libraries  rose  nearly  38  per  cent. 

Patterns  of  library  use  are  changing.  The  demand  has 
been  increasingly  for  individual  study  spaces  (carrels);  for 
extended  hours  (now  until  1  a.m.)  on  a  seven-day  week;  and 
for  greater  availability  of  material  fri  intense  demand  -especially 
reserved  books  and  periodicals.  The  traditional  three-hour 
and  overnight  reserves,  designated  by  instructors  to  the 
number  of  some  7,000  this  year,  are  not  serving  their  intended 
purpose.  Probably  half  of  these  titles  are  not  used  in  the 
Reserve  Room,  while  the  other  half  are  subject  to  abuse  — 
illicit  removal  aggravating  the  potentially  inadequate  supply. 

The  reserve  system  will  be  subjected  to  an  operational  research 
study  this  summer. 

Student  demand  is  growing,  as  it  is  in  other  universities, 
for  reduced  privileges  to  graduate  students  and  faculty.  The 
rationale  of  traditional  loan  periods  has  still  to  be  proven,  and 
this  too,  as  well  as  the  mechanics  of  the  circulation  system,  will 
be  subject  to  study  this  summer. 

Growth  of  the  Library  Resources 

The  net  growth  of  57,861  volumes  during  1968/69  was 
five  times  the  growth  seven  years  ago.  We  are  now  adding  more 
volumes  every  month  than  were  added  annually  1  5  years  ago. 
Budgeted  book  funds  were  $591,070.  Even  this  rate,  with 
the  generous  provision  of  nearly  $100,000  in  supplementary 
book  funds  late  in  the  fiscal  year,  cannot  meet  the  demand  by 
faculty  for  library  resources. 

Notable  success  in  the  Montreal  Book  Auctions,  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  Robinson  collection  of  peninsular  Spanish  language 
and  literature,  of  a  notable  collection  in  Russian  history,  of 
extensive  files  of  French  and  South  African  newspapers  on 
microfilm,  and  of  the  manuscripts  and  papers  of  Hugh  Garner, 
were  among  major  acquisitions  during  the  year.  The  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Chancellor  Richardson  Memorial  Fund,  by  James 
Richardson  &  Sons  Ltd.,  for  the  purchase  of  Canadiana,  must 
be  particularly  marked.  The  Fund  should  develop  for  Queen’s 
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a  Canadians  collection  of  great  distinction  and  major  research 
importance  above  its  already  distinguished  resources. 

The  Acquisition  Division  succeeds  in  obtaining  a  very 
high  proportion  of  the  retrospective,  out-of-print  titles  request¬ 
ed  by  faculty,  including  more  than  40  per  cent  of  titles  for 
which  we  must  advertise  our  wants.  The  effect  of  a  growing 
scheme  of  “approval  and  gathering  plans”  (blanket  or  standing 
orders)  is  now  being  felt.  Nearly  9,000  items  were  received 
on  automatic  shipment  during  1968,  more  than  half  of  them, 
however,  for  the  French  Area  Studies  project. 

However,  neither  physical  facilities  nor  budget  will  permit 
indefinite  expansion  in  total  holdings  nor  in  growth  rate.  The 
problems  of  rationalization  of  resources,  of  most  effective  use 
of  library  resources  in  the  Ontario  university  system,  of 
duplication  only  for  effective  use,  now  become  urgent.  Library 
resources  grow  to  meet  faculty  demand.  Interlibrary  co¬ 
operation  ,  that  rapid  supply  of  resources  available  elsewhere 
in  the  province,  can  assist  but  never  supplant  local  growth. 
Interlibrary  loan  service  markedly  improved  in  rapidity  during 
the  year,  thanks  to  the  co-operative  undertakings  of  the  Ontario 
Council  of  University  Librarians,  but  total  interlibrary  borrow¬ 
ings  were  only  1 8.5  per  cent  above  1967/68,  except  for  the 
Health  Sciences  Library  which  more  than  trebled  its  borrowings. 
This  indicates  that  local  resources  are  still  preferred  to  shared 
resources. 

Rationalization  of  curriculum,  particularly  graduate 
studies  and  research,  will  therefore  be  the  eventual  key  to  the 
problem  of  indefinite  exponential  growth  of  libraries.  Mean¬ 
while,  the  library  system  must  continue  to  ask  for  ever  more 
money,  staff,  and  space,  to  provide  ever  more  resources.  Com¬ 
mittees  on  graduate  and  research  library  requirements,  appoint¬ 
ed  by  the  Committee  of  Presidents  of  Universities  of  Ontario 
and  by  the  Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Canada, 
as  well  as  the  continuing  attention  of  the  Ontario  Council  of 
University  Librarians,  are  wrestling  with  the  problems. 

Growth  in  resources  can  be  accommodated  for  perhaps 
eight  years  in  existing  space.  By  the  mid-1970s,  however,  space 
for  study  will  be  at  a  premium,  technical  areas  will  be  totally 
inadequate  for  the  growing  staff  (they  are  already),  and  stacks 
will  be  reaching  ultimate  capacity. 

Staff 

With  this  massive  increase  in  library  resources  and  library 
use,  the  growth  of  library  staff  to  185  (from  1 14  in  1965/66) 
has  been  only  in  proportion.  It  has  indeed  been  insufficient 
to  provide  library  service  of  the  quality  demanded  across  the 
whole  system  and  deserved  by  all  users:  discerning,  competent 
information  service  and  bibliographic  assistance  from  librarians 
and  experienced  library  assistants,  with  prompt  technical 
processing  of  order  requests  and  incoming  materials.  Our  turn¬ 
over  rate  has  been  39  per  cent,  almost  all,  however,  in  the  clerical 
and  assistant  grades.  The  heavy  load  of  training  involved  has 
considerably  hampered  overall  productivity.  Only  one  out  of 
six  resignations  involved  possible  dissatisfaction  with  library 
employment;  most  involve  graduation,  education,  pregnancy, 
illness,  or  relocation.  Unless  the  constant  pressure  on  staff  is 
relieved,  however,  the  libraries  may  well  lose  irreplaceable  people. 

Dissatisfaction  or  uncertainty  about  the  status  of  librarians 
in  the  University  has  grown  during  the  year,  and,  at  the  Principal’s 
instruction,  the  Senate  Library  Committee  has  been  considering 
the  matter.  Librarians  wish  to  be  scholarly  colleagues  of  other 
members  of  the  academic  community,  formally  recognized  as 
such.  Our  librarians  are  a  team  with  strong  esprit  de  corps;  of 
49  librarians,  some  20  have  advanced  academic  qualifications, 
and  Queen’s  can  consider  itself  highly  fortunate  in  its  library 
staff. 

The  senior  addition  to  the  staff  during  the  year  was  Mrs. 


IRENE  BORYS,  Lie.  en  Droit,  LL.B.,  M.S.  in  L.S.,  as  Chief  Law 
Librarian  and  Associate  Professor  of  Law.  The  immediate  effect 
of  this  appointment  can  be  seen  in  the  1 50  per  cent  increase  in 
Law  Library  activity  over  1967/68. 

Our  Library  Assistants,  two-thirds  of  whom  have  B.A.  or 
other  degrees,  must  again  be  commended  for  carrying  the  heavy 
burden  of  many  library  operations.  Public  service,  branch 
libraries  and  derived  (Library  of  Congress)  cataloging  are  all 
greatly  dependent  on  Library  Assistants  and  Senior  Library 
Assistants  who  form  a  third  of  the  total  staff,  outnumbering 
the  librarians. 

Assistance  to  Users 

Enticement  and  assistance  for  readers  have  been  carried  on 
by  the  Reference  and  Research  Division,  which  handled  6,675 
inquiries,  including  56  major  literature  searches,  three  indexing 
projects,  and  leaflets  assisting  patrons  in  using  indexes  to  theses, 
and  the  interlibrary  loan  service.  Major  growth  in  interlibrary 
loan  -  each  transaction  of  which  involves  painstaking  personal 
service  -  saw  4,648  items  borrowed  for  Queen’s  users  and 
4,491  items  lent  by  Queen’s.  The  slide  lectures,  tutorials  and 
tours,  begun  in  1967  to  orient  users  to  library  services,  have 
become  increasingly  popular.  Lectures  on  bibliography  given 
by  the  Reference  staff  are  now  a  regular  part  of  certain  courses 
in  the  departments  of  French  and  German. 

Faculty  Libraries,  Branches,  and  Special  Services 

The  Education  Library  developing  for  McArthur  College 
is  now  reaching  stature,  as  is  our  Department  of  Special  Collec¬ 
tions  which,  according  to  a  1968  survey,  is  third  in  size  in  Canada. 

The  Documents  collection  was  strengthened  by  major 
acquisitions  (twelve  tons)  of  United  States  government  pub¬ 
lications  and  the  microprint  edition  of  the  United  Nations 
documents  1946/1956.  Even  more  significant  was  the  Library’s 
first  approach  to  computerized  processing,  with  a  pilot  run  and 
printout  of  listings  which  will  eventually  supercede  traditional 
card  cataloging  of  documents.  Keypunching  has  now  given  way 
to  ATS  linking  with  the  Computing  Centre  directly. 

Use  of  the  branch  library  system  rose  even  more  sharply 
than  use  of  the  main  library.  Additional  staff  are  now  direly 
needed,  not  only  for  the  routine  work  of  which  circulation  is 
a  crude  measure,  but  in  order  that  some  libraries  may  have  even 
one  fulltime  staff  member.  Users  deserve  a  more  intensive  level 
of  service,  as  well,  and  this  can  only  be  given  when  well  qualified 
librarians,  with  a  diversity  of  specialized  background,  can  be 
budgeted  for,  recruited,  and  accepted  by  the  faculty. 

Unfortunately,  20  small  branch  libraries  cannot  all  be  so 
staffed.  A  prime  need  of  the  Queen’s  information  system  is  a 
more  centralized  service  to  science  and  engineering.  The  inter¬ 
disciplinary,  not  to  say  often  conflicting,  needs  of  the  many 
departments  mean  that  only  a  major  science  and  engineering 
library  unit  can  well  serve  our  teachers  and  researchers. 

Late  in  the  academic  year  the  new  Mathematics  Library 
in  Jeffery  Hall  opened.  It  will  reach  its  potential  in  due  time, 
but  it  illustrates  the  possibilities  of  a  major  branch  unit.  Such 
a  library  could  serve  a  group  of  buildings,  connected  by  tunnel 
or  walkway.  Only  when  inadequate  individual  departmental 
libraries  can  be  superceded  by  coalesced  units  of  ample  size 
can  library  and  information  service  be  markedly  improved. 

Under  the  distinguished  direction  of  Dr  JOHN  ARCHER, 
the  University  Archives  made  major  additions,  including  papers 
of  Senator  T.A.  Crerar,  the  International  Longshoremen’s 
Association  Local  1477,  Adam  Shortt,  the  Calvin  Lumber  Co., 
Senator  C.G.  Power,  the  Hon.  Justice  John  R.  Matheson,  the 
Kirkpatrick  family,  and  John  Watson.  These  growing  archives 
were  used  by  984  researchers,  and  Archives  staff  answered  151 
detailed  and  extensive  research  queries  by  mail. 
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To  end  on  a  light  note,  the  new  look  in  branch  libraries 
has  seen  the  Mathematics  and  the  still  incomplete  Psychology 
libraries,  brightly  carpeted,  vie  with  the  renovated  Geography 
Library,  which  went  from  drab  to  gay.  The  air-conditioned 
environment  of  such  a  quiet  study  area  can  stand  against  any 
Ontario  university  library.  By  the  mid-1970s,  Queen’s  will 
require  another  major  library  facility;  these  new  units  can  show 
the  possibilities,  and  our  library  staff  will  demonstrate  the 
service.

General  Comments 

This  report  covers  the  period  from  April  1,  1968,  to 
March  31,  1969.  During  this  period  the  Computing  Centre 
continued  to  play  an  increasing  role  in  education  and  research 
in  most  faculties.  Undergraduate  students  made  good  use  of  the 
expanded  facilities  for  high-speed  solution  of  small  problems, 
and  graduate  students  used  the  computer  to  a  greater  extent 
than  ever  before.  Queen’s  continued  to  provide  excellent  under¬ 
graduate  computing  service,  with  tumaraound  times  for  student 
jobs  of  the  order  of  five  minutes  90_per  cent  of  the  time. 

The  formation  of  the  Department  of  Computing  and 
Information  Science  as  an  academic  department  in  Arts  and 
Science  in  August  permitted  the  Computing  Centre  staff  to 
concentrate  on  service  aspects  and  management  of  the  facility, 
rather  than  on  academic  matters. 

In  July,  Mr.  LEN  GRAHAM  was  appointed  Assistant 
Director,  Academic  Services.  In  October,  the  Director,  Professor 
MERS  KUTT,  resigned  to  enter  the  commercial  computing  field. 
He  was  replaced  by  the  former  Assistant  Director,  Mr.  BILL 
JENKINS.  The  staff  of  the  Centre  increased  from  34  to  61  full¬ 
time  members. 

Due  to  budgetary  limitations,  imposed  by  the  change  in 
Provincial  Government  policy  away  from  direct  grants  for 
computing  equipment,  it  was  not  possible  to  acquire  a  larger 
computer.  However,  by  increasing  the  computer  memory  and 
by  using  more  advanced  systems  programs,  it  was  possible  to 
make  better  use  of  the  capacity  of  the  IBM  360  Model  50. 

Improvements  were  made  in  procedures  for  user  services. 
Experiments  were  carried  out  in  time-sharing  and  batch  process¬ 
ing  to  improve  the  range  of  services  available  to  users.  Consider¬ 
able  programming  in  data  processing  was  carried  out  in  support 
of  the  University  Administration,  particularly  in  student  records 
and  in  conversion  to  the  IBM  360  Model  20  from  tabulating 
equipment. 

IBM  360  Model  20  was  installed  in  the  Computing  Centre 
in  January.  It  was  recently  moved  to  Richardson  Hall,  where  it 
will  serve  the  computing  needs  of  the  University  Administration 
as  a  terminal  to  the  Model  50  for  large  jobs. 

Service  Aspects 

The  computing  equipment  now  located  at  Queen’s 
University  under  the  management  of  the  Computing  Centre 
consists  of  the  following: 

a.  IBM  System  360  Model  50  processor  (with  512,000 
bytes  of  core  storage). 

(i)  On-line  peripheral  equipment  — 

(1)  one  disk  bed  (with  224  million  bytes  of  storage) 

(2)  four  tape  drives 

(3)  two  high-speed  printers 

(4)  two  card  read  punches 

(5)  four  control  units 

(6)  one  Communications  Control  Unit 

(7)  18  typewriter  terminals 

(8)  two  teletype  terminals 

b.  One  Digital  Equipment  Corporation  PDP-9  digital  computer 

c.  One  Calcomp  Model  663  digital  plotter 

d.  One  Hewlett-Packard  D-2020  tape  drive 

e.  One  Varian  622/1  digital  computer  (with  card  reader  and 
IBM  23 1 1  disk  drive) 

f.  Unit  record  equipment  including  a  card  sorter,  reproducer, 
verifier,  interpreter,  and  67  keypunches. 

During  the  period  under  review,  significant  improvements 
were  made  through  the  installation  of  additional  equipment, 
the  provision  of  additional  users’  services,  and  through  changes 
in  Computing  Centre  building  facilities. 

The  central  computer  complex,  an  IBM  System/360  Model 
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50,  was  increased  to  512,000  bytes  of  core  storage  in  November. 
Later  in  the  same  month,  the  four  231 1  disk  drives  were  replaced 
by  a  2314  disk  bed  providing  a  total  of  224  million  bytes  of 
storage. 

Two  new  service  sections  were  formed  within  the  Comptit- 
ing  Centre  organization.  These  were: 

a.  User  Services,  a  part  of  the  Centre  Administration 
group  which  provides  information,  assistance  and  customer 
service  to  new  and  continuing  users  of  the  central  computing 
facility. 

b.  Input/Output  Control,  a  part  of  the  Computer  Opera¬ 
tions  group,  which  receives  and  dispatches  all  jobs  submitted 
for  processing  by  the  central  computer. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Computing  Centre  extension 
in  October,  the  user  service  facilities  were  greatly  improved.  The 
Computer  Room  was  increased  in  size  by  a  factor  of  three; 
badly  needed  office  space  was  provided,  a  seminar/briefing  room 
became  available  once  again,  and  the  faculty  and  student  areas 
were  enlarged  to  provide  adjoining  but  separate  rooms  for  the 
WATFOR  terminal,  keypunching  and  program  preparation. 
Without  the  building  extension,  computing  services  and  working 
conditions  would  have  been  deplorable  in  view  of  the  increased 
demands  for  computer  use. 

The  table  below  indicates  the  use  of  the  central  computing 
facility  by  faculty.  The  figures  represent  hours  of  computer 
time  used  for  the  period  from  April,  1968,  through  March  31, 

1 969.  During  this  period  a  total  of  44,200  jobs  were  run.

The  Computing  Centre  expanded  and  improved  the 
advisory  and  programming  services  it  offers  to  users.  A  full-time 
faculty  advisor  was  hired,  strengthening  a  service  of  great  value 
to  academic  users  in  coping  with  problems  encountered  in  their 
programs.  Since  many  users  have  need  for  specialized  assistance 
outside  the  immediate  areas  of  programming  and  data  prepara¬ 
tion,  the  Computing  Centre  provided  for  the  first  time  a  Consult¬ 
ing  Service  in  Statistics.  Recruiting  was  done  and  staff  were 
hired  to  provide  specialized  services  of  this  type  in  other 
disciplines  closely  allied  to  computing,  such  as  numerical  analysis. 

The  Computing  Centre  continued  to  provide  complete 
programming  services  for  users  who,  for  various  reasons,  do  not 
wish  to  do  their  programming  themselves.  Several  programs  were 
written  to  analyze  large  amounts  of  data  and  prepare  summary 
tables.  In  the  scientific  area,  programs  were  developed  to  assist 
staff  members  in  radio  physics  in  the  analysis  of  data  from  the 
Radio  Physics  Observatory  at  the  University  of  Maryland. 

A  major  involvement  was  the  programming  support  and 
economic  analysis  of  the  effect  of  job  retraining  in  North 
Carolina.  This  analysis  used  relatively  standard  statistical  tech¬ 
niques  but  presented  unusal  problems  of  data  validation.  A 
start  was  made  in  the  important  area  of  non-numeric  computing 
with  the  programming  of  a  concordance  for  German  poetry. 

This  type  of  program,  as  opposed  to  the  more  conventional 
scientific  analysis,  will  be  requested  more  and  more  often  as 


usage  of  the  computer  in  the  humanities  increases. 

Software  Projects  for  Central  Computer 

Several  major  changes  were  made  during  the  year  in  the 
operating  system  of  the  central  computer.  The  most  important 
of  these  was  the  first  implementation  at  Queen’s  of  the  most 
advanced  multi-programming  operating  system  available  from 
IBM.  This  system  was  put  on  a  central  computer  in  December, 
1968,  and  will  be  the  operating  system  on  the  360  computer 
for  the  foreseeable  future.  By  sharing  the  computer’s  resources 
flexibly  among  a  number  of  programs,  it  permits  their  more 
efficient  utilization  and  multiplies  the  effectiveness  of  the 
computer. 

An  experiment  with  the  time-sharing  languages,  APL  and 
CPS,  begun  in  April  of  1968,  was  successfully  completed  in 
January,  1969.  It  showed  that  there  is  a  considerable  and 
increasing  interest  in  time-sharing  services  on  the  campus.  These 
languages  were  available  for  limited  daily  periods  only.  In  view 
of  their  popularity  it  is  planned  to  offer  them  in  September 
in  a  version  soon  to  be  available  that  permits  other  programs  to 
run  at  the  same  time. 

A  significant  step  towards  large-scale  activity  in  informa¬ 
tion  retrieval  was  taken  in  February,  1969,  when  the  Computing 
Centre  implemented  the  text  editing  language,  ATS.  This  system 
is  available  during  normal  working  hours  each  day,  and  is  being 
used  currently  to  create  data  bases  for  two  large-scale  informa¬ 
tion  retrieval  projects  in  Law.  Other  projects  are  planned  in 
the  Biology  Department  and  the  Library  which  will  make  use 
of  it. 

The  Software  Group  was  also  involved  in  planning,  co¬ 
ordinating,  or  presenting  in-house  educational  seminars  for 
programmers  and  computer  operators.  It  continued  to  provide 
assistance  to  users  in  coping  with  the  problems  arising  from  the 
operating  system  by  the  compilers. 

The  program  library  has  been  well  used  by  the  users  as 
they  have  become  more  familiar  with  its  function.  During  the 
year,  141  special  programs  were  ordered  for  users  and  240  sub¬ 
routines  and  programs  were  borrowed  for  duplication.  The 
subroutines  and  subprograms  most  in  demand  are  now  resident 
on  disk  files  where  programmers  have  ready  access  to  them 
through  their  programs.  Most  of  the  subroutine  packages  have 
been  revised  and  updated  by  new  additions  or  versions  during 
the  year. 

Satellite  Computer  Project 

The  Computing  Centre  expanded  its  work  on  the  project 
to  give  access  to  the  360/50  from  small  computers  on  the  campus. 
When  completed,  this  system  will  make  available  to  these  com¬ 
puters  the  full  resources  of  the  central  computer.  As  well,  it 
will  provide  researchers  on  campus  with  complete  facilities  for 
conversion  of  data  prior  to  analysis  on  the  main  computer. 

A  Varian  Data  Machine  6221  was  purchased  during  the 
year  to  be  the  primary  link  between  the  360/50  and  the  remote 
computers.  Work  is  under  way  to  attach  to  it  an  IBM  disk 
storage  unit  of  large  capacity.  This  will  serve  as  a  primary  stor¬ 
age  facility  for  the  small  computers  which  typically  have  very 
limited  storage  themselves. 

The  PDP-9  computer  purchased  in  the  previous  year  by 
the  Computing  Centre  will  be  integrated  into  the  satellite 
system.  A  special  multi-programming  monitor  has  been  written 
for  the  PDP-9  to  enable  any  number  of  different  data  conversion 
programs  to  be  run  concurrently.  A  library  of  these  data 
conversion  programs  is  being  built  according  to  user  requirements. 

The  Computing  Centre  co-operated  during  the  year  with 
Biomedical  Electronics  to  build  a  high-speed  data  link  to  Earl 
Hall  for  use  by  the  ECG  project  and  other  groups  in  Medicine. 

This  marks  the  second  of  these  links  to  be  operational,  the  first 


being  to  Electrical  Engineering  in  the  previous  year. 

Data  Processing 

For  the  past  year,  the  efforts  of  the  Data  Processing  group 
have  been  largely  concentrated  in  two  areas. 

In  one  area,  we  have  been  converting  the  existing  systems 
for  fees  processing,  budgeting  and  payroll  for  operation  on  the 
IBM  360  Model  20  computer  installed  in  Richardson  Hall.  This 
involved  writing  many  programs  which  are  now  completed,  and 
the  systems  went  into  operation  on  May  1,  1969. 

In  the  other  area,  a  stage  of  further  development  of  the 
Student  Record  System  has  been  undertaken.  The  object  is  to 
capitalize  on  the  past  two  years’  experience  in  this  field  and 
design  a  more  complete  set  of  checking  procedures  on  input 
and  a  more  flexible  retrieval  capability.  This  work  is  likely  to 
extend  in  stages  throughout  this  year  and  part  of  1970. 

As  work  on  the  conversion  reduces,  two  new  projects  are 
getting  under  way.  These  will  furnish  the  University  with  a 
mechanized  personnel  system,  an  extended  payroll  system  and  a 
rationalized  system  of  account  codes  and  budgeting  procedures. 

This  work,  when  complete,  couples  with  an  extension  of 
the  work  at  present  being  carried  out  by  Messrs.  TAYLOR, 
LIEBERFELD,  and  HELDMAN  in  the  area  of  space  utilization 
and  should  go  far  toward  providing  the  University  with  an 
integrated  data  base. 

Future  Plans 

In  July,  1969,  we  expect  to  implement  an  internal  charg¬ 
ing  system  for  computer  service.  Under  this  system,  computer 
dollars  will  be  made  available  to  Faculties  and  departments, 
based  on  budget  requests. 

This  system  should  assist  the  Computing  Centre  in  its 
desire  to  meet  the  stated  needs  of  the  Faculties.  Eventually  it 
is  expected  that  computer  dollars  will  become  real  dollars  and 
the  Faculties  will  be  able  to  choose  whether  they  wish  to  buy 
computer  services  from  our  centre  or  from  commercial  services. 

A  classroom  facility  for  the  teaching  of  APL  will  be 
installed  this  September  in  Jeffery  Hall.  APL  (A  Programming 
Language)  was  developed  by  Dr  KENNETH  IVERSON,  Fellow 
of  the  IBM  Corporation,  who  is  a  Queen’s  graduate  in  Engineer¬ 
ing.  It  has  been  widely  accepted  as  a  valuable  language  for 
computer-assisted  instruction  and  mathematical  computations. 
Students  in  all  faculties  will  make  use  of  the  classroom.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  WOMEN 


Dean  of  Women 

After  10  years  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  I  am 
now  able  to  report  the  finished  construction  of  the  Women’s 
Residences  within  the  complex  that  comprises  Ban  Righ  with 
67  students  living  in;  Adelaide  Hall  with  103;  Chown  Hall  with 
1 66 ;  and  Victoria  Hall  with  778,  for  a  total  of  1,114. 

The  third  and  fourth  wings  of  Victoria  Hall  opened  in 
September,  1968,  not  quite  as  planned,  not  quite  finished 
because  of  a  prolonged  strike  of  electricians  during  July,  but 
with  all  the  students  assigned  to  them  living  in,  201  of  them 
living  three  in  a  room  waiting  for  the  final  completion  of  the 
areas.  Although  this  situation  created  some  confusion  for  a 
month  or  two,  there  was  no  housing  crisis  as  far  as  women  were 
concerned.  Emergency  housing  arranged  in  private  homes  and 
within  the  residence  was  not  used.  I  opened  the  annex  houses 
at  1  54  and  168  Stuart  Street  for  25  students,  and  now  at  the 
end  of  the  year  our  numbers  in  residence  are  1,132  with  eight 
empty  beds.  This  does  not  mean  that  residence  space  exceeds 
the  demands.  The  empty  beds  are  in  the  new  wings  where 
Freshettes  occupy  double  rooms,  and  these  are  difficult  to  fill 
except  with  other  Freshettes.  All  first-year  women  were 
satisfactorily  housed  and  did  not  want  to  live  in  residence,  either 
because  they  were  living  at  home  in  Kingston  or  because  they 
had  found  lodgings  in  the  city  which  suited  them  better  for 
personal  or  financial  reasons. 

As  a  result  of  the  completion  of  Victoria  Hall,  which 
added  400  beds  to  that  building,  50  per  cent  of  the  women 
registered  in  full-time  academic  programmes  at  Queen’s  Univers¬ 
ity,  including  McArthur  College,  lived  in  residence  during  the 
1968/69  session  as  compared  with  42  per  cent  in  1967/68. 

In  1969/70  the  annex  houses  on  Stuart  Street  will  go, 
but  if  the  admission  of  first-year  women  remains  approximately 
the  same  as  in  September,  1968,  the  total  of  1,114  beds  in 
residence  should  be  adequate,  with  city  accommodation 
released  by  the  opening  in  September  of  the  Earl  Street  residence 
for  96  men  and  the  260  units  for  married  students  on  Block  T, 
adjacent  to  the  West  Campus. 

Housing  is  always  one  of  my  major  concerns,  and  my 
reports  have  been  filled  with  a  continuous  comment  on  where 
women  students  will  live  on  this  campus  and  how  they  will  live. 
Patterns  of  living  have  undergone  many  changes  in  the  last  1 0 
years.  It  is  a  question  now  whether  a  massive  structure  like 
Victoria  Hall  would  ever  have  been  built  if  we  could  have 
foreseen  the  trends.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  typical  of  its  kind 
on  other  Canadian  campuses,  newly  built  and  not,  by  present 
standards,  obsolete.  Granted  there  is  a  growing  preference  for 
co-educational  residences,  and  no  doubt  the  next  residence, 
perhaps  on  the  West  Campus,  will  be  constructed  to  accom¬ 
modate  men  and  women  in  two  separate  wings,  with  communal 
facilities  for  recreation  and  dining.  The  residence  for  students 
of  McArthur  College  of  Education,  to  open  in  September,  1970, 
is  so  designed.  The  co-operative  residences  reflect  this 
contemporary  design  for  living  on  a  University  campus. 

Science  ’44  Co-op  has  made  remarkable  progress  this  past 
year  in  opening  seven  houses  for  69  students,  29  of  them  women. 
One  house  is  to  be  added  to  the  existing  division,  bringing  the 
total  accommodation  up  to  80  in  which  35-  40  will  be  women. 
Two  new  divisions  of  75  students  each  are  planned  for 
September,  which  would  mean  that  if  all  goes  well,  co-operative 
housing  in  its  present  context  would  house  230  students  by 
September,  1969.  I  am  entirely  in  favour  of  co-operative  hous¬ 
ing  if  it  can  maintain  its  present  careful  screening  of  residents 
and  wise  financial  planning  and  maintenance.  Its  continued 
success  depends  on  the  maturity  of  those  who  live  in  its  various 
houses  and  therefore  it  needs  to  recuit  its  members  from  those 
who  have  experienced  at  least  one  year  in  the  University. 
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The  traditional  residences  for  women  provide  a  good 
orientation  period  for  the  Freshettes  and,  indeed,  may  in  time 
become  almost  exclusively  for  first-and  second-year  women. 

At  least  they  are  flexible  enough  in  the  variety  of  buildings 
to  meet  changes  that  the  future  will  dictate.  The  installation 
of  private  telephones  in  every  room  has  developed  a  privacy 
that  floor  telephones  and  buzzer  systems  denied.  Employing 
Beaver  Food  Services  in  September,  1968,  established  one 
food  service  in  Leonard  Hall,  Ban  Righ  and  the  Students’ 
Memorial  Union,  and  has  made  co-educational  dining  a  real 
possibility;  although  this  past  year  men  and  women  ate  together 
in  Ban  Righ  and  Leonard  dining  rooms  only  three  nights  a 
week  on  free  exchange  of  meals. 

The  contemporary  philosophy  of  “open  house”  has  been 
the  subject  of  debate  and  vote  in  the  women’s  residences,  but 
so  far  is  expressed  only  on  Sundays  from  2:00  until  10:00  p.m., 
when  men  may  visit  in  the  rooms  under  defined  rules  of  order. 
However,  I  can  foresee  an  extension  of  these  hours,  especially 
now  that  the  men’s  residences  have  open  house  24  hours  a 
day.  There  is,  of  course,  a  problem  that  exists  in  women’s 
residences  that  does  not  exist  in  men’s  —  the  problem  of  securi¬ 
ty.  Once  men  are  admitted  to  the  bedroom  floors,  any  man 
may  find  his  way  in  without  notice.  There  is  also  more  reluc¬ 
tance  among  women  than  among  men  to  give  up  their  traditional 
privacy.  I  have  confidence  in  the  student  government  in  residence 
to  handle  these  problems  and  to  make  their  decisions  wisely  and 
cautiously  if  the  majority  vote  in  favour  of  extended  open  hours. 

Student  government  in  the  women’s  residences  has  made 
great  strides  in  the  last  few  years,  reflecting  the  general  desire 
on  the  part  of  University  students  to  govern  their  own  affairs. 

I  have  kept  my  office  in  the  residences  largely  because  the 
first-year  women  live  in  and  I  consider  it  most  important  to 
meet  them  and  come  to  know  them.  The  effect  of  this  has 
been,  I  know,  for  me  to  be  regarded  as  the  ruler  of  state,  and 
even  though  I  feel  that  I  am  working  with  them  in  the  same 
interests,  there  is  no  acceptance  anymore  for  the  ‘in  loco 
parentis’  concept. 

We  have  been  slow  in  the  administration  of  women’s 
residences  to  relinquish  the  traditions  of  their  protective  nature, 
and  now  we  do  so  in  a  time  of  new  problems,  when  the  use  of 
drugs,  co-educational  living,  confrontations  and  protest  move¬ 
ments  complicate  the  transition  from  the  old  ways  to  the  new  . 
There  will  be  a  need  for  constant  and  intelligent  communication 
among  students  and  the  administrative  staff  and  Dons  in 
residence;  and  an  even  greater  communication  between  residence 
government  and  the  student  government  invested  in  the  Alma 
Mater  Society,  in  the  growing  recognition  of  the  desire  to 
develop  a  mature  self-discipline  on  Queen’s  campus. 

Whether  my  office  remains  in  Victoria  Hall  or  not,  my 
work  must  extend  beyond  the  responsibility  for  women’s 
residences.  My  assistant,  Miss  SHIRLEY  MASON,  is  becoming 
more  involved  with  in-residence  students,  with  admissions 
policies  and  general  counselling.  She  is  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  International  Centre,  and  is  an  advisor  to  foreign 
students.  Together,  we  are  trying  to  strengthen  our  association 
with  Kingston  residents,  to  be  available  to  the  women  who 
live  out  of  residence,  and  to  develop  a  significant  knowledge 
of  the  role  of  women  in  the  University  and  in  society;  their 
continuing  education;  their  employment  in  the  summer  recess 
and  the  professional  fields  they  enter  after  graduation. 

Mrs  ELIZABETH  TRUMPER,  as  residence  administrator, 
is  in  charge  of  the  physical  plant  operation,  business  administra¬ 
tion  and  summer  conferences.  The  three  of  us  live  in  residence, 
Miss  MASON  in  Chown  Hall,  Mrs  TRUMPER  and  I  in  Victoria 
Hall,  and,  with  1 2  Dons,  we  try  to  establish  good  relationship 
between  Administration  and  students  involved  in  similar  living 
conditions. 


I  find  that  my  own  time  is  more  and  more  occupied 
with  committees  associated  with  student  affairs  —  the  Health 
Council;  the  Women’s  Athletic  Board  of  Control;  the  Sub¬ 
committee  on  Housing;  the  Ad-Hoc  Committee  on  Housing; 
the  Advisory  Committee  of  McArthur  College;  the  Ban  Righ 
Residence  Board;  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Co-operative 
Residences;  the  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  As 
president  of  the  Canadian  Association  of  Women  Deans  and 
Advisors,  I  have  found  a  stimulating  interest  in  what  is  taking 
place  on  other  campuses  in  university  government  and  student 
affairs  as  they  relate  to  women  students. 

I  value  my  membership  in  the  English  Department, 
and  my  teaching,  be  it  only  one  course;  on  the  Faculty  Board 
of  the  Arts  and  Science  Faculty  ;  the  Committee  of  Departments 
and  the  Board  of  Studies.  These  associations  keep  me  in  the 
main  stream  of  the  academic  life  of  the  University,  in  its  new 
approaches  to  teaching  and  learning,  in  curriculum  changes  and 
new  courses,  in  the  whole  academic  structure  as  it  exists  within 
Queen’s  University  to-day.

The  Men’s  Residence  Board,  during  the  current  year,  has 
approved  an  admissions  policy  for  the  new  residences  that  are 
to  be  occupied  in  the  autumn  of  1969.  These  are  the  residence 
for  96  single  men  on  Earl  Street  and  the  260  apartments  being 
built  for  married  students  on  the  west  side  of  Sir  John  A. 
Macdonald  Boulevard.  The  Earl  Street  residence  will  accommo¬ 
date  senior  undergraduate  and  law  students.  The  places  there 
available,  added  to  those  for  senior  undergraduates  on  Leonard 
Field,  have  been  assigned  to  the  various  faculties  in  proportion 
to  faculty  registrations. 

A  further  change  has  taken  place  in  the  arrangements 
permitting  women  visitors  in  the  men’s  rooms.  In  the  autumn 
of  1966,  limited  visiting  hours  were  arranged  for  week-ends. 

The  hours  were  extended  in  the  autumn  of  1967.  During  the 
current  year,  unrestricted  visiting  hours  have  been  established. 
The  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  questioned  the 
wisdom  of  the  change,  but,  after  holding  a  general  meeting 
with  the  residents  on  Leonard  Field  on  January  9,  and  after 
reconsideration  of  the  matter  by  the  Inter-Residence  Council, 
the  Board  agreed  that  the  Inter-Residence  Council  should  be 
given  responsibility  for  implementing  the  change  that  it  had 
requested. 

Students’  residence  fees  have  had  to  be  increased  for  the 
coming  year.  This  change  was  discussed  at  a  joint  meeting  of 
the  Board  and  the  Inter-Residence  Council  with  senior  admin¬ 
istrative  officers  of  the  University,  on  November  27. 

The  prospect  of  occupying  two  new  residence  buildings 
in  1969,  and  new  residences  on  the  west  campus  in  1970,  has 
focussed  attention  on  the  necessity  of  co-ordinating  residence 
administration  and  policy-making.  Senior  officers  of  the 
University  have  suggested  the  desirability  of  creating  a 
Residence  Board  to  act  as  a  general  policy-making  body.  The 
Men’s  Residences  Board  has  considered  this  matter,  and  on 
May  1  agreed  to  give  support  in  principle  to  this  plan. 

With  the  end  of  this  academic  year,  Professor  R.W. 
THOMPKINS  leaves  the  Board.  He  had  served  in  the  years 
before  1966,  when  the  Board  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees , 
and  when  the  development  of  residences  on  Leonard  Field  was 
going  forward.  After  June  1,  1966,  when  the  status  of  the 
Board  was  altered,  he  was  named  by  the  Senate  for  a  three-year 
term  on  the  newly  constituted  Board.  Members  expressed  their 
appreciation  of  the  long  service  and  wise  counsel  that  Professor 
THOMPKINS  had  given. 

Professor  W.B.  RICE  has  been  named  by  the  Senate  as 
a  new  member  of  the  Board.  Mr  LORNE  C.  MUSSELMAN, 
Chairman  of  Inter-Residence  Council,  served  as  a  member  and 
will  be  succeeded  by  Mr  ROBERT  CUTHBERTSON. 

Continuing  to  serve  on  the  Board  are  Professor  F.A. 
MACLACHLAN,  Professor  M.W.  EDWARDS,  Rev  Dr.  A.M. 
LAVERTY,  Judge  J.R.  MATHESON,  Dr  G.  DOUGLAS- 
MURRAY,  D.R.  ATACK  and  R.A.  LITTLE.  Ex-officio  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  board  are  Principal  J.J.  DEUTSCH;  Vice-Principal 
F.W.  GIBSON;  Professor  G.  MCGRATH,  Director  of  Men’s 
Residences;  Mr  J.E.  WRIGHT,  Warden  of  the  Students’  Mem¬ 
orial  Union;  and  Professor  T.S.  WEBSTER,  Dean  of  Student 
Affairs.  Mr  G.J.H.  WATTSFORD,  Director  of  Administrative 
Services,  is  secretary  of  the  Board.

WOMEN’S  ATHLETIC  PROGRAMME 

Administration  Boards 

The  Women’s  Athletic  Board  of  Control  acts  as  the 
advisory  body  for  all  women’s  athletics  and  also  supervises  the 
budget.  It  is  a  standing  committee  of  the  A. M.S.  The  Women’s 
Athletic  Committee,  composed  of  students,  is  the  group  which 
administrates  the  details  of  the  intramural  and  extramural 
programmes. 

Intramural  Athletics 

The  stress  in  intramural  is  on  participation,  and  individual 
awards  are  given  for  this,  rather  than  to  winning  teams.  The 
women  have  been  divided  for  competition  into  12  groups 
representing  various  residences  or  out-of-residence  students. 
Seven  sports  were  offered  for  competition  in  1968/69,  and  of 
these,  volleyball,  swimming,  and  badminton  drew  the  largest 
number  of  participants.  The  intramural  program  is  hampered 
by  insufficient  facilities  and  this  may  be  one  reason  why  the 
number  of  students  participating  is  less  than  we  would  desire. 

Also,  there  has  been  a  gradual  shift  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  students  over  to  recreational  and  co-educational 
activities.  The  Board  is  supporting  these  interests  where  they 
seem  to  be  more  attractive  than  intramural  events. 

The  Intramural  Director,  Mrs  GWYNNE  THOMPSON, 
spurred  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  swimming  when  she  introduc¬ 
ed  a  contest  among  the  competing  groups  to  be  the  first  to  swim 
the  equivalent  distance  to  Gananoque  by  accumulating  lengths 
of  the  pool  over  the  winter  term. 

Intercollegiate  Athletics 

Women  students  attending  Ontario  and  Quebec  univers¬ 
ities  may  compete  in  two  conferences.  The  Women’s  Inter¬ 
collegiate  Athletic  Union  grew  out  of  basketball  and  hockey 
competitions  among  McGill,  Queen’s  and  Toronto  universities, 
starting  in  1 921 .  In  later  years  the  universities  of  Western, 
McMaster  and  Guelph  joined,  to  form  a  six-member  conference 
that  holds  championship  tournaments  in  nine  sports. 

The  new  universities  and  those  older  ones  which  have 
recently  introduced  an  athletic  program  for  the  women 
students  have  formed  a  second  conference  with  12  members. 

In  sports  in  which  it  is  feasible  to  have  a  large  number  of 
participants,  the  two  conferences  hold  joint  tournaments. 

Queen’s  entered  a  team  in  the  field  hockey  competition 
for  the  first  time  this  year.  They  also  sent  teams  to  two  new 
tournaments  —  track  and  field  and  gymnastics. 

Queen’s  was  hostess  to  the  ice  hockey  and  the  badminton 
tournaments  and,  in  addition,  presented  a  dance  workshop  for 
the  benefit  of  students  from  universities  and  high  schools. 

Frau  TIL  THIELE  of  Germany  and  Miss  JUDY  JARVIS  of  our 
staff  conducted  the  workshop.  Queen’s  served  as  secretary  of 
the  Women’s  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Union  this  year,  and  in 
this  capacity  hosted  the  Annual  Meeting  of  this  conference  in 
Kingston.

REPORT  OF  THE  ATHLETIC  BOARD  OF  CONTROL 
INTERCOLLEGIATE  ATHLETICS 

As  was  indicated  in  last  year’s  report,  the  extent  of  the 
Colour  Night  Awards  banquet  is  fairly  indicative  of  the  year’s 
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athletic  successes.  Last  March  13  proved  to  be  an  especially 
long  and  happy  evening  devoted  to  honoring  Queen’s  athletes. 

Principal  JOHN  DEUTSCH  gave  the  “toast  to  the  athletes” 
address,  to  which  one  of  our  nationally  renowned  Queensmen, 
CHIPMAN  DRURY,  made  an  exceptionally  concise  and  pleas¬ 
ing  reply. 

Our  football  representatives  -  after  a  disappointing  finish 
during  the  previous  year  -  had  promised  “to  try  harder”  in 
’68.  They  did.  The  past  season  was  probably  one  of  the  most 
successful  in  Queen’s  football  history.  After  winning  the  Yates 
Cup  for  the  O.Q.A.A.  championship,  the  team  proceeded  to 
overtake  the  Western  Canada  Champions  in  the  playoff  in 
Winnipeg;  finally,  they  won  the  Vanier  Cup,  emblematic  of  the 
National  College  Championship  --  the  first  one  officially  sanction¬ 
ed  by  the  Canadian  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Union. 

Our  rugger  representatives  also  returned  to  top  form  in 
’68:  the  team  won  the  East  Section  championship  and  lost  a 
very  close  game  to  Toronto  University  in  the  finals. 

The  Curling  team,  with  the  same  members  as  last  year, 
took  the  championship  for  the  second  consecutive  year. 

Our  formidable  ski  team  literally  ran  away  with  the 
competition  this  past  season,  bringing  home  several  trophies, 
along  with  the  O.Q.A.A.  team  championship  and  the  individual 
four-way  championship  Skimeister  trophy. 

As  they  had  done  during  the  past  two  or  three  years, 
several  members  of  our  track  and  field  team  remained  among 
the  top  of  the  nation’s  honour  roll.  This  team  placed  third 
among  the  O.Q.A.A.  members,  but  BRIAN  DONNELLY, 

DAVE  ELLIS,  BILL  HOUSTON  and  ROBERT  LINGWOOD 
won  more  than  a  fair  share  of  “firsts”  during  the  past  season, 

The  feats  of  more  than  200  men  and  100  women  were 
acknowledged,  and  many  trophies,  plaques  and  school  letters 
were  presented,  but  the  climax  of  another  Colour  Night  came 
with  the  presentation  to  CHIPMAN  DRURY  of  the  Jenkins 
Trophy  -  the  highest  Queen’s  award  to  the  athlete-scholar.  Mr 
DRURY  received  a  spontaneous  standing  ovation  at  this  time, 
in  appreciation  of  his  fabulous  athletic  career  and  of  the  honour 
he  had  brought  to  Queen’s  University. 

The  Athletic  Board  of  Control  takes  great  pride  in  present¬ 
ing  this  brief  summary  of  the  achievements  of  the  many  fine 
athletes  under  its  jurisdiction.  The  Board  has  pride,  also,  in  its 
coaches  and  trainers  who  annually  do  so  much  to  bring  out 
the  best  in  our  young  men  and  women. 

The  highest  kind  of  thanks  to  these  coaches  and  athletes, 
and  the  greatest  boost  to  Queen’s  athletic  future  has  come 
about  in  the  recent  beginning  of  the  new  Gymnasium-Pool- Arena 
complex.  With  these  facilities,  there  will  be  assurance  that 
Queen’s  representatives  will  be  well  trained  when  they  meet  on 
the  fields  and  courts  of  other  universities,  and  Queen’s  will  again 
be  able  to  show  the  kind  of  hospitality  to  visiting  teams  for 
which  it  was  renowned  two  or  three  decades  ago. 


Applied  Science  teams,  Medicine,  Pre-Medicine,  two  Law  teams, 
Commerce,  Physical  and  Health  Education,  Theology,  and 
Postgraduates.  Physical  and  Health  Education  was  again  the 
runner-up,  and  Science  ’71  finished  third.  For  the  first  time, 
all  of  the  teams  finished  with  more  than  10,000  points  and, 
judging  from  the  statistics  of  former  years,  it  is  apparent  that 
interest  and  participation  in  the  program  are  increasing.  This 
was  most  evident  among  the  smaller-year  teams  and  the  “older” 
teams  such  as  Law,  Theology  and  Postgraduates. 

Two  new  sports  were  added  to  the  program  this  year  and 
both  were  well  received  by  the  students.  Fifteen  teams  compet¬ 
ed  in  the  Tug-O-War  Tournament  and  the  freshmen  engineering 
team.  Science  ’72,  emerged  the  victor.  A  rough  but  equally 
competitive  seven-man  Rugger  league  attracted  twelve  teams 
and  P.H.E.  was  the  winning  team.  These  new  sports  were  held 
during  the  evening  hours  on  the  inner  and  outer  fields.  The 
lighting  of  the  fields  made  these  new  events  possible.  In  all,  24 
sports  were  made  available  to  the  students.  Included  were  1 1 
team  sports,  seven  individual  (meet)  sports,  and  six  tournament 
sports. 

Next  year,  due  to  the  construction  and  alteration  of  indoor 
facilities,  a  number  of  sports  will  be  temporarily  dropped  from 
the  program.  These  include,  primarily,  the  long  tournament 
sports  such  as  handball  and  badminton.  However,  evening 
soccer  will  be  introduced  and  it  appears  that  17  sports  will  be 
contested  during  the  construction  period. 

The  season  was  brought  to  a  close  with  the  Intramural 
Athletic  Banquet.  This  was  the  first  attempt  at  organizing  such 
an  occasion,  and  the  fine  attendance  has  assured  its  survival.  The 
Intramural  Athletic  Council  planned  the  banquet,  and,  following 
the  meal,  there  were  presentations  of  bronze  medallions,  bronze, 
silver  and  gold  pins,  faculty  letters,  and  trophies. 

The  Senior  A.M.S.  Athletic  Stick,  NEIL  SHARPE,  was 
chairman  of  the  Intramural  Athletic  Council  and  he  was  assisted 
by  DAVE  BERESFORD,  the  Junior  A.M.S.  Stick.  Mr  R.D. 
CARNEGIE  and  the  physical  education  staff  organized  and 
administered  the  program.

MEN’S  INTRAMURAL  ATHLETIC  PROGRAM 

The  Men’s  Intramural  Athletic  Program  experienced 
another  successful  session  in  1968/69.  Competition  for  the 
Bews  Trophy  was  keen  as  usual;  Science  ’70  topped  the  field 
of  16  teams  which  included  four  Arts  and  Science  teams  ,  four 
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The 

Alma  Mater  Society 


In  February  of  1968,  the  President  and  Vice-President  of 
the  A.M.S.  were  elected  in  a  campus-wide  election  for  the  first 
time. 

Through  the  summer  and  early  fall,  the  A.M.S.  Executive 
struggled  with  policies  of  action  on  such  problems  as  housing, 
Senate  openness,  and  Senate  representation.  Because  of  the 
conflict  of  opinion  on  the  tactics  to  be  used  that  occurred 
between  the  President  and  the  rest  of  the  A.M.S.  Executive,  the 
President  and  Vice-President  resigned  in  late  October,  1968. 

A  campus-wide  by-election  was  held,  and  DAVID 
PAKRUL  and  ANDREW  PIPE  were  elected  the  new  President 
and  Vice-President.  The  main  priority  of  this  administration 
was  to  proceed  towards  the  already  established  goals  of  the 
A.M.S.  through  discussion  and  negotiation  with  the 
Administration. 

In  the  field  of  housing,  a  joint  student- Administration 
committee  studied  the  present  housing  service  and  made  specific 
recommendations  for  improvement  for  the  summer  of  1969. 

An  A.M.S.  Housing  Development  Committee  was  establish¬ 
ed  and  proceeded  to  work  towards  a  high-rise  housing  project 
in  downtown  Kingston .  With  financial  help  from  the  Board 
of  Trustees  and  the  A.M.S.,  this  project  moved  from  the  feas¬ 
ible  studies  stage  to  the  examination  of  proposed  designs.  With 
the  continuation  of  the  dedication  and  support  already  shown, 
this  project  should  be  completed  for  September,  1970. 

The  Science  ’44  Co-operative  was  reorganized  in  1968  and 
has  plans  for  future  expansion  and  development  for  1969/70. 
During  the  past  year  it  has  grown  from  a  sometimes  unstable 
position  to  one  of  great  stability  and  promise.  This  is  largely 
due  to  the  dedication,  sound  planning  and  good  management 
shown  by  this  year’s  members.  It  has  received  good  support 
from  the  students  on  campus  and  promises  to  be  a  continuing 
success. 

Student  representation  on  standing  Senate  committees 
was  increased.  This  move  was  taken  in  response  to  increased 
student  interest  in  the  responsible  decision-making  processes  of 
the  University.  The  first  year  for  student  Senators  proved  to  be 
quite  a  success,  as  their  representation  not  only  gave  students 
their  first  direct  voice  in  the  Senate  but  also  illustrated  the 
positive  contribution  that  students  can  make  to  their  University. 

This  was  the  year  of  the  great  “Senate  Openness”  debate 
and  the  conclusion  finally  reached  was  mutually  acceptable  to 
both  students  and  Senators. 

In  a  fall  referendum,  the  students  voted  to  seek  the 
resignation  of  Senator  GRATTAN  O’LEARY  as  Rector. 

Following  much  debate,  both  in  and  out  of  the  press,  as  to 
the  method  of  procedure  to  attain  this  end,  the  President  met 
with  Senator  O’Leary.  As  a  result  of  the  referendum,  the 
Senator  resigned.  The  office  of  Rector  will  be  vacant  uhtil 
November,  and,  in  the  meantime,  the  A.M.S.  will  be  negotiat¬ 
ing  with  the  University  Council  and  the  Board  concerning 
changes  in  the  concept  of  the  Rectorship. 

As  a  result  of  the  growing  concern  over  the  state  of 
athletics  at  Queen’s  ,  the  A.M.S.  established  a  committee  on 
athletics  to  review  all  facets  of  the  athletic  system  at  the  Univers¬ 
ity  and  to  make  recommendations  for  improvements  in  the 
present  system. 

The  A.M.S.  also  participated  in  joint  Student-Administra¬ 
tion  long-range  planning  committees  to  assist  in  the  future 
development  of  the  University. 

One  of  the  major  undertakings  of  this  year  was  the  planning 
and  organizing  of  an  Open  House  at  Queen’s  on  March  1st.  The 
work  of  the  committee  was  well  rewarded.  There  was  a  large 
attendance  and  the  event  was  an  overwhelming  success. 

The  A.M.S.  itself  underwent  revision  this  year.  Its  scope 
of  responsibility  had  grown  too  wide-range  and  diversified  for 
proper  functional  control  to  be  exercised  within  its  present 
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structure.  Revision  of  the  main  structure  of  the  Inner  Council 
and  of  the  jurisdiction  of  committees  was  undertaken.  This 
produced  a  simulated  set  of  ‘Ministers  and  Portfolios’  to  aid  the 
governmental  operation.  The  initial  concepts  are  presently  in 
their  first  year  of  operation  under  the  new  A.M.S.  Executive. 

In  general,  this  past  year  of  student  activity  has  been  one 
of  concern  and  reform,  with  marked  increase  in  student  part¬ 
icipation  in  all  fields  of  interest  undertaken  by  the  A.M.S. 

The  coming  years  should  see  the  completion  of  the 
student  housing  project,  more  student  involvement  in  the 
problem-solving  and  decision-making  processes  of  the  University, 
and  the  building  of  a  new  student  centre  which  will  be  developed 
and  finalized  on  the  basis  of  concepts  introduced  this  year.

Housing 

When  it  appeared  that  a  serious  housing  shortage  might 
develop  for  the  1968/69  session,  an  ad  hoc  committee  was 
appointed  to  investigate  where  new  sources  of  housing  could 
be  found.  The  use  of  motels  was  thoroughly  investigated  and 
verbal  arrangements  were  made  for  several  hundred  beds.  The 
motel  owners  set  special  rates  which  were  somewhat  higher  than 
for  rooms  in  private  dwellings  but  were  less  than  the  usual 
motel  rates.  Most  of  the  rooms  were  available  for  $14  a  week 
with  double  occupancy,  compared  to  an  average  of  about  $10 
a  week  single  occupancy  in  private  dwellings.  Although  all  38 
local  motels  were  visited,  it  was  decided  to  concentrate  on  two 
groups,  those  on  upper  Princess  Street  and  those  on  Highway 
No.  2  in  the  vicinity  of  Cataraqui.  The  principal  reason  for  this 
was  transportation.  A  check  was  made  after  registration  and  it 
was  found  that  approximately  150  students  were  staying  in 
motels,  mostly  in  those  on  upper  Princess  Street. 

Spot  announcements  requesting  listings  were  made  for 
the  first  time  on  the  local  television  station  and  Queen’s  Radio 
Station  CFRC.  Results  from  these  were  very  good.  Although 
total  registration  was  somewhat  greater  than  originally  anticipat¬ 
ed,  a  check  made  the  day  after  registration  was  completed  show¬ 
ed  that  approximately  125  beds  were  still  available  in  private 
homes,  and  there  were  more  than  300  beds  still  available  in 
motels. 

The  shortage  of  apartments  was  again  very  great,  and 
some  students  who  wished  to  stay  in  apartments  were  forced  to 
accept  accommodation  in  rooms.  Comparatively  few  apartments 
were  built  in  Kingston  during  the  past  year,  and  the  shortage  of 
apartments  will  probably  exist  for  several  years. 

The  AMS  asked  that  the  operation  of  the  Housing  Bureau 
be  reviewed  because  of  complaints,  such  as  housing  lists  being 
prepared  too  infrequently.  Additonal  staff  and  equipment  have 
been  added  and  a  new  method  of  operation  has  been  approved 
by  the  AMS.  In  future,  students  will  be  used  for  room  inspection 
and  for  telephone  calls  to  check  listings. 

The  Students’  Housing  Co-Op  is  expanding  rapidly  and 
accommodated  70  students  during  the  1968/69  session. 

Present  plans  are  to  increase  this  to  approximately  200  for  the 
next  session. 


Placement 

The  number  of  both  permanent  and  summer  jobs  for 
students  has  decreased  drastically  during  the  last  two  years.  For 
example,  in  the  past,  students  graduating  from  the  MBA  program 
often  had  as  many  as  10  offers.  In  the  spring  of  1968,  most 
MBA  students  had  difficulty  in  obtaining  one  job  offer.  Condi¬ 
tions  were  similar  for  students  in  Applied  Science  and  Honours 
Science.  Students  graduating  from  Arts  and  Science  in  courses 
other  than  Honours  Science  courses  have  always  had  more 
difficulty  in  obtaining  work  than  those  from  other  faculties. 

The  number  of  companies  recruiting  on  campus 
during  the  last  two  years  was  about  10  per  cent  less  than  the 
average  for  the  past  several  years.  At  some  universities  the 
number  of  companies  recruiting  on  campus  was  down  by  about 
50  per  cent,  so  we  were  quite  fortunate  at  Queen’s.  Students 
from  all  faculties  completing  their  first  and  second  years  have 
always  had  considerable  difficulty  obtaining  summer  work. 

This  has  been  especially  true  during  the  past  two  sessions. 
Third-year  Applied  Science  students  are  having  difficulty  in 
finding  meaningful  work. 

The  size  of  the  graduating  class  in  Applied  Science  is 
increasing  rapidly,  and  more  sources  of  work  will  have  to  be 
found.  The  length  of  the  recruiting  period  cannot  be  increased 
because  it  would  overlap  Christmas  examinations.  The  existing 
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interview  rooms  are  used  to  capacity  during  the  entire  recruiting 
session,  and  therefore  the  number  of  companies  brought  to 
campus  cannot  be  increased.  This  is  a  problem  that  will  have  to 
be  investigated  in  the  near  future. 

For  several  years,  salaries  increased  at  the  rate  of  about 
5  per  cent  or  6  per  cent  per  year.  The  increase  for  the  1968/69 
year  will  probably  average  out  at  between  2  per  cent  and  3  per 
cent,  which  will  represent  a  starting  salary  of  about  $640  per 
month  for  Applied  Science  students.

A  comprehensive  self-study  program,  involving  all  the 
branches  and  hundreds  of  alumni  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States,  has  been  launched  by  the  Alumni  Association. 

The  survey  is  designed  to  examine  the  structures  and 
organizations  of  the  Association  and  to  re-examine  the  aims 
and  purposes  of  the  Association  in  these  changing  times.  The 
Association  was  formed  in  1 926  and  has  operated  with  reason¬ 
able  success  for  more  than  40  years,  but  it  was  felt  that  at  a 
time  when  the  University  was  facing  all  sorts  of  challenges  from 
within  and  without  the  Association  might  profitably,  for  all 
concerned,  investigate  whether  it  was  constituted  to  do  the 
best  job  possible  for  the  alumni  and  the  University. 

A  commission  has  been  set  up  consisting  of  the  officers 
of  the  Association,  the  three  past  presidents,  the  president  of 
the  affiliated  Alumnae  Association,  and  the  Secretary  “to 
establish  guidelines  to  be  followed,  to  elicit  from  the  members 
suggestions,  and  to  act  as  deemed  necessary  to  draw  up  a  report 
making  specific  recommendations  as  to  the  structure,  intent, 
and  activity  of  the  Alumni  Association.” 

The  Commission  has  held  four  meetings.  Its  first  move 
was  to  set  up  a  two-day  conference  at  the  University  to  which 
were  invited  all  branch  presidents  or  other  representatives. 

The  expenses  were  borne  by  the  University. 

The  program  opened  with  a  “state-of-the-union”  address  by 
the  Principal,  Dr  J.J.  DEUTSCH,  followed  by  a  spirited  question- 
and-answer  period  in  which  no  holds  were  barred.  It  was  generally 
felt  that  this  introduction  set  the  tone  for  the  rest  of  the  confer¬ 
ence  and  contributed  in  large  measure  to  its  success. 

At  a  dinner  meeting,  Dr  T.S.  WEBSTER,  Dean  of  Student 
Affairs,  spoke  on  “Student  Unrest,”  and  this  was  also  followed 
by  a  question-and-answer  period  in  which  information  was 
freely  sought  and  frankly  given. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  conference,  delegates  got  down 
to  the  actual  details  of  the  self-examination.  One  representative 
opened  the  proceedings  with  the  question,  “Do  we  need  an 
Alumni  Association?  ”  and  by  the  time  this  was  answered  to 
the  satisfaction  of  all,  the  program  was  well  under  way. 

The  discussions  were  divided  into  specific  areas,  with  a 
leader  for  each:  Alumni  Office  administration,  Branches, 

The  Queen’s  Review,  Alumni  Fund,  alumni-student-relationships, 
Alumni  Association  relationships  with  the  University,  reunions, 
and  the  Queen’s  tradition. 

The  conference  was  followed  by  mandates  to  individuals 
and  branches  to  conduct  detailed  studies.  At  the  same  time 
an  effort  is  to  be  made  to  obtain  opinions  from  alumni  at  large 
on  all  subjects,  whether  designated  or  not.  In  other  words,  it 
is  to  be  a  wide-open  attempt  at  self-analysis. 

One  of  the  sub-committees  of  the  Branches  study,  namely, 
the  branches  in  Western  Canada,  held  a  conference  at  Calgary 
which  was  attended  by  representatives  of  all  nine  branches: 
Lakehead,  Winnipeg,  Regina,  Saskatoon,  Calgary,  Edmonton, 
Kootenay,  Vancouver,  and  Victoria.  The  expenses  of  this 
gathering  were  also  borne  by  the  University. 

Progress  reports  from  various  study  areas  were  obtained 
for  the  consideration  of  the  spring  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  It  is  expected  that  up  to  two  years  may  be  required 
to  complete  the  survey,  but  we  hope  to  be  able  to  implement 
the  most  pressing  recommendations  this  year. 

The  Commission  is  not  looking  for  a  whitewash  of  past 
policies,  but  rather  a  frank  exchange  of  ideas  out  of  which  it  is 
hoped  to  build  a  stronger  Alumni  Association  which  can  better 
carry  out  its  aims  as  stated  in  the  Constitution:  “The  purpose 
of  the  Association  shall  be  to  foster  a  spirit  of  loyalty,  fraternity  , 
and  help  among  the  alumni  and  alumnae  of  the  University,  and 
to  bring  about  united  and  concentrated  action  in  promoting  the 
welfare  and  advancing  the  interests,  influence  and  usefulness  of 
the  University.” 
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The  Queen’s  Review 

Under  the  new  postal  regulations,  The  Queen’s  Review 
has  been  reclassified  as  third-class  mail,  and  the  postage  rates 
have  been  raised  from  three  cents  to  eight  cents  per  copy,  or  an 
additional  annual  outlay  of  $5,665. 

The  Association  is  currently  studying  future  publication 
policy,  which  may  mean  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  pages 
per  issue,  or  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  issues  per  year,  or  a 
newsletter  instead  of  a  magazine,  or  some  combination  of  both. 

The  Alumni  Fund 

Contributions  to  the  Alumni  Fund  in  1968  amounted  to 
$168,303  from  5,649  donors,  as  compared  with  $169,182  from 
5,613  the  preceding  year. 

Total  alumni  contribution  to  the  University  in  1968  came 
to  $963,951 :  Alumni  Fund  $168,303;  bequests,  $742,603; 
alumni  organizations,  $750;  Capital  Appeal,  $52,295.  Alumni 
givings  to  the  Capital  Appeal  now  total  $543,267.  Total  alumni 
contributions  to  the  University  in  1967  were  $249,888. 

Of  the  $168,303,  the  sum  of  $38,099  was  received  through 
Friends  of  Queen’s  Inc.  In  addition,  $7,000  was  given  to  Queen’s 
by  two  corporations  in  the  U.S.  The  president  of  Friends  of 
Queen’s  now  is  Dr.  E.C.A.  Crawford,  of  Ossining,  N.Y. 

The  corporate  alumni  program  produced  $2,491.  This  is 
the  plan  under  which  many  companies  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States  match  the  contributions  made  by  their  employees. 

Four-fifths  of  the  contributions  to  the  Fund,  $132,574, 
were  not  allocated  to  any  specific  project,  with  disposition  being 
left  to  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University. 

Reunion  1968 

Despite  the  fact  that  Reunion  weekend  fell  on  the  same 
weekend  as  that  of  Thanksgiving,  the  attendance  was  the  largest 
ever  recorded. 

The  formal  program  included  the  usual  teas,  receptions, 
parties,  meetings,  dinners,  football  game,  and  church  service. 

Many  and  varied  were  the  informal  gatherings  arranged  in  private 
homes  and  other  places. 

The  regular  Reunion  program  was  preceded  by  a  special 
program  for  the  Medical  alumni,  with  papers  being  presented 
by  Dr  W.  FORD  CONNELL,  Dr  J.B.R.  MCKENDRY,  Dr 
W.J.E.  SPENCE,  and  Dr  DONALD  C.  SMITH. 

The  engineers  also  had  special  events  sandwiched  in  between 
the  formal  occasions,  with  a  reception  and  a  luncheon,  plus  a 
“Forum  for  the  Future,”  in  which  Dean  J.H.  Brown,  Principal 
J.J.  DEUTSCH,  Vice-Principal  H.G.  CONN,  and  Dean  D.W. 
SLATER  provided  information  and  answered  questions  on  the 
approaches  of  the  engineering  school  to  the  current  problems 
of  engineering  education. 

At  the  Reunion  Dinner  in  Wallace  Hall  on  Saturday  night 
the  guests  of  honour  were  the  members  of  the  Classes  of  1918. 

Dr  J.J.  DEUTSCH  welcomed  the  graduates  on  behalf  of  the 
University.  Vice-Principal  L.G.  MACPHERSON  was  the  chairman. 

The  weekend  program  concluded  with  a  University  Church 
Service  in  Grant  Hall  on  Sunday  morning.  Rev  Dr  A.M. 
LAVERTY,  University  Chaplain,  conducted  the  service. 

Alumni  Statistics 

The  number  of  living  graduates  is  23,333.  By  Faculties 
and  Schools  these  are  distributed  as  follows:  Arts  and  Science, 
13,347;  Applied  Science,  6,605;  Medicine,  2,257;  Commerce 
and  Business  Administration,  1,342;  Theology,  193;  Nursing 
Science,  370;  Physical  Health  Education,  279;  Law,  291; 
honorary,  216.  It  should  be  noted  that  1,567  hold  degrees  in 
more  than  one  faculty.

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Public  Relations 


As  the  University  grows  in  size  and  complexity,  problems 
of  internal  communication  become  of  greater  significance. 
Increased  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  University  and  wider 
participation  at  all  its  levels, by  students  and  faculty  alike,  have 
necessitated  the  development  of  a  more  extensive  and  more 
effective  internal  communications  system. 

To  this  end,  the  University  established  in  January  of  this 
year  a  weekly  publication,  the  Queen’s  Gazette,  under  the 
editorship  of  Miss  CATHERINE  PERKINS  of  this  department. 
Intended  as  an  ‘official  publication’, the  Gazette  carries  notices 
of  meetings,  coming  events,  agenda  and  minutes  of  Senate,  and 
other  notices  of  interest  to  the  community.  Campus,  under 
the  editorship  of  Mr  BRIAN  FLYNN,  continues  to  be  publish¬ 
ed  on  a  monthly  basis,  providing  news  coverage  of  matters  of 
University  interest. 

Also  noteworthy  is  the  heightened  interest  of  the  external 
news  media  in  the  affairs  of  the  University.  Since  Senate  meet¬ 
ings  were  opened  to  the  press  in  December,  at  least  one  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  off-campus  press  has  been  in  attendance,  and 
often  all  three  have  been  present.  More  extensive  coverage  of 
the  affairs  of  the  University  should  lead  to  a  better  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  University’s  problems  by  officials  of  the  City  and  its 
citizens,  and  so  indirectly  improve  town-gown  relations. 

In  addition  to  its  regular  duties,  which  include  the  prepa¬ 
ration  and  issuance  of  a  large  number  of  news  releases,  the 
department  played  an  active  role  in  connection  with  a  number 
of  major  University  events.  Among  these  were  the  Installation 
of  the  new  Principal,  the  Symposium  on  the  Ethics  of  Change 
and  Open  House.  At  the  request  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine, 
the  department  also  assisted  in  designing  and  carrying  out  a 
public  relations  program  in  support  of  the  controversial  Bill 
73.  Our  public  relations  counsel,  Mr  GORDON  GARBUTT, 
provided  valuable  assistance  with  this  project,  as  he  has  with 
other  difficult  public  relations  problems  during  the  course  of 
the  year. 

Last  July  the  department  was  represented  by  Mr  L.T. 
MOORE  at  the  formative  meeting  in  Calgary  of  the  Association 
of  Canadian  University  Information  Bureaux.  This  has  since 
become  affiliated  with  the  Association  of  Universities  and 
Colleges  of  Canada  and  Queen’s  has  taken  out  membership  in 
the  association.

AGNES  ETHERINGTON  ART  CENTRE 

There  have  been  many  and  varied  exhibitions  throughout 
the  year,  in  addition  to  selections  from  the  Permanent  Collec¬ 
tion.  They  have  ranged  from  a  special  exhibition  of  local 
artist  Martha  Jamieson,  “Drawings  for  the  Theatre”,  to  “New 
Guinea  Sculpture”,  prints  by  Picasso,  “The  Baroque  Concept 
of  the  Devotional  Image”  organized  by  the  Department  of 
Art  History  and  including  fine  prints  from  the  University 
collection,  “Art  Forms  in  Textiles  and  Metals”,  “Nineteenth 
Century  French  Painting”,  photographic  exhibits,  several 
exhibitions  of  contemporary  Canadian  sculpture  and  paintings, 
stimulating  much  interest  and  culminating  in  April  with  a 
massive  and  superb  retrospective  of  Etrog  sculpture.  Unhap¬ 
pily,  it  was  possible  to  programme  this  exhibit  only  at  the  end 
of  the  University  students’  year,  because  of  the  need  to  accom¬ 
modate  regular  academic  lectures  in  the  main  gallery  space 
during  the  fall  and  winter  sessions.  An  exhibition  of  challeng¬ 
ing  proportions  can  only  be  presented  in  a  free  and  suitable 
gallery  space  equipped  for  this  purpose,  and  it  is  vital  that 
provision  for  academic  lectures  be  made  elsewhere.  BILL 
MUYSSON,  assistant  curator,  has  ingeniously  accommodated 
both  at  times,  but  this  is  a  constant  trial  and  impediment  to 
progress  and  fulfillment  of  the  aims  of  the  Centre’s  work,  mak¬ 
ing  heavy  demands  of  the  small  staff  in  presentation  and  care  of 
works  while  on  exhibition. 

At  all  times  throughout  the  year,  every  effort  has  been 
made  to  enable  people  to  view  all  the  activities  and  exhibits  at 
the  Centre,  including  design  work  in  progress  in  the  studio  and 
course  work  by  both  University  and  school  students.  Extension 
classes  for  the  whole  community  in  Art  and  Design,  day  and 
evening,  were  maintained  and  strengthened  with  new  staff. 
Noticeably,  a  great  many  young  people  visited  the  gallery. 
Lectures,  films,  concerts  and  special  openings  of  exhibitions 
often  had  capacity  attendance  from  a  mixture  of  people,  young 
and  old,  from  the  University  and  Kingston  communities.  It  was 
a  particularly  crowded  year  for  University  receptions,  bringing 
together  many  members  of  the  University  and  visitors  in  a  visual, 
sense-stretching  environment,  conducive  to  a  free  exchange  of 
ideas. 

The  Gallery  Association 

Augmenting  the  general  programme  organized  by  the  Art 
Centre,  the  Association  has  this  year  another  impressive  record 
of  sponsorship  and  participation  in  lectures  and  events.  The 
Docent  training  programme  was  particularly  successful;  there 
were  80  guided  tours  throughout  the  year.  Guides  voluntarily 
working  in  study  sessions  did  a  fine  job  taking  school  groups 
through  the  exhibitions  with  increased  understanding.  The  Art 
Centre’s  extensive  art  rental  service  has  relied  almost  exclusively 
on  this  volunteer  help,  with  four  seasonal  exhibitions  plus 
monthly  exchange  services.  Through  difficult  circumstances, 
with  sensitive  direction,  the  art  classes  for  city  children  have 
continued  successfully. 

“Kingston  Spring  Exhibition  ’69”  was  the  most  ambitious 
ever  undertaken  by  the  Association.  It  drew  a  fine  response  from 
both  Kingston  artists  and  from  a  wide  area  of  Canada,  establish¬ 
ing  a  high  standard  on  which  to  build  for  the  future.  The  continu¬ 
ed  vitality  of  the  Association  members,  their  concern  and  interest 
in  the  visual  education  of  young  people,  will  in  the  future  have 
no  small  part  to  play  in  developments  of  educational  programmes 
and  events. 

Cataloguing  and  Research 

A  significant  event  of  the  year  was  the  publication  of  the 
Illustrated  Catalogue  of  the  Permanent  Collection  of  Paintings, 
Drawings  and  Sculpture,  prepared  with  admirable  research  by 
Mrs.  FRANCES  K.  SMITH  and  designed  by  the  late  CARL 
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DAIR.  It  is  the  first  catalogue  of  its  kind  to  be  published  by  any 
university  gallery  in  Canada,  and  we  are  justifiably  proud  of  it. 
Copies  of  the  catalogue  have  been  sent  as  gifts  to  Canadian 
university  libraries,  Canadian  art  galleries  and  museums,  to 
certain  other  art  galleries  outside  Canada  on  an  exchange  basis, 
to  donors  to  the  collection,  and  to  some  scholars  working  in  the 
visual  arts.  It  has  been  received  with  enthusiasm  in  all  these 
areas.  The  Gallery  Association  extended  the  catalogue’s  circula¬ 
tion  by  presenting  copies  to  high  school  libraries  in  Kingston 
and  district.  The  work  of  research  and  compilation  of  historical 
reference  records  of  all  artists  in  the  collection  is  being  continued 
by  the  assistant  to  the  Director,  along  with  the  preparation  of 
future  circulating  exhibitions,  with  a  supplement  to  the  present 
catalogue  also  in  mind. 

Research  on  the  University  print  collection,  framing  and 
matting,  in  co-operation  with  the  Art  Centre  staff,  has  been 
accelerated  by  GEORGE  KEYES’  enthusiastic  interest  and  com¬ 
mitment,  limited  only  by  lack  of  funds  for  materials.  Similar 
research  and  up-to-date  cataloguing  of  the  collection  of  museum 
objects  will  go  ahead  as  soon  as  possible,  with  more  provision 
for  showing  regularly  in  the  gallery. 

While  the  academic  staff  of  the  Department  of  Art  History 
are  available  for  advice  to  complement  the  library  and  photograph¬ 
ic  reference  services  housed  at  the  Centre,  their  growing  com¬ 
mitment  to  teaching  in  their  own  department  demands  they 
honour  their  prime  obligation  to  the  students.  The  Art  Centre 
itself  must  be  staffed  realistically  to  do  justice  to  the  massive 
amount  of  work  required  while  continuing  its  development  and 
service  to  the  University  and  the  community.  The  combination 
of  physical  work  with  high  standards  in  museum  exhibits,  design 
procedure,  conservation  and  administration  demands  much  of 
its  staff. 

Acquisitions  and  Conservation 

New  accessions  to  the  collection  during  the  year,  by  gift 
and  purchase,  increased  remarkably  to  a  total  of  80  items:  29 
paintings,  12  drawings,  24  prints,  a  tapestry  and  14  pieces  of 
silver  to  add  to  the  Houston  collection.  Purchases,  with  the 
exception  of  two  drawings  and  five  prints,  have  been  in  the  area 
of  Canadian  art,  which  is  our  main  strength,  two  of  them  from 
the  Spring  Exhibition  ’69  at  the  Art  Centre.  Gifts  of  earlier 
works  (European  and  British)  have  come  from  Mr  HUNTLEY 
M.  SINCLAIR  and  Dr  ALFRED  BADER;  they  help  considerably 
to  broaden  this  area  of  the  collection.  The  donors  of  Canadian 
paintings  and  prints  this  year  include  individuals  in  Kingston  and 
elsewhere,  business  firms  and  Alumnae  groups.  The  Federation 
of  Canadian  Artists  presented  a  painting  by  Andre  Bieler  to 
honour  him  as  first  National  President. 

It  is  clear  that  as  our  reputation  grows  in  the  standards  of 
presentation  and  care  of  works,  we  can  expect  the  increased 
interest  by  individuals  who  wish  to  donate  valuable  works  to 
continue.  It  is  therefore  vital  and  realistic  that  provision  be 
made  with  storage  and  maintenance  facilities  to  do  justice  to 
this  fine  asset  to  the  life  of  the  University.  Each  acquisition 
demands  more  of  the  slim  resources  we  have  in  manpower, 
finances  and  storage  for  the  important  area  of  conservation 
and  improvement  of  works  and  their  presentation,  which  is 
continual.  The  assistant  curator  is  starting  a  systematic  check 
on  the  collection,  with  up-to-date  condition  reports  and 
conservation  work,  repair  and  improvement.  With  works  in 
locations  throughout  the  University  in  addition  to  the  Art 
Centre,  the  problems  of  maintenance  are  formidable. 

Future 

This  year  the  Ontario  Association  of  Art  Galleries  was 
formed.  The  purposes  of  this  Association  include  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  the  closest  possible  co-operation  between  member 


galleries  and  museums,  the  promotion  of  high  standards  of 
excellence  in  the  care  and  presentation  of  works  of  art,  and 
assistance  to  developing  visual  art  centres  in  the  province.  The 
Centre’s  Director,  RALPH  ALLEN  (with  the  Art  Centre  as  one 
of  the  founding  members)  was  actively  engaged  in  the  formation 
of  this  association,  and  Mrs.  FRANCES  K.  SMITH,  assistant  to 
the  Director,  was  elected  to  the  Executive  as  Secretary  in  its 
first  year  of  operations.  The  Association  will  play  an  increasing¬ 
ly  large  role  in  the  future  regional  development  of  the  province, 
working  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Ontario  Council  for  the 
Arts,  to  which  the  Association  will  look  for  financial  support 
for  the  extension  and  educational  services  of  its  members  in 
the  field  of  the  visual  arts. 

The  Agnes  Etherington  Art  Centre  is  a  major  element  in 
an  interdependent  pattern  of  development  in  the  Fine  Arts  at 
Queen’s  University,  playing  an  important  role  also  as  a  general 
community  and  regional  Art  Centre.  With  future  exhibition  and 
related  plans,  together  with  the  important  area  of  conservation, 
and  with  the  general  programme  expansion,  we  have  submitted 
an  application  to  the  Canada  Council  for  additional  financial 
support. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  Mathematics  building  and  the 
increased  movement  of  students  anticipated  within  the  area  of 
the  Centre,  the  Director  will  be  looking  for  sculpture  and  other 
means  to  humanize  and  improve  the  stark  concrete  landscaping 
between  Jeffery  Hall  and  the  Art  Centre.  With  or  without 
Canada  Council  support,  something  must  be  done  to  protect  the 
sense  of  human  scale  and  design  of  the  visual  surroundings  which 
influence  greatly  the  total  environment  for  the  community  of 
Queen’s.  He  will  be  looking  for  ways  of  opening  up  interdiscipli¬ 
nary  links  with  Film,  Drama,  Music  and  the  Sciences. 

Having  been  Acting  Director  for  the  year  during  RALPH 
ALLEN’s  absence  on  sabbatical  leave,  I  am  full  of  admiration 
knowing  the  difficulties  overcome  -  for  the  level  of  achievement, 
for  the  tremendous  amount  of  practical  accomplishment  by  him¬ 
self  and  his  small  staff  -  the  assistant  to  the  Director,  the  assist¬ 
ant  curator,  and  secretary  DENYSE  WILLIAMS  —  all  of  them 
working  the  year  round  with  deeds  and  not  words  alone.

THE  VAGHY  STRING  QUARTET 

The  Vaghy  String  Quartet  —  DEZSO  VAGHY,  1st  violin, 
STEPHEN  KECSKEMETHY,  2nd  violin,  TIBOR  VAGHY, 
viola,  and  EDWARD  CULBREATH,  ’cello  —  was  appointed 
Quartet  in  Residence  in  September,  1968,  under  the  joint 
sponsorship  of  Queen’s  University,  the  Ontario  Council  for  the 
Arts,  and  the  Kingston  Symphony  Association. 

During  the  1968/69  season  they  gave  three  formal  recitals 
in  the  University  and  a  series  of  five  informal  recitals  (called 
‘Anti-Concerts’)  in  the  Students’  Memorial  Union.  They  co¬ 
operated  with  the  Queen’s  Musical  Theatre  in  preparing  a 
Gilbert  and  Sullivan  opera,  assisted  the  conductor  of  the  newly 
formed  Kingston  Youth  Orchestra  (which  includes  a  number  of 
university  students),  and  prepared  a  Summer  String  Workshop  for 
for  string  quartets  and  individual  players.  In  addition  to  giving 
recitals  in  several  Ontario  universities,  they  played  1 2  recitals  in 
Kingston  schools,  and  throughout  the  season  led  and  trained  the 
string  sections  of  the  Kingston  Symphony  Orchestra  and 
performed  in  a  solo  capacity.  Their  work  has  made  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  musical  life  of  the  University  and  of  the  com¬ 
munity. 


RADIO  STATION  CFRC 


General  Operation  and  Programming 

CFRC  is  completing  what  I  believe  to  be  a  very  successful 
season  of  broadcasting.  In  the  area  of  new  and  improved 
technical  facilities,  we  were  aided  by  the  further  outfitting  of 
our  sub-control  (secondary  control  studio)  with  a  new  Magne- 
cord  1028x  stereo  tape  recorder  and  a  second  turntable. 

A  peak  limiter  which  has  recently  been  installed  has  helped 
improve  the  quality  of  our  AM  and  FM  signals.  A  second  Sony 
portable  tape  recorder  is  helping  in  the  training  of  new 
announcers  as  well  as  in  the  on-location  recording  of  programs 
for  broadcast.  Another  helpful  addition  is  the  hiring  of 
PHILIP  WADE  to  help  with  Public  Address  (P.A.)  work  and  to 
do  regular  maintenace  on  CFRC  facilities. 

Programming  in  1968/69  maintained  the  high  standards 
of  Queen’s  University  broadcasting.  In  the  fall,  CFRC’s  foot¬ 
ball  crew  travelled  to  Montreal,  Toronto,  Hamilton  and 
Winnipeg  to  broadcast  all  football  games.  Just  as  the  season 
was  a  precedent-setting  one  for  the  Queen’s  Golden  Gaels,  it 
was  also  of  such  a  nature  for  CFRC.  Our  broadcast  crew  went 
to  Winnipeg  to  supply  Eastern  Ontario  with  a  play-by-play 
description  of  the  Golden  Gaels  —  University  of  Manitoba 
Bisons  game.  This  is  a  first  for  Queen’s  Radio  and,  I  believe, 
a  first  for  university  broadcasting  in  Canada.  The  whole  venture 
!  cost  $660,  $575  of  which  was  offset  by  a  grant  from  the  Alma 
i  Mater  Society.  CFRC’s  play-by-play  commentator,  DUNCAN 
CAMPBELL,  is  leaving  Queen’s  this  year  but  his  back-up  man, 
JEFF  SIMPSON,  is  ready  and  able  to  assume  “Voice  of  the 
!  Golden  Gaels”  duty.  Thus  it  appears  as  though  CFRC  football 
broadcasts  will  continue  to  supply  the  quality  of  commentary 
hitherto  enjoyed  by  Gaels  fans. 

Another  aspect  of  CFRC  operation  has  been  the  handling 
of  Public  Address  work  and  the  supplying  of  facilities  and  tech¬ 
nical  help  to  outside  broadcasters.  The  Symposium,  “The 
j  University  and  the  Ethics  of  Change”,  and  the  Installation  of 
Dr  Deutsch  as  Principal  supplied  us  with  a  challenge  in  this 
area.  The  Station  Manager  worked  closely  with  JAMES  A.P. 
ANDERSON,  producer  of  CBC’s  “Ideas”  radio  program,  in 
taping  all  of  the  Symposium  sessions  for  national  network 
broadcast.  Close  co-operation  with  Newsradio  Inc.,  CKLC, 
CKWS  radio  and  CBC  and  CTV  television  also  were  in  order 
during  that  week.  Broadcast  feed  services  were  supplied  to 
them  by  CFRC.  Special  thanks  in  these  matters  must  go  to 
Electronic  Service  Shop  and  CFRC  technicians  J.A.  HARRISON, 
GARY  RACINE  and  PHILIP  WADE,  as  well  as  to  dozens  of 
student  volunteers  who  manned  microphones  and  helped 


control  P.A.  and  broadcast  facilities.  CFRC  also  broadcast  live 
the  evening  Symposium  session  and  the  Installation  of 
Principal  Deutsch.  In  the  winter  1969  term,  CFRC  presented 
weekly  rebroadcasts  of  the  Symposium  series  for  those  who 
were  unable  to  attend  any  or  all  sessions. 

Several  new  programs  have  appeared  in  the  CFRC  schedule 
this  season.  “Spectrum”  has  been,  I  think,  quite  successful 
as  a  student-oriented  magazine  of  interviews,  creative  ideas,  and 
contemporary  good  music.  “Campus  Topics”,  heard  during 
“Spectrum”  as  well  as  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  supplies  a 
summary  of  campus  events,  past,  present  and  future,  and  has 
this  year  been  better  organized  and  produced  by  students  than 
in  the  past.  Another  totally  new  program  has  been  “Weekend 
News  Review”,  heard  on  Sundays  at  3:30  p.m.  This  program 
covers  international,  national  and  municipal  events  of  the 
preceding  week.  It  has  been  a  successful  venture  into  news 
reporting  on  a  wider  scale  than  attempted  on  CFRC  in  recent 
years.  “Classics  by  Request”,  always  a  popular  program, 
proved  so  popular  in  1968  that  it  was  decided  to  extend  it  to 
two  afternoons.  It  is  now  heard  on  both  Saturday  and  Sunday 
afternoons  and  both  programs  always  receive  more  requests 
than  can  be  played. 

Another  new  twist  to  an  old  program  was  the  linking  of 
the  University  Concert  Series  to  “The  Living  Classics”.  Every 
concert  was  publicized  by  a  biography  of  the  artist  or  artists 
and  an  airing  of  some  of  the  music  to  be  played  at  the  concert. 

CFRC  also  broadcast  Dunning  Trust  lectures  by  Dr 
CLARK  KERR  and  Dr  CLAUDE  BISSELL,  as  well  as  covering 
all  of  the  major  events  surrounding  the  Brockington  Visitor, 
LESTER  B.  PEARSON.  A  delayed  broadcast  of  Mr 
PEARSON’s  Brockington  Lecture  climaxed  this  coverage  and 
enabled  those  who  could  not  be  present  in  Grant  Hall  to  hear 
the  former  Prime  Minister  speak. 

In  general,  CFRC  has  a  growing  Student  Radio  Club, 
whose  members  are  full  of  ideas  and  enthusiasm.  In  my  view, 
this  augurs  well  for  broadcasting  at  Queen’s.  With  a  member¬ 
ship  of  more  than  150  students,  CFRC  is  an  activity  which 
involves  many  students  from  virtually  all  areas  of  the  campus 
community. 

Plans  for  1969/70  and  Beyond 

Beginning  in  September,  1969,  CFRC  and  CFRC-FM 
became  two  separate  broadcasting  services  for  a  large  part  of 
the  programming  week.  CFRC-AM  is  intended  as  a  quality, 
student-operated  service,  while  CFRC-FM  is  viewed  as  a  Fine 
Arts  service  to  Eastern  Ontario,  using  student  and  faculty 
broadcasters.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Station  Manager  that 
CFRC  will  be  able  to  offer  even  better  service  to  students  and 
community  through  separate  programming.  The  student  and 
faculty  support  expressed  thus  far  has  been  very  encouraging. 

Another  possibility  for  the  future  of  CFRC  that  has  been 
explored  at  some  length  by  the  technical  staff  is  stereophonic 
broadcasting.  Both  Kingston  FM  stations  now  broadcast  in 
stereo,  as  does  WOTT,  a  newly  established  station  in  Watertown, 
New  York.  CFRC,  then,  is  the  only  FM  radio  station  of  the 
four  in  this  area  that  does  not  have  this  facility.  But  we  like  to 
hope  that  it  could  be  a  possibility  for  the  future.  Informal 
surveys  have  shown  that  FM  listeners  prefer  a  stereo  signal  to 
a  monaural  one;  and  I  believe  CFRC’s  audience  has  been 
fragmented  by  the  other  stations’  separate  stereo  programming. 

The  major  obstacle  to  stereo  broadcasting  is  cost.  The 
lowest  possible  price  for  installing  such  equipment  as  would 
be  necessary  is  in  the  area  of  $25,000. 

So  I  conclude  my  report  with  the  hope  that  CFRC  can 
plan  for  stereo  broadcasting  as  a  part  of  the  process  of  growth 
as  a  service  designed  to  offer  the  best  in  broadcasting  to  campus 
and  community.

Dunning  Trust  Lectures 


Eight  lectures  were  given  in  the  Dunning  Trust  Lecture 
Series,  1968/69,  under  the  general  title  of  “Dimensions  of 
Freedom”.  The  list  of  speakers  and  their  topics  is  appended  to 
this  report,  and  included  such  distinguished  visitors  as  Professor 
CLARK  KERR, who  spoke  on  “Higher  Education  in  the  U.S.: 

The  Best  of  Times,  the  Worst  of  Times”,  and  Professor  RICHARD 
Hoggart,  Director  of  the  Centre  for  Contemporary  Cultural 
Studies,  University  of  Birmingham,  who  had  some  perceptive 
things  to  say  on  the  role  of  television  in  a  lecture  entitled 
“Mass  Communications:  The  Argument  About  Effect”. 

Other  speakers  embraced  the  wide  field  of  science,  the  local 
scene  in  France  during  the  Paris  riots  of  1968,  and  the  effect  of 
education  on  creating  a  nation  in  the  State  of  Israel. 

In  addition,  the  Trust  funds  were  used  to  support  the 
extremely  successful  Symposium  associated  with  the  installation 
of  Dr  JOHN  DEUTSCH  as  Principal. 

The  work  of  the  Trust  was  somewhat  handicapped  by  the 
resignation  of  the  existing  Chairman,  Dr  R.F.  HOPWOOD,  due 
to  ill  health,  during  the  course  of  the  lectures. 

With  the  reorganization  of  the  Senate  and  the  clearer 
definition  of  the  position  of  the  Dunning  Trust  Lecture  Sub¬ 
committee,  an  opportunity  has  been  taken  to  redefine  its  func¬ 
tions.  In  future,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  lecture  series  will 
be  restricted  to  about  four,  and  that  in  general  these  lectures 
will  be  co-ordinated  by  the  Division  of  Concerts  so  as  to  be 
given  at  a  time  when  students  are  reasonably  free  to  attend.  In 
the  coming  year  it  is  hoped  to  give  a  lecture  series  of  four  under 
the  title  of  “Freedom  and  Responsibility  in  Contemporary 
Society”. 

Professor  J.W.  GROVE  of  the  Department  of  Political 
Science  will  be  Chairman  for  the  coming  year,  and  a  practice 
has  been  instituted  whereby  a  Vice-Chairman  is  appointed  who, 
in  his  year  as  Vice-Chairman  ,  will  be  responsible  for  the  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  year  in  which  he  will  actually  be  Chairman.  In 
this  way  it  is  hoped  to  avoid  the  hiatus  of  having  the  officers  of 
the  Committee  responsible  for  commitments  entered  into  by 
their  predecessors.  Now  those  responsible  for  planning  of  the 
series  will  also  be  responsible  for  their  execution.
